- shall the remnant of our seed know that they are of the House 
of Israel, and that they are the covenant people of the Lord; 
and then shall they know and come to the knowledge of their 
. forefathers, and also to the knowledge of the Gospel of their 
- Redeemeyy which was ministered unto their fathers by him; 
wherefore, they shall come to the knowledge of theit Redee- 
mer, and the very points of his doctrine, that they may know 
how to come unto him and be saved. And then at that day, 
. will they not rejoice and give praise unto their everlasting God, 

their rock and their salvation? Yea, at that day, will they not 
receive the strength and nourishment from the true vine ? con 
will they not come unto the true fold of God? Behold, I say 


unto you, Yea; they shall be remembered again among the | 


House of Israel; they shall be grafted in, being a natural 
branch of.the olive tree, into the true olive tree ; and this is 
avhat our father meaneth ; and he meaneth that it will not come 
to until after that they are scattered by the Gentiles; 
and he meaneth that it shall come by way of the Gentiles, that 
the Lord may shew his power unto the tiles, for the very 
@ause that he shall be rejected of the Jews, or of the House 
@t.tsrael; wherefore, our father hath not spoken of our seed 
@one, but also of all the House of Israel, pointing to the cove- 


nant which should be fulfilled in the latter days; which cove- 
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nant the Lord made to our father Abraham, saying : In thy 

seed shall.all the kindreds of the earth be blessed. 
And it came to pass that I, Nephi, spake much unto the 

concerning these things; yea, I spake unto them concerni 


the restoration of the Jews, in the latter days; and I did reg. 


hearse unto them the words of Isaiah, which spake concerning 
the restoration of the Jews, or of the House of Israel; and 
‘ after that they were restored, they should no more be con- 


founded, neither should they be scattered again. And it came 
~ to pass that I did speak many words unto my brethren, that 
they were pacified, and did humble themselves before the 


Lord. 

_And it came to pass that they did speak unto me again, 
saying: What meaneth the thing which our father saw in a 
dream? What meaneth the tree which he saw? And I said 
unto them, it was a representation of the tree of life. And 


they said unto me, What meaneth the rod of iron which our ~ 


father saw, that led to the tree? And I said unto them, ‘that it 


was the word of God; and whoso would hearken unto the 


word of*God, and would hold fast unto it, they would never 
perish ; neither could the temptations and the firy darts of the 
adversary, overpower them unto blindness, to lead: them away 


to destruction. Wherefore, I, Nephi, did exhort them to give. 


heed unto the word of the Lord; yea, I did exhort them with 


all the energies of my soul, and with all the faculty which T 
possessed, that they would give heed to the word of God, and 


remember to keep his commandments always, in all things.— 
And they said unto me, What meaneth the river of water which 
our father saw? And I said unto them, that the*Wwater which 
my father saw, was filthiness; and so much ‘was his mind 
swallowed up in other things, that he beheld not the filthiness 
of the water; and I said unto them, that it was an awful gulf, 
which separateth the wicked from the tree of life, and also 
from the Saints of God; and I said unto them, that it was @ 
representation of that awful Hell, 
me was prepared for the wicked. And I said unto them, that 


our father also saw, that the’ justice of God did also divide the 
wicked from the righteous ; and the brightness thereof was'like — 


_ wthto the brightness of a flaming fire, which ascendeth up unte 


forever and ever, and hath no end. 


_~ And they said unto me, Doth this thing mean the tormentOf 
the: body in the days of probation, or doth it mean the final 
- state of the soul after the death of the temporal body ? or doth 
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it speak of the things which are temporal? And it came to pass 
that I said unto them, That it was a representation of things 
both temporal and spiritual; for the day should come that they 
must be judged of their works, yea, even the works which were 
done by the temporal body in their days of probation ; where- 
fore, if they should die in their wickedness, they must be cast 
off; also as to the things which are spiritual, which are per- 
taining to righteousness ; wherefore, they must be brought to 
stand before God, to be judged of their works; and if their 
works have been filthiness, they must needs be filthy; and if 
they be filthy, it must needs be that they cannot dwell in the 
kingdom of ; if so, The kingdom of God must be filthy 
also, But, behold, Isay unto you, The kingdom of Godis not | 
filthy, and there cannot any unclean thing enter into the king- 
dom of God; wherefore, there must needs be a place of filthi- 
ness pre for that which is filthy. And there is a place: 
prepared, yea, even that awful Hell of which I have spoken, 
end the Devil is the preparator of it; wherefore, the final state 
of the souls of men is to dwell in the kingdom of God, or to be 
cast out because of that justice of which I have*spoken; 
wherefore, the wicked are rejected from the righteous, and al- 
so from that tree of life, whose fruit is most precious and most 


. desirable above all other fruits; yee, and it is the greatest of 


all the gifts of God. And thus 1 spake unto my brethren.—

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. ‘tiong of the ball, which led us inthe more fertile parts of the 
wilderness. And after that we had travelled for the space of 

many days, we did pitch our tents for the space of atime, that 
Wwe might again rest ourselves and obtain food for our families. 

And it came to pass that as I, Nephi, went forth to slay food, © 

behold, I did break my bow, which was made of fine steel ; ° 

and after that I did break my bow, behold, my brethren were 
with me, because of the loss of my bow, for we did ob- 
tain no food. And it came to pass that we did return without 
food to our families. And being much fatigued, because of 
their journeying, they did suffer much for the want of food. 
And it came to pass that Laman and Lemuel, and the sons 
of Ishmael, did begin to murmur exceedingly, because of their 
sufferings and afflictions in the wilderness ; and also, my father 
began to murmur against the Lord his‘God ; yea, and they were 
all exceeding sorrowful, even that they did murmur against 
the Lord.

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thing we had brought with us, every one according to his age; 
wherefore, we did all go down into the ship, with our wives.

And now, my father had begat two sons, in the wilderness: 
The eldest was called Jacob, and the younger, Joseph. . And 
it came to pass that after we had all gone down into the ship, 
and had taken with us our provisions and things which had 
been commanded us, we did. put forth into the sea, and were 
driven forth before the wind, towards the promised land; and 
after that we had been driven forth before the wind, for tie 
space of many days, behold, my brethren, and the sons of Ish- 
mael, and also their wives, began to make themselves merry, 
imsomuch that they began to dance, and to sing, and to speak 
with much rudeness, yea, even to that they did forget by what 
power they had been brought thither; yea, they were lifted up 
unto exceeding rudeness. And I, Nephi, began to fear excee- 
_ « dingly, lest the Lord should be angry with us, and smite us,

igmpest began to be exceeding sore. . : 
And it came to pass that we were about to be swallowed up 
in the depths of the Sea. And after that we had been driven 
back upon the waters for the space of four days, my brethren 
to see that the judgment of God was upon them, and. 
at they must perish, save that they should repent of their 
afliquities; wherefore, they came unto me and loosed the bands 
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which was upon my wrists, and behold, they had much swo- 
jen, exceédingly ; and also, mine ancles were much swollen, 
and great was thé soreness thereof. Nevertheless, I did look 
unto my God, and I did praise him all the day long; and I did 
not murmur agairist the Lord, because of mine afflictions. 

Now, my father, Lehi, iad said many things unto them, and 
also unto the sons of Ishmael; but, behold, they did breathe 
out much threatnings against any one that should speak for’ 
me; and my parents being stricken in years, and having suf- 
fered much grief because of their children, they were brought . 
down, yea, even upon their sick beds. Because of their grief, — 
and much sorrow, afid the iniquity of my brethren, they were 
brought near even to be carried out of this time, to meet their 
God; yea, their gray hairs were about to be brought down to | 
lie low in the dust; yea, even they were near to be cast into _ 
a watery grave. And Jacob and Joseph also, beg young, 
having need of much nourishment, were grieved because of they, 
afflictions of their mother; and also my wife, with her tears 
and peers and also my children, did not soften the hearts of 
my brethren, that they would loose me; and there was noth- 
ing, save it were the power of God, which threatened ther 
with destruction, could soften their hearts; wherefore, when — 
they saw that they were about to be swallowed upin the depths 
of the sea, they repented of the thing which they had dome, 
insomuch that they loosed me.

And upon the plates whi ch made, 
i did engraven the record of my father, and also our journey- 
dngs in the wilderness, and the ros phecies of my father ; and 
also, many of mine own ecies have | engraven ‘upos 
them. And I knew not at that time when I made them, that 
I should be commanded of. the Lord to make these plates ; 
wherefore, the record of my father, and. the genealogy of his — 
fathers, and the more part of all our proceedings in the wilder- 
mess, are engraven upon those plates of which | have spoken ; 
carmen the things which transpired before that I made 
lates, are, of a truth, more. particularly made mention 
e first plates. 
And after that I had made these plates by way of com- 
ceo eage I, Nephi, received a commandment, that the minis- 
try, and the prophecies, the more plain and precious. parts of 
them, should be written upon these plates; and that the things 
which were written, should be kept: for, the instruction of my 


people, which should possess the land, and also for other 
wise purposes, which purposes, are known unto the Lord;

demands of his justice upon all those who have not. the law 
given to them, that they are delivered from that awful mon- 
ster, death and hell, and the Devil, and the lake of fire and 
brimstone, which is endless torment; and they are restored 
to that God who gave them breath,. which is the Holy One ~ 
of [srael. 

But wo unto him that hath the law given; yea, that hath all 
_ the commandments of God, like unto us, and that transgress- 
eth them, and that wasteth the days of his probation: for aw- 
ful is bis state ! : | a 

O that cunning plan of the evil one! O the vainness, and — 
the frailties, and the foolishness of men! When they are 
Jearned, they think they are wise, and they hearken not unto 
the counsel of God, for they set it aside, supposing they 
know of themselves. Wherefore, their wisdom is foolishness, 
and it profiteth them not. Wherefore they shall perish. 

But to be learned is good, if it so be that they hearken unto 
the counsels of God, But wo unto the rich, which are rich 
as to the things of the world. For because that they are rich, 
they despise the poor, and they persecute the meek, and their 
hearts are upon their treasures; wherefore their treasure is: 
their God. And behold, their treasure shall perish with them. 
also. And wo unto the deaf, that will not hear: forthey shall 
perish. Wo unto the blind, that will not see : for they shall 

rish also. Wo unto the uncircumcised of heartagor a 

nowledge of their iniquities shall smite them at the TaSt day. . 
Wo unto the liar: for he shall be thrust down to hell, Wo. | 
unto the murderer, who deliberately killeth: for he shall die, _ 
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Wo unto them who commit whoredoms: for they shall be 
thrust downto hell. Yea, wo unto they that worship Idols: 
for the Devil of all Devils delighteth in them. And, in fine, wo 
unto all they that die in their sins: for they shall return to 
God, and behold his face, and remain in their sins. 

O, my beloved brethren, remember the awfulness in trans- 
gressing against that holy God, and also the awfulness of yiel- 


ding to. the enticings of that cunning one. Remember, to be 


carnally minded, is death, and to be spiritually minded, is life 


eternal. 


QO, my beloved brethren, give ear to my words. Remenber 


the greatness of the Holy One of Israel. Do not say that I 


have spoken hard things against you: for if ye do, ye will re- 
vile against the truth: for I have spoken the words of your 
Maker. I know that the words of truth are hard against all 


‘uncleanness ; but the righteous fear it not, for they love the 


truth, and are not shaken. 

O then, my beloved brethren, come unto the Lord, the Hol 
One. Remember that his paths are mghteousness. Behold, 
the way for man is narrow, but it lieth in a straight course be- 
fore him, and the keeper of the gate is the Holy Oneof Israel: 


and he employeth no servant there ; and there is none other. 


way, save it be by the gate, for he cannot be deceived ; for the 
Lord God is his name. And whoso knocketh, to him will he 
open, and the wise, and the learned, and they that are rich, 
which are puffed up because of their learning, and their wis- 
dom, and their riches ; yea, they are they, whom he despiseth ; 
and save they shall cast prske things away, and consider them- 
selves fools before God, and come down in the depths of hu- 
mility, he will not open ‘unto them. But the things of the wise 
and the prudent, shall be hid from them forever ; yea, that hap- 

piness which is prepared for the Saints. O my beloved breth- 

ren, remember my words: Behold, I take off my garments, 
and I shake them before you: I pray the God of my salvation 
that he view me with his All-searching eye ; wherefore, ye 
shall know at the last day, when all men shall be judged of 


“their works, that the God of Israel did witness that I shook 


your iniguities from my soul, and that I stand with brightness 
before him, and am rid of your blood. 

O. my beloved brethren, turn away from your sins ; shake 
off the chains of him that would bind you fast; come unto 


_ that God which is the rock of your salvation. Prepare

Come, my brethren, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters; and he that hath no money, 
come buy and eat ; yea, come buy wine and milk without mo- 
ney and without price. Wherefore, do not:spend money for 
that which is of no worth, nor your labor for that which can- 
not satisfy. Hearken diligently unto me,.and remember the 
words which I have. spoken ; and come unto the Holy One of 
Israel, and feast upon that which perisheth not, neither can be 
corrupted, and let your soul delight in fatness. Behold, my 
beloved brethren, remember the words of your God; pray 
unto him continually by day, and give thanks unto his holy 
name by night. Let your hearts rejoice, and behold how great 
the covenants of the Lord, and how great his condescensions 
unto the children of men; and because of his greatness, and

CHAPTER VI. 


Anp now I, Jacob,-speak unto you again, my beloved bretk- J 
Yen, concerning of which Ihave spoken, 
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For behold, the promises which we have obtained, are promi- 
ses unto us according to the flesh; wherefore, as it hath been 
_ shown unto me that many of our children shall perish in the 
- flesh, because of unbelief, nevertheless, God will be merciful 
unto many; and our children shall be restored, that they may 
come to that which will give them the true knowledge of their 
Redeemer.

For I will liken his words 
unto my people; and I will send them forth unto all my chil- 
dren: for he verily saw my Redeemer, even as I have seen 
him. And my brother Jacob also hath seen him as I have 
seen him; wherefore, I will send their words forth unto my 
children, to prove unto them that my words are true.

And also, my soul delighteth 
in the covenants of the Lord which ‘he hath made to our fa- 
thers; yea, my soul delighteth in his grace, and his justice, 


‘and power, ‘and mercy, in the great and eternal plan of deli- 


verance from death. And my soul delighteth in proving unto 
my people, that save Christ should come, all men must perish. 
For if there be no Christ, there be no God; and if there be 
no. God, we are not, for there could have been no creation.— 
But there is a God, and he is Christ; and he cometh in the 
fulness, of his own time. ss 
And now, I write.some of the words of Isaiah, that whoso 


of my people which shall see these words, may lift up their

} For behold, the Lord, the Lord of hosts, doth take away 
from Jerusalem and from Judah the stay and the staff, the 
whole staff of bread, and the whole stay of water, the mighty 
man, and the man of war, the jadge, and the prophet, and the 
prudent, and the ancient, the captain of fifty, int the honora- 
ble man, and the counsellor, and the cunning artificer, and the 
cloquent orator. And I will give children unto them to be 
their princes, and babes shall rule overthem. And the people 
shall be oppressed, every one by another, and every one by 
his neighbor : the child shall behave himself proudly against 
the ancient, and the base against the honorable. When aman 
shall take hold of his brother of the house of his father, and 

_« shall say, Thou hast clothing, be thou our ruler, and let not

The shew of their countenance doth witness against them, 
and doth declare their sin to be even as Sodom, and they can- 

_not hide it. Wo unto their souls! for they have rewarded 
evil unto themselves. Say unto the righteous, that it is well 
with them: for they shall eat the fruit of their doings. Wo 
unto the wicked ! for they shall perish: for thereward of their 
hands shall be upon them. 

And my — children are their oppressors, val women 
rule over them. O my people, they which lead thee cause 
thee to err, and destroy the w ay of thy paths. The Lord 
standeth up to plead, and standeth to judge ‘the people. The 
Lord will enter into judgment with the ancients of his people, 
and the princes thereof: for ye have eatep up the vineyard, 
and the spoil of the poor in your houses. What mean ye ? 

_ Ye beat my people to pieces, and grind the faces of the poor, 
saith the Lord God of hosts. 

' Moreover the Lord saith, Because the daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with stretched forth necks and wanton eyes, 
walking and mincing as they go, and making a tinkling with 
their feet: therefore the Lord will smite with aseab the crown © 

* ef the head of the daughters of Zion, and the Lord will . 
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‘ver their secret parts. In that day the Lord will take away 
the bravery of tinkling ornaments, and cauls, and round tires 
like the moon, the chains, and the bracelets, and the mufflers, 
the bonnets, and the ornaments of the legs, and the head-bands, 
and the tablets, and the ear-rings, the rings, nose-jewels, 
the changeable suits of apparel, and the mantles, and the wim- 
ples, and the crisping-pins, the glasses, and the fine linen, and 
hoods, and the vails. 

And it shall come to pass, instead of sweet smell, there 
shall be stink ; and instead of a girdle, a rent ; and instead of 
well set hair, baldness ; and instead of a stomacher, a girding 
of sackcloth: burning instead of beauty. Thy men shall fall 
by the sword, and thy mighty in the war. And her gates shall 
lament and mourn; and she shall be desolate, and shall sit: 
upon the ground. 

And in that day, seven women shall take hold of one man, 
saying, We will eat our own bread, and wear our own apparel : 
only let us be called by thy name, to take away our reproach. 
In that day shall the branch of the Lord be beautiful and glo- 
rious ; the fruit of the earth excellent and comely to them 
that are escaped of Israel. 


And it shall come to pass, them that are left in Zion, ‘and 
remaineth in Jerusalem, shall be called holy, every one that is 
written among the living in Jerusalem: when the Lord shall 
have washed away the filth of the daughters of Zion, and shall 
have purged the blood of Jerusalem from the midst thereof-by 
the spirit of judgment, and by the spirit of burning. © And the. 
Lord will create upon every dwelling-place of mount Zion, and 
upon her assemblies, a cloud and smoke by day, and the shi- 
ning of a flaming fire by night: for upon all the glory of Zion 
shall be a defence. And there shall be a tabernacle for a 
shadow in the day time from the heat, and for a place of re- 
fuge, and a covert from storm and from rain.

and he looked that it should bring forth grapes, and it brought 
forth wild grapes. And now, O inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
men of Judah, judge, I pray you, betwixt me and my vineyard.

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not done in it? wherefore, when I looked that it should bring 
forth grapes, it brought forth wild grapes. And now go to; 
I will tell you what I will do to my vineyard : I will take away 
the hedge thereof, and it shall be eaten up; and I will break 
down the wall thereof, and it shall be trodden down: and I 
will lay it waste: it shall not be pruned, nor digged; but there 
shall come up briers and thorns: | will also command the 
clouds that they rain no rain upon it. For the vineyard of the 
Lord of hosts is the House of Israel, and the men of Judah his 
pleasant plant: and he looked for judgment, and behold op- 
pression ; for righteousness, but behold a cry. | 

Wo unto them that join house to house, till there can be no 

lace, that they may be placed alone in the midst of the earth! 
mine-ears, said the Lord of hosts, Of a truth aoe houses 
shall be desolate, and great and fair cities without inhabitant. 
Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall yield one bath, and the seed of 
a horner shall yield an ephah. 

Wo unto them that rise up early in the morning, that they 
may follow strong drink; that continue until night, and wine 
inflame them! And the harp, and the viol. the tabret, and pipe, 
and wine, are in their feasts: but they regard not the work 
of the Lord, neither consider the operation of his hands. 

Therefore my people are gone into captivity, because the 
have no knowledge: and their honorable men are famishe 
and their multitude dried up with thirst. Therefore hell hath 
- enlarged herself, and opened her mouth Without measure: and 
their glory, and their multitude, and their pomp, and he that 
rejoiceth, shall descend into it. And the mean man shall be 
brought down, and the mighty man shall be humbled, and the 
eyes of the lofty shall be humbled: but the Lord of hosts shall 
be exalted in judgment, and God that is,holy shall be sancti- 
fied in righteousness. Then shall the lambs feed after their 
manner, and the waste places of the fat ones shall strangers 
eat. Wo unto them that draw iniquity with cords of vanity, 
and sin as it were with a cart-rope: that say, Let him make 
speed, hasten his work, that we may see it: and let the coun- 
sel of the Holy One of Israel draw nigh and come, that we 
may know it. | 

0 unto them that call evil good, and good evil; that put 
_ darkness for light, and light for darkness ; that put bitter for 
sweet, and sweet for bitter! Wo unto the wise in their own 
eyes, and prudent in their own sight! Wo.unto,the nighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to mingle strong drink: which — 
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justify the wicked for reward, and take away the righteous- 
ness of the righteous from him! Therefore as the fire devour- 
eth the stubble, and the flame consumeth the chatf, their root | 
shall be rottenness, and their blossoms shall go up as dust : 
because they have cast away the law of the Lord of hosts, and _ 
despised the word of the Holy One of Israel. Therefore is 
the anger of the Lord kindled against his people, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against them, and hath smitten them : 
and the hills did tremble, and their carcasses were torn in the 
midst of the streets. For all this his anger is not turned 
away, but his hand stretched out still. / 

And he will lift up an ensign to the nations from far, and 
will hiss unto them from the end of the earth; and behold, 
they shall come with speed swiftly: none shall be weary nor 
stumble among them; none shall slumber nor sleep; neither 
shall the girdle. of their loins be loosed, nor the latchet of their 
shoes be broken: whose arrows shall be sharp, and all their 
bows bent, and their horses’ hoofs shall be counted. like flint, 
and their wheels like a whirlwind, their roaring like a hon.— 
They shall roar like young lions: yea, they shall roar, and lay 
hold of the prey, and shall carry away safe, and none shall 
deliver.

And 

he said, Until the cities be wasted without inhabitant, and the 

houses without man, and the land be utterly desolate ; and the 

Lord have removed men far away, for there shall be a great 

forsaking in the midst of the land. | 

But yet in it there shall be a tenth, and they shall return, 

_ and shall be eaten: as a teil-tree, and as an oak whose sub- 
stance is in them, when they cast their leaves: so the holy 
Seed shall be the substance thereof. 

And it came to pass in the days of Ahaz the son of Jotham, 
the son of Uzziah, king of Judah, and Rezin, king of Syria, 
and Pekah the son of Remaliah, king of Israel, went up towards 
Jerusalem to war against it, but could not prevail against it. 
And it was told the house of David, saying, Syria is confede- 
rate with Ephraim. And his heart was moved, and the heart 
of his people, as the trees of the wood are moved with the 
wind. Then said the Lord unto Isaiah, Go forth now to meet 
Ahaz, thou, and Shearjashub thy son, at the end of the con- 
duit of the upper pool in the highway of the fuller’s field; and 
say unto him, Take heed, and be quiet; fear not, neither be 
faint-hearted for the two tails of these smoking fire-brands, for 
the fierce anger of Rezin with Syria, and of the son of Rema- 
liah. Because Syria, Ephraim, and the son of Remaliah, have 
taken evil counsel against thee, saying, Let us go up against 
Judah, and vex it, and let us make a breach therein for us, 
and set a king in the midst of it, yea the son of Tabeal: thus 
saith the Lord God, it shall not stand, neither shall it come to 

For the head of Syria is Damascus, and the head of 
amascus, Rezin: and within threescore and five years shall 
Ephraim be broken, that it be not a people. And the head 
of Ephraim is Samaria, and the head of Samaria is Remaliah’s 
son. -If ye will not believe, surely ye shall not be established. 

Moreover, the Lord spake again unto Ahaz, saying, Ask 
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thee a sign of the Lord thy God ; ask it either in the depths, or 
ifthe heights above. But Ahaz said, I will not ask, neither 
will I tempt the Lord. And he said, Hear ye now, O house 
of David; Is it a small thing for you to weary men, but will - 
ye weary my God also? Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign: Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and shall 
bear a son, and shall call his name Immanuel. Butter and — 
honey shall he eat, that he may know to refuse the evil, and 
to choose the good, For before the child shall know to refuse | 
the evil and ghoose the good, the land that thou abhorrest shall 
be forsaken of both her kings. | ‘Ans 
The Lord shall bring upon thee, and upon thy people, and 
upon thy father’s house, days that have not come, from the 
day that Ephraim departed from Judah, the king of Assyria. 
And it shall come to, pass in that day, that the Lord shall hiss. 
for the fly that is in the uttermost part of Egypt, and for the ~~ 
bee that is in the land of Assyria. And they shall come, and — 
shall rest all of them in the desolate valleys, and in-the holes. 


of the rocks, and upon all thorns, and upon all bushes. Ta nae 4 


the. same day. shall the Lord shave with a razor that is hired, ..., 


by them beyond the river, by the king of Assyria, the head, | 
and the hair of the feet: and it shall also consume the beard. 
And it shall come to pass in that day, a man shall nourish 
a young cow, and two sheep; and it shall come to pass, for. 
the abundance of milk they shall give, he shall eat butter: for 
butter and honey shall every one eat that is left in the land.— 
And it shall come to pass in that day, every place shall be, 
where there were a thousand vines at a thousand silverlings, 
which shall be for briers and thorns. With arrows and with 
bows shall men come thither; because all the land shall be- 
come briers and.thorns. And all hills that shall be digged 
with the mattock, there shall not come thither the fear of bri- © 
ers and thorns: but it shall be*for the sending forth of oxen, 
and the treading of lesser cattle. | 
_ Moreover, the word of the Lord said unto me, Take thee a 
great roll, and write in it with a man’s pen concerning Maher- 
shalal-hash-haz. And I took unto me faithful witnesses,to re- 
cord, Uriah the priest, and Zechariah the son of Jeberechiab. 
And I went unto the prophetess; and she conceived and bear 
a son. Then said the ord to me, Call his name _Maher- 
shalal-hash-baz; For behold, the child shalljnot have knowl- 
edge to cry, My father, and my mother, before the riches of 
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Damascus and the spoil of Samaria shall be taken away be- 
fore the king of Assyria. 

The Lord spake also unto me again, saying, Forasmuch as 
this people refuseth the waters of Shiloah that go softly, and 
rejoice in Rezin and Remaliah’s son ; now therefore, behold, 
the Lord bringeth up upon them the waters of the river, strong 
and many, even the king of Assyria, and all his glory: and he 
shall come up over all his channels, and go over all his banks: 
and he shall pass through Judah ; he shall overflow and go 
_ over, he shall reach even to the neck; and the stretching out 
of his wings shall fill the breadth of thy land, O Immanuel. 

Associate yourselves, O ye people, and ye shall be broken 
in pieces ; and give ear all ye of far countries: gird yourselves, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces; gird yourselves, and ye 
Shall be broken in pieces. ‘Take counsel] together and it shall 
come to nought; speak the word, and it shall not stand: for 
God is with us. | 

For the Lord spake thus to me with a strong hand, and in- 
structed me that I should not walk in the way of this people, 
saying, Say ye not, A confederacy, to all to whom this people 
shall say, A confederacy ; neither fear ye their fear, nor be 
afraid. Sanctify the Lord of hosts himself, and let him be 
your fear, and let him be your dread. And he shall be for a 
sanctuary ; but for a stone of stumbling and for a rock of of- 
fence to both the Houses of Israel, for a gin and a snare to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. And many among them shall stum- 
ble, and fall, and be broken, and be snared, and be taken.— 
Bind up the testimony, seal the law among my disciples. And 
I will wait upon the Lord, that hideth his face from the house 
of Jacob, and I will look for him. Behold, I and the children 
whom the Lord hath given me are for signéand for wonders 
- Israel from the Lord of hosts, which~dwelleth in mount 

ion. 

And when they shall say unto you, Seek unto them that 
have familiar spirits, and unto wizards that peep, and mutter : 
should not a people. seek unto their God ? for the living to hear 
from the dead ? to the law and to the testimony: and if they rt 
not according to this word, it is because there is no light in them. 
And they shall pass through it, hardly bestead and hungry: 
and it shall come to pass, that when they shall be hungry, they 
‘shall fret themselves, and curse their king and their God, and 
louk upward. And they shall look unto the earth; and-be- 
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hold trouble and darkness, dimness of anguish, and ‘shall be 
driven to darkness. 

Nevertheless the dimness shall not be suchas was in her 
vexation, when at the’ first he lightly afflicted the land of Zebu- 
lun, and the land of Naphtali, and afterwards did more grie- 
vously afflict by the way of the Red Sea beyond Jordan, in 
Galilee of the nations. The people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light: they that dwell m the land of the 
shadow of death, upon them hath the light shined. Thou hast 
multiplied the nation, and increased the joy: they joy before 
thee according to the joy in harvest, and as men rejoice when 
they divide the spoil. For thou hast broken the yoke of his 
burden, and the staff of his shoulder, the rod of ns oppressor. 
For every battle of the warrior with confused noise, and gar> — 
ments rolled in blood ; but this shall be with burning and fuel 
of fire. For unto us a child is born, unto us @ son is given: 
and the government shall be upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The 
everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace. Of the increase of 
“nero and peace there is no end, upon the throne of 

vid, and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to establish it 
with judgment and with justice from henceforth even forever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this. so 

The Lord sent his word unto Jacob and it hath lighted upon 
israel. And all the people shall know, even Ephraim and the 
inhabitants of Samaria, that say in the pride and the stoutness 


of heart, The bricks are*fallen down, but we will build with — 


hewn stones: the sycamores are cut down, but we will change 
them into cedars. Therefore the Lord shall set up the adver- 
saries of ‘Rezin against him, and join his enemies together; 
the Syrians before, and the Philistines behind : and they shall 
devour Israel with open mouth. For all this his angeris not. 
turned away, but his hand stretched out still. 
For the people turneth not unto him that smiteth them, neither. 

do they seek the Lord of hosts. Therefore will the Lord @ii 
off*from Israel head'and tail, branch and rush in one day 
The ancient, he is the head; and the prophet that teacheth — 
lies, he is the tail. For the leaders of this people cause them 
to err; and'they that are ledgiijhem are destroyed. Therefore 
the Lord shall have no joy @Ftheir young men, neither shal} 
have mercy on their fatherless and widows: for every One.gf —

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folly. For all this his anger is not turned away, but his 
hand stretched out still. . 
For wickedness burneth as the fire; it shall devour the

Wo unto them that decree unrighteous decrees, and that 
write grievousness which they have prescribed ; to turn aside 
the needy from judgment, and to take away the right from the 
poor of my people, that widows may be their prey, and that 
they may rob the fatherless! And what will ye doin the day 
of visitation; and in the desolation which shall come from far? 
to whom wilt ye flee for help? and where will ye leave your 
glory! Without me they shall bow down under the prisoners, 


and they shall fall‘ under the slain. For all this his anger is 
not turned away, but his hand stretched out still. 

_ QO Assyrian, the rod of mine anger, and the staff in their 
hand is their indignation. I will send him against a hypocri- 
tical nation, and against the people of my wrath will I give him 
a any, to take the spoil, and to take the prey, and to tread 


em down like the mire of the streets. Howbeit he meaneth 
not so, neither doth his heart think so; but in his heart it is 
to destroy and cut off nations not a few. For he saith, Are 
not my princes altogether kings? Is not Calno as Carche- 
mish? Is not Hamath as Arpad? Is not Samaria as Damas- 
cus? As my hand hath founded the kingdoms of the idols, and 
whose graven images did excel them of Jerusalem and of Sa- 
maria; shall I not, as I have done unto Samaria and her idols, 


' g0 do to Jerusalem and to her idols? Wherefore it shall come

to pass, that when the Lord hath performed his whole work 
upon mount Zion and upon Jerusalem, | will punish the fruit 
of the stout heart of the king ob Aseyna, and the glory of his 
high looks. For he saith, By’the strength of my hand and by 
my wisdom I have done these things; for I am prudent: and 
i have moyed the borders of the people, and have robbed their 
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treasures, and I have put down the inhabitants like a valiant 
man: and my hand hath found as a nest the riches of the peo- 
ple: and:as ene gathereth eggs that are left, have I gathered 
all the earth; and there was none that moved the wing, or 
opened the mouth, or peeped.

Shall the saw magnify itself 
against him that shaketh it? as if the rod should shake itself 
against them that lift it up, or as if the staff should lift up it-— 
self, as if it were no wood. Therefore shall the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, send among his fat ones leanness; and un- 
der his glory he shall kindle a burning like the burning of a 
fire. And the light of Israel shall be for a fire, and his Holy 
One for a flame, and shall burn and shall devour his thorns 
and his briers in one day; and shall consume the glory of his 
forest, and of his fruitful field, both soul and body; and they 
shall be as when a standard-bearer fainteth. And the rest of 
the trees of his forest shall be few, that a child may write

_ And it shall come to pass in that day, that the remant of Is- 
rael, and such as are escaped of the house of Jacob, shall no 
more again stay — him that smote them ; but shall stay up- 
on the Lord, the Holy One of Israel, in truth.

Behold, the Lord, ‘the Lord of 
hosts shall lop the bough with terror; and the high ones of 
stature shall be hewn down, and the haughty shall be humbled. 
And he shall cut down the thickets of the forests with iron, 
and Lebanon shall fall by a mighty one. niet gl | 
~ And there shall come forth a red out of the stem of Jesse, 
and a branch shall grow out of his roots; and the spirit of the 
Lord shall rest rm him, the spirit of wisdom and understan- 
ding, the spirit of counsel and might, the spirit of knowledge 
and of the fear of the Lord ; and shall make him of quick under- 
Standing in the fear of the Lord: and he shall not judge after. 
the sight of his eyes, neither reprove after the hearing of his 
ears: but with righteousness shall he judge the poor, and re- 
prove with equity forthe meek of the earth: and he shall smite 
the earth with the rod of his mouth, and with the breath of his 
lips shall he slay the wicked.

oppressors. And it shall come to pass in that day that the 
Lord shall give thee rest from thy sorrow, and from thy fear, 
and from the hard bondage wherein thou wast ‘made to serve. 
And it shall come to pass in that day, that thou shalt take 
up this proverb against the king of Babylon, and say, How 
hath the oppressor ceased, the golden city ceased! The Lord 
hath broken the staff of the wicked, the sceptres of the rulers. 
He who smote the people in wrath with a continual stroke, | 
he that ruled the nations in anger, is persecuted, and-none a 
hindereth. The whole earth is at rest, and is quiet: they 
break forth into singing. Yea, the fir-trees rejoice at thee, 
and also the cedars of Lebation, saying, Since thou art ‘laid 
down, no feller is come up against us. Hell from beneath is 
moved for thee to meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth up the 
dead for thee, even all the chief ones of the earth: it hath 
raised up from their thrones all the kings of the nafions. All 
they shall speak and say unto thee, Art thou also become weak 
as we? Art thou become like unto us ?. Thy pomp is brought 
down to the grave; the noise of thy viols is not heard: the 
worm is spread under thee, and the worms cover thee. How 
art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! 
Art thou cut down to the ground, which did weaken the na- 
tions! For thou hast said in thy heart, I will ascend into 
heayen, I will exalt my throne above the stars of God: I will 
sit also upon the mount of the congregation, in the'sides of 
the north; I will ascend above the heights of the clouds; J 
will be like the Most High. Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the sides of the pit. They that see thee shall nar- 
rowly look upon thee, and shall consider thee, and shall say, Is 
this the man that made the earth to tremble, that did shake 
kingdoms, and made the world as a wilderness, and destroyed 
the cities thereof, and opened not the house of his prisoners?» 
All the kings of the nations, yea, all of them, lie in glory, eve- 
one of them in his own. house. But thou art cast out of 
y grave like an abominable branch, and the remnant of those _ 
that are slain, thrust through with a sword, that go down te 
the stones of the pit; as a carcass trodden under Thou, 
shalt not be joined with them in burial, because thou hast de> - 
stroyed thy land, and slain thy people: the seed of evildoers — 
never be renowned. Prepare slaughtcr for his children, 
for the iniquities of their fathers; that they do not rise, nor 
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porene the land, nor fill the face of the world with cities,— 
or I will rise up against them, saith the Lord of hosts, and 
cut off from Babylon the name, and remnant, and son, and 
nephew, saith the Lord. I will also make it a possession for 
the bittern, and pools of water: and I will sweep it with : the 
besom of destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. > : 
The Lord of hosts hath sworn, saying, Surely as I have 
thought, so shall it come to pass; andas I have purposed, so 
shall it stand: that I will bring the Assyrian in my land, and 
_ upon my mountains tread him under foot: then shall his yoke 
depart from off them, and his burden depart from off their 
shoulders. This is the purpose that is purposed upon ‘the 
- whole earth: and this is .the hand that is stretched out upon 
all nations, For the Lord of hosts hath purposed, and who 
shall disannul? And his hand stretched out, and who shall 
turn it back ? In the year that king Ahaz died was this burden. 
Rejoice not thou, whole Palestina, because the rod of him 
that smote thee is broken: for out of the serpent’s root shall’ 
come forth a cockatrice, and his fruit shall be a fiery flying 
serpent. And the first-born of the poor shall feed, and the 
needy shall lie down in safety: and Iwill kill thy root with 
famine, and he shall slay thy remnant. Howl, O gate; cry, 
O city; thou, whole Palestina, art dissolved: for there shall 
come from the north a smoke, and none shall be alone in his 
appointed times. What shall then answer the messengers of 
nations ? That the Lord hath founded Zion, and the poor 
of his people shall trust in it. | 


CHAPTER Xi 


New I, Nephi, do speak somewhat concerning the word# 
which I have written, which have been spoken by the mouth 
of Isaiah. For behold, Isaiah spake many. things which were 
hard for many of my people to understand : for they know not 
concerning the manner of prophesying among the Jews. ; For 


. I, Nephi, have not taught them many things concerning the 
manner of the Jews; for their works were works of dark~- 
ness, and their doings were doings of abominations, | Where- 
fore, I write unto my: people, unto all they that sbalt re- 
ceive hereafter these thines which I write, that they may 


_ know the judgments of God, that they come upon all na- 
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tions, according to the word which he hath spoken,— 
Wherefore hearken, O my people, which are of the. House 
éf Israel, and give ear unto my words: for because that 
the words of Isaiah are not plain unto you, nevertheless 


they are plain unto all they that are filled with the spirit of . 


prophecy. But I give unto you a prophecy, according to, the 
spirit which is in me; wherefore| shall prophesy accordimg 
to the plainness which hath been with me from the time that 
I came out from Jerusalem with my father: for behold, my 
soul, delighteth in plainness unto my people, that they may 
learn ; yea, and my soul delighteth in the words. of Isaiah, for 
i came out from’ Jerusalem, and mine eyes hath beheld the 
things of the Jews, and I know that the Jews do understand 
the things of the Prophets, and there is none other people 
that understand the things which were. spoken unto the Jews, 
like unto them, save it be that they are taught after the man- 
ner of the things of the Jews.. But behold, | Nephi, have not 
taught my children after the manner of the Jews; but behold, 
I, of myself, have dwelt at Jerusalem, wherefore I know 
concerning the regions round about; and 1 have made men- 
tion unto my children concerning the judgments of God, which 
hath come to pass among the Jews, unto my children, accor- 
- ding to all that which Isaiah hath spoken, and I do not write them, 
- But behold, I proceed with mine own prophecy, according to 


my plainness; in the winch, | know that no man can, err; 


nevertheless, in the days that the prophecies of Isaiah shall be 
fulfilled, men shall know of a surety, at the times when they 


shall come to pass; wherefore, they are of worth unto the 


children of men, and he that supposeth that they are not, unto 
them willl speak particularly, and confine the words unto mine 
own people: for 1 know that they shall be of great worth unto 
them in the last days; for in that day shall they understand them; 
wherefore, for their good have I written te And as one 
generation hath been destroyed among the Jews, because of 
iniquity, even so-have they been destroyed, from generation to 
generation, according to their iniquities; and never hath any 
of them been destroyed, save it were foretold them by the 
Prophets of the Lord. ;Wherefore, it hath been told ‘the 
concerning the destruction which should come upon them, } 


mediately after my father left Jerusalem; nevertheless, they - “7 
hardened their hearts; and according to my prophecy, they : 
have been destroyed, save it be those which are carned away | 


captive into Babylon. And now this I speak because of the 
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spirit which is in me. And notwithstanding that they have 
been carried away, they shall return again, and possess the 
land of Jerusalem; wherefore they shall be restored again to 
the lands of their inheritance. But, behold, they shall have 
wars, and rumors of wars; and when the day cometh that the 
enly begotten of the Father, yea, even the Father of heaven and 
ef earth, shall manifest himself unto them in the flesh, behold, : 
they will reject him, because of their iniquities, and the hard- 
ness of their hearts, and the stiffness of their necks. Behold they 
will crucify him, and after that he is laid in a Sepulcher for 
the space of three days, he shall rise from the dead, with heal- 
ing in his wings, and all they that shall believe on his name, 
shall be saved in the Kingdom of God; wherefore, my soul de- 
_ lighted to prophesy concerning him, for I have seen his day, 
and my heart doth magnify his holy name. | | 

And behold it shall come to pass, that after the Messiah hath 
risen from the dead, and hath manifested himself unto his peo- 
ple, unto as many as will believe on his-name, behold, Jeru-— 
salem shall be destroyed again: for wo unto them that fight 
against God and the people of his church. Wherefore, the 
Jews shall be scattered among all nations; yea, and also 
Babylon shall be destroyed; wherefore, the Jews shall be 
scattered by other nations; and after that they have been © 
scattered, and: the Lord God hath scourged them by other 
nations, for the space of many generations, yea, even down. 
from generation to generation, until they shall be persuaded 
_to believe in Christ, the Son of God, and the atonement, which | 
is infinite for all mankind; and when that day shall come, that 
they shall ‘believe in Christ, and worship the father in his 
name, with pure hearts, and clean hands, and leok not for- 
ward any more for another Messiah, then, at that time, the 
~ ‘will come that it must needs be expedient that they should — 
believe these things, and the Lord will set his hand again the sec- 
ond time to restore his people from their lost and fallen state. 
Wherefore, he will proceed to do a marvelous work, and @ 
wonder among tlie children of men. 

Wherefore, he shall bring forth his words unto them, which 
words shall judge them at the last day, for they shall be given 
them for the a of convincing them of the true Messiah, 
who was rejected by them; and unto the convincing of them 


that they need not look forward any more fora Messiah to 
come, for there should not any come, save it should be a false 
Messiah, which should deceive tbe people : for there is save 
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one Messiah spoken of by the Prophets, and that Messiah is 
he which should be rejected of the Jews. For according to 
the words of the Prophets, the Messiah cometh in six. hun-— 
dred years from the time that my father left Jerusalem; and ac- 
cording to the words of the Prophets, and also the word of 
the Angel of God, his name shall be Jesus Christ the Son of God. 

And now my brethren, I have spoken plain, that ye cannot 
err; and as the Lord God liveth, that brought Israel up out ef the 
land of Egypt, and gave unto Moses power that he should heal 
the nations, after that they had been bitten by the poisonous 
serpents, if they would cast their eyes unto the serpent which 
he did raise up before them, and also gave him power that he | 
should smite the rock, and the water should come forth ; yea, 
behold I say unto you, that as these things are true, and as 
the Lord, God liveth, there is none other name given under 
heaven, save it be this Jesus Christ of which I have spoken, 
whereby man can be saved. 

Wherefore, for this cause hath the Lord God promised un- 
to me that these things which I write, shall be kept and pre- 
served, and handed ‘down unto my seed, from generation to. 
generation, that the promise may be fulfilled unto Joseph, that 
his seed should never perish as long as,the earth should stand. — 
Wherefore, these things shall go from generation to generation, 
as long as the earth shall stand; and they shall go according 
to the will and pleasure of God ; and the nations which shal}. 
possess them, shall be judged of them according to the words 
which are written; for we labor diligently to write, to per- 
suade our children, and also our brethren, to believe in Christ, 
and to be reconciled to God; for we know that it is by grace 
that we are saved, after all that we can do. | aig 

And notwithstanding we believe in Christ, we “r the law 
of Moses, and look forward with steadfastness unto Christ, un-. . 
til the law shall be fulfilled; for, for this end was the law - 
given; wherefore, the lav7 hath become dead unto us, and we . 
are made alive in Christ, because of our faith; yet we keep — 
the law because of the commandments; and we talk of Christ, 
we rejoice in Christ, we preach of Christ, we prophesy of 
Christ, and we write according to our prophecies, that our 
children may know to what source they may look for a remis-. 
sion of their sins. . Wherefore, we speak 
that our children may know the deadness of the law; and. 
they, by knowing the deadnes of the law, may look forward un’. 
f that life which is in Christ, and know for what end thedave.. 
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‘was given. And after that, the lawis fulfilled in Christ, that 
they need not harden their hearts against him, when the law 
had ought to be done away. | : 

And now behold, my people, ye. are a stiffnecked people ; 
wherefore, I have spoken plain unto you, that ye cannot mis- 
understand. And the words which I have spoken, shall stand 
as a testimony against you : .for they are sufficient to teach any 
man the right way; for the right way is te believe in Christ 
and deny him not; for by denying him, ye also deny the 
Prophets and the law. 
_ And now behold I say unto you, that the right way is to 
believe in Christ, and deny him not; and Christ is the Holy 
One of Israel: wherefore ye must bow down before him, and 
worship him with all your might, mind, and strength, and your 
whole soul; and if ye do this, ye saall in nowise be cast out. 
And inasmuch as it shall be expedient, ye must keep the per- 
formances and ordinances of God, until the law shall be ful- 
filled which was given unto Moses. 
. And after that Christ shall have risen from the dead, he 
shall shew himself unto you, my children, and my beloved 
brethren; and the words which he shall speak unto you, shall 
be the law which ye shall do.

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® the pain, and the anguish of my soul for the loss of the 
slain of my people! For I, Nephi, hath seen it, and it well 
nigh consumeth me before the presence of the Lord; but I 
must cry unto my God, thy ways are just. Butbehold, the — 
righteous, that hearken unto the words of the prophets, and 
destroy them not, but look forward unto Christ with steadfast- 
ness for the signs which are given, notwithstanding all perse- 
cutions; behold they are they which shall not perish. But 
the Son of righteousness shall appear unto them; and he 
shal} heat them, and they shall have peace with him, until 
three generations shall have passed away, and many of the 
fourth generation shall have passed away in righteousness.— 
And when these things shall have passed away, a speedy de- 
atraction cometh unto my people; for, notwithstanding the 
pains of my soul, I have seen it ; wherefore, I know that it shell 
come to pass; and they sell themselves for nought; for, for 
the reward of their pride, and their foolishness, they shall 
reap destruction; for because they yieldeth unto the Deyil, 
and choose works of darkness rather than light; therefore 
they must go down to hell, for the spirit of the Lord will not 
always strive with man. And when the spirit ceaseth to 
strive with man, then cometh speedy destruction; and this 
grieveth my soul. pt. a. 

And as I spake concerning the convincing of the Jews, that 
Jesus is the very Christ, it must needs be, that the Gentiles 
be convinced also, that Jesus is the Christ, the Eternal God; 
and that he manifesteth himself unto all they that believe.m him, 
by the power of the Holy Ghost ; yea, unto every nation, kindred, 
tongue, and people, working mighty miracles, signs and won- 
ders, among the children of men, according to their faith. 
* But behold I prop unto you concerming the last days ; 
concerning the days when. the Lord God shall bring these 
_ things forth unto the children of men. After that my seed and 
the seed of my brethren shall have dwindled in unbelief and 
shall have been smitten by the Gentiles; yea, after that the 
Lord God shall have camped against them round about, and 
shal! have laid siege against them with a mount, and raised. 
forts against them; and after that they shall have beem brought 
down low into the dust, even that they are not, yet the words 
of the righteous shall be written, and the prayers of the faith- 
ful shall be and all they which have dwindled:in ‘unbe- 
hef, shall not be forgétten ; for they which shall be 
whall speak unto them out of the ground, and their speech 
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be low out of the dust, and ‘their voice shall be as one that 
hath a familiar spirit; for the Lord God will give unto him 
power, that he may whisper concerning them, even as it were 
out of the ground; and their speech shall whisper out of the 


dust. For thus saith the Lord God: They shall write the things | 


which shall be done among them, and they shall be written and 
sealed up in a book, and they that have dwindled in unbelief, 
shall not have them, for they seek to destroy the things of 
God: wherefore, as they which have been destroyed, have 
been destroyed speedily ; and the multitude of their terrible 
ones, shall be as chaff that passeth away. Yea, thus saith 
the Lord God: It shall be at an instant, suddenly.. 

And it shall come to pass, that they which have dwindled 
in unbelief, shall be smitten by the hand of the Gentiles. And 
the Gentiles are lifted up in the pride of their eyes, and have 
stumbled, because of the greatness of their stumbling block, 
that they have built up many Churches; nevertheless they put 
down the power and the miracles of God, and preach up un- 
to themselves, their own wisdom, and their own learning, that 
they may get gain, and grind upon the face of the poor; and 
there are many churches built up which causeth envyings, and 
strifes, and malice; and there are also secret combinations, 


even as in times of old, according to the combinations of the 


Devil, for he is the founder of all these things ; yea, the foun- 
der of murder, and works of darkness; yea, and he leadeth 
them by the neck with a flaxen cord, until he bindeth them 
with his strong cords forever. | 

For behold, my beloved brethren, I say unto you, that the 
Lord God worketh not in darkness. He doeth not any thing, 
save it be for the benefit of the world ; for he loveth the world, 


even that he layeth down his own life, that he may draw all — 


men unto him. Wherefore, he commandeth none that they 


_ shall not partake of his salvation. Behold, doth he cry unto | 


any, saying, from me? Behold, I say unto you, nay; 
but sal ome unto me all ye ends of the earth, bu 
milk and honey, without money, and without price. Behol 


hath he commanded any that they should depart out of the 


synagogues, or out of the houses of worship? Behold, | say 
unto you, nay. Hath he commanded any that they should not 
— of his salvation? Behold, I say unto you, nay; but 

hath given it free for all men ; and he hath commanded his 
Boros that they should persuade all men unto repentance. 


d, hath the ‘Lord commanded any that they not 
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partake of his goodness? Behold, I say unto you, may; but. 
all men are privileged the one like unto the other, and none 
are forviddens He commandeth that there shall be no priest- 
crafts; for, behold, + epee are that men preach and set 
themselves up for a light unto the world, that they may get 
gain, and praise of the world; but they seek not the welfare 
of Zion. Behold, the Lord hath forbidden this thing; where- 
fore, the Lord God hath given a commandment, that all men 
should have charity, which charity is love. And except they

- And behold, the book shall 
be sealed; and in the book shall be a revelation from God, from 
the beginning of the world, to the ending thereof. Wherefore, 
because of the things which are sealed up, the things which 
are sealed, shall not be delivered in the day of the wickedness 
and abominations of the people. Wherefore the book shall 
be kept from them. But the book shall be delivered unto a 
Man, and he shall deliver the words of the book, which are 
the words of they which have slumbered in the dust; and he 
shall deliver these words unto another; but the words which 
are sealed, he shall not deliver, neither shall he deliver the 
book.

Wherefore, when thou hast read the words which 
I have commanded thee, and obtained the witnesses which I 
have promised unto thee, then shalt thou seal up the book 
again, and hide it up unto me, that I may preserve the words | 
which thou hast not read, until I shall see fit in mine own wis- 
dom, to reveal all things unto the children of men. For be- 
hold, I am God; and Iam a God of miracles ; and I will shew 
unto the world that I am the same yesterday, to-day, and for- 
ever; and I work not among the children of men, save it be 
according to their faith, | 
And again it shall come to pass, that the Lord shallsay unto «©» | 
him that shall read the words:that shall be delivered him, For | 
asmuch as this people draw near unto me with their mouth, 
and with their lips do honor me, but have removed their.hearts | 
far from me, and their fear towards me is taught by the ee 
cepts of men, therefore, I will proceed to do a marvel 
work among this people; yea, a marvellous work, and a won- 
der: for the wisdom of their wise and learned shall perish, 
anid the understanding of their prudent shall be hid. And. wo: - 
unto them that seek deep to hide their counsel from the Lord, -

_ Of my hands, in the midst of him, they shall sanctify my name, 


and sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, and shall fear the God of 
Israel.

And it came to pass that the people of Nephi did till the 
land, and raise all manner of grain, and of fruit, and flocks of 
herds, and flocks of all manner of cattle, of every kind, and 
goats, and wild goats, and also much horses. And there,were 
exceeding many prophets among us. And the people were a 
stiff-necked people, hard to understand. And there was noth-

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THE BOOK OF JAROM. 
CHAPTER I. 


Now behold, I, Jarom, write a few words, according to the 
commandment of my father Enos, that our genealogy may be 
kept. And as these plates are small, and as these things are 
written for the intent of the benefit of our brethren, the Laman- 
ites, wherefore, it must needs be that | write a little; but I 
shall not write the things of my prophesying, nor of my reve- 
lations. For what could I write more than my fathers have 
written? For have not they revealed the plan of salvation? I 
say unto you, Yea; and this sufliceth me. 

Behold, it is expedient that much should be done among 
“this people, because of the hardness of their hearts, and thie 
deafness of their ears, and the blindness of their minds, and 
» the stiffness of their necks; nevertheless, God is exceeding 
merciful unto them, and hath not as yet swept them off from 
the face of the land. And there are many among us which 
have many revelations: for they are not all stiffnecked. And 
as many as are not stiffnecked, and have faith, have commun- 
~~ jon with the Holy Spirit, which maketh manifest unto the cbil- 
dren of men, according to theiryfaith. 

And now, behold, two hundred years had passed away, and 
the people of Nephi had waxed strong in the land. They ob- - 
served to keep the law of Moses, and the Sabbath day Holy 
unto the Lord. And they profaned not; neither did they blas- 
pheme. And the laws of the land were exceeding strict. And 
they were scattered upon much of the face of the land; and 
the Lamanites also. And they were exceeding more nume- 
rous than were they of the Nephites; and they loved murder, 

and would drink the blood of beasts. 
- And it came. to pass that they came many times against us, 
the Nephites, to battle. But our kings and our leaders were 
mighty inen in the faith of the Lord; and they taught the peo- 
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ple the ways of the Lord; wherefore, we withstood the La- 
manites, aud swept them away out of our lands, and began to 
fortify our cities, or whatsoever place of our inheritance. And 
we multiplied exceedingly, and spread upon the face of the

‘end; and-as the Lord liveth, ye will be saved. «© 
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And now, I would speak somewhat concerning a certain 
number which went up into the wilderness, to return io the 
land of Nephi: for there was a large number which were de- 
sirous to possess the land of their inheritance; wherefore, 
they went up into the wilderness., And their leader being a 
strong and a mighty man, and a stiffnecked ‘man, wherefore, - 
he caused a contention among them ; and they were all slain, 
save fifty, in the wilderness, and they returned again to the 
land of Zarahemla.

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been fulfilled ; yea, and I also know that as many things as 
have been prophesied concerning us down to this day, has 
been fulfilled; and as many as go beyond this day, must surely 
come to pass; wherefore, 1 chose these: things, to fmish my 
record upon them, which remainder of my record I shall take 
from the plates of Nephi; and.I cannot write a hundredth part 
of the things of my people.

bones of men, and of béasts, &c., and was also covered with 
ruins of buildings. of every kind; having discovered a land 
which had been peopled with a people, which were as nume- 
rous as the hosts of Israel. And for a testimony that the 
things that they have said is true, they have brought twenty- 
. four plates, which are filled with engravings; and they are of 
pure gold. And behold, also, they have brought. breast-plates, 
which are large; and they are of brass, and of copper, and 
are perfectly sound. And again: They have brought swords, 
the hilts thereof hath perished, and the blades thereof were 
cankered with rust; and there is no one in the land that is 
able to interpret the language or the engravings that are on the 
ee Therefore, I said unto thee, Canst thou translate? And 
say unto thee again, Knowest thou of any one that can trans- 
_ jate? for I am desirous that these records should be translated 
into our language. For, perhaps they will give usa knowl- 
edge of a remnant of the people which have been destroyed, 
from whence these ,records came; or, perhaps they will. give 
us a knowledge of this very people which: hath been destroy- 
ed; and I am desirous to know the cause of their destruction. 
Now Ammon saith unto him, I can assuredly tell thee, O 
king,.of a man that can translate the records:,.for he hath 
‘wherewith that he can look, and translate all geeords that. are 
of ancient date; and itis a gilt from Ged. And the-things are.

¢alled interpreters; and no man can look in them, except he 
be commanded, lest he should look for that he had not cui 
and he should perish. And whosoever is commanded to look 
in them, the same‘is called seer. And behold, the king of the 
people which is in the land of Zarahemla, ‘is the man that is. 

~ commanded to do these things, and which hath this high gift 
from God. And the king saith, That a seer is greater than a 
prophet. And Ammon saith, That a seer is a revelator, and a . 

phet also; and a gift which is greater, can no man have, 
except he should possess the power of God, which no man can; 
yet a man may have great power given him from God. But a 

. seer can know of things which has past, and also of things — 
which is to come ; and by them shall all things be revealed, 
or rather, shall secret things be made manifest, and hidden 
things shall come to light, arid things which is not known, shall 

_ be made known by them; and also, things shall be made knowa 
by them, which otherwise could not be known, Thus God hath 
provided a means that man, through faith, might work ‘mighty 
miracles; therefore, he becometh a great benefit to his fellow 

And now, when Ammon had made an end of speaking these 
words, the king rejoiced exceedingly, and gave thanks to God, 
saying, Doubtless, a great mystery is contained within these 
plates; and these interpreters doubtless prepared for the 
purpose of unfolding all such mysteries to the children of 
men. O how marvellous are the works of the Lord, and how 
long doth he suffer with his people; yea, and how blind and 
impenetrable are the understandings of the children of men; 
for they will not seek wisdom, neither do they desire that she 
should rule over them. Yea, they are’as a wild flock, which 
flecth from the shepherd, and scattereth, and are driven, and —

*having been taught in all the language of the 
Nephites,and having -had' a: knowledge of the land of Nephi, . 
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er of the land of our fathers’ first inheritance, and I having 
been sent as a spy among the Lamanites, that I might spy out 
their forces, that our army might come upon them and destroy 
them; but when I saw that which was good among them, I 
was desirous that they should not be destroyed; therefore, I 
contended with my brethren in the wilderness: for I would 
that our ruler should make a treaty with them. But he being an 
austere and a blood-thirsty man, commanded that I should be 
 @lain; but I was rescued, by the shedding of much blood: for 
father fought against father, and brother against brother, unti} 
the greatest number of our army was destroyed in the wilder- 
ness ; and we returned, those of us that were spared, to the 
land of Zarahemla, to relate that tale to their wives, and their 
children. And yet, I being over zealous to inherit the land 
of our fathers, collected as many as were desirous to go up to 
possess the land, and started again on our journey into the wil- 
derness, to go up to the Jand; but we were smitten with fam- 
ine and sore afflictions: for we were slow to remember the ~ 
Lord our God. Nevertheless, after many days’ wandering in 
the wilderness, we pitched our tents in the place where our 
_ brethren were slain, which was near to the land of our fathers, 
_ And it came to pass that I went again with four of my men, 
into the city, in unto the king, that I might know of the dispo- 
sition of the king, and that I might know if I might go in with 
my people, and possess the land in peace. And I went in 
. unto the king, and he covenanted with me, that I might pos- 
sess the land of Lehi-Nephi, and the land of Shilom. And he 
‘also commanded that his people should depart out of the land, 
and I and my people went into the land, that we might pos- 
sess it. And we to build buildings, and to repair the 
walls of the city, yea, even the walls of the city of Lehi-Ne- 
phi, and the city of Shilom. And we began to till the ground, 
yea, even with all manner of seeds, with seeds of corn, and of 
wheat, and of barley, and with neas, and with sheum, and 
with seeds of all manner of fruits: and we did begin to mul- 
tiply and prosper in the land. Now, it was the cunning and 
the craftiness of king Laman, to bring my people into bon- 
that he yielded up the land, that we might possess it. 
erefore, it came to pass that after we had dwelt in the 
land for the space of twelve years, that king Laman began to 
grow uneasy, lest by any means my people should -wax stro 
im the land, and that they could not overpower. them an 
bring them into bondage. Now, they were a lazy, and ap 
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idofatrous people; therefore, they were desirous to bring us 
into bondage, that they might glut themselves wath the labors 
of our hands; yea, that they might feast themselves upon the 
flocks of our fields. 
Therefore, it came to pass that king Laman began to stir: 
up his people, that they should; contend with my peopleg 
therefore, there began to be wars and contentions in the land 
For, in the thirteenth year of my reign in the land of Nephy 
away on the south of the land of Shilom, when my people 
were watering and feeding their flocks, and tilling their lands 
a numerous host of Lamanites came upon them, and bese te 
slay them, and to take of their flocks, and the corn of their 
fields. Yea, and it came to pass that they fled, all that were 
not overtaken, even into the city of Nephi, and did call upopt 
me for protection. 
And it came to pass that I did arm them with bows, and 
with arrows, with swords, and with cimeters, and with clubs} 
and with slings, and with all manner of weapons which wé | 
eould invent, and I and my people did go forth against the Lay 
manites, to battle; yea, in the strength of the Lord did We go 
forth to battle against the Lamanites: for I and my peoplé 
did cry mightily to the Lord, that he would deliver us out of 
the hands of our enemies, for we were awakened to a re 
membrance of the deliverance of our fathers.

against | people. And I set guards round about the land, 
that the Lamanites might not come upon us again unawares, 
and. destroy us; and thus | did guard my people, and my 
flocks, amglckeep them from falling into the of our 


to pass that we did inherit the land of oyp fa — 
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thers, for many years; yea, for the space of twenty and two 
years. And I did cause that the men should till the ground, 
and raise all manner of grain, and all manner of fruit, of every 
kind. And I did cause that the women should spin, and toil, 
and work, and work all manner of fine lmen; yea, and cloth 
of every kind, that we might clothe our nakedness ; and thus 
we did prosper in the land; thus wé did have continual peace 
yp the land, for the space of twenty and two years. ~ . 

And it came to pass that king Laman died, and his son be- 
gan to reign in his stead. And he began to stir his people up 
in rebellion against my people; therefore, they began to'pre- 

_ pare for war, and to co:ne up to battle against my people.— 
But I having sent my spics out round about the land of Shem- 
lon, that 1 might discover their preparations, that ] might guard 

- @guinst them, that they might not come upon my people and 
desiroy them.

And it came to pass that they came up upon the north of 
the land of Shilom, with their numerous hosts, men armed 
with bows, and with arrows, and with swords, and with cime- 
ters, and with stones, and with slings; and they had ther 
heads shaved, that they weré naked; and they were girded 


about with a leath«rn girdle about their Joins. 

And it came to pass that I caused that the women and 
children of my people should be hid in the wilderness; and I 
also caused that all my old men that could bear arms, and al- 
so all my young men that were able to bear arms, should 

ther themselves together, to go to battle against the Laman- 
ites; and I did place them in their ranks, every man accor- 

ding to his age. 
__ And it came to pass that we did go up to battle against the 
Lamanites. And I, even I, in my old age, did go-up to battle 
@gainst the Lamanites. And it came to pass that we did go 
up in the strength of the Lord, to battle. hogs ee 
_ Now, the Lamanites knew nothing concerning the Lord, nor 
the strength of the Lord; therefore, they depended upon their 
own strength. Yet they were a strong people, as to the strength 
of men: they were a wild, and ferocious, and a blood-thirsty 
eople, believing in the tradition of their fathers, which is this : 
Believing that they were driven out of the land of Jerusalem, 
because of the iniquities of their fathers, and that they were 
‘wronged in the wilderness by their brethren; and they were 
dso wronged, while crossing the sea. And again: That they 
“g@ere-wronged while in the land of their first inheritance, after 
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they had crossed the sea; and all this, because that Nephi 
was more faithful in keeping the commandments of the Lord; 
therefore he was favored of the Lord, for the Lord heard his 
prayers and answered them, and he took the lead of their 
journey in the wilderness. And his brethren were wroth with 
him, because they understood not the dealings of the Lord;

And again, They were | 
wroth with him, when they had arriven to the promised land, 
because they said that he had taken the ruling of the people 
out of their hands; and they sought to kill him. And again: —

derness as the Lord had commanded: him, and took the rec- | 
erds which were engraven on the plates of brass; for they 
said that he robbed them. And thus they have taught their 
children, that they should hate them, and that they should | 
murder them, and that they should rob and plunder them, and 
do all they could to destroy them; therefore, they have: an 
eternal hatred towards the children of Nephi. For this very 
cause hath king Laman, by bis cunning and lying craftiness, 
and his fair promises, hath deceived me, that I have brought 
this, my people, up into this land, that they may destroy them; 
yea, and we have suffered this many years in the land. 

And now I, Zeniff, after having told all thesé things unto my 
people concerning the Lamanites, I did stimulate them to 
to battle with their might, putting their trust in the Lord; 
therefore, we did contend with them, face to face. And it 
came to pass that we did drive them again out of our land ; 
and we slew them with a great slaughter, even so many that 
we did not number them. ™ 
_ And it came to pass that we returned again to our own land, 
and my people again began to tend their flocks, and to till their 
ground. And now, I being old, did confer the kingdom upon 
one of my sons; therefore, | say no more. And may the Lord 
bless my people. Amen. ] | 


CHAPTER VII. 


AnD now it came to pass that Zeniff conferred the kingdom 


upon Noah, one of his sons; therefore Noah beganto reign 
in his stead; and <he did nog walk in the ways of his father. 
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For behold, he did not keep the commandments of God, but 
he did walk after the desires of his own heart. And he had 
many wives and concubines. And he did cause his people to 
commit sin, and do that which was abominable in the sight of 
the Lord. Yea, and they did commit whoredoms, and all man- 
ner of wickedness. And he laid a tax of one fifth part of all 
they possessed; a fifth part of their gold and of their silver, 
and a fifth part of their ziff, and of their copper, and of their 
brass and their iron; and a fifth part oftheir fatlings; and al- 
#0, a fifth part of all theirgrain. And all this did he take, to 
support himself, and his wives, and his concubines, and also, 
_ his priests, and their wives, and their concubines; thus he had 

changed the affairs of the kingdom. For he put down all the 
priests that had been consecrated by his father, and consecra- 
ted new ones in their stead, such as were lifted up in the pride 
of their hearts. Yea, and thus were they supported in their 
lazirfess, and in their idolatry, and in their whoredoms, by the 
taxes which king Noah had put upon his people; thus did the 
people labor exceedingly, to support iniquity. Yea, and they 
also became idolatrous, because they were deceived by the 
vain and flattering words of the king and priests; for they did

built before them, that they might rest their bodies and their 
arms upon, while they should speak lying and vain words to 
his people. | 

And it came to pass that he built a tower near the temple; 
yea, a very high tower, even so high that he could stand upon 
the top thereof and overlook the land of Shilom, and also the 
land of Shemlon, which was possessed by the Lamanites ; and 
he could even look over all the land round about. 

And it came to pass that he eaused many buildings to be 
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built in the land Shilom;. and. he caused a great tower to be 
built on the hill north of the land Shilom, which had. been a 
resort for the children of Nephi, at the time they fled out of 
the land; and thus he did do with the riches which he ob- 
tained by the taxation of his people. 

And it came to pass that he placed his heart upon his riches, 
and he spent his time in riotous living with his wives and his 
concubines; and so did also his priests spend their time with 
harlots. And it came to pass that he planted vineyards round 
about in the land; and he built wine presses, and made wine 
in abundance ; and therefore he became a wine one and 


also his people. 
And it came to pass that the Lamanites began to come in 
upon his people, u arg numbers, and to slay them in 


their fields, and while they were tending their flocks. And 
_ king Noah sent guards round about the land to keep them off ; 
but he did not send a sufficient number, and the Lamanites 
came upon them and killed them, and drove many of their — 
flocks out of the Jand: thus the Lamanites began to cocireg 
them, and to exercise their hatred upon them. 

And it came to pass that king Noah sent his armies against | 
them, and they were driven back, or they drove them back for 
a time; therefore, they returned rejoicing in their spoil. And 
now, because of this great victory, they were li ted up in 
the pride of their hearts ; they did boast in their own strength, 
saving, That their fifty could stand against thousands of the 
Lamanites; and thus they did boast, and did delight in blood, 
and the shedding of the blood of their brethren, and this be- 
cause of the wickedness of their king and priests. 

And it came to pass that there was a man among them, 
whose name was Abinadi; and he went forth among them, 
and began to prophesy, saying, Behold, thus saith the*Lord, 
and thus hath he commanded me, saying, Go forth and say 
unto this people, thus saith the Lord: Wo be unto this peo people, 
for I have seen their abominations, and their wickedness, 
their whoredoms ; and:except they repent, I will visit them in. 
mine anger. And except they repent, and turn to the Lord 
thei, God, behold, I will deliver them into the hands of their 
enemies; yea, and they shall be brought into bondage; and 
they shall be afflicted by the hand of their enemies. And it 
shall come to pass that they shall know that I am the Lord 
their God, and am a jealous God, visiting the iniquities of my 


people. And shall come to. pas that except this people 
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pent, and turn unto the Lord their God, they shall be brought in- 
to bondage ; and none shall deliver them, except it be the Lord 
the Almighty God. Yea, and it shall come to pass that when 
they shall cry unto me, I will be slow to hear their cries ; yea, 
and I will suffer them that they be smitten by their enemies. 
And except they repent in sackcloth and ashes, and cry migh- 
tily to the Lord their God, I will not hear their prayers, nei- 
ther will I deliver them out of their afflictions; and thus saith 
the Lord, and thus hath he commanded me. 

Now it came to pass that when Abinadi had spoken these 
words unto them, they were wroth with him, and sought to 
take away his life; but the Lord delivered lim out of their 
hands. Now when king Noah had heard of the words which 
Abinadi had spake unto the people, he was also wroth; and 
he saith, Who is Abinadi, that I and my people should be 
judged of him? or who is the Lord, that shall bring upon my 
people such great affliction? I command you to bring Abinadi 
hither, that I may slay him: for he hath said these things, that 
he might stir up my people to anger, one with another, and to 
raise contentions among my people; therefore, I will slay him. . 
Now the eyes of the saudle: were blinded; therefore, they 
hardened their hearts against the words of Abinadi, and the 
sought from that time forward to take him. And king Noah 
hardened his heart against the word of the Lord; and he did 
not repent of his evil doings. 

And it came to pass that after the space of two years, that 
Abinadi came among them in disguise, that they knew him not, 
and began again to prophesy among them, saying, Thus hath 
the Lord commanded me, saying: Abinadi, go and prophesy 
unto this my people, for they have hardened their hearts 
against my words; they have repented not of their evil doings ; 
therefore, I will visit hin in my anger, yea, in my fierce an- 
ger will I visit them in their iniquities and abominations; yea, 
wo be unto this generation. And the Lord said unto me, 
Stretch forth thy hand, and prophesying, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord: It shall come to pass that this generation, because 
of their iniquities, shall be brought into bondage, and shall be 
smitten on the cheek; yea, and shall be driven by men, .and 
shall be slain; and the vultures of the air, and the dogs, yea, 
ard the wild beasts, shall devour their flesh. | 

And it shall come to pass that the life of king Noah shall 
be valued even as a garment in a hot furnace; for he shall 


know that Iam the Lord. And it shall come to pass that I 
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will smite this my people, with sore afflictions ; yea, with fam- 
ine and with pestilence; and | will cause that they shall howl 
all the day long. Yea, and I will cause that ma | shall have 
burdens lashed upon their backs; and they shall be driven 
before, like a dumb ass. | 

And it shall come to pass that | will send forth hail among 
them, and it shall smite them; and they shall also be smitten 
with the east wind; and insects shall pester their land also, 


and devour their grain. And they shall be smitten with a 


great pestilence ; and all this will I do, because of their ini- 
quities and abominations. : 
And it shall come to pass that except they repent, I will. 
utterly destroy them from off the face of the earth yr they 
shall leave a record behind them, and I will preserve them for 
_ other nations which shall possess the land ; yea, even this will 
I do, that I may discover the abominations of this people to 
other nations. And many things did Abinadi prophesy against 
this people. | 
And it came to pass that they were angry with him; and 
they took him and carried him bound before the king, and saith 
unto the king, Behold, we have brought a man before thee 
which has prophesied evil concerning thy people, and saith 
that God will destroy them; and he also prophesieth evil con- 
cerning thy life, and saith that thy hfe shall be as a garment 
in a furnace of fire. And again: He saith that thou shalt be 


as a stalk, even as a dry stalk of the field, which is ran over. 


by the beasts and trodden undey foot. And again: He saith: 
thou shalt be as the blossoms of a thistle, which when it is 


fully ripe, if the wind bloweth, it is driven forth upon the face © 


of the land; and he pretendeth the Lord hath spoken it. And 


he saith all this shall come upon thee, except thou repent ; 
and this because of thine iniquities. wea 


And now, O king, what great evil hast thou done, or what . 
great sins has thy people committed, that we should be con- 


demned of God, or judged of this man? And now, O king, 
behold, we are guiltless, and thou, O king, hast not sinned ; 
therefore, this man hast lied concerning you, and he hath 
prophesied in vain. And behold, we are strong, we shall not 
come into bondage, or be taken captive by our enemies; yea, 
and thou hast prospered in the land, and thou shalt also pros- 
per. Behold, hereis the man, we deliver him into thy bands ; 
thou mayest do with him as seemeth thee good. 

And it came to pass that king Noah caused that Abinadi 
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should be cast into prison; and he commanded that the priests 
should gather themselves together, that he might hold a coun- 
cil with them what he should do with him. And it came to 
pass that they saith unto the king, Bring him hither, that we 
may question him. And the king commanded that he should 
be brought before them. And they began to question him, 
that they might cross him, that thereby they might have where- 
with to accuse him; but he answered them boldly, and with- 
stood all their questions, yea, to their astonishment: for he | 
did withstand them in all their questions, and did confound 
them in all their words. 

And it came to pass that one of them saith unto him, What 
meaneth the words which are written, and which have been 
taught by our fathers, saying: How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of Him that bringeth good tidings; that pub- 
lisheth peace ; that bringeth good tidings of good ; that pub- 
lisheth salvation; that sayeth unto Zion, Thy God reigneth ; 
thy watchmen shall lift up the voice with the voice; together 
shall they sing, for they shall see eye to eye, when the Lord 
shall bring again Zion. Break forth into joy; sing together ye 
waste places of Jerusalem: for the Lord hath comforted his 
people; he hath redeemed Jerusalem. The Lord hath made 
bare his holy arm in the eyes of all the nations; and all the 
ends of the earth shall see the salvation of our God. And 
now Abinadi saith unto them, Are you priests, and pretend 
to teach this people, and to understand the spirit of prophesy- 
‘ing, and yet desireth to know of me what these things mean ? 
I say unto, Wo be unto you for perverting the ways of the 
Lord. For if ye understand these things, ye have not taught 
them ; therefore, ye have perverted the ways of the Lord.— 
Ye have not applied your hearts to understanding ; therefore, 
ye have not been wise. Therefore, what teachest thou this 
people? And they said, We teach the law of Moses. And 
- again: He saith unto them, If ye teach the law of Moses, why 
do ye not keep it? Why do ye set your hearts upon riches ? 
Why do ye commit whoredoms, and spend your strength with 
harlots, yea, and cause this people to commit:sin, that the 
Lord hath cause to send me to prophesy against this people, 
yea, even a great evil against this people?. Knowest thou not 
that I speak the truth? Yea, thou knowest that I speak the 
truth; and you had ought to tremble before God. = 

And it shall come to pass that ye shall be smitten for thine 
iniquities: for ye have said that ye teach the law of Moses. 
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And what knowest thou concerning the law of Moses? Doth 
salvation come by the law of Moses? What sayest thou? And 
they answered and said, that salvation did come by the law 
of Moses. But now Abinadi saith unto them, I know if ye — 
keep the commandments of God, ye shall be saved; yea, if 
e keep the commandments which the Lord delivered unto. 
Moses in the mount of Sinai, saying: I am the Lord thy God, 
which have brought thee out of the land of Egypt, out of the | 
house of bondage. Thou shalt have no other God before me. 
Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any like- 
ness of any thing in the heaven above, or things which is in 
the earth beneath. Now Abinadi saith unto them, Have 
ye done all this? [say unto you, Nay, ye have not. And 
have ye taught this people that they should do all these things? 
[say unto you, Nay, ye have not. 
And now when the king had heard these words, he said 
unto his priests, Away with this fellow, and slay him: for what 
have we to do with him, for he is mad. And they stood forth 
and attempted to lay their hands on him; but he withstood 
them, and said unto them, Touch me not, for God shall smite 
you if ye lay your hands upon me, for I have not delivered 
the message which the Lord sent me to deliver; neither have 
I told you that which ye requested that I should tell; there- 
fore, God will not suffer that I shall be destroyed at this time. 
But I must fulfil the commandments wherewith God hath com- 
manded me; and because I have told you the truth, ye are 
angry with me. And again: Because I have spoken the word 
of God, ye have judged me that I am mad. sid 
Now: it came to pass after Abinadi had spoken these words, 
that the people of king Noah durst not lay their hands on him; 
for the Spirit of the Lord was upon him; and his face shone 
with exceeding lustre, even as Moses did while in the mount 
of Sinai, while speaking with the Lord. And he spake with 
power and authority from God; and he continued his words, 
saying, Ye see that ye have not power to slay me, therefore I 
finish my message. Yea,-and I perceive that it cuts you to 
your hearts, because I tell you the truth concerning your ini- 
quities; yea, and my words fill you with wonder and amaze- 
ment, and withanger. But I finish my message; and then, it 
matters not whither | £° if it so be that Iam saved. But 
this much I tell you: What you do with me after this, shall be 
as a type anda shadow of things which istocome. And now 
Aread unto you the remainder of the commandments of God, 
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for I percieve that they are not written in your hearts ; I per- 
_ceive that ye have studied and taught iniquity the most part of 
your lives. 
And now, ye remember that I said unto you, Thou shalt

shalt not bow down thyself unto them, nor serve them: for I 

the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting the in:quities of 
the fathers upon the children, unto the third and fourth genera- 
tions of them that hate me; and shewing mercy unto thou- 

sands of them that love me, and keep my commandments.— 

Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain: for 
the Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his name in 

vain.) Remember the sabbath-day, to keep itholy. Six days 
shalt thou labor, and do all thy work: but the seventh day, 

the sabbath of the Lord thy God, thou shalt not do any work, 

thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man-servant, nor thy 
maid-servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy 
gates: for in six days the Lord made heaven and earth, and 
the sea, and all that in them is; wherefore the Lord blessed the 
sabbath-day, and hallowed it. Honor thy father and thy 
mother, that thy days may be long upon the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. Thou shalt not kill. Thou shalt 
not commit adultery. Thou shalt not steal. Thou shalt not 
bear false witness against thy neighbor. Thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbor’s house, thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s wife, 
nor his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor his ox, nor his 
ass, nor any thing that is thy neighbor’s. AG 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Anp it came to pass that after Abinadi had made an end of 
these sayings, that he said unto them, Have ye taught this 
people that they should observe to do all these things? For 
to keep these commandments? I say unto you, Nay; for if 
ye had, the Lord would not have caused me to come forth and 
to prophesy evil concerning this people. And now ye have 
said that salvation cometh by the law of Moses. I say unto 
“you that it is expedient that ye should keep the law of Moses 
as yet; but I say unto you, that the time shall come when it 
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shall no more be expedient to keep the law of Moses. And 
moreover, | say unto you, that salvation doth not come by the 
law alone; and were it not for the atonement which God him- 
self shall make for the sins and iniquities of his people, that 
they must unavoidably perish, notwithstanding the law of Mo- 
ses. And now I say unto you, that.it was expedient that there 
should be a law given to the children of Israel, yea, even @ 
very strict law: for they were a stiffnecked people, quick to 
do iniquity, and slow to remember the Lord their God ; there- 
fore there was a law given them, yea, a law of performances 
and of ordinances, a law which they were to observe strictly, 
from day to day, to keep them in remembrance ot God, and 
their duty towards him. But behold, | say unto you, that all 
these things were types of things tocome. And.now, did they 
understand the law? I say unto you, Nay, they did not all un- 
derstand the law; and this because of the hardness of their 
hearts: for they understood not that there could not any man 
be saved, except it were through the redemption of God. For 
behold, did not Moses prophesy unto them concerning the 
coming of the Messiah, and that God should redeem his peo- 
ple, yea, and even all the prophets which have prophesied 
ever since the world began ? Have they not spoken more or 
less concerning these things? Have they not said that God 
himself should come down among the children of men, and 
take upon him the form of man, and go forth in mighty power 
upon the face of the earth? Yea, and have they not said also, 
that he should bring to pags the resurrection of the dead, and 
that he, himself, should be oppressed and afilicted? Yea, even 
doth not Isaiah say, Who hath believed our report, and to 
whom is the arm of the Lord revealed? for he shall grow up 
before him as a tender plant, and as a root out of dry ground: 
he hath no form nor comeliness ; and when we shall see him, 
there is no beauty that we should desire him. He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief: and we hid as it were our faces from him; he was des- 
pised, and weesteemed him not. 

Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows : 
yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten of God, and afilicted. 
But he was wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised 
for our imiquities; the chastisement of our peace was,u 
and with his stripes we are healed. All we, like sheep, 
have gone astray ; we have turned every one to his own way ; 
and the Lord laid on him the iniquities of us all. «He © 
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was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened not his 
mouth: he is brought asa lamb to the slaughter, and asa sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he opened not his mouth. He 
was taken from prison and from judgment: and who shall de- 
clare his generation? for he was cut off out of the land of the 
living: for the transgressions of my people was he stricken. 
And he made his grave with the wicked, and with the rich in 
| his death ; because he had done no evil, neither was any de- 
ceit in his mouth. 

Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise him; he hath put him to 
grief: when thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, he 
shall see his seed, he shall prolong his days, and the pleasure 
of the Lord shall prosper in his hand. He shall see of the 
travail of his soul, and shall be satisfied: by his knowledge 
shall my righteous servant justify many; for he shall bear 
their‘iniquities. Therefore will | divide him a portion with 
the great, and he shall divide the spoil with the strong; be- 
cause he hath poured out his soul unto death: and he was 
numbered with the transgressors ; and he bare the sins of ma- 
ny, and made intercession for the tran@gressors. __ 

And now Abinadi saith unto them, I would that ye should 
understand that Gdd himself shall come down among the chil- 
dren of men, and shall redeern his people; and because he 
dwelleth in flesh, he shall be called the Son of God: and 
having subjected the flesh to the will of the Father, being the 
Father and the Son; the Father, because he was conceived 
by the power of God; and the Son, because of the flesh ; 
thus becoming the Father and Son: and they are one God, 
yea, the very Eternal Father of Heaven and of Earth; and 
thus the flesh becoming subject to the Spirit, or the Son to 
the Father, being one God, suffereth temptation, and yieldeth 
not to the temptation, but suffereth himself to be mocked, and 
scourged, and cast out, and disowned by his people. And 
after all this, and after working many mighty miracles among 
the children of men, he shall be led, yea, even as Isaiah said, 
As a sheep before the shearer is dumb, so he opened not his 
mouth ; yea, even so he shall be led, crucified, and slain, the © 
flesh becoming subject even unto death, the will of the Son 
being swallowed up in the will of the Father; and thus God 
breaketh the bands of death; having gained the victory over 
death ; giving the Son power to make intercession for the 
children of men; having ascended into heaven; having the 
bowels of mercy; being filled with compassion toward the 
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ehildren of men; standing betwixt them and justice; having — 
broken the bands of death, taken upon himself their imquity 
and their transgressions ; having redeemed them, and satisfied 
the demands of justice. And now I say unto you, Who shall 
declare his generation? Behold, I say unto you, that when 
his soul has been made an offering for sin, he shall see his 
seed. And now what say ye? And who shall be his seed? 
Behold I say unto you, that whosoever hath heard the words 
of the prophets, yea, all the Holy Prophets which have proph- 
esied concerning the coming of the Lord; I say unto, that all — 
those who hath hearkened unto their words, and believed that 
the Lord would redeem his people, and have looked forward 
to that day for a remission of their sins ; I say unto you, that 
these are his seed, or they are heirs of the Kingdom of God: 
for these are they whose sins he hath borne; these are they 
for whom he hath died, to redeem them from their transgres- 
sions. And now, are they not his seed? Yea, and are not the 
prophets, every one that has opened his mouth to prophesy, 
that has not fallen into transgression; I mean all the Holy 
‘ Prophets ever since the world began ; I say unto you that they 
are his seed; and these are they which hath published peace, 
that hath brought good tidings of good, that hath peionce 
salvation; that saith unto Zion, Thy God reigneth! And O 
how beautiful upon the mountains were their feet! And again: 
How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of those that 
are still publishing peace! And again: How beautiful upon 
the mountains are the feet of those who shall hereafter publish 
peace, yea; from this'time henceforth and forever! And be- 
hold, I say unto you, this is not all: For O how beautiful up- 
on the mountains are the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, 
that is the founder of,peace; yea, even the Lord, who hath 
redeemed his people; yea, him who hath granted salvation 
unto his le: for were it not for the redemption which he 

hath net my or his people, which was prepared from the | 
foundation of the world; I say unto you, were it not for this, 

that all mankind must have perished. But behold, the bands 

of death shall be broken, and the Son reigneth, and hath power 

over the dead ; therefore, he bringeth to pass the resurrection 

of the dead. And there cometh a resurrection, even a first 
resurrection; yea, even a resurrection of those that have been, 
and which are, and which shall be, even until the rssurre@tion | 
of Christ: for so shall he be called. And now, the resurrec-. 
tion of all the prophets, and all those that have believed im 
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their words, or all those that have kept the commandments of 
God, these shall come forth in the first resurrection; there- 
fore, they are the first resurrection. They are raised to dwell 
with God, who hath redeemed them: thus they have eternal 
life through Christ, who hath broken the bands of death. And 
there are those who have part in the first resurrection; and 
these are they that have died before Christ came, in their ig- 
norance, not having salvation declared unto them. And thus 
the Lord bringeth about the restoration of these; and they 
have a part in the first resurrection, or hath eternal life, being 
redeemed by the Lord. And little children also, hath eternal 
life.. But behold, and fear, and tremble before God ; for ye 
had ought to tremble: for the Lord redeemeth none such that 
rebelleth against him, and dieth in their sins; yea, even all 
those that have perished in their sins ever since the world be- 
gan, that have wilfullv rebelled against God, that have known 
the commandments of God, and would not keep them; these 
are they that have no part in the first resurrection, There- 
fore, had ye not ought to tremble? For salvation cometh to 
none such; for the Lord hath redeemed none such; yea, nei- 
ther can the Lord redeem such: for he cannot deny himself; 
for he cannot deny justice when it hath its claim. , 

And now I say unto you, that the time shall come that the 
salvation of the Lord shall be declared to every nation, kindred, 
tongue, and people. Yea, Lord, thy watchmen shall lift up 
their voice; with the voice together shall they sing: for they 
shall see eye to eye, when the Lord:shall bring again Zion. 
Break forth into joy, sing together, ye waste places of Jerusa- 
lem: for the Lord hath comforted his people, he hath redeem- 
ed Jerusalem. The Lord hath made bare his holy arm in the 
eyes of-all the nations: and all the ends of the earth shall see 
‘the salvation of our God. | 

And now it came to pass that after Abinadi had spoken these 
words, he stretched forth his hand and said, The time shall 
come when all shall see the salvation of the Lord; when 
every nation, kindred, tongue and people, shall see eye to eye, 
and shall confess before God that his judgments are just; and 
then shall the wicked be cast out, and they shall have cause to 
how], and weep, and wail, and gnash their teeth ; and this be- 
cause they would not hearket unto the voice of the Lord ; 
therefore the Lord redeemeth them not, for they are carnal 
and devlish, and the devil hath power over them; yea, even 


that old serpent that did beguile our first parents, which was 
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the cause of their fall; which was the cause of all mankind 
becoming carnal, sensual, devlish, knowing evil from good, 
subjecting themselves to the devil. Thus all mankind were 
lost ; and behold, they would have been endlessly lost, were 
it not that God redeemed his people from their lost and fallen 
state. But remember, that he that persists in his own carnal 
nature, and goes on in the ways of sin and rebellion against 
God, he remaineth in his fallen state, and the devil hath all 
power over him. ‘Therefore he is as though there was no 
redemption made ; being an enemy to God ; and also is the devil 
an enemy to God. And now if Christ had not come into the 
world, speaking of things to come, as though they had already 
come, there could have been no redemption. And if Christ 
had not risen from the dead, or have broken the bands of death 
that the grave should have no victory, and that death should 
have no sting, there could have been no resurrection. But 
there is a resurrection, therefore the grave hath no victory, 
and the sting of death is swallowed up in Christ: He is the 
light and the life of the world; yea, a light that is endless, 
that can never be darkened ; yea, and also a life which is end- 
less, that there can be no more death. Even this mortal shall 
put on immortality, and this corruption shall put on incorrup- 
tion, and shall be brought to stand before the bar of God, to 
be judged of him according to their works, whether they be 
good or whether they be evil. If they be good, to the resur- 
rection of endless life and happiness, and if they be evil, to 
the resurrection of endless damnation ; being delivered up to | 
the devil, who hath subjected them, which is damnation ; hav- 
ing gone according to their own carnal wills and desires ; 
having never called upon the Lord while the arms of mercy 
was extended towards them ; for the arms of mercy was ex- 
tended towards them, and they would not; they being war- 
ned of their iniquities, and yet they would not depart from 
them ; and they were commanded to repent, and yet they 
would not repent. And now had ye not ought to tremble and © 
repent of your sins, and remember only in and through Christ 
ye can be saved? Therefore, if ye teach the law of Moses, 
also teach that it is a shadow of those things which are to 
come ; teach them that redemption cometh through Christ 
the Lord, which is the very Eternal Father. Amen. — 
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CHAPTER IX. 


Anp now it came to pass that when Abinadi had finished 
these sayings, that the king commanded that the priests should 
take him and cause that he should be put to death.

Now Abinadi saith unto him: I say unto you, I will not 
recall the words which I have spoken unto you concerning 
this le; for they are true; and that ye may know of their 
ern have suffered myself that I have fallen into your 
hands. Yea, and I will suffer even until death, and I will not 
recall my words, and they shall stand as a testimony against 
“you. . And if ye slay me, ye will shed innocent blood, and this 
shall also stand as a testimony against you at the last day. 

And now king Noah was about to release him, for he feared 
his word; for he feared that the judgments of God would 
come upon him. But the priests lifted up their voices against 
him, and began to accuse him, saying: He hath reviled the 
king. Therefore the king was stirred up in anger against him, 
and he delivered him up, that he might be slain. 

And it came to pass that they took him, and bound him, and

And it came to pass that they were about to return to thé 
land of se and they met the men of Gideon. * Afid the 
men of Gideon told them of all that had happened*to* theit. 
wives and their children; and that the Lamanites had granted a 
unto them that they might possess the land, ‘by paying@ tr 
bute to the Lamanites of one half of all they possessed. And 
the told the men of Gideon that they had slain the king, 

and his priests had fled from them farther into the wilderness, 
And it came to that after they had ended the ceremo 


that they returned to the land of Nephi, rejoicing, because th 
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‘wives and their children were not slain; and they told Gideoa 
‘what they had done to the king. | 

And it came to pass that the king of the Lamanites made 
an oath unto them, that his people should not slay them. And 
also Limhi, being the son of the king, having the kingdom con- 
ferred.upon him by the people, made oath unto the king of the 
Lamanites, that his people should pay tribute unto him, even 
ene half of all they possessed. 

And it came to pass that Limhi began to establish the king- 
dom, and to establish peace among his people. And the king 
of the Lamanites set guards round about the land, that he might 
keep the people of Limhi in the land, that they might not de- 
part into the wilderness ; and he did support his guards out of 
the tribute which he did receive from the Nephites.

which he prophesied against us? and all this because we would 
not hearken unto the word of the Lord, and turn from our 


miquities ? And now let us pacify the king, and we fulfil thé © 
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gath which we have made unto him: for it is better that we 
should be in bondage, than that we should lose our lives; 
therefore, let us put a stop to the shedding of so much blood. 
And now Limhi told the king all the things concerning his fae 
ther, and the priests that had fled into the wilderness, and at- 
tributed the carrying away of their daughters to them. 

And it came to pass that the king was pacified towards his 
people; and hesaid unto them, Let us go forth to meet my 
people, without arms; and I swear unto you with an oath, that 
my people shall not slay thy people. And it came to pass 
that they, followed the king, and went forth without arms to 
meet the Lamanites. And it came to pass that they did meet 
the Lamanites; and the king of the Lamanites did bow him- 
self down before them, and did plead in behalf of the people 
of Limhi. And when the Lamanites saw the people of Limhi, 
that they were without arms, they had compassion on them, 
and were pacified towards them, and returned with their king 
an peace to their own land. ne | 
y And it came to pass that Limhi and his people returned te

And I will go according to thy command, and pay 
the last tribute of wine to the Lamanites, and they will be 
drunken; and we will pass through the secret pass on the left 
of the camp, when they are drunken and asleep: thus we will 
depart with our women and our children, our flocks and-our 
herds, into the wilderness; and we will travel around the land 
of Shilom. And it came to pass that the king hearkened unto 
the words of Gideon.

And now I say unto you, 
As ye have been oppressed by king Noah, and have been in  @ 
arm, to him and his priests, and have been broughtintoin- . @ 
iquity by them; therefore ye were bound with the bands of | 
iniquity. And now as ye have been delivered, by the powerof 
God, out of these bonds; yea, even out of the hands of king Bo 
Noah and his people, and also from the bonds of iniquity, even 4 
so I desire that ye should stand fast in this liberty wherewith 9 
ye have been made free, and that ye trustno man to beaking 
over you; and also trusting no one to be your teachers nor your 4 
ministers, except he be a man of God, walking in ond 
keeping his commandments. Thus did Alma teach tis people, 
that every man should love his —_ as himself; that there ; 
should be no contention among them. And now Almg was, q 
their high priest, he being the founder of their Church’ ‘and q 
it came to pass that none received authority to preach 
teach, except it were by him from God. Therefore he cOnse- @ 
crated all their priests, and all their teachers, and none were — 
consecrated except it were just men. Therefore they did wateh 
over their people, and did nourish them with things pertaming 9 
te righteousness, And it eame to pass that they begda to pre-e = 
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per exceedingly in the land; and they called the land Helani, 
And it came to pass that they did multiply and prosper exceed~ 
ingly in the land of Helam; and they built a city, which they 
called Helam. Nevertheless the Lord seeth fit to chasten his 
people; yea, he trieth their patience and their faith. Never- 
theless, whosoever puteth his trust in him, the same shall be 
lifted up at the last day.

Andit 
came to pass that he did deliver them, and he did shew: forth 
his mighty power unto them, and great was their rejoicings. 
For behold, it came to pass that while they were in the land of 
Helam, yea, in the city of Helam, while tilling the land round 
about, behold an army of the Lamanites were in the borders of 
the land. Now it came to pass that the brethren of Alma fled 
from their fields, and gathered themselves together into the city 
of Helam; and they were much frightened because of the appear- 
ance of the Lamanites.

thority over Alma and his brethren, and began to persecute a 
him, and cause that his children should perseeute their childrems, 
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for Amulon knew Alma, that he had been one of the king’s 
priests, and that it was he that believed the words of Abmadi, 
and was driven out before the king; and therefore he was 
wroth with him, for he was subject to king Laman; yet he ex- 
ercised authority over them, and put tasks upon them, and put 
task-masters over them. And it came to pass that so great was 
their afflictions, that they began to cry mightily to God. And 
it came to pass that Amulon commanded them that they should 
stop their cries; and he put guards over them to watch them, 
that whosoever should be found calling upon God, should be put 
to death. And it came to puss that Alma and his people did 
not raise their voices to the Lord their God, but did pour out

thus an unrighteous king doth pervert the ways of all ,right- 
eousness. And now behold I say unto you, It is not expedi- 
ent that such,abominations should come upon you; therefore 
choose you by the voice of this people, judges, that ye may 
be judged according to the laws. which hath been given you 
by our fathers, which are correct, and which was, given them 
by the hand of the Lord. Now it is not common that the 
- voice of the people desireth any thing contrary. to. that which: 
is right; but it 1s common for the, lesser part of the people to 
desire that which is not right; therefore this shall ye observey. 
and make it your law to do your business by the voice of, the 
people. And if the time cometh thatghe voice.of the ‘people 
doth choose iniquity, then is the time that the judgments of 
God. will come upon you; yea,’ then is the time. he will visi, 
you with great destruction, even as he hath hitherto visited, 
this land. And now if ye have judges, and they donot judge- 
you according to the law which has been given, ye.can.cause: 
that they may be judged of a higher judge; if yoor higher 
judges doth not judge righteous judgments, ye shall cause that 
a small number of .your lower judges should. be gathered jto-, 
gether, and they shall judgeyyour higher judges, according to. 
the voice of the people. And cofmmand you to.do thes@e 
things.in the fear of the Lord ; and 1 command you todo these =~ 
things, and that ye have no king; that if these people commit * 
sins and iniquities, they shall be answered upon their-own 
heads. For behold I say unto you, The, sins ef many people | 
have been caused, by the iniquities of their kings; therefore: — 
their iniquities are answered upop the heads of their kings. 
And now I desire that this inequality should be no moreain 
this land, especially among thig my people ; but" desire that : 
this land. be. a land of liberty, and every man. maygenjoy,his, 
rights and. privileges alike, so long as the Lotd seeth fit, that, ~ 
we may live and inherit the land; yea, evenaslongasamyof, 
our posterity remaineth upon the face ofthe land. Andmeny . . @ 
more things did king Mosiah write unto them, unfoldingamte = “| 
them all the trialsand troubles of a righteous king; -yeayalh the, 
@availe of soul for their people, end also.allthe murmuring” 
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of the people to their king; and he explained it all unto them. 
And he told them that these things had not ought to be; but 
that the burdens should come upon all the people, that every 
man might bear his part. And he also unfolded unto them all 
the disadvantages they labored under, by having an unriglit- 
eous king to rule over them; yea, all his iniquities™j[f~d abom- 
inations, and all the wars, and contentions, and bloodshed, and 
the stealing, and the plundering, and the committing of whore+ 
doms, and all manner of iniquities, which cannot'be enume- 
rated ; telling them that these things ought not to be; that they 
was expressly repugnant to the commandments of God. | 
And now it came to pass, after king Mosiah had sent these 
things forth among the people, they were convinced of the 
truth of his words; therefore they relinquished their desires 
for a king, and became exceedingly anxious that every man 
should have an equal chance throughout all the land; yea, 
and every man expressed a willingness to answer for his own 
sins. Therefore it cam® to pass that they assembled them- 
sélves together in bodies throughout the land, to.cast in’ their 
voices concerning who should be their judges, to judge them 
according to the law which had been given them; and they. 
were exceedingly rejoiced, because 6f the liberty which had 
been granted unto them. And they did wax strong in love 
towards Mosiah ; yea, they did esteem him more than any 


- other man: for they did not look upon him as a tyrant, who 


‘was seeking for gain, yea, for that lucre which doth corrupt. 
the soul, for he had not exacted fiches of them, neither had 


~ he delighted in the shedding of blood ; but he had established

And now it caree to pass 


that Alma did walk in the ways of the Lord, and he did keep 


his commandments, and he did judge righteous judgments ; 


and there was continual peace through the land; and thus

"Now it came to pass that in the first year of the reign of the 
J ser over the people of Nephi, from this time forward, king

reign in his stead ; nevertheless he established laws, and they 
_were acknowledged by the people; therefore they. were obli- 
ged to, abide by the ‘ws which he had made. 

_ And it came to pass that in the first year of the reign of Alain 
in the judgment seat, there was a man brought before, him ‘to 
be judged ; a man which was large, and was noted for hismuch 
strength ; and he had gone about among the 
to them that which he termed to be the word of 

down against the church ; declaring unto the people that every 
‘priest and teacher had ought +> pular; and 
ought not to labor with their own hands, but that 
‘ought to be ated by the people; and he also testified 
fo the pedple that ll mankind should be sed a the lata 
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and that they need not fear nor tremble, but that they might 
lift up their heads and rejoice: for the*Lord hdd‘created all 
and had also redeemed all afd inthe end, all men 
should have eternal life. And it came to pass that he did 
teach these things so much, that many did believé on his 
words, even so many that they began to su ~~ and give — 
‘him money; and he began to be lifted up if the pmde of his — 
heart, and'to wear very costly. apparel ; yea, and even began 
to establish a church, after the manner of his preaching, 

And it came to pass as he was going to preach to those who 
believed on his word, he met a man which belonged to the 
church of God, yea, even one of their teachers; and he began 
’ to contend with him sharply, that he might lead away the peo- 

pre of the church; but the man withstood him, admonishing 

him with the words of God. . Now the name of the man was 
Gideon; and it was him that was an instrument in the hands 
of God, in delivering the people of Limhi out of bondage.—~ 
Now because Gideon withstood him with the words of God, 
he was wroth with Gideon, and drew his sword and began‘ to 
smite him. Now Gideon being stricken with many years, 
_ therefore he was not able to withstand his blows, therefore he 
was slain by the sword; and the man who slew nm was ta- 
ken by the people of the church, and was brought before Al- 
may to be judged according to the crime which he had com- 


 mitted., And it came to pass that he stood before Alma, and 


' plead for himself with much boldness. But Alma said unto 
im, Behold, this is the first time that priestcraft has been.in- 
‘troduced among this people. And behold, thou art not only 
guilty of priestcraft, but hast endeavored to enforce it by the 
sword; and ‘were priestcraft to be enforced among this 

ple, it would prove their entire destruction. And thou hast 
shed the blood of a righteous man, yea, a man which has done 
much good among this people; and ‘were we to spare thee, 
his blood would come upon us for vengeance ; therefore thou 
art condemned to die, according to the law which has been 
given us by Mosiah, our ‘last king; and they have been ac- 
knowledged by this people ; therefore this people must abide 

bythelaw. 

‘And it came to pass that they took him; and his name was 
Nehor ; and they carried him upon the top of the hill Manti, 
and there he was caused, or rather did acknowledge, between 
the heavens and the earth, that what he had taught to the 
file was contrary to the word of God ; “and there 
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ignominious death. Nevertheless this didghot putan pal 
there wa 


to the spreading of priéstcraft through the land: for 
many which loved the vain things of the world, and they 
went forth preaching false doctrines ; and this they did for the 
sake of riches and honor. Nevertheless they durst not lie, if g 
it were r fear,of the law, for liars were punished; ® 
therefore tended to preach according to their belief: © 
and now the law could have no power on any man for thei? - 
belief. And they durst not steal, for fear of the law; forsuch . = 
were punished ; neither.durst they rob, nor murder: for he - 
that murdered was punished untodeath 
But it came to pass that whosoever did not belong to the ; | 
Church of God, began to persecute those that did belong to 
the Church of God, and had taken upon them the name of q 
Christ; yea, they did persecute -them, and afflict them with _ 
all manner of words, and this because of their humility; ‘be- 4 
cause they were m6t proud in their own eyes, and because they 
did impart the word of God, one with another, without money a 
and without price. Now there wasastrictlawamongthe people #§ 7m 
of the Church, that there should not any man, belonging to the © «s 
Church, arise and persecute those that did not belofig to the =~ 
Church, and that there should be no persecution among them- 
selves. Nevertheless, there were many among them who be- 
gan to be proud, ‘and began to contend warmly with their ad- 
versaries, éyen unto blows; yea, they would smite one anoth- 
er with their fists. Now this was in the second year of the 
reign of Alma, and it was a cause of much affliction to the 
Church ; yea, it was the cause of much trial with the Church. 
for the hearts of many were hardened, and theit names were 
blotted out, that they were remembered no more among the, 
people of God. And also many withdrew themselves fram 
among them. Now this was a great trial to those that’ did 
stand fast in the faith; nevertheless, they were steadfast and” 
immoveable in keeping the commandments of God, and they 
bore with patience the persecution which was heaped upon 
them. And now when the priests left their labor, to impart 
the word of God unto the people, the people also left theirla- . 
bors to -hear'the word of God. And when the pried had im- 
parted unto them the word of God, they all returned again 
diligently unto their labors; and the priest, not esfeeming. him... | 
self above his hearers; for the preacher was no betteniham 
the hearer, neither was the teacher any better than the learnér: 
and Chun mete all equal, and they didvall labor, every

according to hig strength ; and they did impart of their sub- 
stance every man according to that which he had, to the poor, 
and the needy, and the sick, and the afflicted; and they did 
not wear costly apparel, yet they were neat and comely: and 
thus they did establish the affairs of the Church: and thus 
they began to have continual peace again, ngtyvithstanding all 
their persecutions. And now because of th ess of the 
Church, they began to be exceeding rich; having abundance 
of all things whatsoever they stood in need; an abundance of 
flocks, and herds, and fatlings of every kind, and also abun- 
lance of grain, and of gold, and of silver, and of precious 
things ; and abundance of silk and fine twined linen, and. all 
‘amaaner of good homely cloth. And thus in their prosperous 
circumstances they did not send away any which was naked, 
or that was hungry, or that was athirst, or that was sick, or 
that had not been nourished; and they did not set their hearts 
upon riches ; therefore they were liberal to all, both old and 
young, both bond and free, both male and female, whether out 
of the Church or in the Church, having no respects to persons 
as to those who stood in need; and thus they did prosper and 
become far more wealthy, than those who did not belong to 
_ their Church. For those who did not belong to their Church, 
did indulge themselves in sorceries, and in idolatry or idleness, 
and in bablings, and in envyings and strife; wearing costly ap- 
. parel; being lifted up in the pride of ther own eyes; lying, 
thieving, robbing, commiting whoredoms, and murdering, and 
all manner of wickedness; nevertheless, the law was put in 
force upon all those who did transgress it, inasmuch as }'t 
ae it came to pass that by thus exercising the law 4 a 
them, every man suffering according to that which he had 
done, they became more still, and durst not commit any wick- 
edness, if it were known; therefore, there was much peace 
among the people of Nephi, until the fifth year of the reign of 
the judges. And it came to pass in the commencement.of the 
fifth year of their reign, there began to be a contention among 
the people, for a-certain man, being called Amlici; he being a 
very cunning man, yea, a wise man, as to thé wisdom of the 
world; he being after the order of the man that slew Gideon 
_ by, the eword, who was executed according to the law... Now 
this. Amlici had, by his cunning, drawn away much people af- 
ter him; even so much that they began to be very powerful ; 
they began to endeavor to establish Amlieito be) a king 
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over the people. Now this was alarming toi#he people of the 
Church, and also to all those. who had not. been drawn away. 
after the persuasions of Amlici: for they knew that according 
to their law that such things must be established by the voice 
of the people ;. therefore, if it were possible that Amlici should 


in the vgiee,@fthe people, he being a wicked man, would 
deprive 


prive t their rights and privileges of the Church, &&:. 
for it was his intent to destroy the Church of God. . .. > 
And it came to pass that the people assembled themselves 


together throughout all the land, every man according to. his ig 


mind, whether it were for or against Amlici, in separate bod- 
ies, having much dispute and wonderful contentions one with 
another; and thus they did assemble themselves together, to 
cast in their voices concerning the matter: and they were laid 


before,the judges. And it came to pass that the voice of the . 


peopile came against Amlici, that he was not made king over 
the people. Now this did cayge much joy in the hearts of 
those which were against him; but Amlici did stir up those 


which were in his favor, to anger against those which were not 


in his favor. 


‘And-it-came to pass that they gathered themselves together, 


‘and did consecrate Amlici to be their king. Now when Amli- 


ci was.made king over them, he commanded them that they — 


should take up arms against their brethren ; and this he dome, 


that he might subject them to him. Now the people of Amici 


were distinguished by the name of Amlici, being called Amhi 
cites ; and the remainder were called Nephites, or the people 
of God; therefore the people of the: Nephites was aware of 
the intent of the Amlicites, and therefore they did prepare for 
to meet them; yea, they did arm themselves with swords, and 
with cimeters, and. with bows, and with arrows, and with 


stones, and with slings, and with all manner of weapons. of 


war, of every kind;.and thus they were pre to meet the 
Amlicites at the time of their coming. And there was appoint- 


ed captains, and higher captains, and chief captains, according 


to their numbers. 


_ And it eame to pass that Amlici did arm his men with all — 


manner of weapons of war, of every kind; and he also a 
pointed rulers and leaders over his people, to.Jead them ht 


war against their brethren.

And the Amlicites did contend with the 

Nephites with great: strength, insomuch that manggef the Ne- 

phites did fall before the Amlicites; nevertheless” the Lord 

did strengthen the hand of the Nephites, that they slew the 

Amlicites with a great slaughter, that they began to flee before 

them. And-it came to pass that the Nephites did pursue the 

. Amlicites all that day, and did slay them with much slaughter 

insomuch that there was slain of the Amlicites twelve hound 

five hundred thirty and two souls ; and there was slain of the 

Nephites, six thousand five hundred sixty and two souls, 

- And it came to-pass that when Alma could pursue the Am- 
licites no longer, he caused that his people should pitch their 
tents in the valley of Gideon, the valley being: called after that 

Gideon which was slain by the hand of Nehor with the sword ; 

and.in this valley the Nephites did pitch their-tents for the 

night. And Alma sent spies to follow the remnant of the Am- 
licites, that he might know of their plans and theirplots, where- 

‘by he might wher himself against them, that he might pre- 

serve his people from being destroyed. . Now those which he 

had sent out to watch the camp of the Amlicites, were called 

Zerg, and Amnor; and Manti,.and Limher ; these were they

And it came ‘to pass: that on the morrow they returned into 
the camp of the Nephites, in great haste, being greatly aston- 
ished, and struck with much fear, saying, Behold, we followed 
the camp of the,Amlicites, and to our great astonishment,: in 
the land of Minon, abovethe land of Zarahemla, in the course’ 
of the land of Nephi, we saw a numerous host of the Laman- 
ites; and behold, the Amlicites have joined them, and they are

ple might have room to cross and contend with ‘the: yt Lena 
and the Amlicites, on the west side of the river Sidon. « ¥* 

_And it came to pass that when they had all crossed the rivet 
Sidon, that the Lamanites and the Amlicites began to fleé: Bes 
fore them, notwithstanding they were so numerous that they 
could not be numbered; and they fled before the Nephites, 
towards the wilderness which was west and north, away be- 
yond ‘the borders of the land; and the Nephités did pursue’ 
them with their might, and did slay them; yea, they were met 
on every hand, and slain, and driven, until they were scattered” 
on the west, and on the north; until they had reached the wil-' 
derness, which was called: Hermounts; and it was that 
of the wilderness which was infested by wild and ravenous 
beasts,. And it came to pass that many in the wildernéas’ 
of their wounds, and were devoured by these beasts, and also 
the vultures of the air ; and their bones have been found, anid 
have been heaped up on the earth. : 

it came to pase that the Nephites, whitch were not 
by the weapons war, after having buried those which had’ 
been slain; 
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because of the greatness of their number; and after they’ had 
finished burying their dead, they all-returned to their lands, 
and to their houses, and their wives, and their children. Now 
many women and children had been slain with the sword, and 
also many of their flocks and their herds; and also many of 
their fields of grain were destroyed; for*they were trodden 
down by the hosts of men. And now as many of the Laman-

were just and holy men. And their brethren sought to des- 
troy them ; therefore they were cursed ; and the Lord God set 
a mark upon them, yea, upon Laman and Lemuel, and also 
the sons of Ishmael, and the Ismaelitish women: and this’ was 


done, that their seed might be distinguished from thé seed: of 


their brethren, that thereby the Lord God-might preserve his 
people, that they might not mix and believe in incorrect tradi- 
tions, which would prove'their destruction 
. And it came to pass that whosoever did mingle his seed with 
that of the Lamanites, did bring the same curse upon his’ seed ; 
therefore whomsoever suffered himself to be led away by the 
Lamanites, were called under that head, and there was a'mark 
set upon him. And it came to that whosoever would not — 
believe in the tradition of the Lamanites, but believed those 
records which were brought out of the land of Jerusalem, and 
also in the tradition of their fathers, which were correct, which 
believed in the commandments of God, and kept them, were 
_ called the Nephites, or the people of Nephi, that’ time 
forth ; and it is they which have kept the records which ‘are 
pteue of their people, and also of the people of the Lamanites.

Now the Amlicites 
knew not that they were fulfilling the words of God, when 
they began to. mark themselvesrin their foreheads; neverthe- 
‘less they had come out in epen rebellion against God; there- 
fore was expedient that the curse should fall upon 
Now I would that ye should see that they brought upon them-

‘Now it came to pass that not many days after the battle 
-which was fought in the land of Zarahemla, by the Lamanites

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called Ammonihah. Now.it was the custom of thé people of

And it came to pass that when Alma had came to the city 
of Ammonihah, he began to preach the word of God unto them.

And Amulek saith unto him, Yea, he is the very Eter- 
nal Father of Heaven and of Earth, and all things which in 
them is; he is the béginning and the end, the first and the 
last; and he shall come into the world to redeem his people; 
and he shall take upon him the transgressions of those who be-. 
lieve on his name ; and these are they that shall have eternal 
life, and salvation cometh to none else; therefore the wicked 
remain as though there had been no redemption made, except 
it be the loosing of the bands of death; for behold, the day 
cometh that all shall rise from the dead and stand before*Gad, 
and be judged according ta their works.

I say unto you, that this mortal body is 
raised to an*“immortal body ; that is from death ; even from the 
first death, unto life, that they can die no more; their spirits 
uniting with their bodies, never to be divided; thus the whole

gan again to be astonished, and also Zeezrom began to tremble.

CHAPTER IX. 


' Now Alma, seeing that the words of Amulek had silenced 
Zeezrom, for he beheld that Amulek had caught him in his 
lying and deceiving, to destroy him, and seeing that he began 
‘to tremble under a consqjousness of his guilt, he opened his 
mouth and began to speak unto him, and to establish the words 
Thweanag and to explain things beyond, or to unfold the 
Scriptures beyond that which Amulek had done. Now the 
wurde that Alma spake unto Zeezrom, was heard by the peo-

Now when Alma had spoken these words, Zeezrom began 
io.tremble more exceedingly, for he was,convinced more and 
more of the power of God; andshe was also convinced that 
Alma and Amulek had a knowledge of him; for he was con- 
vinced that they knew the thoughts and intents of his heart: 
for power was given unto them that they might know of these 
things, according to the spirit of prophecy. And Zeezrom 
began to inquire of them diligently, that he might know more .

q ya all our work will condemn us; we shall not be found 
spotless; and our thoughts will also condemn us; and: in this 

awful state, we shall not durst look up to our God ; and we 

* would fain be glad if we could command the rocks and the 
mountains to fall upon us, to hide us from his presence: But 
this cannot be; we must come forth and stand before him in 
bis glory, and in his power, and in his might, majesty, and do- 

mimon, and acknowledge to their everlasting shame, that all 

’ his judgments are just; that he is justin all his works, and 

that he is merciful unto the cliidren of men, and that he hath 
‘all power to save every man that believeth on his name, anc 
bringeth forth fruit mete for repentance. 

And now behold I say unto you, then cometh a death, even 
a second death, which is a spiritual death; then isa time that

* %mg unto ngkteousness; then is the time when their torments

the power and eaptivity of Satan; he having subjected

Now it came to pass that when Alma had msde an end of 
speaking these words, the people hegan to be more astonished ;

that if, it had been possible for Adam for to have partaken. of 
the fruit of the tree of life at that time, that there would have 
been no death, and the word would have been void, making 
Goda liar: for he said, If thou eat, thou shalt surely die,— 
And we see that death comes upon.mankind, yea, the death 
~ which has been spoken of by Amulek, which is the temporal 
death; nevertheless there was a space granted unto man, in 

which he might repent; therefore this life became a proba- 
tionary state.; a time to prepare to meet God; a time to pre- 
pare for that endless state, which has .been oe of by us, 
which is after the resurrection of the dead. Now if it had not 
been for the plan of redemption, which was laid fram the 
foundation of the world, there could have been no resurrection 
of the dead; but there was a plag.of redemption Jaid, which 
shall bring to pass the reaurrectilt of the dead, of which has 
been spoken. And now behold, /if it were possible that our

them comtubintibents, after having made known unto them the 
plan of redemption, that they should not do evil, the penalty 
thereof being a second death, which was an everlasting death 
as to things pertaining unto righteousness; for on such the 
plan of redemption could have no power, for the works of jus- 
tice could not be destroyed, according to the Supreme good- 
ness of God.’ But God did call on men,'in the name of his 
‘Son, (this being the plan of redemption which was laid,) say- 
ing: If ye will repent, and harden not your hearts, then will I 
‘have mercy upon you, through mine only begotten Son; there- 
fore, whosoever repenteth, and hardeneth not his heart, he 
shall have claim on mercy through mine only begotten Son, 
unto a remission of their sins; and these shall enter into 
rest. And whosoever will harden his heart, and will do im- 
quity, behold, I swear in my wrath that they shall not enter 
into my rest. And now my brethren, behold I say unto you, 
That if ye will harden your hearts, ye shall not enter into the 
rest of the Lord; therefore your iniquity provoketh him, that 
he sendeth down his wrath upon you as in the first provocation, 
yea, accotding to his word in the last provocation, as well as 
in the first, to the everlasting destruction of your souls; there-

And now my brethren, seeing we know these things, and 
they aré true, let us repent, sed harden not our Na that 
we provoke not the Lord our God to pull down his wrath, up- 
on us in these his sécond commandments which he hath given 
unto us; but Jet us enter into the rest of God, which is pre- 
pared according to hisword. Andagain: My brethren, I would 
cite your minds forward to the time whieh the Lord God gave

And it came to pass after they had thus suffered for mitiy> 
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days, (and it vis dite twelfth day, in the tenth month, in the 
tenth year of the ¥ign of the Judges over the people of Nephi,) 
that the Chief Judge over the land of Ammonibah, and many 
of their teachers and their Lawyers, went in unto the prison 
where Alma and Amulek was bound: with cords. And the 
Chief Judge stood before them, and smote them again, and 
saith unto thém, If ye have the power of God, deliver your- 
selves from these bands, and then we will believe that the 
Lord will destroy this people according to your words. And 
it came to pass that they all‘went forth and smote them, say- 
ing the same words, even until the last; and when the last 
had spoken unto them, the power of God was upon Alma and 
Amulek, and they arose and stood upon their feet; and Alma 
eried, saying, How long shall we suffer these great afflictions, 
O Lord?

Alma and 
Amulek was in the land of Sidom, his .he@ft. began to. take 
courage’; and he sent a message immediatély unte them, de- 
siring them ‘to come unto him. EEN Mates 
And it came to pass that they went immediately, obeying 
the message which he had sent unto them; and they went.in 
unto the house unto Zeezrom; and they found him upon his 
bed sick, being very low with a burning fever; and his- mind 
also was exceeding sore, because of ‘his iniquities; and when | 
he saw them, he stretched forth his hand, and besought them 
And it cathe to pass that Alma unto him, takinghim.by 


the hand, Believest thou in the power of Christ unto salvation? 
And he answered an@ ‘said, Yea, I belive all the words that ’ 
thou hast taught, And Alma saith, If thou believest in the.re-. 
demption of Christ, thou canst be hedled. ‘And he'saith, Yea; 
I believe according to thy words. « And then Alma cried. 
the Lord, saying, O Lord our’ God, have mercy on this’ 
and heal’ him according to his faith which is in Christ. A 
it came to pass that when Alma had ‘said these words, 
Zeezrom leaped upon his feet, atid began to walk; and 
was done to the great astonishment of all the people; ‘and tig. 
knowledge of this went forth throughout‘all the land of Sidom 
And Alma’ baptized Zeezrom unto the Lord; and ‘he hegan 
from that time forth to preach anto the people: And. Alma 
established a Church in the land of Sidom; and consecrated .. 
Priests and teachers in the land, to baptize unto the Lord 
whosoever were desirous to be baptized. 
‘And it came to pass that they were many; for they did 
flock in from all the region round about Sidom, and were Wap-

And behold there shall ye meet them; on the east.of the river: 
Sidon, and there the Lord wall deliver ufifo thee-thy. brethren 
which have been taken captive by the Lamanites.  .— 

And it came to pass that Zoram-and his sons ‘crossed 
the river Sidon, with their armies, and marched awa 
the borders of Manti, into the south wilderness, which oan 
the east side of the river Sidon. -And they:came upon the 
mies of the Lamanites, and the Lamanites were. scattered and 
driven into the wilderness; and they took their brethren whieh 
had been taken captive by. the Lamanites, and there was aot 
one soul of them which had been lost, that were taken captive. 
And they were brought by their brethren to their own 
lands. And thus ended the eleventh year of the Judges, the 
Lamanites having been driven out ofthe land, and:the. 
of Ammonihah were destroyed ;. yea, every living soul of the: 
Ammonihahites were destroyed, and also their great city, which 
they said God could aot destroy, because. of its —_— 
But behold, in one day it was left desolate ; and: their carca-. 
ses were mangled by dogs and wild beasts of the wilderness.’ 
nevertheless, after many days, their-dead bodies weére 
up upon the face tan the earth, and they were covered. wi 
shallow coveri And now so great was: the-scent 3 
that the people did not go in to possess thedand of yawn 
hah for many years. And it was called desolation of Nehors; 
for they were of the profession of Nehor)-which were slain ; 
and their lands remained desolate. And it came to’ pass that. 
the Lamanites did not come again to war, against the Nephites: 


until the fourteenth year of the reign of the Judges. over ‘the’ 
of Nephi. And thus for three 
ephi bave continual peace.in all-the land. 
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And Alma an@Amulek went forth preaching repentance un- 
to the people in their tempels, and in their sanctuaries, and al- 
s0.in.their synagogues, which .was built after the.manner of 
the Jews... And as many as would hear their words, unto them 
they did impart the word of God, without any respects of per- 
sons continually. And thus did Alma and Amulek go forth,

Now: those priests which did go forth among the people, aid 

preach against all lyings, and deceivings, and envyings, and 
Shelhen sok malice, and revilings, and stealing, robbing, plun- 
dering,. murdering, committing adultry, and all manner of la 
aciviousness, crying that these. things ought not so to be; hold- 
ing forth things which must shortly come; yea, holding. Horst 
the coming of the Son of God, his sufferings and death, 
also the resurrection of the dead. ..And many of. the people 


did inquire concerning the place where the Son.of God should 


come; and they were taught that he would appear unto them 
after his resurrection ; and this the people did hear with great 
joy and gladness. . And now after the hurch having been es- 

lished throughout all the land, having got the victory over 
the’ Devil, ‘and spare of God being preached in its purity in 
all. the land; and the Lord pouring out his blessings upon the

-_‘Anp‘now it came to pass that 4s Alma was: journeying froth 
the land of Gideon, southward, away to the land of Manti, be- 
hold, to his astonishment, he met with the sons of M ‘a 
urneying towards the lamd of Zarahemla. Now these sons of 
Mosiah were with Alma at the time the angel first appearéd 
unto him ; therefore Alma did rejoice exceedingly, to see his 
brethren; and what added more to his j joy, they were still his 
_ brethren in the Lord; yea, and they had waxed strong im‘the 
knowledge of the ruth; for they were men of a sound under- 
standing, and they had searched the Scriptures dihgently, that 
they might know the word of God: But thigis not all they 
had given themselves to’ much prayer, and fasting, therefore 
they hod the spirit of prophecy, andthe spirit of revelation, 
and when they taught, ‘hey taught with power and ‘authority, 
even as with the power and authority of God. And-they had 
been teaching the word of God for the space:of fourteen years, 
‘among the Lamanites, having had

forth with clubs to slay him. But behold, every man that liff- 
ed his club to-smite Ammon, he smote off their arms with his

‘notfew i'number; and he caused them fo flee by strength 
ofthis arms .

And it came to pass that king Lamoni caused that his ser 
vants should stand forth and testify to all the things which 
they had seen concerning the matter.

of his great power in contending against those who sought to 
slay him, he was astonished exceedingly, and saith, Surely, 
this is more than a man.

And they answered the King, and 
said, Whether he be the Great Sprit or aman, we know not; 
but this much we do know, that dj cannot be slain by the

And now, O king, we do not believe that aman hath such 
great power, for we know that he cannot be slain. And now 
when the king heard these words, he said unto them, Now { 


know that it is the Great Spirit; and ‘he hath come down at’ 


this time to preserve your lives, that I might not slay you asf 
did your brethren. Now this is the Great Spirit of which our 
fathers have spoken. Now this was the tradition of Lamoni, 


which he had received from his father, that there wasa Great... 

Spirit. Notwithstanding they believed ina Great Spirit, they / 
supposed that whatsoever they did, was right; 
Lamoni began to fear exceedingly, with fear lest he had dow.

_And it came to pass that when Ammon had made éady: the 
horses and the chariots for the king and his servants, he went 
an unto the king, and he saw that the countenance of the king 
was changed ; therefore he was about to return out of his pres- 
ence; and one of the king’s servants said unto him, Rabbanah, 
which is, being interpreted, or great king, consider. 
ing their kings to be powerful; and thus be said unto: him, 
Rabbanah, the king desireth thee to stay ; therefore Ammon 
turned himself unto the king, and saith unto him, What: wik 
thou that I should do for thee, O kimg? And the king answer- 
ed him not for the space of an hour, according to their time, 

for he knew not what he should say~unto him. And.it came 
to pass that Ammon said unto him again, What desirest thou 
of me? But the king answered him not 

And. it came to pass that Ammon, being filled with the epirit 
of God, therefore he perceived the thoughts of the king. And 
he saith uato him, Is it because that thou hast heard that | 
defended thy servants and thy flocks, and slew seven of their 
brethren with the sling, and with the sword, and smote off the 
arms of others, in order to defend thy flocks and thy servants ; 
behold, is it this that causeth thy marvellings? I say unto you, 
What is it, that thy marvellings are'so great? Behold, I am‘a 
man, and am thy servant; therefore, whatsoever thou. ‘desirest 
which is right, that will I do. Now when the king had heard 
these words, he marvelled again, for he beheld that Ammon 
could discern his thoughts; but notwithstanding this, — 
Lamoni did open his mouth, and said unto him, Who art thou 
Art thou that Great Spirit, which knows all things? Ammon 
answered and sgid ‘unto him, am not. And the king saith, 
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How knowest thou the thoughts of my heart? Thou mayest | 
speak boldly, and tell me concerning these things ; and also 
tell me by what-power ye slew and smote.off the arms of~my 
brethren, that scattered my flocks. And now if thou wilt tell 
me concerning these things, whatsoever thou desirest, 1 will 
give unto thee; and if it were needed, I would guard thee with 
my armies; but I know that thou art more powerful than all 
they; nevertheless, whatsoever thou desirest of me, I will 
grant it unto thee.

And king Lamon saith, Is it above the earth?) And Ammon 
saith, Yea, and he looketh down upon all the children-of men; 
and he knows all ‘the thoughts and intents of the heart :-for by 
his hand were they all created, from: the beginning.. king 
Lamoni saith, J believe all these things-which thou hast 

ken. Art thou sent from’God? Ammon saith unto him, I am 
aman; and man in the beginning, was created after the image 
of God; and I am called: by his Holy. Spirit to teach these 
things unto this people, that they may be brought to a knowb 
edge of that which is just and true; and a portion of that Spir- 
it dwelleth in me, which giveth me knowledge, and also pow- 
er, according to my faith and desires which is in God.

people; and which: had been spoken by. the prophets, even 
down to the-time that: their father Lehi- left: Jerusalem; and 
hé.also rehearsed unto them (for it was unto:the king and to” 
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his servants,) all the journeyings of their fathers in the wilder- 
ness, and all their sufferings with-hungér ‘and thirst, arid their 
travel, &c. ; and he also rehearsed ‘unto them concerning the 
rebellions of Laman and Lemuel, and the sons of Ishmael, 
yea, all their rebellions did he relate unto them; and’ he ex. 
pounded unto them all the records and Scriptures, from the 
‘time that Lehi left Jerusalem, down to the present timte’; -but 
this is not all, for he expounded unto’ them the plan of re- 
demption, which was prepared from the foundation of the 
world; and he also made known unto them concerning the 
-coming of Christ ; and all the works of the Lord did he make 
know unto them. 

And it came to pass that after he had said all theoe things, 
and expounded them to the king, that the king believed all

; but as for myself to rhe he doth not stink. Now 
. ‘was what. Ammon desired, for he knew that king

» dief being. cast away from his mind, and the light whieh did | 
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ght up his mind, which was the light of the glory-of God, 
oH was a marvellous light of his goodness ; yea, this light 
had infused such joy into his soul, the cloud of darkness having 
been dispelled, and.the light of everlasting light was lit-up 
in his soul; yea, he kyew that this had overcame his natural 
frame, and he was carried away in God; therefore, what the 
queen desired of him, was his only desire.- Therefore be 
went: in to. see the king, according as the queen had desired 
him; and he saw the king, and he knew that he was not dead.

and as he arose, he stretched forth bis hand unto the weman, :

mourning among the Nephites, or among ail the people of God, 
beeause of theif iniquities and their traditions; Ammon 
fell upon his knees, and began to pour out bis soul in prayer 
ww and kegiving to God, for what he had done for his: breth- 
» pren end he was also overpowered with joy; and thus. they 
‘all three had-eunk to the earth. Now when the servants of 
the king had seen that they had fallen, they also began to cry © 
‘unto God, for the fear of the Lord had tome upon them also: 
‘ for it was they which had stood befere ‘the king, and testified 
unto him concerning the great powerof Ammon. 
And it came to pass that they did call on the name of the

they began to marvel again among themselves, what could be’

ing sent a proclamation throughout all the land, amongst all 5 
his people which was in all his land, which was in all the res q 
gions round about, which: was bordering even to: the on 4 
the east, and on the west, and which was-divided from: the q 
land of Zarahemla by a narrow strip of wilderness, which ran 
from the sea, east, even to the sex west, and round about on | 
the borders of the sea shore, and the borders of the 
which was on the north, by the land of Zarahemla,. throagh 
the borders of Manti, by the head of .the river Sidon, nunning 
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from the east towards the west; and thus were the Lamanites 
and the Nephites divided. Now the more idle part of the La- 
manites lived in the wilderness, and dwelt in tents ; and they 
were spread through the wilderness, on the west, in the land 
of Nephi ; yea, and also on the west of the land of Zarahemla, 
in the borders, by the seashore, and on the west, in the land 
of Nephi, in the place of their fathers’ first inheritance ; and 
thus bordering along by the seashore. And also there was 
many Lamanites on the east by the seashore, whither the Ne- 
phites had driven them. And thus the Nephites were nearly. 
surrounded by the Lamanites; nevertheless the Nephites had 
taken possession of all the northern parts of the land; bordering 
on the wilderness, at the head of the mver Sidon, from the 
_ east to the west, round about on the wilderness side; on the 
north, even until they came to the land which they called 
Bountiful. And it bordered upon the land which they called 
Desolation; it being so far northward.that it came into the 
land whioh had been peopled, and had been destroyed, of 
whose bones we have spoken, which was discovered by the 
people of Zarahemla ; it being the place of their first landing. 
And they came from there up into the south wilderness. Thus 
the land on the northward was called Desolation, and the land 
on the southward was calied Bountiful ; it being the wilderness 
which was filled with all manner of wild animals of every 
kind ; a part of which had come from the land northward, for 
_ food. And now it was only the distance of a day and a half’s 
journey for a Nephite, on the line Bountiful, and the land Des- 
olation, from the East to the West sea; and thus the land of 
Nephi, and the land of Zarahemla, was nearly surrounded by 
water; there being a small neck of land between the land 
northward, and the land southward. 

And it came to pass that the Nephites had inhabited the 
land Bountiful, even from the East unto the West sea, and 
thus the Nephites in their wisdom, with their guards and their 
armies, bad hemmed in the Lamanites gn the south, that there- 
by they should have no more possession on the north, that 
they might not overrun the land northward ; therefore tlie La- 
manites could have no more possessions only in the land of 
Nephi, and the wilderness round about. Now this was wis- 
_ @om in the Nephites; as the Lamanites were an enemy to 
thent, they would not suffer their afflictions on every hand, and 
also that théy might have a country whither they might flee, 
according to their desires. And now I, after having said this, 
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return again to the account of Ammon, and Aaron,"Ualine

CHAPTER XIV. 

Benox», now it came to pass that the king of the Lamarites 
sent a proclamation among all his people, that they should not 
lay their hands on Ammon, or Aaron, or Omner, or Himni; 
neither of their brethren which should go forth preaching 
the’word of God, in whatsoever place they Should be, in any 
part of their land; yea, he sent a decree among them, that they 
should not lay their hands on them to bind them, or to cast 
them into prison ; neither should they spit uponthém, nor smite 
them, nor cast them out of their synagogues, nor Scourge them ; 
neither should they cast stones at thei, but that they should 
hive free access to their houses, and also their temples, ‘and 
their sanctuaries ; and’ thus they might go forth and preach the 
word according to théir desires, for the king had been convert- 
ed ‘unto the Lord, and all his household; therefore he sent 
this proclamation throughout the land unto his le, that the 
vd of God might have no obstruction, but that it might go

And now it came to pass that when the king had sent forth 
this proclamation, that Aaron and his brethrén wen@forth from 
city to city, and from one house of worship to another, estab- 
lishing churches, and consecrating priests and teachers through- | 
out the land among the Lamanites,’ to préach-and to teach the 
word of God among them ; and thus they began to have great 
success, And'thousands were brought to the knowlédgé’ of 
the Lord, yea, thousan@s were brought to believe in the tradi- 
tions of the Nephites; and they were taught the records and 
the prophecies which were handed down, even to the Present 
time; and as sure as thé Lord liveth, so suré as many as be- 
lieved, or a8 many as were brought’ to the knowledge of the 
truth, through thé preaching of Ammon and his bréthrén, ‘ac- 
cording to the spirit of reyelation and of prophecy, and the 
power.of God, wofking niece in them; yea, I say unto you, 
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liveth, a8 many. of the Lamanites as believed in 
their preaching, and Were converted ‘unto the Lord, never did

by opening this correspondence, we have been ‘convinced of 
our sins, and of the many murders which we haye committed ; 
and I also thank my God, yea, my great God, that he hath 
granted unto us that we might repent of these things, and also 


that he hath forgiven us of those our many sins and murders. * 
which we have committed, and took away the guilt from our - 
hearts, through the merits of his Son. And now béhold,. my . 


brethren, since-it has been all that we could do, (as we were 
the most lost of all ma@hkind,) to repent ofall our sins and the 
many murders which we: have committed, and to get God to 


take them away from our hearts, for it was all we could dé = 
to repent sufficiently before God, that he would take away our ~

Behold, t say that a child is not guilty be- 
cause of its parents. And ye also say that Christ-shall come. 
But behold, I say that ye do not know that there shall be a 
Christ. And ye say also, that he shall be slain for the sins of 
the world; and thus ye lead away this people after the foolish

And now, believéest thou that we 
deceive this people; that causeth such joy in their hearts ?— 
And Korihor answered him, Yea. And then Alma saith unto 
him, Believest thou that there is a God?

And it came to that as he went forth among the people, — 
yea, among a people which had separated themselves from the 
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Nephites, and calléd themselves Zoramites, being led by « 
man whose name was Zoram; and as he went forth amongst 
them, behold, he was run upon, and trodden down, even until 
he was dead; and thus we see the end of hin who perverteth 
the ways of the Lord; and thus we see that the Devil will not 
support his children at the last day, but doth speedily drag 
them down to hell. 

Now it came to pass that after the end of Korbor, Alma 
having received tidings that the Zoramites were perverting the 
ways Of the Lord, and that 4oram, which was their leader, — 
was leading the hearts of the people to bow down to dumb 
idols, &c., his heart again began to sicken, because of the ini- 
guity.of the people ; for it was the cause of great sorrow to 

ma, to know of iniquity among his people; therefore. his 
heart was exceeding sorrowful, because of the separation of 
the Zoramites from the Nephites. Now the Zoramites had 
gathered themselves together in a land which they called An- 
tionum, which was east of the land of Zarahemla, which lay 
nearly bordering upon the seashore, which was south of the 
land of Jershon, which also bordered upon the wilderness 
south, which wilderness was full of the Lamanites. Now the 
Nephites greatly feared that the Zoramites would enter into a 
correspondence with the Lamanites, and that it would be the 
means of great loss on the part of the Nephites. And now, 
as the preaching of the nen had a great tendency to lead the 
pore to do that which was just; yea, it had had more pow- 
ul effect upon the minds of the people than the sword, or-any 
thing else, which had happened unto them; therefore Alma 
thought it was expedient that they should try the virtue of the 
word of God. Therefure he took Ammon, and Aaron, and 
Omner; and Himni he did leave in the church in Zarahemla ; 
but the former three he took with him, and also Amulek and 
ezrom, which were at Melek; and lie also took two of his 
s. Now the eldest of his sons he took not with him; and 
his*name was Helaman; but the names of those which he 
took with him, were Shiblon and Corianton: and these are 
the names of those which went with him among the Zoramites, 
to preach unto them the word. __ 

ow the Zoramites were dissenters from the Nephites; 
therefore they had the word of God preached unto them. But 
they had fell into great errors, for they would not observe. to 
keep the commandments of God, and his statutes, according 
to the laty of Moses; neither would they observe the perform- 
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ances of the church, to continue in prayer and supplication. to 
God daily, that they might not enter into temptation; yea, m 
fine, they did pervert the’ways of the Lord in very many in- 
stances; therefore, for this cause, Alma and his brethren apt 
into the land, to preach the word unto them. 

Now when they had come into the land, behold, to their as- 
tonishment, they found that the Zoramites had built syna- 
gogues, and that they did gather ‘themselves together on one 
day of the week, which day they did call the day of.the Lord; 
and they did worship after a manner which Alma and his bretb- 
ren had never beheld; for they had a place built upin the cen- 
tre of their synagogue, a place of standing, whi ch was high 
above the head; and the top thereof would ae! admit one 
person. Therefore, whosoever desired to wo must go 
forth and stand upon the top thereof, and — forth his 
hands towards heaven, and cry with aloud voice, saying: Ho- 
ly, holy God ; we believe that thou art God, and we beheve_ 
that thou art holy, and that thou. wast a spirit, and that thou 
art a spirit, and ‘that thou wilt be a spirit forever. Holy God, 
we dom that thou hast separated us from oar brethren, and 
we do not believe in the tradition of our brethren, which was 
handed down to them by the childishness. of their,fathers ; 
but we believe that-thou hast elected us to‘ be thy,holy chil- 
dren ; and also thou hast. made it known unto us that there 
shall be no Christ; but thou ‘art the same, yesterd to-day, 
and forever ; and thou hast elected us, that we shall be saved, 
whilst all around us are elected to be cast by thy wrath down 
to hell ; for the which holiness, O God, swe "thank thee ; and 
we also thank thee that thou hast elected us, that, we may.not 
be led away after the foolish traditions of our’ brethren,,which 
doth bind them down to a belief of Christ; which doth-lead 
their hearts to wander far from thee, our God. And again: 
acheel .O God, that we are a chosen and a holy, al 

Now it came to pass, that after ‘Alma and his brethren, and 
his.sons, had heard these they were astonished be- — 
yond al] measure. For behold: did go forthend 
offer up the same prayers. Now the place was:called by them 
Rameumptom, which being interpreted, is the Holy Stand.—- 
Now from this stand, they did the self~ 
same prayer unto God, ‘hanking ir that ‘were 
chosen of him, and that he did not lead them away the 
tradition of their brethren ; and thet: show hearts were not 
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stolen away to believe in things to come, which they knew 
Now after the people had all offered up thanks after this 
‘manner, they returned to their homes, never speaking of their 
God again, untilthey had assembled themselves together agai, 
to the holy stand, to offer up thanks after their: manner. Now 
when Alma saw this, his heart was grieved: for he saw that 
they were af wicked and a perverse people; yea, he saw that 
their hearts were set upon gold, and upon silver, and upon all 
manner of finé goods. Yea, and he also saw that their hearts 
were lifted up unto great boasting, in their pride. And he 
lifted up his voice to Heaven, and cried, saying: O how long, 
O Lord, wilt thou suffer that thy servants shall dwell here 
below in the flesh, to behold such gross wickedness among 
the children of men.. Behold, O God, they cry unto thee, and 
yet their hearts are swallowed up in their pride. Behold, O 
. God, they cry unto thee with their mouths, while they are 
fied up, even to greatness, with the vain things of the world. 
ehold, O my God, their costly apparel, and their ringlets, 
and their bracelets, and their ornaments of gold, and all their 
uy “precious things which they are ornamented with ; and behold, 
».. . \themhearts are set upon them, and yet they cry unto thee and 
say, We thank thee,“O God, for we are a chosen people unto 
thee, while others shall perish. Yea, and they say that thou 
hast made it known unto them, that there shall Beno Christ. 
O Lord God, how long wilt thoa suffer that such wickedness 
and iniquity shall be among this people? O Lord, wilt thou 
give me strength, that d-may bear with mine infirmities ? for I 
@m infirm, and such wickedness among this people doth pain 
my soul. © Lord, my heart is exceeding sorrowful; wilt 
thou comfort my soul in Christ? O Lord, wilt thou grant 
unto me that I may have strength, that I may suffer with p 
tienee these afflictions which shall come upon me, because of 
the iniquity of this people? O Lord, wilt thou comfort my 
soul, and give unto me success, and also my fellow-laborers 
which are with me; yea, Ammon, and Aaron, and Omner,.and 
also Amulek, and Zeezrom, and alse my two sons; yea, even 
all these wilt thou comfort, O Lord? “Yea, wilt thou comfort 
their souls in Christ? Wilt thou grant unto them that the 
‘may have strength, that they may bear their afflictions whi 
shall come upon them, ‘because of the iniquities of this people ? 
O Lord, wilt thou grant unto us that we may have: success in’ 
bringing them again unto-thee, in Christ? Behold, @ Lord, 
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their souls are precious, and many of them are our near breth-_ 
ren, therefore, give unto us O Lord, power and wisdem, that 
we may bring these, our brethren, again unto thee. 

Now it came to pass, that when Alma had said these words, 
that he clapped his hands'u = oy all they which were with him. 
And behold, as he clapped his shands upon them, they were 
tilled with the holy Spirit. And after that, they did separate 
themselves one from another, taking no thought for themselves 
what they should eat, or what they should drink, or what they 
should put on. And the Lord provided for them that they 
should hunger not, neither should they thirst; yea, and he 
also gave them strength,.that they. should suffer no manner of 
_ afflictions, save it were swallowed up-in the joy of Christ.— 
Now this was according to the prayer of Almas and: this; be~ 
cause he prayed in faith. 

And it came pass that they did go forth, and began to 
preach the word of God unto the people, entering into their 
synagogues, and into their houses; yea, and even they did 
preach the word in their streets. And it came to pass that 
after much labor among them, they began to have success | 
= the poor class of people; for behold, they were cast 
out of the synagogues, because of the coarseness of their ap- ‘ 
parel ; therefore they were not permifted to énter into their 
synagogues to worship God, being esteemed ‘as ‘filthiness 
therefore they were poor; yea, they were. esteemed by their 
brethren as dross; therefore they were poor)as to things ot 
the world; and also they were poorin heart." 

Now as Alma was teaching and speaking unto the people 
upon the hill Onidah, there came a great. multitude unto him, © 
which were those of which we have been speaking, of which 
were poor in heart, because of their poverty as to the things of 
the world. And they came unto Alma; and the one which 
was the most foremost among them, saith unto him, Behold, 
what shall these my brethren do, for they are’ despised of all 
men, because of their tt Be yea, and more especially by © 
our priests; for they have cast us out of our synagogues, 
which we have labored abundantly ‘to build, with our own 
hands ; and they have cast us out of this our exceed- 
ing poverty, that we have no place'to worship our God; and 
behold, what shall we do? And now when Alma heard this, 
he turned him about, his face immediately towards him, and 
he beheld, with great joy; for he beheld ‘that their afflictions 
had truly humbled and¢ 
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to hear the word; therefore he did say no more to the other 
multitude, but he stretched forth his hand, and cried unto 
those which he beheld, which were truly penitent, and saith 
unto them, I behold that ye are lowly in heart; and if so, 
blessed are ye. Behold, thy brother hath said, What shall 
we do? for we are cast out,of our synagogues, that we can- 
not worship our God. Behold I say unto you, Do ye suppose 
that ye cannot worship God, save it be in your synagogues only ? 
And mereoyer, I would ask, Do ye suppose that ye must not 
worship God only once in a week? ‘I say unto you, It is well 
that ye are cast out of your synagogues, that ye may be hum- 
ble, and that ye may learn wisdom; for it is necessary that 
ye should learn wisdom; for it is because that ye are cast out, 
that ye are despised of -your brethren; because of your ex- 
ceeding poverty, that ye are brought to a lowliness of heart ; 
for-ye are necessarily brought to be humble. And now be- 
cause ye are compelled to be humble, blessed are ye; for a 
man sometimés, if he is compelled to be humble, seeketh re- . 
pentance ; and now surely, whosoever repenteth, shall, find 
mercy ; and he that findeth mercy and endureth to the end, 
the same shall be saved. And now as I said unto you, That 
because ye were compelled to be humble, ye were blessed, 
do ye not suppose that they are more blessed who truly hum- 
ble themselves because of the word? Yea, he that truly hum- 
bleth himself, and repenteth of his sins, and endureth to the 
end, the same shall be blessed; yea, much more blessed than 
they who art compelled to be humble, because of their exceed- 
ing poverty; therefore blessed are they who humbleth them- 
. selves without being compelled to be humble; or rather, in 
other. words, blessed is he that believeth in the word of God, 
and.is baptized without stubborness of heart; yea, without 
being brought to know the word, or even compelled to know, 
before they will believe. Yea, there are many which do say, 
If thou wilt show unto us a sign from Heaven, then we shall 
- know of a surety ; then we shall believe. Now I ask, Is this 
faith? Behold, I say unto you, Nay; for if a man knoweth a 
thing, he hath no cause to believe, for he knoweth it. And now, 
how much more cursed is he that knoweth the will of God and 
_  deeth it not, than he that only believeth, or only hath cause to 

‘believe, and falleth into transgression? Now of this thing, ye 
must judge. Behold, I say unto you, That it is on-the one 
hand, even as it is on the other; and it shall be unto every 
man according to his work. . 
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And now as I said concerning faith: Faith, is not to have a 
perfect knowledge of things; therefore if ye have faith, ye 
hope for things which is not seen, which are true. And now, 
behold, I say unto you; and I would that ye should remem- 
ber that God is merciful unto all who believe on his name; — 
therefore he desireth, in the first place, that ye should believe, 
yea, even on his word. And now, he imparteth his word by 
angels, unto men; yea, not only men, but women also. Now 
this is not all: little children doth have words given unto them 
many times, which doth confound the wise and the learned. 

And now, my beloved brethren, as ye have desired to know — 
of me what ye shall do because ye are afflicted and cast out : 
now I do not desire that ye should suppose that I mean to 
judge you only according to that which is true; for I do not 
mean that ye all of you have been compelled to humble. your- 
selves ; for I verily believe there are some among you: which 
would humble themselves, let them be in whatsoever circum- 
stancesthey might. Now as I said concerning faith—that 1¢ was 
not a perfect knowledge, even so it is with my words. Ye cannot 
know of their surety at first, unto perfection, any more than 
faith is a perfect knowledge. But behold, if ye will awake 
and arouse your faculties; even to an experiment upon my 
words, and exercise a particle of faith ; yea, evenif ye-can no 
more than desire to believe, let this desire work in you, even - 
until ye believe in a manner that ye can give place for a por- 
tion of my words. Now we will compare the word unto a 
seed. Now if ye give place, that a seed may be planted im 
your heart, behold, if it bea true seed, or a good seed, if ye 
do not cast it out by your unbelief, that ye will resist the spirit 
of the Lord, behold, it will begin to swell within your breasts ; 
and when you feel these swelling motions, ye will begin to sa 
within yourselves, It must needs be that this is a good 
or that the word is good, for it beginneth to enlarge my soul; 
yea, it beginneth to enlighten my understanding; yea, and it 
beginneth to be delicious to me.. Now behold, would not this - 
increase your faith? I say unto. you, yea; nevertheless it hath 
not grown up to a perfect knowledge. But behold, as the 
seed swelleth, and sprouteth, and beginneth to grow, and. then 
ye must needs say, That the seed is good ; for behold it swell- 
eth, and sprouteth, and beginneth to grow. And now behold, 
are ye sure that this:is a good. seed? I say unto you, Yea; 
for every seed. bringeth forth unto its own likeness; there- 
fore, if a seed groweth, it is good, but if it groweth ‘not, be- 
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hold, it is not good ; therefore it is. cast away. And now be- 
hold, because ye have tried the experiment, and planted the 
seed, and it swelleth, and sprouteth, and beginneth to grow, 
ye must needs know that the seed is good. And now behold, 
is your knowledge perfect? Yea, your knowledge is perfect 
in that thing, and your faith is dormant; and this because you 
know; for ye know that the word hath swelled your souls ; 
and ye also know that it hath sprouted up, that your under- 
standing doth begin to be enlightened, and your mind doth be- 
gin to expand. O then, is not this real? I say unto you, 
yea; because it is light ; and whatsoever is light, is good, be- 
cause it is discernible; therefore ye must know that it is good. 
And now behold, after ye have tasted this light, is your know!l- 
edge perfect? Behold, I'say unto you, Nay ; neither must ye 
day aside your faith, for ye have only exercised your faith to 
plant the seed, that ye might try the experiment, to know if 
the seed wasgood. And behold, as the tree beginneth to grow, 
ye will say, Let us nourish it with great care, that it may get 
root, that it may grow up and bring forth fruit unto us. And 
now behold, if ye nourish it with much care, it will get root, 
and grow up, and bring forth fruit. But if ye neglect the tree, 
and take no thought for its nourishment, behold, it will not 
get any root; and when the heat of the sun cometh and scorch- 
eth it, and because it hath no root, it withereth away, and ye 
pluck it up and cast it out. Now this is not because the seed 
was not good; neither is it because the fruit thereof would 
not be desirable. But it is because your ground is barren, and 
ye will not nourish the tree; therefore ye cannot have the fruit 
thereof. And thus if ye will not nourish the word, looking 
forward with an eye of faith to the fruit thereof, ye can never 
pluck of the fruit of the tree of life. But if ye will nourish — 
the word, yea, nourish the tree as it beginneth to grow, by 
your faith, with great diligence, and with patience, looking 
forward to the fruit thereof, and it shall take root; and behold, 
~ it shall be a tree springing up unto everlasting life; and be- 
cause of your diligence, and your faith, and your patience with 
- the word, in nourishing it, that it may take root in you, behold, 
by and by, ye shall pluck the fruit thereof, which is most pre- 
, cious, which is sweet above all that is sweet, and which is 
white above all that is white; yea, and pure above all that is 
pure ; and ye shall feast upon this fruit, even until ye are: fill- 
ed, that ye hunger not, neither shall ye thirst. Then my breth- 
ren ye shall reap the rewards of your faith, and your-diligence, 
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and patience, and long suffering, waiting for the tree to bring 
forth truit unto you. 

Now after Alma had spoken these words, they sent forth 
unto him desiring to know whether they should believe in one 
God, that they might obtain this fruit of which he had spoken, 
or how they should plant the seed, or the word, of which he 
had spoken, which he said must be planted in their hearts; 
or in what manner they should begin to exercise their faith. 
And Alma saith unto them, Behold, ye have said that ye could 
not worship your God, because ye are cast out of your syna- 
gogues. But behold, I say unto you, If ye suppose that ye 
cannot worship God, ye do greatly err, and ye had ought to 
search the Scriptures; for if ye suppose that they have taught 
you this, ye do not understand them. Do ye remember to 
have read what Zenos, the prophet of old, hath said concern- 
ing prayer or worship? for be saith, Thou art merciful O 
God, for thou hast heard my prayer, even whenI was in the 
wilderness ; yea, thou wast merciful when I prayed concern- 
ing those which were mine enemies, and thou didst turn them 
to me; yea, O God, and thou wast merciful unto me when I 
did cry unto thee in my field; when I did cry unto thee in my 
prayer, and thou didst hear me. And again, O God, when I 
did turn to my house thou didst hear me in my prayer. And 
when I did turn unto my closet, O Lord, and prayed unto thee, 
thou didst hear me; yea, thou art merciful unto thy children, — 
when they cry unto thee to be heard of thee, and not of men; 
and thou wilt hear them; yea, O God, thou hast been merci- 
ful unto me, and heard my cries in the midst of thy co 
tions; yea, and thou hast also heard me when I have been cast 
out, and have been despised by mine enemies ; yea, thou didst 
hear my cries, and wast angry with mine enemies, and thou 
didst visit them in thine anger, with speedy destruction; and 
thou didst hear me because of mine afflictions and my sincer- 
' ity; and it is because of thy Son that thou hast been thus mer- 
ciful unto me; thereiore I will cry unto thee in all mine afflic- 
tions ; for in thee is my joy; for thou hast turned thy judg- 
ments away from me, because of thy Son. | | 

And now Alma saith unto them, Do ye believe those Scrip- 
tures which have been written by them of old? Behold, if ye 
do, ye must believe what Zenos saith; for behold, he saith, 
Thou hast turned away thy judgments, because of thy Son.— 
Now behold, my brethren, I would ask, if ye have read the 
Scriptures? If ye have, how can ye disbelieve on the Son

of God? For it is not written that Zenos alone spake of these 
things, but Zenock also spake of these things; for behold, he 
saith, Thou art angry, O Lord, with this people, because they 
will not understand of thy mercies which thou hast bestowed 
upon them, because of thy Son. And now my brethren, ye 
see that a second prophet of old has testified of the Son of 
God; and because the people would not understand his words, 
they stoned him to death. But behold, this is not all; these 
are not the only ones which have spoken concerning the Son 
of God. Behold, he was spoken of by Moses; yea, and be- 
hold, a type was raised up in the wilderness, that whosoever 
would look upon it might hive. And many did look and live. 
But few understood the meaning of those things, and this be- 
cause of the hardness of their hearts. Bué there were many 
which were so hardened that they would not look; therefore 
they perished. Now the reason that they would not look, is. 
because they did not believe that it would heal-them. O my 
brethren, if ye could be healed by merely casting about your 
eyes, that ye might be healed, would ye not behold quickly, 
or would ye rather harden your hearts in unbelief,-and be sloth- 
ful, that ye would not cast about your eyes, that ye might per- 
ish? If so, wo shall come upon you; but if not so, then cast 
about your eyes, and begin to believe in the Son of God, that 
he will come to redeem his people, and that he shall suffer and 
die to atone for their sins; and that he shall rise again from 
the dead, which shall bring to pass the resurrection, that all 
men shall stand before him, to be judged, at the last and judg- 
ment day, according to their works. And now my brethren, I 
desire that ye should plant this word in your hearts, and as it 
beginneth to swell, even so nourish it by your faith. And be- 
hold, it will become a tree, springing up in you unto everlast- 
ing life. And then may God grant-unto you that your burdens 
may be light, through the joy of his Son. And even all this 
can ye do, if ye will. Amen. | as 
And now it came to pass that after Alma had spoken these 
words unto them, he sat down upon the ground, and Amulek 
arose and began fo teach them, saying: My brethren, I think 
that it is impossible that ye should be ignorant of the things 
which have been spoken concerning the coming of Christ, who 
is taught by us to be the Son of God; yea, I know that these 
things were taught unto you, bountifully, before your ‘dissen- 
tion from among us. And as ye have desired of my beloved 
brother, that he should make known unto you what ye should 
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do, because of your afflictions ; and he hath spoken somewhat 
unto you to prepare your minds; yea, he hath: exhorted 
you unto faith, and to patience ; yea/#¥en that ye would have 
so much faith as even to plant the word in your hearts, that 
ye may try the experiment of its goodness; and we have be- 
held that the great question which is in your minds, is wheth- 
er the word: be in the Son of God, or whether there shall be 
no Christ. And ye also beheld that my brother hath proven 
unto you, in many instances, that the word is in Christ, unto 
salvation. My brother hath called upon the words of Zenos, 
that redemption cometh through the Son of God, and also up- 
on the words of Zenock ; and also he hath appealed unto Mo- 
ses, to prove that these things are true. And now behold, 1 


will testify unto you of myself, that these things are true.— 


Behold, I say unto you, that I do know that Christ shall come 
among the children of men, to tak@upon him the transgress- 
ions of his people, and that he shall atone for the sins of the 
world ; for the Lord God hath spoken it; for it is expedient 
that an atonement should be p de my ; for according to the great 
plan of the Eternal. God, there must be an atonement made, or 
else all mankind must unavoidably perish ; yea, all are hard- 
ened; yea, all are fallen, and are lost, and must perish, except 
it be through the atonement which it is expedient should be 


made; for it is expedient that there should be a great and last 


sacrifice ; yea, not a sacrifice of man, neither of beast, neither 


of any manner of fowl]; for it shall not be a human sacrifice ; 


but it must be an Infinite and an Eternal-sacrifice. Now there 
is not any man that can sacrifice his own blood, which will 
atone for the sins of another. Now if a man murdereth, be- 
hold,-will our law, which is just, take the life of his brother? 
Tsay unto you Nay. But the law requireth the life of him who 
hath murdered ; therefore there can nothing, which is short of 
an Infinite atonement, which will suffice for the sins of the 
world; therefore it is expedient that there should be a great 
and last sacrifice ; and then shall there be, or it is expedient 
here should be, a stop to the shedding of blood; then shall 
the law of Moses be fulfilled; yea, it shall ali be fulfilled; ev- 
ery jot and tittle, and'none shall have passed away. And be- 
hold, this is the whole. meaning of the law; every whit a point- 
ing to that great and last sacrifice; and that great and last sac- 
rifice will be the Son pf God ; yea, Infinite and’ Eternal ; and 
thus he shall bring salvation to all those who shall believe on 
his name ; this. being the intent of this last sacrifice, to bring 
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about the bowels of mercy, which. overpowereth. justice and 
bringeth about means, unto men that they may have faith unto 
repentance. And thus mercy can satisfy the demands of jus- 
tice, and encircles them in the arms of safety, while he that ex- 
erciseth no faith unto repentance, is exposed to the whole law 
of the demands of justice; therefore, only unto him that hath 
faith unto repentance, is,brought .about the great and Eternal 
eae of redemption ; therefore may God grant unto you, my 
thren, that ye might. begin to exercise your faith unto re- 
pentance, that ye begin to call upon his holy name, that he 
would have mercy upon you; yea, cry unto him for mercy ; 
for he is mighty to save; yea, humble yourselves, and continue 
in prayer unto him; cry unto him when ye are in your fields; 
yea, over all your flocks ;‘ cry unto him in your houses,. yea, 
over all your household, both morning, mid-day, and evening ; 
yea, cry. unto him against the power of your enemies ; yea, cry 
unto him against the Devil, which is an enemy to all righteous- 
ness. Cry unto him over the crops of your fields, that ye may 
prosper in them ; cry over the flocks of your fields, that they 
may increase. But this is not all: ye must pour out your 
souls in your closets, and your secret places, and in your wil- 
derness; yea, and when you do not cry unto the Lord, let 
your hearts be full, drawn out in prayer unto-him continually 
for your welfare, and also for the welfare of those which are 
around you. ne | 
And now behold, my beloved brethren, I say unto you, Do 
not suppose that this. is all; for after ye have done all these 
things, if ye turn away the needy, and the naked, and visit not 


the sick and aiflicted, and impart of your substance, if ye have, 


to.those which stand in need; I say unto you, if yedo not any 
of these things, behold, your prayer is vain, and availeth you 
nothing, and ye are as hypocrites which do deny the faith; 
therefore, if ye do not remember to be charitable, ye are as 


_ dross, which the refiners do cast out, (it being of no worth,) 


and is trodden under foot of men. __ 

And now,.my brethren, I would that after ye have received 
so many witnesses, seeing that the Holy Scriptures testify of 
these things, come forth and bring fruit unto repentance ; yea, 
I would that ye would come forth and,harden not your hearts 
any longer; for behold, now.is the time, and the day of your 
salvation ; and therefore, if ye will repent and harden-not 
a hearts, immediately shall the great plan of redemption be 

rought about unto you. For behold, this life is the time for 
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men to prepare to meet God; yea, behold, the day of this life 
is the day for men to perform their labors. And now as I said 
unto you before, as ye have had so many witnesses, therefore 
I beseech of you, that ye do not procrastinate the day of your 
repentance until, the end; for after this day of life, which is 
given us to prepare for eternity, behold, if we do not improve 
our time while in this life, then cometh the ni 
wherein there can be no labor performed. Ye cannot say, 
when ye are brought to that awful crisis, that I will repent, 
that I will return to my God. Nay, ye cannot say this; for 
that same spirit which doth possess your bodies at the time 
that ye go out of this life, that same spirit will have power to 
aang your body in that eternal world. For behold, if ye 
ave procrastinated the day of your repentance, even until 
death, behold, ye have become subjected to the spirit of the 
Devil, and be doth seal you his; therefore the spirit of the 
Lord hath withdrawn from you, and hath no place in you, and 
the Devil hath all power over you: and this is the final stafe 


of the wicked. And this I know, because the Lord hath’said, . 


he dwelleth not in unholy temples, but in the hearts of. the 
righteous doth he dwell; yea, and he hath also said, that the 


righteous should sit down in his kingdom, to go no more Out; 


but their garments should be made white, through the blood 
of the Lamb. 
And now my beloved brethren, I desire that ye should re- 
member these things, and that ye should work out your salva- 
tion with fear before God, and that ye should no more deny 
the coming of Christ; that ye contend no more against the 
Holy Ghost, but that ye receive it, and take-upon you the 
name of Christ; that ye humble yourselves even to the dust, 


and worship God in whatsoever place ye may be in, in spirit ~ 


and in truth; and that ye live in thanksgiving daily, for the 
many mercies and blessings which he doth bestow upon you; 
yea, and I also exhort you, my brethren, that ye be watchful 
unto prayer continually, that ye may not be led away by the 
temptation of the Devil, that he may not overpower you, that 
ye may not become his subjects-at the last day: for behold, he 


rewardeth you no good thing, And now my beloved breth- | 
ren, [ would exhort you to have patience, ‘aad thet ye béar 


with all manner of afflictions ; sng do not revile against 
those who do cast you out because of your exeeéding poverty, 
lest ye become sinners like unto them; but that ye have pe-

tience, and bear with those afflictions, with a firm “hope that 
ye shall one day rest from all your afflictions. stacey 

"Now it came to’ pass that after Amulek had made an end of. 
these words, they withdrew themselves from the multitude, 
and came over into the land of Jershon; yea, and the rest ot 
the brethren, after they had preached the word unto the Zo- 
ramites, also came over into the land of Jershon. _ 

And it came to pass that after the more popular part of the 
Zoramites: had consulted together, concerning the words which 
had been preached unto them, they were angry because of the 
word, for it did destroy their craft; therefore they would not 
hearken unto the words. And they sent and gathered togeth- 
er throughout all the land, all the people, and consulted with. 
them ‘concerning the words which had been spoken. Now 


- their rulers, and their priests, and their teachers, did not let 
. the people know concerning their desires; therefore they 


found out privily the minds of all the people. | 
And it came to pass that after they had found out the minds 
of all the people, those which were in favor of the words which 
had been spoken by Alma and his brethren, were cast out of 
the land; and they were many; and they came over also into ~ 
the land of Jershon.. 
And it came to that Alma and his brethren did minis- 
ter unto them. Now the people of the Zoramites were angry 
with the people of Amman which were in Jershon, and the 
chief ruler of the Zoramites being a very wicked man, sent 
over unto the people of Ammon desiring them that they should 
cast out of their land all those which came over from them into 
their land. And he breathed out many threatnings against 
them. And now the people of Ammon did not fear their 
words, therefore they did not cast them out, but they did re- 
ceive all the poor of the Zoramites that came over unto them ; 
and they did nourish them; and did clothe’them, and did give 
unto them lands for their“inheritance ; and they did administer 
unto them according to their wants. - Now this did stir up the 
Zoramites to anger against the people of Ammon, and they 
began to mix with the Lamanites, and to stir them up also to 
anger against them: and‘thus the Zoramites and the Laman- 


_ ites began to-make preperations for war against the people of 


Ammon, and also against the Nephites. And thus ended the 
Neh year of the reign of the Judges, over the people 
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And thé people of Ammon departed out of the land of Jer- 
shon, and came over into the laud of Melek, and gave place in 
the land of Jershon for the armies of the Nephites, that they 
might contend with the armies of the Lamanites,. and the ar- 
mies of the Zoramites; and. thus commence:] a war betwixt 
the Lamanites and the Nephites, in the eighteenth year of the 
reign of the Judges ; and an account shall be given of their 
wars hereafter. And Alma, and Ammon, and their brethren, 
and also the two sons of Alma, returned to the land of Zara- 
hemla, after having. been instruments in the hands of God of 
bringing many of the Zoramites to repentance; and as meny 
as were brought to repentance, were driven out of their land; 
but they have lands for their inheritance in the land of Jershon, 
and they have taken up arms to defend themselves, and their 
wives, and their children, and their-lands. Now Alma, bei 
grieved for the iniquity of his peeple, yea for the: wars, 
the bloodsheds, and the contentionsewhich were them ; 
and having been to declare the word, or sent to declare ‘the 
word, among all the:people in every eity ; and seeing that the 
hearts of the people 
to be offended because of the strictness of the word, his heart 
was exceeding sorrowful; therefore, he caused that his sons 
should be gathered together, that he might give unto them ev- 
ery one his charge; separately, concerning the things pertain- 
ing unto righteouness.’ And we have an account of his com- 
ee which he gave unto them according to his owa 


CHAPTER XVIL 
The Commandments of Alma, to his son Helaman. 


My son, give ear to my words; for 1 swear unto you, that 


inasmuch as ye'shall keep the commandments of God, ye shall 
prosper in the land. I would that ye should do as I have 
done, in remembering thé captivity of our fathers; for they

and I would not that ye think that I know of myself, not of 
' the temporal, but of the spiritual not of the carnal mind, but 
_ of God. Now behold I say unto you, If 1 had not been born 
of God, I should not have known these things; but God hath, 
by the mouth of his holy angel, made these things known un- 
to me, not of any worthiness of myself, for 1 went about with 
the sons of Mosiah, seeking to destroy the church of God; 
but behold, God sent-his holy angel to stop us by the way.— 
And behold, he spake unto us, as it were the voice of thun- 
der, and the whole earth did tremble beneath our feet, and 
we all fell to the earth, for the fear of the Lord came upon us. 
’ But behold, the voice said unto me, Arise. And I arose and 
% Stood up, and beheld the angel. And he said unto me, If thou 
wilt of thyself be destreyed, seek no more to destroy the 
church of God. | 
And it came to pass that I fell to the earth; and it was for 
the space of three days and three nights, that I could not open 
my mouth ; neither had I the use of my limbs. And the angel 
spake more things unto me, which were heard by my brethren, 
but I did not hear them; for when I heard the words, If thou 
wilt be destroyed of thyself, seek no more to destroy the 
church of God, I was struck with such great fear and amaze- 
ment, lest — that I should be destroyed, that I fell to the 
earth, and I did hear no more; but I was racked with eternal 
torment, for my soul was harrowed up to the greatest degree, 
and racked with all my sins. Yea, I did remember all my 
sins and iniquities, for which I was tormented with the pains 
of hell OR he. I saw that I had rebelled against my God, and 
that I had not kept his holy commandments; yea, and I had 
gourdered many of his children, or rather led them away unto 
destruction ; yea, and in fine, so great had been my iniquities, 
that the very thoughts of coming into the presence of my God, 
did rack my soul with inexpressible horror. O, thought; that 
I cOuld be banished and become extinct both soul and body, 
that I might not be brought to stand in the presence of my God, 
to be judged of my deeds. And now, for three days and for 
_— nights was | racked, even with the pains of a damned 
soul. 
. And it came to pass that as I was thus racked with torment, 
' while I was harrowed up by fhe memory of my ‘many'sins, 
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behold, I.remembered also to heard my father prophecy 
unto the people, coacerning the coming of one Jesus. Christ, 
a Son of God, to atone for the sins of the world. Now as my 
mind caught hold upon this thought, I cried within my heart, « 
QO Jesus, thou Son of God, have mercy on me, who art in the 
gall of bitterness, and art encircled about by the everlasti 
chains of .death. And now behold, when I thought this, 
could remember my pains no more; yea, I was harrowed up 
by the memory of my sins no more. And O, what joy, and 
what marvellous light I did behold; yea, my sou! was filled } 
with joy as exceeding as Wasmy pain; yea, | say unto you, my , 
son, that there eould be nothing so exquisite and so bitter, as” . 
was my pains, Yea, and again I say unto you, my son, that 
on the other hand, there can be nothing so exquisite and sweet 
as was my joy; yea, and methought I-saw even as our father 
Lehi saw, sitting upon his throne, surrounded with num- s 
berless concourses of angels, in the attitude of singing and 86 @ 
their God; yea, and my soul did long to be there. 
ut behold, my limbs did receive their wy again, and J a 
stood upon my feet, and did manifest unto the people that I -¥ 
had been born of God; yea, and from that time, even until 4 
now, I have labored without ceasing, that I might bring souls 
unto repentance ; that I might bring them to taste of the ex- ; 
ceeding joy of which I did taste; that they might also be born ” 
of God, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. Yea, and now be- | ‘ 
hold, O my son, the Lord doth give. me exceeding great joy in 
the fruit of my labors; for because of the word which he hath 
imparted unto me, behold, many hath been born of God, and 
hath tasted as I have tasted, and hath seen eye to eye, as [I 4 
have seen; therefore they do know of these things of which 4 
I have spoken, as I do know; and the knowledge which ! 
have isof God. And I have been augers under trials and 
troubles of every kind, yea, and in al] manner of afflictions; 
yea, God hath delivered me from prison, and from bonds, atid. 
from death; yea, and I do put my trust in him, and he will | 
me; and I that he will meup atthe 4 
ast day, to dwell with him in glory; yea, I will praise @& 
him forever, for he hath brought our fathers out of Egypt, ahd - 
he hath swallowed up the Egyptians in the red sea; and he = 
led them by his power into the promised land; yea, and he 
hath delivered them out of bondage and captivity, from time to - 1 
time; yea, and he hath also brought our fathers out of the — : 
land of Jerusalem ; and he hath also, by his everlasting power, 
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‘delivered them out of bondage and captivity, from time to time, 
even down to the present day; and I have always retained in 
remembrance their captivity; yea, and ye also had ought 
“to retain in remembrance, as I have done, their captivity.— 
But behold, my eon, this is not all: for ye had ought to know, 
as I do know, that masmuch as ye shall keep the command- 
ments of God, ye shall prosper in the land; and ye had ougbt 
to know also, that inasmuch as ye will not keep the command- 
ments of God, ye shall be cut off from his. presence. Now 
is is according to his word. 
And now my son Helaman, I cgmmand you that ye take the 
_ fecords which have been entrusted with me; and I also com- 
- mand you that ye shall keep a record of this people, according 
as I have done, upon the plates of Nephi, and keep all these 
_ things sacred which I have kept, even as I have kept them: 
for ‘it is for a wise purpose that they are kept; and these 
plates of brass which contain these engravings, which have 
the records of the Holy Scriptures upon them, which have the 
nealogy of our forefathers, even from the beginning. And 
hold, it hath been prophesied by our fathers, that they should 
be kept and handed down from one generation to another, and 
be kept and preserved’ by the hand of the Lord, until they 
shetikne forth unto every nation, kindred, tongue and peo- 
plé, that they shall know of the mysteries contained thereon. 
‘And now’ behold, if they are kept, they must retain their 
brightness; yea, and they will retain their brightness ; yea, and 
also shall all the plates which do contain that which is Holy. Writ. 
Now ye may suppose that this is foolishness in me ; but behold . 
I say unto you, That by small and simple things, are great things 
brought to pass; and small means, in many instances, doth con- 
found the wise. And the Lord God doth work by means to.bring 
about his great:and eternal purposes; and by very small means 
the Lord-doth confound the wise, and bringeth about the salva- 
tion of: many souls. And now, it hath hitherto been wisdom in 
God, that these things should be preserved: for behold, they 
‘ave enlarged tlie memory of this people, yea, and convinced ma- 
ny of the error of theit ways, and brought them to the knowledge 
of their God, unto the salvation of theirsouls. Yea, I say unto 
you, were it noé for these ‘things that these records do contain, | 
which are on these plates, Ammon and his brethren ‘could not 
“shave convinced so many thousand of the Lamanites, of the 
mecorrect tradition of their fathers; yea, these reeords and 
_ their words, brought them unto repentance; that is, they 
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brought them to the knowledge of the Lord iheig' God, and to 
rejoice in Jesus Christ, their Redeemer. And who.knoweth 
but what they will be ‘the means of bringing many thousang@s 
- of them, yea, and also many thousands of our stifinecked 
brethren, the Nephites, which are now | their hearts- 
in sin and iniquities, to the knowledge of their Redeemer?— 
Now these mysteries are not yet fully made known unto me; 
therefore I shall forbear. And it may sufiice, if I only say, 
they are preserved for a wise purpose, which purpose is known 
unto God : for he doth counsel in.wisdom over all his works, 
and his paths are straight, and his course is one eternal round. 
O remember, remember, my somHelaman, how strict are the © 
commandments of God. And he saith, If ye will keep my 
commandments, ye shall prosper in the land; but if ye keep 
not his commandments, ye shall be cut off from his presence. 
And now remember, my son, that God hath entrusted you 
with these things, which are sacred, which he hath kept sa- 
cred, and also which: he will keep and preserve for a wise 
purpose in him, that he may shew forth his power unto future 
generations. | 
_~ And now behold, I tell you by the spirit of prophecy, that 
if ye transgress the commandments of God, behold, these 
things which are sacred, shall be taken away from you by. the 
power of God, and ye shall be delivered up unto satan, that he 
may sift you as chaff before the wind ; but if ye keep the com- — 
- mandments of God, and do with these things which are sacred, 
~ according to that which the Lord doth command you, (for you 
must appeal unto the Lord for all things whatsoever ye must 
do with them,) behold, no power of earth or hell can take 
them from you, for God is powerful to the fulfilling of all his 
words: for he will fulfil all his promises which he shall make | 
unto you, for he hath fulfilled his promise which he hath made 
unto our fathers. For he promised unto them that he: would 
reserve these things for a wise purpose in him, that he. might 
shew forth his power unto future generations.  ... « 
_ ° And now behold, one purpose hath he fulfilled, even to the 
restoration of many thousands of the Lamanites to the knowl .... @ 
edge of the truth; and he hath shewn forth his power them, | 
‘and he will also still shew forth his power in them, unto duture y 
generations ; therefore they shall be preserved ;. therefore 1 
command you, my son Helaman, that ye be diligentin fulfil, @ 
ling all my words, and that-yé be diligent.im keeping the com- 
ssandments of God, as they-are written, 
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And now, I will speak unto you concerning those twenty- 


_ four plates, that ye keep them, that the mysteries and the 


works of darkness, and their secret works, or the secret works 
of those people, which have been destroyed, may be made 
manifest unto this people ; yea, all their murders, and robbings, 
and their plunderings, and all their wickedness, and abomina- 
tions, may be made manifest unto this people; yea, and that 
ye preserve these directors. For behold, the Lord saw that 
his people began to work in darkness, yea, work secret mur- 
ders and abominations; therefore the Lord said, If they did 
not repent, they should be destroyed from off the face of the 
earth. And the Lord said, I will prepare unto my servant 
Gazelem, a stone, which shall shine forth in darkness unto 
light, that I may discover. unto my people which serve me, 
that I may discover unto them the works of their brethren ; 


_ yea, their secret works, their works of darkness, and their 


wickedness and abominations. And now my son, these direc- 
tors were prepared, that the word of God might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, saying: I will bring forth out of darkness 
unto light, all their secret works and their abominations; and 
except they repent, I will destroy them from off the face of the 
earth; and I will bring to light all their secrets and abomina- 


tions, unte every nation that shall hereafter possess the land.

And now my son, remember the. words which I have spo- 
ken unto you: trust not those secret plans unto this people, 
but teach them an everlasting hatred against sin and imquity ; 
preach unto them repentance, and faith on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; teach them to humble themselves, and to be meek and 
lowly in heart; teach them to withstand every temptation of,

Amalekites, which were their Chief Captains and leaders, 
and by Zerahemnah, who was their Chief Captain, or their 
chief leader and commander ; ‘yea, they did fight like dragons; 
and many of the Nephites were slain by their hands; yea, for 
_ they did smite in two many of their head-plates ; and they did 

pierce many of their breast-plates; and they did smite off 
many of their arms; and thus the Lamanites did smite in 
their fierce anger. Nevertheless, the Nephites were inspired. 
by a better cause ; for they were not‘fighting for monarchy 


nor power ; but they were fighting for their homes, and their. 
liberties, their wives, and their children, and their all; yea, .. 


for their rites of worship, and their church; and they were 
doing that which they felt it was the duty which they owed to. 
their God; for the Lord had said unto them, and also unto 


». their fathers, That inasmuch as ye are not guilty of the first 


offence, neither the second, ye shall not suffer yourselves. to 
be slain by*the-hands of your enemies. And again: The 
‘Lord hath said That ye shall defend your families, even unto 
bloodshed ; therefore, for this cause were the Nephites con- 
tending with the Lamanites, to defend themselves, and their

And it ¢ame to pass that when the men of Moroni_saw..

Now the 
Lamanites were more numerous ; J than double 


the number of the Nephites ; nevertigmmey were driven 
msomuch that they were gathered together in one body; in 
the valley, upon the bank, by the river Sidon; therefore the — ~ 
armies of Moroni encircled them about; yea, even on both 
sides of the river; for behold, on the east, were the men of 
Lehi; therefore when Zerahemnah saw the men of Lehi on 
the east of the river Sidon, and the armies of Moroni on the 
west of the river Sidon, that they were encircled about by the 
Nephites, they were struck. with terror. Now Moroni, when 
he saw their terror, he commanded his men that they should ~~ 
stop shedding their blood. 

And it came to pass that they did stop, and withdrew a 

e from them. And Morom said unto. Zerahemnah, Be- 

old, Zerahemnah, that we do not desire to be men of blood. 
Ye know that ye are in our hands, yet we do not. desire to 
slay you. Behold, we have not come out to battle against — 
you, that we might shed your blood, for power; neither do = = 
we desire to bring any one to the yoke of bondage. Butthis = | 
is the very cause for which ye have come against us; yea, = 
and ye are angry with us because of our religion. But now. ~~ 


ye behold that the Lord is with us; and ye behold thathée” | 
hath delivered you into our hands. And now I would thatye “~  @ 
should understahd that this is done unto us becatse of’our ~~ 
religion and our: faith in Christ. And now ye see that 

cannot destroy this our faith, Now ye see that this isthe © =| 
true faith of God’; yea, ye see that God will support, amd = = 3 8 4 
keep, and preserve us, so long as we are: faithful unto himy: ~ 

and unto our faith, and our religion; and never will the Lord — 
suffer that we shall be destroyed, except we should fall into — 
transgression, and deny our faith. And now, = 
commatid you, in the name of thatall-powerful God, wighath - @ 
strengthened our arms, that we have gained power over you 
by our faith, by our religion, and by our rites of worship,'and . _ 
by our churéb, and by the sacred support’ which-we owexto ~ 
our wives and our children, by that h which bindswsto 
our lands and our country; yea, and also by the maintenance 
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.you by all the desires which ye have 
up your weapons of war unto us, and 
d, but we will spare your lives, if 
me not again to war against us.— 
behold, ye are in our hands, and | 
at they shall fall upon you, and in- 
flict the wounds of death in your bodies, that ye may become 
_ extinct; and then we will see who shall have power over this 
people; yea, we will see who shall be brought into bondage. 

_ And now it came to pass that when Zerahemnah had heard 
these sayings, he came forth and delivered up his sword. and 
his cimeter, and his bow, into the hands of ouini and saith 
unto him, Behold, here is our weapons of war; we will deliver 
them up unto you, and we will not suffer ourselves to take an 
oath unto you, which we knew that we shall break, and, also 
our children; but take our weapons of war, and suffer that we 
may depart into the wilderness ; otherwise .we will retain our 
swords, and we will perish orconquer. Behold, we are not of 
your faith; we do not believe that it is God that hath delivered 
us into your hands; but we believe that it is your cunning that 
hath preserved you from our swords. Behold, it is your breast, 
plates, and your shields that hath preserved you. . And now 
wiien Zerahemnah had made an i of age these words, 
Moroni returned the sword, and the weapons of war which he 
had received, unto Zerahemnah, saying; Behold, we will end 
the conflict. Now I cannot retain the words which I have 
spoken; therefore, as the. Lord liveth, ye shall. not depart, 
' except ye depart with an oath, that ye will not return, again 
against us.to Now as ye are in our hands, we, will spill 
your blood upon the greund, or ye shall submit to the condi- 
tions to which I have proposed. And now when Moroni +had 
said these words, .Zerahemnah retained his sword, and:he was 
angry with Moroni, and he rushed forward that he might slay 
Moroni; but as he raised his sword, behold, one of Moroni’s 
soldiers smote it even to the earth ; and it broke by the hilt ; and 
he also smote Zerahemnah, that.he took off his. scalp; and it 
fell to the earth. And Zerahemnah withdrew from. before 
them, into the midstofhis soldiers, 
. And it came to pass that the soldier which steod. by,:which 
smote off the scalp.of Zerahemnah, took.up the scalp-drom of 
the ground, by the hair, and laid it upon the point of-higeword, 
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and stretched it forth unto them, saying unto them witha loud 
voice, saying: Even as this scalp hath fallen to the earthy 
which is the scalp of your Chief, so shalljgadl: the earth; 
except ye will. deliver up-your depart, 
with a covenant of peace. 
Now there were many, when theyaam™ 
saw the scalp which was upon the 
with fear, and many came forth and € 
ons of war, at the feet of Moroni, and entered into a covenant 
of peace. And as:many as entered into a covenant, they suf- 
fered to depart into the wilderness. 
Now it came to pass that Zerahemnah was exceeding wroth, 
and: he did stir up the remainder of his soldiers. to anger, to 
contend more powerfully against-the Nephites. And now 
Moroni was angry, because: of the stubbornness of the La- 
manites ; therefore he commanded his people that they should 
fall upon them and slay them. And it came to pass that 
began to slay them; yea, and the Lamanites did contend wi 
their swords and their mights. But behold, their naked skins, 
and their bare heads, were exposed to the sharp swords \of 
the Nephites; yea, behold, they were pierced and smitten; 
yea, and did fall exceeding fast before the swords ofthe Né 
hites ; and they began to be swept down,’ ever ‘as the sel- 
ier of Moroni had prophesied. Now Zerahiemnah, when 
he Saw. that they were all about to be: destroyed, cried 
mightily unto Moroni; promising that he would covenant, and 
also his wae with them, if they would-spare the remainder 
of their lives, that they never would come to war againagainst 
them: And it came to pass that Moroni caused that the work 
of death should cease again among the people. And it came 
to pass, that he took the weapons of war from the Lamanitea; 
and after they had entered into a covenant with him-of peace, | 
they were suffered to depart into the wilderness. » Now:the 
number of their dead were not numbered; because of the great» 
hess ofthe number ; yea, the number of their dead were. ex» 
ceeding: great, both on the Nephites, and on the Lamanites.—- 
And it came to pass that they-did cast their dead-into, the wa- 
ters of Sidon; arid they have gone forth, and are ‘buted in 
the depths of the sea. And the armies-of the Nephites; or of . 
Moroni, returned, and came to their houses, and their.lands, 
And thus ended the eighteenth year of the reign of the Judges 
eee of Nephi..

exceedingly rejoiced, pecause the Lord had again 
them out of the hands of their enemies; therefore they: 
thanks unto the Lord their God ;. yea, and they did fast sack 
and pray much, and they did worship God with era am 
great joy. 

And-it came to pass in the nineteenth year of the reign of 
the Judges over the people of Nephi, that Alma came unto his 
son Helaman, and saith unto him, Believest thou the words 
which I spake unto thee concerning those records whieh have 
been kept?’ And ‘Helaman saith unto him; Yea, I believe— 
And Alma saith again, Believest thou'in Jesus Christ, which 
shall come? And he saith, Yea, I believe all the words which 
thou hast spoken. And Alma saith unto him again, Will ye 
keep my commandments? And he said, Yea, I will keep 
thy commandments with all my heart. Then Alma’saith 
unto him; Blessed art thou; and the Lord:shall prosper thee 
in this land. But behold, I have somewhat to prohesy unto 
thee; but what I prophesy unto thee, ye shallnot make known ; 
yea, what I prophesy unto thee shall not be matde-known, 
‘even until the prophecy is fulfilled; therefore write the: words 
which I shall say. And these are the words : Behold, I per- 
ceive that this very people, the Nephites, according to the 
spirit of revelation which is in me, in‘four hundred years from 
the time that Jesus Christ shall manifest himself unto them, 
shall dwindle in unbelief; yea, and then shall they see wars 
and pestilences, yea, famines and bloodshed, even until the 
people of Nephi shall become extinct ;~ yea, and this because 
they shall dwindle in unbelief, and fallinto the works of dark- 
ness and lascivioueness, and ‘all manner of iniquities ; yea, I 
say unto you, that because they shall sin against so great 
light and knowledge ; yea, I say unto you, that from that day, 
even the fourth generation shall not all pass away, before: this 


shall come; and when that great day cometh, 
time very soon cometh that those which are now, 
or the ‘seed of those-which are now numberéd among the 
people of Nephi,’ shall no more be numbered ‘among the 
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people of Nephi; but whosoever remainath, ard is.not des+ 
aecy in that great and dreadful day, shall be numbered 
the Lamanites, and shall become hike untesthem all, save it 
be afew, which shall be called the diseiphay e Lord; and 
them shall the Lamanites pursue, | become 
extinct. And now because of “ phecy shall 


And now it came to pass that afte had said these 
things to Helama, he blessed him, and also his other sons; 
and he also blessed the earth, for the righteous’ sake. . And he 
said, Thus saith the Lord God : Cursed shail be the land, yea, 
this land, unto every nation, kindred, tongue, and people, unto 
destruction, which do wickedly, when they are fully mpe; .and 
as 1 have said, so shall it be: for this is the cursing and the 
blessing of God upon the land, for the Lord cannot-look upon 
sin with the least degree of allowance. And now, when ps 
ma had said these words, he" blessed. the church, yea,.all. 
those which should stand fast in the faith, .from thet © -— 
heneeforth ; and when Alma had. dené.this, he departed.out 
of the land ‘of Zarahemla, as if to go into theJand 0 Melek.— 
And it came to pass that he was never heard of, more.; as..to 
his death or his burial, we know not of. Behold, .this. we 
know, that he was a righteous man; and the, saying nent 
abroad in the church, that he was taken up by the. nim or 
buried by the hand of the Lord, even as Moses. But:be 
the Scripture saith the Lord. took Moses. unto himself; . 
we suppose that he. hath also received Alma in the spirit, unto— 
himself; therefore, for this cause, we know nothing concer- 
ning, his. death and burial. 

hie ‘now it came to pass in the commencement of the nine- 

year of the reign of the Judges over the people,of Ne- 

ohh shat Helaman went forth among the people to declare the 
word unto them: for behold, because of their wars with the 
Lamanites, and the many little dissentions and disturbaaces 
which had been among the people,.it became expedient that 
the word. of God should be declared among them; yea, and 
that a. regulation, should be made throughout..the .church ; 
therefore. Helaman:and his brethren went forth.to establish the 
church again in all the land, yea, in every city throughoutrall 
the land which was possessed by the people of Ne “ _ And 
it comm did. int, priests, and teachers 
throughout all the land, over allthe churches. 
And now it-came to after Heelamon and his 
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ren had appointed priests and teachers over the churches, that 
there arose a dissention among them, and they would not give 
heed to the wordsof Helaman and:his brethren ; but they grew 
proud, bein ‘up in«their hearts, because ‘of their excéed- 


ing great ri€ egefore they grew rich in their own eyes, 
and would n heed to their words, to walk uprightly be- 
. And it came to pass that as many as would ‘not hearken to 


the words of Helaman and his brethren, were gathered togeth- 
er against their brethrén. And now behold, they were exceed- 
ing wroth, insomuch that they were determined to slay them. 
Now the leader of those which were wroth against their breth- 
ren, was a large and‘a strong man; and his name was Ama- 
lickiah. And Amalickiah was desirous to be a king; ‘and 
‘ those people which were wroth, were also desirous that he 
should be their king ; and they were the greater part of them 
the lower Judges of the land; and they were seeking for pow- 
er. And ‘they -had been led by the flutteries of Amalickiah, 
that if they would support him, and establish him to ‘be'their 
king, that he would make them rulers over the people.: ' Thus 
they were led away by Amalickiah, to dissentions, notwith- 
standing the preaching of Helaman and his brethren; yea, 
notwithstanding their ‘exceeding great care over the church, 
for they were High Priésts over the church. And there were 
many in the church which believed in the flattering words of 
Amalickiah; therefore they dissented even from the chafch; 
and thus were the affairs of the people of Nephi exceéding 
precarious and dangerous, notwithstanding their great victo 
which they had had over the Lamanites, and their great re} 
cings which they had had, because of their deliverance. by the 
hands of the Lord. Thus we ‘see how quick the children of 
men doth forget the Lord their God; yea, how quick to do 
iniquity, and to be led away by the evil one; yea, and we also 
see the great’ wickedness one very wicked man can cause to 
take place among the children of men ; yea, we see that Ama- 
lickiah, because he’ was’a man of cunning devices, and a fan 
of many flattering words, that he led away the hearts of re 
people to do wickedly ; yea; and toseek to destroy the chu 
of God, and to destroy the foundation of liberty whieh: God 
had granted unto them, or which blessing God had sent ‘upon 
the face of the land, for the 
_ «+ And now it came to-pass that when Moroni, whieli was the. 
chief of the armies of the Nephites, had heard 
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of these dissentions, he was.angry with Amalickiah. “And. it 
came to pass that he rent his coat ; and ‘he took a piece there- 
of, and wrote upon it, In memory of our God, our religion, and 
freedom, and our peace, our wives, and ren; and-he 
fastened it upon the end of a pole thereo 
on his head-plate, his 
girded on his armour about his hago whe took the “0 
which had on the end thereof his ren (and he-called it © 
the title of hiberty,) and he bowed himself to the earth, and. 
he prayed mightily unto’ his God for*the blessings of. liberty 
to rest upon his brethren so long as there should a band of 
Christians remain to possess the land : ‘for thus were all the 
true believers of Christ, which belonged to the church of God, 
called, by those which did not belong to the church ; « and 
those who did: belong to the church, were faithful ; yea, all 
those who were true’ believers in Christ, took upon them, 
gladly, the name of Christ, or Christians, as they were called, . 
because of their belief in Christ, which should come ; and 
therefore, at this time, Moroni: pra ed that the cause of the 
Christians, and the freedom of the land, might: be favored.— 
And it came to pass that when he had poured-out -his soal 
to God, he gave all the land which was south of the land 
Desolation ; yea, and in fine, all the land, both on the north 


and on the ‘south, chosen land, and the land of liberty. | 


And he saith, Surely God shall not suffer that we, whovare 
despised because we take upon us the name of Christ, ‘shall 
be trodden down and destroyed, until we bring it upon us, 
our own transgressions. And when Moroni hed said r 
words, he went forth among the people, waving the rent of his 
garment in the air, that all might see the writing which he-had — 
wrote upon the rent, and crying with a loud voice, ats 
Behold, whosoever will maintain this fitle upon the lan 
them come forth in the, strength of the Lord, and enter aa a 
covenant that they will maintain their rights, ond their reli 
gion, that the Lord God may bless them. __ 
And it came to pass that when Moroni hed prodisimed - 
these words; behold, the people came running together, with | 
their armours girded about their loins; rending their garments — 
in token, or as a covenant, that they would not forsake the 
Lord their God; or, in other words, if they should ubisheasiea alia 
the commandments of God, or fall into 
ashamed to take upon them’ the the Lord 
should rend them even as they had rent Now. 
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this was the covenant which they made; and they cast their 
garments at the feet of Moroni, saying: We covenant with 
our God, that weishall be destroyed, even as our brethren in 
theland no if we shall fall into transgression ; yea, 
he may ca i feet of our enemies, even as we have 
cast our ts at thy feet, to be trodden under foot, if we 
shall fall into er Moroni saith unto them, Behold, 
we are a remnant of the seed of Jacob; yea, we are a rem- 
nant of the seed of Joseph, whose coat was rent by his breth- 
ren, into many pieces; yea, and now behold, let us re- 
member to keep the commandments of God, or our garments 
shall be rent-by our brethren, and we be cast into prison, or be 
sold, or be slain; yea, let us preserve our liberty, as a remnant 
of Joseph ; yea, letus remember the words of Jacob, before 
his death; for behold, he saw that a part of the remnant of 
the coat of Joseph was preserved, and had not decayed. And 
he saith, Even as this remnant of garment of my sons hath been 
preserved, so shall a remnant of the seed of my son be preser- 
ved by the hand of God, and be taken unto himself, while the 
_ remainder of the seed of Joseph shall perish, even as the rem- 
nant of his garment, Now behold, this giveth my soul sorrow; 
nevertheless, my soul hath joy in my son, because that part of 
his seed which shall be taken unto God. Now behold, this 
was the language of Jacob. And now who knoweth but what 
the remnant of the seed of Joseph, which shall perish as: his 
garment, are those which have dissented from us; yea, and 
even it shall be us, if we do not stand fast in the faith of Christ. 
And now it came to pass that when Moroni had said these 
words, he went forth, and also sent forth in all the parts of the 
land where there were dissentions, and gathered together all the 
people which were desirous to maintain. their liberty, to stand 
against Amalickiah, and those which had dissented, which 
were called Amalickiahites. | 
And it came to pass that when Amalickiah saw that the peo- 
ple of Moroni were more numerous than the Amalickiahites ; 
_ and he also saw that his people were doubtful concerning the jus- 
tice of the cause in which they had undertaken; therefore, 
fearing that he should not gain the point, he took those of his 
_ speople which would, and departed imto the land of Nephi. 
Now Moroni thought it was not expedient that the Laman- 
ites should have any more strength; therefore he thought to 
cutoftthe people of Amalickiah, or to take them,and,bring 
them back, and put Amalickiahto death ;. yea, for hedmew that — 
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they would stir-up the. Lamanites to anger. against against them,.and 

cause them to.come to. battle against:them; and this. he, knew 

that,Amalickiah would do, that he might obtain. me 

therefore Moroni thought it was expedient, 
his armies, which had gathered themselv — and armed 
themselves, and entered into a covenant.to*Meep the peace :— 
And it came to pass that he took hiqarmy, and marched out 

' into the wilderness, to cut off the course of Amalickiah in ther 
wilderness. 

And it came.to pass that he did according to his desires, and 
marched forth into the wilderness, and headed the armies of 
Amalickiah,.. And it came to pass that Amalickiah fled with a 
smal number of his men, and the remainder were-delivered u 

_ into the hands of Moroni, and were taken back into the lan 
of Zarahemla. Now Moroni being a man which was appoint- 
ed by. the Chief Judges and the voice of the le, therefore 
he had power according to his will, with > ade et of the 
Nephites, to establish and to exercise authority over them... 

it came to pass that whomsoéver of the Amalickiahites 
that would not enter into a covenant to support thecause of 
freedom, that they might maintain a free government, he caused 
to be put to death; and there was but few which denied. the 
covenant.of freedom. 

And it came to pass also, that he caused. the title of liberty 
toy be hoisted upen which was in all thedand, 
which was y the Nephites; and thus Moroni plant-. 
ed the standard of libe liberty among the Nephites. pee rns 
gan to have peace again in the land ; and thus thes did main- 
tain peace.in the land, until nearly ‘the-end of. the nineteenth — 

year of the reign of the Judges.. And Helaman and the High 
Priests did also maintain order in.the church ; yea, even.for 
the space of four years, did sand have much peace ane rejol- 
cing in the church. i 

And it came to pass that there were many who died, ‘iis aa 
believing that their souls were. redeemed by the Lord Jesus sow 
Christ ; ales they went-out of the world rejoicing. Andthere = | 
were some who died with fevers, which at some seasuns.of — 
the was very frequent inthe. land; but-not so much. so. 

with fevers, because of the excellent qualities of. the many * 9 
plants and. roots. which God had preparéd, :to remove the. 

cause of diseases. which was subsequent to: man, by the nature a 
of the climate. - But there were many who died with ; 
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as we must needs suppose. Now we will return in our rec- 
ord, to’ Amalickiah, and those which had fled with him into 
the wilderness: for behold, he had taken those which went 

-Manites, and di up the Lamanites to anger, against the 
people of Nephi, insomuch that the king of the Lamanites sent 
a proclamation throughout all his land, among all his people, 
that they should gather themselves together again, to go to 
battle against the Nephites. 

And it came to pass that when the proclamation had gone 
forth among them, they were exceeding fraid; yea, they feared 
to displease the king, and they also feared to go to battle 
against the Nephites, lest they should lose their lives. . And it 
came to pass that they would not, or the more part of them 

j would not obey the commandments of the king.- y 
— And now it came to pass that the king was wroth, because 
me .. of their disobedience ; therefore he gave Amalickiah the com- 
i mand of that we of his army which was obedient unto his 
'* commands, and commanded him that he should go forth and 
compel them to arms. Now behold, this was the desire of 
Amalickiah: for he being a very subtle man to do evil, there- 

- fore he laid the plan in his heart to dethrone the king of the 
Lamanites. And now he had got the command of those parts 
of the Lamanites which were in favor of the king; and he 
- sought to gain favor of those which were not obedient ; there- 

- fore he went forward to the place which was called Onideh, 
for thither had all the Lamanites fled; for they discovered the 
army coming, and supposing that they were coming.to destroy 

~ them, therefore they fled to Onidah, to the place of arms.— 
And they had appointed a man to be a king and a leader over 
them, being fixed in their minds with a determined resolution 

‘that they would not be subjected to go against the Nephites. 

And it came to pass that they had gathered themselves to- 
gether upon at the mount which was called Antipas, in 
‘preparation to Now it was not Amalickrah’s intention 
to give them battle, according to the commandments of the 

“King; but behold, it was his intention to gain favor with the 

armies of the Lamanites, that he might place himself at their 
head, and dethrone the king, and take possession of the king-

- neither could they come upon them, save it was by their place 
of entrance. Now at this time, the Chief Captains of the La- 
manites were astonished exceedingly, because of the wisdom 
| of the Nephites in preparing their places of security. Now 
r+ the leaders of the Lamanites had supposed, because of the 
= .. greatness of their numbers; yea, they sup that they 
*’ should be privileged to come upor them as they had hitherto 
done; yea, and they had also prepared themselves with shields, — 
and with breast-plates ; and they had also prepared themselves 
with garments of skins ; yea, very thick garments, to cover 
their nakedness. And being thus prepared, they supposed 
that they should easily overpower and subject their brethren 
‘to the yoke of bondage, or slay and massacre them according 
to their pleasure. But behold, to their uttermost astonish- 
ment, they were prepared for them, in a manner which never 
had been known among all the childrenof Lehi. Now they . 
were prepared for the Lamanites, to baftle, afier the manner 
of the instructions of Moroni. And it came. to. that the 
Lamanites, or the Amalickiahites, were 
at their manner of preparation for war. Now if king Amalick- 
jah had come down out of the land of Nephi, at the head of | 
his army, perhaps he would have caused the Lamanites to have 
attacked the Nephites at the’city of Ammonihah; for behold, . 
| he did care not for the blood of his people.. . But behold, Ama- 
/ ~ lickiah did not come down himself, to battle. And behold, his 
Chief Captains durst not attack the Nephites at the = of 
Ammonihah, for Moroni had altered the management of affairs 
among the Nephites, insomuch that the Lamanites were dis- 
appointed in their places of retreat, and they could not.come 
» upon them; therefore they retreated into the wilderness, and 
* took their camp, and marched towards the land of Noah, 
supposing that to be the next best place for them to come 
against the Nephites ; for they knew not that Moroni had for- 
s_ tified or had built forts of security for every city in all the land 
= . round about; therefore they marched forward to the land of 
- * Noah, with a firm determination; yea, their Chief Captains 
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came forward, and took an oath that they would destroy the 
people of that city. But behold, to their astonishment, the city 
of Noah, which had hitherto been a weak place,-had flow, by 
the means of Moroni, become strong ; yea, even to exceed the 
strength of the city Ammonihah. And now behold, this was 
wisdom in Moroni; for he had supposed that*they would be — 
frightened at the city Ammonihah; and as the city of Noah 
had hitherto been the weakest part of the land, therefore. they 
would march thither to battle; and thus it was, according to 
his desires. And behold, Moroni had appointed Lehi to be — 
Chief Captain over the men of that city ; and it was that same _

And now behold, it came to that when the Lamanites 
had found that Lehi commanded the city, they were again 
disappointed, for they feared Lehi exceedingly ; nevertheless, 4 
their Chief Captains had sworn with an oath, to attack the ~¥ 
city; therefore they brought up their armies. Now behold, 
the Lamanites could not get into their forts of security, by any 
other way save by the entrance, because of the highness of __ ao 
the bank which had been thrown up, and the depth ofthe 
ditch which had been dug round about, save it were by the pf - 
entrance. thus were the Nephites prepared todestroy all J 
such as should: attempt to.climb up to enter the fort, by any | 
other way; by casting over stones and arrows at them. Thus 
they were prepared; yea, a body of their most strong men, _ 
with their swords and their slings; to smite down all who _ 
should attempt to come into their place of security, by the 
place of entrance; and thus were they prepared to defend 
themselves against the Lamanites. ‘And it came’'to pass that 
ihe Captains of the Lamanites brought up their armies before 
the place of entrance, and began to contend with the Nephites, | 
to get into their place of security; but behold, they were dri- = 8 | 
ven back from time to time, insomuch that they were slain, 
with-an immense slaughter. Now when they found that they 
could not obtain power over the Nephites by the pass, they. sss 
began to dig ‘down their banks of earth, that they might obtain’» . “J 
a pass to their armies, that they might have an equal chance“ 4% 
to fight; but behold, in these attempts, — were swept off 
by the stones and the arrows which were thrown at them; 
and instead of filling up their ditches by pulling down the _% 
banks of earth, they were filled up in a measure, with their  . ¢ 
dead and wounded bodies. Thus the Nephites had all = J 
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er over their enemies; and thus the Lamanites did attempt to 
destroy the Nephites, until their Chief Captains were all 
slain; yea, and more than a thousand of the Lamanites were 
slain ; while on the other hand, there was not a single soul of 
the Nephites which were slain. There were about fifty which 
were wounded, which bad been exposed tothe arrows of the 
_ Lamanites through the pass ; but they were shielded by their 
shields, and their breast-plates, and their head-plates, insomuch 
that their wounds were upon their legs; many of which were 
And it came to pass, that when the Lamanites saw that 
their Chief Captains were all slain, they fled into the wilder- 
ness. And it came to pass that they returned to the land of 
Nephi,.to inform their King, Amalickiah, who was a Nephite 
_ by birth, concerning their great loss...And it came to pass 
that he was exceeding angry with his people, because. he had 
not obtained his desire over the Nephites; he had not subjec- 
ted-them to the yoke of bondage; yea, he was exceeding 
wroth, and he did curse God, and also Moroni, and swearing 
. with an oath that-he would drink his blood ; and this because 
Moroni had: kept the commandments of God in‘ preparing -for 
the safety of his people. And it came to pass, that on the 
other hand, the people of Nephi did thank the Lord their God, 
because of his matchless-power in delivering them from the 
hands of their enemies. And thus ended the nineteenth year 
of the reign of the Judges over the people of Nephi; yea, and 
there was continual peace among them, and exceeding great 
prosperity m the church, because of their heed and diligence

| ANp now it came to pass that Moroni did not atop making 
preparations for war, or to defend themselves against the La- 
manites ; for he caused that his armies should commence in 


the commencement of the twentieth year of the reigm of the 
Judges, that they should commence in digging wp’ heaps of 
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earth round about all the cities, throughout all the land which | 
was possessed by the Nephites; and upon the top of these 
ridges of earth, he caused that there should be timbers; yea, 
works of timbers-built up to the height ofa man, found ahout 
the cities, And he caused that upon those works of timbers, 
that there should be a frame of pickets built upon the. timbers, 
round about; and they were strong and high; and he caused 
towers to be erected that overlooked those works of pickets; 
and he caused placesof security to be built upon those towers, 
that the stones and the arrows of the Lamanites could not 
hurt them. And they were prepared, that they could cast 
stones from the top thereof, according to their pleasure and 
their strength, and slay him which should attempt to approach 
near the walls of the city. ‘Thus Moroni did prepare. strong. 
holds against the coming of their enemies, round about every 
city in all the land. 
And it came to pass that Moroni caused that. his armies 
should go forth into the east wilderness; yea, anid they went 
forth, and drove all the Lamanites which were in the east wil- 
derness into their own lands, which were south of the land of 
Zarahemla; and the land of Nephi did run ina straight course 
from the East Sea to the West.. And it came to:pass. that 
when Moroni had driven all the Lamanites out of the east

derings, and their plunderings, their idolatry, Sheir whoredoms, 
and their abominations, which were among themselves, which 
brought upon them their wars and their destructions, And 
those who were faithful in keeping the commandments of the 
Lord, were delivered at all times, whilst thousands of their 
wicked brethren have been consigned to bondage, or to per- 
ish by the sword, or to dwindle in unbelief, and mingle with 
the Lamanites. But behold, there never was a happier time 
among the people of Nephi, since the days of Nephi; thanan 
the days of Moroni; yea, even at this time, in the twenty and 
first year of the reign ofthe Judges.

“spying commenced the twenty and fifth year in 
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for there began to, be a contention among the neue concem- 
ing the Chief Judge, Paboran; for behold, there 
of the people which desired, that a few particular po | 
law should be altered. Buit-behold, Pahoran not 
nor suffer the Jaw to be alfered ; therefore he did not-hearken a 

to those who had sent in their voices with their petitions, con- 
cerning the altering of.the law; therefore those which were saa 
desirous that the Jaw should be altered, were angry with him, . = 
and desired that he should no longer be Chief Judge over the - 
land ; therefore there arose a warm dispute Concerning the 
matter; but not unto bloodshed. 

And it came to pass that those who were desirous that Paho- 
ran should be dethroned from the judgement seat, wehe: 
king-men, for they were desirous that the law should . be. 
tered in a manner tooverthrow the free government, andifo 
establish a king land. And those who weredesjrous” 
that Pahoran should remain Chiief Judge over the land, took , 
upon them the name of freemen; and thus was the diyision’ — 
among them: forthe freemen had sworn or covenanted ‘to. 
maintain their rights, and the privileges of their religion, by a 
free government. 

And it came to pase that this matter of their contention 4 

settled, by the voice of the people. And it came to:pasg 
the voice of the people came'in the favor of the 
Pahoran retained the which caused : 
joicing among the brethren of Pahoran, and aleo..many. of thie 
people of liberty ; whichvalso put the king-men to silence, that 
thes, durst not oppose, . but were obliged to maintain the cause 
of freedom. Now those which were in favor of kingspwere = | 
high birth; andithey sought to be kings; ‘and tliey | 
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wena le. But behold, this was a critical time for.su 
contentions to be the people of Nephi; for’ behol 
Amalickial*had again stirred: 
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see that his promise which he was rash; 
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ing their great loss, Amalickiah had gathered together a won- 
derful great army, insomuch that he feared not to come down 
to the land of Zarahemla. Yea, even Amalickiah did himself 
come down, at the head of the Lamanites. And it was in the 
twenty and fifth year of the reign of the Judges; and it was 
at the same time that they had began to settle the affairs of 
their contentions concerning the Chief Judge, Pahoran. 

And it came to pass that when the men which were called 
king-men, had heard that the Lamanites were coming down to 
battle against them, they were glad in their hearts, and they 
refused to take up arms; for they were so wroth with the 
Chief Judge, and also with the people of liberty, that they 
would not take up arms to defend their country. And it came 
to pass that when Moroni saw this, and also saw that the La- 
manites were coming into the borders of the land, he was ex- 
ceeding wroth, because of the stubbornnéss of those people, 
of whom he had labored with so much diligence to preserve ; 
yea, he was exceeding wroth; his soul was filled with anger 
against them. And it came to pass that he sent a petition, 
with the voice of the people, unto the Governor of .the land, — 
desiring that he should read it, and give him, (Moroni,) pow- 
er to compel those dissenters to defend their country, or to 
putthem to death; for it was his first care to put an end to 
such contentions, and dissentions among the people ; for be- 
hold, this had been hitherto a cause of all their destruction.— 
And it came to pass that it was granted, according to the 
voice of the people. 
» And it came to pass that Moroni commanded that his army 
should go. against those king-men, to pull dowmtheir pride and 
their nobility,and level. them witl@the earth, or. they should 
take up arms and support thé cause of liberty. And it came 
to pass that the armies did march forth against them; and they 
did pull down their pride and their nobility, insomuch, that as 
they did lift their weapons of war to fight against’the men of 
Moroni, they were hewn down, and levelled tothe earth. And 
. it-came to pass that there were tour thousand.of those dissen- 


" _ ters, which were hewn down by the sword ; and those of their 


Jeaders which were not slain in battle, were taken and cast into 
prison, for there was no time for their trials at this period; and 
_ the remainder of these dissenters, rather than to be amote down 
to the earth by the sword, yieided to the standard of liberty, 
_ and were compelled to hoist the title of liberty upon their il 


ers, and in their cities, and to take up arms in defence pf 
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country. And thus Moroni put an end to those king-men, that 
there were not any known by the appellation of king-men ; 
and thus he put an end to the stubbornness, and the pride of 
those people which professed the blood of nobility; but they 
were brought down to humble themselves like unto their breth- 
ren, and to fight valiantly for their freedom from bondage. | 
Behold, it came to pass that while Moroni was thus break- 
- ing down the wars and contentions among his own people, and 
~ subjecting them to peace and civilization, and making regula- 
tions to prepare for war against the Lamanites, behold, the 
Lamanites had come into the land of Moroni, which was in 
the borders by the seashore. “uty 
And it came to pass that the Nephites were not sufficiently 
strong in the city of Moroni; therefore Amalickiah did drive 
them, slaying many. And it came to pass that Amalickiah 
took possession of the city; yea, possession of all their fortifi- 
cations. And these which fled out of the city of Moroni, 
came to the city of Nephihah ; and also the people of the city 
of Lehi gathered themselves together, and made preparations, 
and were ready to receive the Lamanites to battle. | 
But it came to pass-that Amalickiah would not suffer th 
Lamanites to go against the city of Nephihah to battle, but 
kept them down by the seashore, leaving men in every city 
to maintain and defend it; and thus he went on, taking pos- 
session of many cities: the city of Nephihah, and the city of 
Lehi, and the city of Morianton, and the city of Omner, ahd 
the city of Gid, and the city of Mulek, all of which were on 
the east borders, by the seashore. And thus had the Laman- 
ites obtained, by the cunning of Amalickiah, so many cities, by 
their numberless hests, @ll of which were strongly fortified, 
after the manner of the fortifications of Moromi; all of which 
afforded strong holds for the Lamanites. eye 
And it came to pass that they marched to the borders of the 
land Bountiful, driving the Nephites before them, and slaying 
many. But it came to pass that they were met by Teancum, | 
who had slain Morianton, and had headed his mhis .. 4% 
- flight. And itcame to pass that he headed Amalickiahalso,. 
as he was marching forth with his numerous army, thathe _ 
might take possession of the land Bountiful, and also the land _ 
‘northward. But behold, he met with a disappointment, by ~.@ 
being repulsed by Teancum and his men, for they were great 
| ergs: for every man of Teancum did exceed the Laman- 
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ites in their strength, and in their skill of war, insomuch that ’ 
they did gain advantage over the Lamanitesy » | 
And it came to pass that they did barrass them, insomuch 
that they did slay them even until it was dark. And it came 
to pass that Teancum and his men did pitch their tents in thé 
borders of the land Bountiful; and Amalickiah did pitch his 
tents in the borders on the beach by the seashore: and after 
this manner were they driven. 
And it came to pass that when the night had come, Tean- 
‘cum and his servant stole forth and went out by night, and 
went into the camp of Amalickiah ; and behold, sleep had over- 
powered them, because of their much fatigue, which was cau- 
sed by the labors and heat of the day. | 
And it came to pass that Teancum stole privily into the 
tent of the king, and put a javelin to his heart; and he did 
cause the death of the king immediately, that he did not awake 
his servanis. And he returned again privily to his own camp, 
and behold, his men were asleep; and he awoke them, and 
told them all the things that he had done. And he caused that 
his armies should stand in readiness, lest the Lamanites had 
awoke, and should come upon them. And thus ended the 
iwenty and fifth year of the reign of the Judges over the people 
of Nephi; and thus ended the days of Amalickiah. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 


ANnp now it came to pass in the twenty and sixth year of the 
_ reign of the Judges over the people of Nephi, behold, when 
the Lamanites awoke on the first morning of the first month, 
behold, they found Amalickiah was dead, in his own tent; and 
they also saw that Teancum was.ready to give them battle on 
that day. And now when the Lamanites saw this, they were 
affmghted ; and they abandoned their design in marching into 
the land northward, and retreated with all their army into the 
city of Mulek, and sought protection in their fortifications.— 
And it came to pass that the brother of Amalickiah was ap- 
pointed king over the people; and his name was Ammoron: 
thus king Ammoron, the brother of king Amalickiah, was ap- 
pointed to reign in his stead. 
And it came to'pass that he did command that his péople 
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should maintain those cities which they had taken by the shed- 


ding of blood; for they had not taken any cities, save they had» « 


lost much blood. And now Teancum saw that the Lamanites 
were determined to maintain those cities which they had taken, 
and those parts of the land wiich they had obtained possession 
of ; and also seeing the enormity of their number, Teancum 
thought it was not expedient that he should attempt to attack 
them in their forts; but he kept his men round about, as if 
making preparations for war; yea, and truly he was preparing | 
to defend himself against them, by casting up walls round 
about, and preparing places of resort. gee 

And it came to pass that he kept thus preparing for wap, . 
until Moroni had sent a large.number of men to strengthen his 
army ; and Moroni also sent orders unto him, that he should 
retain all the prisoners which fell into his hands; for as the 
Lamanites had taken many prisoners, that he should retain all 
the prisoners of the Lamanites, as a ransom for those which 
the Lamanites had taken. And he also sent orders unto him, 
that he should fortify the land Bountiful, and secure the nar- 
row pass which led into the land northward, lest the Laman- 
ites should obtain that ‘point, and should have power to harrass 
them on every side. And Moroni also sent unto him, desir- 
mg him that he would be faithful in maintaining that quarter of 
the land, and that he would seek every opportunity to scourge 
the Lamanites in that quarter, as much as was in his power, 
that perhaps he might take again, by stratagem or some other 
way, those cities which had been taken out of their hands; 
and that he also would fortify and strengthen the cities round 
about, which had not fallen into the hands of the Lamanites, 
And he also said unto him, I would come unto you, but behold, - 
the Lamanites. are upon us in the borders of the land by’ the 
West Sea; and behold, I go against them, therefore I cannot 
come unto you. | | 

Now the king (Ammoron,) had departed out of the land of | 
Zarahemla, and had made known unto the queen concerning 
the death of his brother, and had gathered together'a large 
number of men, and had marched forth against the Nephites, 
on the borders by the. West Sea; and thus he was endeavoring 
to harrass the Nephites, and to draw away a part of their for- 
ces to that part of the land, while he had commanded those 
which he had left to possess the cities which he had taken, 
that they should also harrass the Nephites on the borders by 
the East. Sea; and should take possession of their lands as 
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much as it were in their power, according to the power of 
their armies. And thus were the Nephites in those dangerous 
circumstances, in the ending of the twenty and sixth year of 
_ the reign-of the Judges over the people of Nephi. 

~ But behold, it came to pass in the twenty and seventh year 
of the reign of the Judges, that Teancum, by the command of 
Moroni, who had established armies to protect the south and 
the west borders of the land, had began his march towards 
the land Bountiful, that he might assist Teancum with his 
men, in retaking the cities which they had lost. And it came 
* to pass that Teancum had received orders to make an attack 
upon the city of Mulek, and retake it if it were possible. 

And it came to pass that Teancum made preparations to 
make an attack upon the city of Mulek, and march forth with 
_ his army against the Lamanites; but he saw that it was im-. 

ssible that he could overpower them while they were in 
their fortifications ; therefore he abandoned his designs, and. 
returned again to the city Bountiful, to wait for the coming of | 
Moroni, that he might receive strength to his army. 

And it came to pass that Moroni did arrive with his army - 

to the land of Bountiful, in the latter end of the twenty and 
seventh year of the reign of the Judges over the people of 
Nephi. And in the commencement of the twenty and eighth 
- year, Moroni and Teancum, and many of the Chief Captains, 

eld a council of war, what they should do to cause the La- 
manites to come out against them to battle; or that they might 
by some means, flatter them out of their strong holds, that 
they might gain advantage over them, and take again the city 
of Mulek. 

And it came to pass that they sent embassies to the army of 
the Lamanites, which protected the city of Mulek, to their 
leader, whose name was Jacob, desiring him that he would 
come out with his armies to meet them upon the plains, be- 
tween the two cities. But behold, Jacob, which was a Zo- 
ramite, would not come out with his army to meet them upon 
the plains. | 

And it came to pass that Moroni, having no hopes of meet- 
ing them upon fair grounds, therefore he resolved upon a plan 
that he might decoy the Lamanites out of their strong holds. 
Therefore he caused that Teancum should take a small number 
of men, and march down near the seashore; and Moroni and 
his army, by night, marched into the wilderness, on the west 
of the city Mulek ; and thus, on the morrow, when the guards 
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of the Lamanites had discovered Teancum, they ran and told 
it unto Jacob, their leader. 

And it came to pass that the armies of the Lamanites did 
march forth against Teancum, supposing by their numbers to 
overpower Teancum, because of the smallness of his numbers. 
And as Teancum saw the armies of the Lamanites coming out 
against him, he began to retreat down by the seashore, north- 
ward. 

And it came to pass that when the Lamanites saw that he 
began to flee, they took courage and pursued them with vigor. 
And while Teancum was thus leading away the Lamanites 
which were pursuing them in vain, behold, Moroni comman- 
ded that a part of his army which were with him, should march 
forth into the city, and take possession of it. And thus they 
did, and slew all those who had been left to protect the city ; 
yea, all those who would not yield up their weapons of war. 
And thus Moroni had obtained a possession of the city Mulek, 
with a part of his army, while he marched with the remainder 
to meet the Lamanites, when they should return from the pur- 
sult of Teancum. 

And it came to pass that the Lamanites did pursue Teancum 
until they came near the city Bountiful, and then they were met 
by Lehi, and a small army, which, had been left to protect the 
city Bountiful. And now behold, when the Chief Captains of 
the Lamanites had beheld Lehi, with his army, coming against 
them, they fled in much confusion, lest perhaps they should 
not obtain the city Mulek, before Lehi should overtake them; 
for they were wearied because of their march; and the men 
of Lehi were fresh. Now the Lamanites did not know that 
Moroni had been in their rear with his army; and all they 
feared, was Lehi and his men. Now Lehi was not desirous 
to overtake them, till they should meet Moroni and his army. 
And it came to pass that before the Lamanites had retreated 
far, they were surrounded by the Nephites; by the men of Mo- 
roni on one hand, and the men of Lehi on the other, all of 
whom were fresh and full of strength; but the Lamanites _ 
were wearied, because of theirlong march. And Moroni com- 
-manded his men that they should fall upon them, until they 
had given up their weapons of war. 

And it came to pass that Jacob, being their leader, bei 
also a Zoramite, and having an unconquerable spirit, he | 
the Lamanites forth to battle, with exceeding fury against Mo- 
roni.. Moroni being in their course of seals Genes ore Jacob 
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was determined to slay them, and cut his way through to the 
city of Mulek. But behold, Moroni and his men were more 
powerful; therefore they did not give way before the La- 
manites. 

And it came to pass that they fought on both hands with 
exceeding fury; and there were many slain on both sides; 

ea, and Moroni was wounded, and Jacob was killed: And 

ehi pressed upon their rear with such fury, with his strong 
men, that the Lamanites in the rear delivered up their weap- 
ons of war; and the remainder of them, being much confused, 
knew not whether to go or to strike. Now Moroni seeing 
‘their confusion, he said unto them, If ye will bring forth your 
weapons of war, and deliver them up, behold we will forbear 
shedding your blood. And it came to pass that when the La- 
monies had heard these words, their Chief Captains, all those 
which were not slain, came forth and threw down their weap- 
ons of war at the feet of Moroni, and also commanded their 
men that they should do the same; but behold, there were 
many that would not; and those who would not deliver up 
their swords, were taken and bound, and. their weapons of 
war were taken from them, and they were compelled to march 
with their brethren forth into the land Bountiful. And now 
the number of prisoners which were taken, exceeded more 
than the number of those which had been slain; yea, more 
than thoe which had been slain on both sides. 

And it came to pass that they did set guards over the pri- 
soners of the Lamanites, and did compel them to go forth and. 
bury their dead; yea, and also the dead ofthe Nephites which 
were slain; and Moroni placed men over them to guard them 
while they should perform their labors, And Moroni went to 
_ the city of Mulek with Lehi, and took command of the city, 
and gave it unto Lehi. Now behold this Lehi wasa man who 
had been with Moroni in the more part of all his battles ; and 
he was aman like unto Moroni; and they rejoiced in each oth- 
er’s safety ; yea, they were beloved by each other, and also — 
beloved by all the people of Nephi. 

And it came to to pass that after the Lamanites had finished © 
burying their dead, and also the dead of the Nephites, they 
were marched back into the land Bountiful; and Teancum, © 
by the orders of Moroni, caused that they should commence 
in laboring in digging a ditch round about the land, or the city 
Bountiful; and he caused that they should build a breastwork 
of timbers upon the inner bank of the ditch; and they cast up 
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dirt out of the ditch against the breastwork of timbers; and 
thus they did cause the Lamanites to labor, until they had en- 
circled the city of Bountiful round about with a strong wall of 
timbers and earth, to an exceeding height. And this city be- 
came an exceeding strong hold ever after; and in this city 
they did guard the prisoners’of the Lamanites; yea, even with- 
in a wall, which they had caused them to build with their own 
hands. Now Moroni was compelled to cause the Lamanites 
to labor, because it were easy to guard them while at their la- 
bor; and he desired all his forces, when he should make an 
attack upon the Lamanites, 

And it came to pass that Moroni had thus gained a victory 
over one of the greatest of the armies of the Lamanites, and 
had obtained possession of the city Mulek, which was one of | 
the strongest holds of the Lamanites in the land of Nephi; 
and thus he, had also built a strong hold to retain his prisoners. 
And it came to pass that he did no more attempt a battle with 
the Lamanites in that year, but he did employ his men in pre- 
paring for war; yea, and in making fortifications to guard 


inst thte Lamanites ;+ yea, and also delivering their women 


and their children from. famine and affliction, and providing 
food for their armies. 
,*And now it came to pass that the armies of the Lamanites, 
on the West Sea, south, while in the absence of: Moroni, on 
account of some intrigue amongst the Nephites, which caused 
dissensions amongst them, had gained some ground over the 
_ Nephites, yea, insomuch that they had obtained possession of 
a number of their cities in that part of the.land; and thus be- 
cause Of iniquity amongst themselves, yea, because of dissen- 
sions and intrigue among themselves, they were placed in 
the most dangerous circumstances. 
And now behold, I have somewhat to say concerning the 
people of Ammon, which, in the beginning, were Lamanites ; 
but by Ammon and his brethren, or rather by the power and — 
_ word of God, they had been converted unto the Lord; and 
they had been brought down into the land of Zarahemla,, and 
: had ever since been protected by the Nephites; and because 


of their oath, they had been kept from taking up arms against 
their brethren: for they liad taken an oath, that they never 
would shed blood more ;“and. according to their oath, they 
would have perished; yea, they would have suffered them- 
selves to have fallen into the hands of their brethren, had it 
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not been for the ity and the exceeding love which Ammon 
and his brethren hi had for them; and for this cause, they 
were brought down into the land of Zarahemla; and they ever 
had been protected by the Nephites. 

But it came to pass that when they saw the danger, and the. 
many afflictions and tribulations which the Nephites bore for 
them, they,were moved with compassion, and were desirous 
to fake up arms in tlie defence of their country. But behold, 
as they. were about to take their weapons of war, they were 
overpowered by the persuasions of Helaman and his brethren, 
for they were about to break the oath which they had made; 
and Helaman feared lest by so doing, they should lose their — 
souls ;, therefore ‘all those which had entered into this cove- 
nant, were compelled to behold their brethren wade through 
their afflictions, in their dangerous circumstances, at this time. 
But behold, it came to pass they had many sons,,which had | 
not entered ifito a covenant that they would not take their 
weapons of to defend themselves against their enemies ; 
therefore they: did ssemble themselves together at this time, 
as many as’ were able to ‘take up arms; and they called them- 
selves Nephites; and they entered into a covenant, to fight 
for the liberty of the Nephites ; yea, to protect the land unto 
the laying down of their lives; yea, even they covenanted 
that they never would give up their liberty, but they would 
fight in all cases to protect the Nephites and themselves from 
bondage. | 
Now behold, there were two thousand of those young men 
which entered into this covenant, and took their weapons of 
war to defend their country. And now behold, as they never 
had hitherto been a disadvantage to the Nephites, they became 
now at this period of time also a great support; for they took 
their weapons of war, and they would that Helaman should be 
their leader. And they were all young men, and they were 
exceeding valiant for courage, and also for strength and acti- 
vity; but behold, this was not all: they were men which were 
true.at all times in whatsoever thing they were entrusted; — 
yea, they were men of truth and soberness, for. they had been 
taught to keep the commandments of God, and to walk upright- 
ly before him. | 

And now it came to pass that Helaman did march at the 
head of his two thousand stripling soldiers, to the support of 
the people in the borders of the land on the south, by the 
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West Sea. And thus ended the twenty and eigth year of the 
reign of the Judges over the people of Nephi, &. i sis 


CHAPTER. XXV. 


Anp now it came to pass in the twenty and ninth year of 
the Judges, that Ammoron sent unto Moroni, desiring*that he — 
would exchange prisoners. And it came to pass that Moroni 
felt to rejoice exceedingly at this request, for he desired the 
provisions which was imparted for the support of the Laman- 
ite prisoners, for the hs ay of his own people; and he also 
desired his own people for the strengthening of his army.— 
Now the Lamahites bad taken many women and children ; and — 
there was nota woman nor a child among all the prisoners of. 
Moroni, or the prisoners which Moroni had taken; therefore 
Moroni resolved upon, stratagem, to obtain as many prison-. 
ers of the Nephites igom the Lamanites, a8 it were possible; . 
therefore he wrote ag epistle, and sent it hy the servant of 
Ammoron, the sameé.'who had brought an epistle to Moroni. 
Now thesé.are the words which he wrote unto Ammoron, 
ing: Behold, Ammoron, I have wrote unto you somewhat con-_ ed 
cerning this war which ye have waged against my pegple, oe... OS 
rather which thy brother hath waged against them, and whieh 
ye are still determined to carry on after his death. Behold, | 
would tell you something concerning the justice of God, and _ 
the sword of his Almighty wrath, which doth Hang over.you: — 
Except ye repent and withdraw your armies into your own 
lands, or the lands of your possessions, which is the land of, 
Nephi; yea, I would tell you these things, if ye were capable. 
of hearkening unto them; yea, I would tell you concerning . 
that awful hell that awaits to receive such murderers agwthou.— 
and thy brother hath been, except ye repent and withdraw. 
your murderous purposes, and returm with your armies to your. a 
own lands; but-as ye have rejected these things, and have. «4 
fought against the people of the Lord, even so 1 may expect | | 


you will do it again. 

And now behold, we are prepared to receive you » yea, and. 
except you withdraw your purposes, behold, ye wall pull down. __ 
the wrath of that God whom you have rejected, upon you, . 
even to your utter destruction ; but as the Lord liveth, ourar-.- 
mies shall come upon*you, except ye withdraw, and ye shall” 
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soon be visited with death, for we will retain our cities and 
our lands; yea, and we will maintain our religion and the 
cause of our God. But behold, it supposeth me that I talk to 
“you concerning these things in-vain; or it supposeth me that 
thou art achild of hell; therefore I will close my epistle, by 
telling you that I will not exchange prisoners, save it be on 
conditions that ye will deliver up a man, and his wife, and his 
children, for one prisoner; if this be the case that ye will do 
it, | will exchange. And behold, if ye do not this, I will come 
against you with my armies ; yea, even! will arm my women 
. and my children, and I will come against you, and I will fol- 
low you even into your own land, which is the land of our 
first inheritance; yea, and it shall be blood for blood; yea, 
dife for life; and 1 will give you battle, even until you are des- 
_ jtroyed from off the face of the earth. Behold, 1 am in my an- 
-eger, and also my people; ye have sought to murder us, and 
we have only sought to defend ourselves. But behold, if ye 
seek to destroy,us more, we will seek to destroy you ; yea, 
and we will seek our Jand, the lands of our first inheritance. 
Now I close my.epistle, I am Moroni; I ama leader of the 
people of the.Nephites. 

Now it came to pass that Ammoron, when he had received 
this epistle, he was angry, and he wrote another epistle unto 
Moroni; and these are the words which’ he wrote, saying: | 
am Ammoron, the king of the Lamanites ; I am the brother of 
Amalickiah, whom ye have murdered. Behold, I will avenge 
his blood,upon you; yea; and I will come upon you with my 
armies, for] {far not your threatnings. For behold, your fa- 
thers did wrong their brethren, insomuch that they did rob 
them of their right to the government, when it rightly belonged 
‘unto them: And now behold, if ye will lay down your.arms, 
and subject yourselves to be governed by those to whom the 
government doth rightly -belong, then will I cause that my peo- 

le shall lay down their weapons, and shall be at war no more. 
Behold, ye have breathed out many threatnings against me and 


my people; but behold, we fear not your threatnings; never- 


theless, | will grant to exchange prisoners according to:your 
requestygladiy, that 1 may preserve my food for my men of 
War ; ame will wage a war which shall be eternal, either to 
the subjéeting the Nephiies to our authority, or to theit eter- 
nal extinetion. . And as concerning that God whom ye say we 
: have rejected, behold, we know not such a being; neither do 

_ ye; but if it so’be that there is such a being, we know not but 
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that he hath made us as well as you ; and if it so’be that there 
is a Devil and a hell, behold, will he not send you there, to 
dwell with my brother, which ye have murdered, which ye 
have hinted that he hath gone to such a place? But behold, 

_ these things mattereth not. I am Ammoron, anda deseendant | 
of Zoram, whom your. fathers pressed and brought out of Je- 
rusalem. -And behold, now, 1 am a bold Lamanite. Behold, 
this war hath been waged, to avenge their wrongs, and to main- 
tain, and to obtain their rights to the government ; and 1 close. 
my epistle to Moroni. 

Now it came to pass that when ‘Moroni had received this - 
epistle, he was mere angry, because he knew that Ammoron 
had a perfect knowledge of his fraud; yea, he knew that Am- 
moron knew that it was not a just cause that had caused him 
to wage a war against the people of Nephi. And he said, Be- 
hold, I will not exchange prisoners with Ammoron; save hey 
will withdraw his purpose, as I have stated in my epistle; for — 
I will not grant unto him that he shall have any more power — 
than what» he hath Behold, I know the place where the 
Lamanites doth guard my people, which they faa taken pris- 
oners; and as Ammoron would not grant unto me mine epis- 
tle, behold, | will give unto him according to my words ;’ yea, 

I will seek death among them, until they shall sue for peace. 
And now it came to pass that when. Moroni had said these . 
words, he caused that a search should be made among his 
men, that perhaps he might find a man which was a descend- 
ant of Laman among them. 

And it came to pass that they found one, ‘Pecans was 
Laman; and he was one of the servants of the king which was 
murdered by Amalickiah. Now Moroni caused =thatdvaman 
and a small number of his men, should goworth ato) 
which were over the Nephites.. Now the Nephites wereguar- 
ded in the city of Gid; therefore Moroni caused that Laman. 
ae a small number of men which was appointes to go with |= 

im. 

And it came to pass that when it was evening, Laman went 
to the guards which were over the Nephites, and behold, they 
saw him-coming, and they hailed him. But hie aith unto 
them, Fear not, Behold, | am @ Lamanite. Behold, we have — 
excaped from the Nephites, and they sleepeth and behold; we. 
have took of their wine, and brought with us. Now when the 
Lamanites heard these words, they received him with joye+ 
And they said’unto him, Give us of; you that 
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_ ina profound silence. But had they awoke the Lamanites, 
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drink ; we are glad that ye have thus taken wine with you, 

_ for we are weary. But Laman saith unto them, Let us keep 
_ of our wine till we go again&t the Nephites to battle. But this 
saying only made them more desirous to drink of the wine.— 
For, said they, We are weary ; therefore let us take of the 
wine, and by and by we shall receive wine. for our rations, 
which will strengthen us to go against the Nephites. And La- 
man saith unto them, You may do. according to your desires. 
And it came to pass that they did take of the wine freely, and 
it was pleasant to their taste ; therefore they took of it more 
freely ;-and it was strong, having been prepared in its strength. 
And it came to pass they did drink and were merry, and by 
and by they were all drunken. And now when Laman and his 
men saw that they were.all drunken, and were in a deep sleep, 

_ they returned to Moroni, and told him all the things that had 
chappened. And now this was according to the design of Mo- 
roni. ‘And Moron: had prepared his men with weapons of 
war; and he went to the city Gid, while the Lamanites were 
in a deep sleep, and drunken, and cast in the weapons of war 
in unto the prisoners, insomuch that. they were all armed; 
yea, even to their women, and all those of their children, as 
many as were able to use a weapon of war; when Moroni 
had armed all those prisoners. And all those things were done 


behold they were drunken, and the Nephites could have slain 
them. But behold this was not the desire of Moroni. Hedid 
not delight in murder or bloodshed; but he delighted in the 
saving of his people from destruction; and for this cause he 
might not, bring upon him injustice, he would not fall upon the 
Lamanites and destroy them in their drunkennes. But head 
obtained his desires; for he had armed those prisoners of the 
Nephites which were within the wall of the city, and had ga¥e 
them power to gain pooner ‘of. those parts which were 
within the walls ; and then he caused the men which were with 
him, to withdraw a pace from them, and surround the armies 
of the Lamanites. Nets behold, this was done in the night 
time, so that when the Lamanites awoke in the morning, they 
beheld that they were surronded by the Nephites without, 
and that their prisoners were armed within. And thus they 
saw that the Nephites had power over them; and in these cir- 
‘ cumstances they found that it was not expedient that they 
should fight with the Nephites ; therefore their Chief Captains 
demanded their weapons of war, and they brought them forth, * 
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and cast them at the feet of the Nephites, pleading for mer 
cy. Now behold, this was the desire of Moroni. He took 
them prisoners of war, and took ion of the city, and 
caused that all the prisoners sheuld be liberated, which were — 
Nephites; and they did join the army of Moroni, and were 
great strength to his army. | 
_ And it came to pass that he did cause thé Lamanites which 
he had taken prisoners, that they should commence a labor in 
strengthening the fortifications round about the city Gid.. And 
it came to pass that when he had fortified the city Gid, accor- 
ding to his desires, he caused that his prisoners should be ta- 
_ken to the city Bountiful. And he also guarded that city with 
an exceeding strong force. And it came to pass that they did, 
notwithstanding all the intrigues of the Lamanites, keep and. 
‘ protect all the prisoners which they had taken, and also main- 
tain all the ground and the advantage which they had retaken. 
And it came to pass that the Nephites began again to be victo-. 
rious, and to reclaim their rights and their privileges. Many 
times did the Lamanites attempt to encircle them about @y 
night, but in these attempts they did lose many prisoners.— 
And many times did they atempt to administer of their wine 
to the Nephites, that they might destroy them with poison or | 
with drunkenness. But behold, the Nephites were nut slow to 
remember the Lord their God, in this their times of affliction. 
They could not be taken in their snares; yea, they would not 
partake of their wine; yea, they would not take of wine, save 
they had firstly given to some of the Lamanite prisoners. And 
they were thus cautious, that no poison should: be administer- 
ed among them ; for if their wine would poison a Lamanite, it 
would also poison a Nephite; and thus they did try all their 4 
liquors. And now it came to pass that it was expedient for 4 
Moroni to make preparations to attack the city Morianton.— : 
For behold, the Lamanites had, by their labors, fortified the 
city Morionton until it hail become an exceeding strong hold ; 
and they were continually bringing new forces into that city, 
‘and also new supplies of provisions. And thus ended the == | 
‘twenty and ninth year of the reign of the Judges over the people . 
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AND now it came to pass in the commencement of the thir- 
tieth year of the reign of the Judges, in the second day, onthe 
first. month, Moroni received an epistle from Helaman, stating 
the affairs of the people in that quarter of the land. And 
these are the words which he wrote, saying: My dearly be- 
Joved brother, Moroni, as well inthe Lord as in the tnbula- 
tions of our warfare; behold, my beloved brother, I have 
somewhat to tell you concerning our warfare in this part of the 
land. Behold, two thousand of the sons of those men 
which Ammon brought down out of the land of Nephi: Now 
ye have known that these were a descendant of Laman, which 
was the eldest son of our‘father Lehi. Now I need not re- 

_ hearse unto you concerning their traditions or their unbelief, 
for thou knowest concerning all these things; therefore it sup- 
poseth me that I -tell you that two thousand of these young 
mén hath taken their weapons of war, and would that I should 
be their leader; and we have come forth to defend our coun- 
try. And now ye also know concerning the covenant which 
their fathers made, that they would not take up their weapons 
of war against their brethren, to shed blood. But in the twen- 
ty and sixth year, when they saw our afflictions and our tribu- 
lations for them, they were about to break the covenant which 

they had made, and take up their weapons of war in our de- 

& fence. But I would not suffer them that they should break this 

.* covenant which they had made, supposing that God would 

q strengthen us, insomuch that we should not suffer more be- 

fl cause of the fulfilling the oath which they had taken.

And now these are the cities which the Lamanites have 
obtained possession, by the shedding of the blood of so many 
of our valiant men: The land of Manti, or the city of Manti, 
and the city of Zeezrom, and the city of Cumeni, and the city 
of Antiparah. And these are the cities which they 

when I arrived at the city of Judea; and I found Antipus and 
his men toiling with their mights to fortify the city; yea, and 
they were depressed im body as well as in spirit; for they 
had fought valiantly by day, and toiled by night, to maintain 


their cities; and thus they had suffered great afflictions ofeve-. 


ry kind. And now they were determined to conquer in this 
place, or die; therefore you may well suppose that this little 


force which i brought with me; yea, those sons of mine, gave 


them ‘great hopes and much joy. « 

And now it came to pass that when the Lamanites saw that 
Antipus had received a greater strength to his army, they were 
compelled, by the orders of Ammoron, to not come against the 
city of Judea, or against us, to battle. And thus were we fa- 
vored of the Lord: for had they come upon us in this ‘our 
weakness, they might have perhaps destroyed our little army; 
but thus were we preserved. They were commanded by Am- 


moron to maintain those cities which they had taken. And thus’* 


ended the twenty and sixth year. And in the commencement 
of the twenty and seventh year, we had prepared our city and 


ourselves for defence. Now we were desirous that the: La-. 
manites should come upon us; for we were not desirous to. 
- make an attack upon them in their strong holds. And itcame — 


to pass that we kept spies out round about, to watch the move- 
ments of the Lamanites, that they might not pass us by night, 
nor by day, to make an attack upon our other cities, which 


were on the northward ; for we knew in those cities they were.

rous, if they should pass by us, to fall upon. them in their rear,

| Lamanites, thus seeing our forces increase daily, and provis- 
ions arrive for our support, they began to be fearful, and be- 
gan to sally forth, if it were possible, to put an end to our re- 
ceiving provisions and strength. Now when we saw that the 
Lamanites began to grow uneasy on this wise, we were desi- 
rous to bring a strafagem into an effect upon them; therefore 
Antipus ordered that I should march forth with my little sons, 
to a neighboring city, as if we were carrying provisions to a 
neighboring city. And we were to march near the city Anti- 
“sap as if we were going to the city beyond, in the borders, 

y the seashore. And it came to pass that we did march 
forth, as if with our provisions, to go to that city. And it 
came to pass that Antipus did march forth, witha a of his 
army, leaving the remainder to maintain the city. But he did 
: not march forth, until] I had gone forth with my little army, 
“PF and came near the city Antiparah. And now inthe city Anti- 

parah, were stationed the strongest army of the Lamanites; 

. ber the most numerous. And it came to pass that when they 

ad been informed by their spies, they came forth with their 
‘army, and marched against us. 
And it came to pass that we did flee before them, northward. — 

And thus we did lead away the most powerful army of the 

Lamanites; yea, even toa considerable distance, insomuch 

that when they saw the army of Antipus pursuing them, with

on the seventh month, And: now: whether they were overta- 
ken by Antipus, we knew not; but I said unto my men, Be- = 
hold, we know’not but. they have halted for the purpose that 
ny come against them, that they might catch us in their 
are; therefore, what say ye, my sons, will ye go against 
theta to battle? And now, I say unto yo, my 
Moroni, That never had I seen so great courage, nay; not 
amongst all the Nephites. For as I had ever called them’ my 
sons, (for they were. al} of them very young,) even so they sand. 
me, Father, behold, our God is with us, and he will. not 
suffer that we shall fall; then let us go forth; we wouldnot - 
slay our brethren, if they would let us alone ; therefore let us 
go, lest they should overpower the army of Antipus.. Now 
they never had fought, yet they did not fear death; and they © 
did think more upon the hberty of their fathers, than they: did | 
upon their lives; yea, they had been taught by their mothers, . 
that if they did not doubt, that God would deliverthem. And. 
they rehearsed unto me the words of their mothers, saying : — 
We do not doubt our mothers knew it. ; 

And it came to pass that I did return with my two thousand, ~~ 
against these Lamanites which had pursued us. Andtiow be- — 
hold, the armies of Antipus had overtaken them, and a terrible 
battle had commenced... The army of Antipus being weary, | 

because of their long march in so short a.space of time, were 

about to fall into the hands of the Lamanites; and had I not - 
returned with my two thousand, they would. have obtained 
their purpose: for Antipus had fallen by the sword, and many 
of his leaders, because of their weariness, Which was ‘occa- 
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And it came to pass‘that the Lamanites took courage, and 
began to pursue them; and thus were the Lamanites pursuing 
them with great vigor, when Helaman came upon their rear 
‘with his two thousand, and began to slay them exceedingly, 
insomuch that the whole army of the -Lamanites halted, and 
turned upon Helaman. Now when the people of Antipus 
saw that the Lamanites had turned them about, they gathered 
together their men, and came again upon the rear of the La- 

And now it came to pass that we, the people of Nephi, the 
\people of Antipus, and I with my two thousand, did surround 
‘the Lamanites, and did slay them ; yea, insomuch that they 
were compelled to deliver up their weapons of war, and also 
themselves as prisoners of war. 

And now it came to pens that when they had surrendered 
themselves up unto us, behold, I numbered those young men 

“which had fought with me, fearing lest there were many of 
_ them slain. But behold, to my great joy, there had not one 
soul of them fallen to the earth ; yea, and they had fought as 
if with the strength of God; yea, never was men known to 
have fought with such miraculous strength ; and with such 
mighty power did they fall upon the Lamanites, that they did 
~frighten them; and for this cause did the Lamanites deliver 
themselves up as prisoners of war. And as we had no place 
}: for our prisoners, that we could guard them to keep them 
14 _ from the armies of the Lamanites, therefore we sent them to 
: “the land of Zarahemla, and a part of tliose men which were 
‘not slain of Antipus, with them; and the remainder! took and 
joined them to my stripling Ammonites, and took our march

{ And now it came to pass that I received an epistle from 
| Ammoron, the king, stating that if I would deliver up those 
g prisoners of war which we had taken, that he would deliver

‘the king, That we were sure our forces were sufficient to take 
the city of Antiparah by our force ; and by delivering up the 

prisoners for that city, we should suppose ‘ourselves unwise, 

and that we would only deliver up our prisoners on exchange. 
And Ammoron refused mine episfle, for he would not exchange 
“prisoners ; therefore we began to make preparations’ to go 
against the city of Antiparah. But the people of Antjparah 
“did leave the city, and fled to their other cities which they 


had posséssion of, to fortify them ; and thus the city a 
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they could get into their hands, insomuch that we did sla WB 


for us, that we should put an end to their lives, or.guard them, 
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parah fell into our hands. And thus ended the.twenty and 
eighth year of the reign of the Judges, : nf 

And it came to pass that in the commencementof the twenty 
and ninth year, we .received.a supply of prmneen and also 
an addition to our army, from the land of hemla, and from 
the land round about, to the number of six thousand men, 
besides sixty of the sons of the Ammonites, which had come 
to join their brethren, my little band of two thousand. And 
now behold, we were strong; yea, and we had also a plenty 
of provisions brought unto us. 

_ And it came to pass that it was our desire to wage. a battle 
with the army which was placed to protect the city Cumeni. 
And now behold, I will shew unto you that we soon accom- 
plished our desire ; yea, with our strong force, or with a part 
of our strong force, we did surround, by night, the city Cume- 


ni, a little before they were to receive a supply of, provisons, - 


And it came to pass that we did camp round about the city 
for many nights ; but we did sleep upon our swords, and keep 
guards, that the Lamanites could not come upon.us: by night, 
and slay us,. which they attempted many, times ; but ‘as man 
times as they attempted this, their blood.was spilt. At 
their provisions. did arrive, and. they were about.to enter the 
city by night. And we, instead of being Lamanites, were, Ne- 
phites; therefore, we did take them and their provisions.——_ 
And notwithstanding the Lamanites being eut,off from their 
support after this manner, they were still determined to main- 
tain the city ; therefore. it became expedient that. we..should 
take those provisions and send them to Judea and our pris- 
oners to the land of ZarahemJa. : | 
And it eame to pass that not many days had passed away, 
before the Lamanites began to lose all hopes of succor ; there- 
fore they yielded up the city into our hands; and thus we had 


accomplished our designs, in obtaining the city Cumeni. But 


it came to pass that our prisoners were so numerous, that not- 
withstanding the enormity of our numbers, we were obliged ito 
employ: all our force to keep: them, or to put them to. death. 
For behold, they would break out im. great numbers, and 
would fight with stones, and with clubs, or whatsoever things 


wards of two. thousand of them, efter they had surren . 
themselves prisoners of war; therefore it became —eve | 
sword in hand, down to the oh and also our 
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visions were not any more than sufficient for our own 
ple, notwithstanding that which we had taken from the La- 
manites.' And now, in those critical circumstances, it became 
a very serious matter to determine concerning these prisoners 
of war; nevertheless, we did resolve to send them down to 
the land of Zarahemla; therefore we selected a part of our 
men, and gave them charge over our prisoners, to go down to 
the land of Zarahemla. 

But it came to pass that on the morrow, they did return.— 
And now behold, we did not inquire of them concerning the 
prisoners ; for behold, the Lamanites were upon us, and they 
returned in season to save us from falling into their hands.— 
For behold, Ammon had sent to their support a new supply of 


provisions, and also a numerous army of men. 


- And it came to pass that those men which we sent with the 
prisoners, did arrive in season to check. them, as they were 


‘about to overpower us. But behold, my little band of two 
thousand and sixty, fought most desperately ; yea, they were 
- firm before the Lamanites, and did administer death unto all 


those who opposed them ; and as the remainder of our army 
were about to give way before the Lamanites, behold, those 
two thousand and sixty were firm and undaunted; yea, and 
sre did ‘obey and observe to perform every word of command 
with exactness; yea, and even according to their faith, it was 
done unto them ; and I did remember the words which they 
said unto me that their mothers had taught them. And now 


\ behold, it was these, my sons, and those men which had been 


selected to convey the prisoners, to whom we owe this great 
aap? Ae for it was they who did beat the Lamanites ; there- 
fore they were driven back to the city of Manti. And we re- 
tained our city Cumeni, and were not all destroyed by the 
sword ; nevertheless, we had suffered great loss. 

And it came to pass that after the Lamanites had fled, I im- 
mediately gave orders that my men which had been wounded, 
should be taken from among the dead, and caused that their 
wounds should be dressed. And it came to pass that there 
‘were two hundred, out of my two thousand and sixty, which 
shad fainted because of the loss of blood ; nevertheless, accor- 
ding to the goodness@f God, and to our great astonishment, 
and also the foes of our whole army, there was not one soul. 
of them which did perish ; yea, and neither was theré one 
soul among them which had not received many wounds. And 
now, their preservation was astonishing to our whole army ; 
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yea, that they should be spared, while there was a thousand 
of our brethren which were slain. And we do justly ascribe 
it to the miraculous power of God, because of their exceeding 
faith in that which they had been taught to believe, that there 
was a just God; and whosoever did not doubt, that they 
should ° preserved by his marvellous power. Now this was 
the faith of these of which Phave spoken ; they are y 
and their minds are firm; and they do put their trust in 
continually. | | 
And now it came to pass that after we had*thus taken care 
of our wounded men, and had buried our dead, and also the 
dead of the Lamanites, which were many, behold, we did in- 
quire of Gid concerning the prisoners which they had started 
to go down to the land of Zarahemla with. Now Gid was the 
Chief Captain over the band which was appointed to guard 
them down to the land. And now, these are the words which 
Gid said unto me: Behold, we did start to go down to the land 
of: Zarahemla, with our prisoners. And it came to pass that — 
we did meet the spies of our armies; which had been sent out — 
to watch the camp of the Lamanites. And they cried untous, _ 
saying: Behold, the armies of the Lamanites are a marching 
towards the city of Cumeni; and behold, they will fall upor 
them, yea, and will destroy our people. ed n 
And it came to pass that our prisoners did hear their cries, 
which caused them to take courage; and they did rise up in 
rebellion against us. And it came to because of thei 
rebellion, we did cause that our swords should come upon 
them. And it came to pass that they did, in a body, run upon 
our swords, in the which, the greater number of them were 
slain ; and the remainder of them broke through and fled from 
us. And behold, when they had fled, and we could not over- | 
take them, we took our march with speed towards the city 
Cumeni; and behold, we, did arrive in time that we might 
assist our brethren in preserving the city. And behold, we 
are again delivered out of the hands of our enemies. And bles- 
sed is the name of our God: for behold, it is he that hath»de- 
hivered us; yea, that hath done this great thing for us.  ~, 
_ Now it came to pass that when I, Helaman, had heard these 
words of Gid, I was filled with exceeding joy, because of the 
goodness of God in preserving us, that we might not all per 
ish; yea, and I trust that the souls of them which has béen 
slain, have entered into the rest of ther God. 
And behold, now it came to pass that our next object 
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to obtain’ the’ city of Manti’; but behold, there was no way that 
we could lead them out of the city, by our small bands. For 
behold, they remembered: that-which we had hitherto done; 
thetefore we could not decoy them away from their strong 
holds ;'and' they were so exceeding more numerous than was 
our army, that we dust not go forth and attack them in their 
strong holds. Yea;-and it became expdient that we should 
our meri, to the maintaitfing thosé parts of the land, 
of the which we had retained of our possessions ; therefore it 
bécaiié expediérit that we should wait, that we might receive 
moré’ strength from’ the land of Zarahemila, and also a new 
ly of provisions. | 

And it came to pass that I thus did send an embassy to the 


| ea of our land; to acquaint him concerning the affairs of 


ir people. And it camé to pass that we did wait to receive 
hw and strength, from the land of Zarahemla. But be- 

old, this did not profit us but little: for the Lamanites were 
also receiving great strength, from day to day, and also many 
provisions ; and thus were our circumstances at this period 
of time. And the Lamanitas were sallying forth against us, 
from time to time, resolving by stratagem, to destroy us; nev- 
érthéless, we could not come to battle with them, because’ of 
their retreats and their strong holds. 


_ And it came to pass that we did wait in these difficult cir- 


éumstances, for the space of may months, even until we were 
about to perish for the want of food. But if came to pass that 
we did receive food, which was guarded to us'by an army of 
two thousand men, to our assistance; and this is all the assis- 
tance which we did receive, to défend oursélves’and our coun- 
try from falling info the hands of out enemies ; yéa, to con- 
tend with an enémy which was innumerable. And now thé 
cause of these our embarrassnients, or the cause why they did 
not send more strength unto us, we knew not; therefore we 
Were grieved, and also filléd with fear, lest by any méans the 
judgements of God should come upon our land, to our éver- 
throw and utter destruction; therefore we did pour out our 
souls in prayer to God, that he would strengthen us and deli- 
ver us out of the hands of our enemies ; yea, and also give us 
strength; that we might retain our cities, and our lands, and 
Our possessions, for the support of our people. Yea, and it 
came to pass that the Lord our God did visit us with assur- 
ances, that he would deliver us; yea, insomuch that he did 
speak peace to — and did grant unto us as great faith, 
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and did cause us that .we,should hope for our deliverance, in 
him; and we did take courage with our small force which we 
had received, and were fixed with a determination to conquer. 
our enemies, and to maintain our lands, and,our possessions, . 
and our wives, and our children, and the cause,of our liberty. 
And thus we did go forth with all our might-against the La- 
manites, which. were in the city of Manti; and we did pitch 
our tents by the wilderness side, which. was near to the city. 
_ And it.came to pass that on the morrow, that when the La- 
manites saw that we were in the borders bythe wilderness. 
which was near the city, that. they sent, out their spies 
round about us, that they might discover the number.and the 
And. it came to’ pass that when they saw that we were not 
strong, according to our numbers, and fearing that we should 
cut them off from their support, except they should come out 
to battle again us, and kill us, and also supposing that they 
could easily destroy us with their numerous hosts, therefore 
they began to make preparations to come out against.us to 
battle. And when we saw. that they were making 
tions to come out against us, behold, I caused that Gid, with a 
small number of men, should secrete himself.in the wilderness, 
and also that Teomner should, with a small number of men, 
secrete themselves also in the wilderness. .Now Gid.and his 
men was on the right, and the others on the left; and when 
they had thus secreted themselves, behold, I remained with 
the remainder of my army, in that same place where. we had 
first pitched our tents, against, the time that the Lamanites - 
should come outto battle. |. 
And it came to pass that.the Lamanites did come out with 
their numerous army against us; And when they had come, — 
and were about to fall upon us with the sword, I caused that 
my men, those which were with me, should retreat into the 
. . And it came to pass that the Lamanites did follow after us 
with great speed, for they. were exceedingly desirous, to over- . 
take us, that they might slay us; therefore they did follow us 
into the wilderness; and we did pass by in. the midst.of Gid © 
and Teomner, insomuch that they were not discovered by the 
_ And it came to pass that, when the. Lamanites had passed 
by, or when the army had passed by, Gid and’ Teomner: did . 
rise up from their secret plane and did cut off the spies. ¢f 
vide 
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the Lamanites, that they should not return to'the city. And it 
came to pass that when they had cut them off, they ran to the 
city, and fell upon the guards which were left to guard the city, 
insomuch that they did destroy them, and did take possession 
of the city: Now this was done, because the Lamanites did 
suffer their whole army, save a few guards only, to be led away 
And it came to pass that Gid and Teomner, by this means, 

had obtained possession of their strong holds. And it came to 
pass that we took our course, after having travelled much in 
the Wilderness, towards the land of Zarahemla. And when 


the Lamanites saw that they were marching towards the land 


of Zarahemla, they were exceeding fraid, lest there was a plan. 
laid to lead them on to destruction ; therefore they began to 
retreat into the wilderness again, yea, even back by the same 


_ way which they had came. And behold, it was night, and 


they did pitch their tents ; for the Chief Captains of the La- 
manites had supposed that the Nephites were weary, because 
of their march ; and supposing that they had driven their 
whole army, therefore they took no thought concerning the 


of-Manti. 


ow :t came to that when it was night, that I caused 
that my men should not sleep, but that they should march 
forward, by another way, towards the land of: Manti. And be- 
cause of this our march in the night time, behold, on the mor- 
row, we were beyond the Lamanites, insomuch that we did 
arrive before them to the city of Manti. And thus it came to 
pass, that by this stratagem, we did take possession of the city 
of Manti, without the shedding of blood. td : 
And it came to pass that when the armies of the Lamanites 
did arrive near the city,-and saw that we were prepared to 
meet them, they were astonished ‘exceedingly, and struck @ith 
great fear, insomuch that they did flee into the wilderness.— 
Yea, and it came to pass that the armies of the Lamanites did 
flee out of all this quarter of the land. But behold, they have 
earried with them many women and children out of the land. 
And those cities which had been taken by the Lamanites, all 
of them are at this périod of time, in our possession ; and our 
fathers, and our women, and our children, are returning to 
their homes, all save it be those which have been taken pris- 
oners and carried off by the Lamanites. But behold, our ar- 
mies are small, to maintain so great a number of cities, and so 


great possessions.- But behold, we trust that-our Gad, whe 
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hath given us victory over those lands, insomuch that we 


have obtained those cities and those lands, which were our 
own. Now we do not know the cause that the government 
does not grant us more strength; neither. do those men 
which came up unto us, know why we have not received 
greater strength. Behold, we do not know but what ye are 
unsuccessful, and ye have drawn away the forces into that 
quarter of the land; if so, we do not desire to murmur. And 
if it is not so, behold, we fear that there is some faction in the 
government, that they do not send more men to our assistance ; 
for we know that they are more numerous than that which 
they have sent. But behold, it mattereth not; we trust 
God will deliver us, notwithstanding the weakness of our ar- 
mies, yea, and deliver us out of the: hands of our enemies.— 
Behold, this is-the twenty and ninth year, in the latter end, 
and we are in the possessson of our lands ; and the Lamanites 
have fled to the land of Nephi. And those sons of the people 
of Ammon, of which I have so highly spoken, are with me in 
the city of Manti; and the Lord hath supported them, yea, and 
kept them from falling by the sword,. insomuch that even one 


soul hath not been slain. But behold, they have received ma- * 
ny wounds ; nevertheless they stand fast in that liberty where- 


with God hath made them free ; and they are strict to remem- 
ber the Lord their God, from. day to day; yea, they do ob- 
serve to keep his statutes, and his judgements, and his com- 
mandments continually ; and their faith is strong in the proph- 
ecies concerning that which is tocome. And now my beloved 
brother Moroni,. that the Lord our God who hath redeemed 
us and made us free, may keep. you continnally in his pres- 
ence; yea, and that he may favor this. people, even that ye 


may have success in obtaining the possession of all that which 


the Lamanites hath taken from us, whieh was for our support. 
And: now behold, I close mine.epistle. I am Helaman, the 
son of Alma. | 


CHAPTER XXVII. 
_ Now it came to pass in the thirtieth year of the reign of the 
Judges over the people of Nephi, after Moroni had received 


and had read Helaman’s epistle,. he-was exceedingly rejoiced 
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laman had had, in obtaining those lands which were.Jost ; yea, 
and he did make it known unto all his people in. all the fand 
—_— about in that part where he was, that they might rejoice 
And it came to pass that he immediately sent an epistle.to 
Pahoran, desiring that he should cause men to be gathered to- 
gether, to strengthen Helaman, or the armies of Helaman, in- 
somuch that he might with ease maintain that part of the land 
which he had been so miraculously prospered in retaining.— 
And jt.came to pass when Moroni had sent this epistle to. the 
land of Zarahemla, he began again to lay a plan, that he might 
obtain the remainder of those possessions and cities which the 
Lamanites had taken from them. 
And it came to pass that while Moroni was. thus. making 
_ preparations to go against the Lamanites.to battle, behold, the 
of Nephiha!: which were gathered together from the city 
of Moroni, and. the city of Lehi, and the city of Morianton, 
were attacked by the Lamanites; yea, even those which 
been compelled to flee from the land of Manti, and from, the 
land round about, had come over and joined the Lamanites in 
this part of the land; and-thus being exceeding numerous, yea, 
and receiving strength from day to day, by the command. of 
Ammoron, they came forth against. the. people of Nephihah, 
and they did begin to slay them with an -exeeeding great 
slaughter. And their armies were so numerous, that the re- 
mainder of the people of Nephihah were obliged to flee before 
them ; and they came even and joined the army of Moroni.— 
And new as Moroni had supposed that there, should be mea 
sent to the city of Nephihah, to the assistance of the people 
to maintain that city, and knowing that it was easier to keep 
the city from falling into the hands. of the Lamanites, than to — 
retake it from them, he supposed that they would. gasily _ 
maintain that city; therefore he retained all his force te main- 
tain those places whieh he had recovered. 
And now when Moroni saw that the city of Nephihah was 
lost, he was exceeding sorrowful, and began to doubt, because 
of the wickedness of the people, whether they should not fall 
into the hands of their brethren.. Now this was the case with 
all his Chief Captains. They doub::d and marvelled also, 
because of the wickedness of the people ; and this, because of 
the suceess of the Lamanites.over them. And it came to\pass 
_ that,Moroni was angry.with the government, because of. their 
Indifference concerning the freedom of their country, . <->. 
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And it cameto pass that he wrote again to the of 
the land, which was Pahoran, and these are the words which 
he wrote, saying, Behold, I direct .mine epistle to Pahoran, in 
the city of Zarahemla, which is the Chief Judge and the gov~ _ 
ernor over the land, and also to all those who hath been cho- 
sen by this people to govern and manage the affairs of this: . 
war; for behold, I have somewhat to say unto them by the 
way of condemnation; for’ behold; ye yourselves know that 
ye have been appointed to gather together men, and:arm thenr 
with swords, and with cimeters, and all manner of weapons of 
war, of every kind, and send forth against the Lamamites; in ~ 
whatsoever parts they should come into our land. And now 
behold, I say unto you, That myself, and also my men, and 
also Helaman and his men, have suffered exceeding great suf- 
ferings ; yea, even hunger, thirst, and fatigue, and allmanner ~ 
of afflictions of every kind. But behold, were this all we had 
suffered, we would not murmur nor complain; but behold; 
great has been the slaughter among our people; yea, thou- 
sands have fallen by the sword, while it might have otherwise 
been, if ye had’ rendered unto our armies sufficient strength 
and succor for them, Yea, great has been your neglect to- 
wards us. And now behold, we desire to know the cause of — 
this exceeding great neglect; yea, we desire to know the 
cause of your thoughtless state. Can you think to sit upon 
your thrones, in a state of thoughtless stupor, while your en- 
emies are ' ing the work of death around you? Yea; 
while they are murdering thousands of your brethren ; yea, 
even they which have looked a you for protection, yea; 
have placed you in a situation that ye might have succored 
them; yea, ye might:have sent armies unto them, to have 
strengthened them, and have saved thousands of them from 
falling by the sword? But behold, this is not all: Ye have 
withheld your ieee from them, insomuch that many have 
fought arid bled out their lives because of their great desires, 
which they had for the welfare of this people; yea, and this they 
have done, when they were about to perish with hunger, be- 
causé of your exceeding great neglect towards them. And | 
now, tiy beloved brethren; for ye had ought to be beloved ; 
yea, and ye had oughit fo have stirred yourselves more mye mer 
for the welfare and the freedom of this’ people: but beho 
ye have neglected them, insomuch that the blood of thousands 
shall come upon your heads’ for ven ; yea, for kiiown 
unto God were all their éries, and all their sufferings. . Behold, - 
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could ye suppose that ye could sit upon your thrones, and 
because of the exceeding goodness of God, ye could do no- 
thing, and he would deliyer you? Behold, if ye have sup- 
sed this, ye have supposed in vain. Do ye suppose that, 
cause so many of your brethren have been killed, because 


‘of their wickedness? I say unto you, if ye have supposed 


this, ye have supposed in vain: for I say unto you, there are 
many which have fallen by the sword; and behold, it is to 
your condemnation ; for the Lord suffereth the mghteous to be 


‘slain, that his justice and judgement may come upon the wick- 


ed; therefore ye need not suppose that the righteous are lost 
because they are slain; but behold, they do enter into the rest 
of the Lord their God. And now behold, I say unto you, | 
fear exceedingly that the judgements of God will come upon 
this people, because of their exceeding slothfulness; yea, 
even the slothfulness of our government, and their exceedi 
great neglect towards their brethren, yea towards those whic 
have been slain: For were it not for the wickedness which 
first commenced at our head, we could have withstood our 
enemies, that they could have gained no power over us ; yea, 
had it not been for the war which broke out among ourselves; 
yea, were it not for these king-men, which caused so much 
loodshed among ourselves; yea, at the time we were conten- 
ding among ourselves, if we had united our strength, as we 
hitherto have done; yea, had it not been for the desire of 
power and authority which those king-men had over us ; had 
they been true to the cause of our freedom, and united with us, 
and gone forth against our enemies, instead of taking up their 
swords against us, which was the cause of so much blood- 
shed among ourselves; yea if we had gone forth against them, in 
the strength of the Lord, we should have dispersed our ene- 
mies ; for it wold have been done according to the fulfilling 
of his word. But behold, now the Lamanites are coming upon 
us, and they are murdering our people with the sword; yea, 
our women and our children { taking possession of our lands, 
and also carrying them away captive ; causing them that they 
should suffer all manner of afflictions ; and this because of the 
great wickedness of those who are seeking for power and au- 


_ thority; yea, even those king-men. But why should I say 


much concerning this matter, for we know not but what ye 
yourselves are seeking for authority? We know not but 
what ye are also traitors to your country? Or is it that ye 
have neglected us because ye are in the heart of our country, 
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and ye are surrounded by security, that ye do not cause food 
to be sent unto us, and also men to strengthen our armies ? 
Have ye forgot the commandments of the Lord your God ? 
Yea, have ye forgot the captivity of our. fathers? Have ye 
forgot the many times we have been delivered out of the 
hands of our enemies? Or do ye suppose that the Lord will 
still deliver us, while we sit upon our thrones, and do not make 
use of the means which the Lord hath provided for us? Yea, 
will ye sit in idleness, while ye are surrounded with thousands 
of those, yea, and tens of thousands, which do also sit in idle- © 
ness, while there are thousands round about in the borders of 
the land, which are falling by the sword, yea, wounded and 
bleeding? Do ye suppose that God will look upon you as 
ramen while ye sit still and behold these things? Behold 

say unto you, Nay. Now I would that ye should remember 
that God hath said that The inward vessel shall be cleansed 
first, and then shall the outer vessel be cleansed also. And 
now except ye do repent of that which ye have done, and begin 
to be up and doing, and send forth food and men unto us, and. 
also unto Helaman, that he may support those parts of our 
country which he hath retained, and that we mag also recover 
the remainder of our possessions in these parts, behold it will 
be expedient that we contend no more with the Lamanites 
until we have first cleansed our inward vessel; yea, even the 
great head of our government; and except ye grant mine 
epistle, and come out and shew unto me a true spirit of free- 
dom, and strive to strengthen and fortify our armies, and grant 
unto them food for their support, behold I will leave a part of 
my freemen to majntain this part of our land, and I will leave 
the strength and the blessings of God upon them, that none 
other power can operate against them; and this because of — 
their exceeding faith and their patierice in their tribulations ; 
and I will come unto you, andif there be any among you that 
hath a desire for freedom, yea, if there be even a spark of free- 
dom remaining, behold I. will stir up insurrections among you, 
even until those who hath desires to usurp power and author- 
ity, shall become extinct ; yea, behold I do not fear your pow- 
er nor your authority, but it is my God whom I fear, and it is 
according to his commandments that I do take my sword to 
defend the cause of my country, and it is because of your in- 
iquity that we have suffered so much loss. Beholdit is.time, 
yea, the time is now at hand, that except ye do bestir your- 
selves in the defence of your country and your littleones, the 
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sword of justice doth hang over you ; yea, and it shall fall upon 
you and visit you even to your utter destruction. » Behold, | 
wait for assistance from you, and except ye do administer unto 
our relief, behold I come unto you even into the land of Za- 
rahemla, and smite you with the sword, insomuch that ye can 
have no more power to impede the progress of this people in 
the cause of our freedom ; for behold the Lord will not:suffer 
that ye shall live and wax strong in your iniquities, to destroy 
his nghteous people. Behold, can you suppose that the Lord 


_ will spare you and come out in judgement against the Laman- 


ites, when it is the tradition of their fathers that hath caused 
their hatred.; yea, and it hath been redoubled by those which 
have dissented ffom us, while your iniquity is for the cause of 
your love of glory, and the vain things of the world? Ye know 
that ye do transgress the laws of , and ye do know that 
ye do trample them under your feet. Behold, the Lord saith 
unto me, If those whom ye have appointed your governors, 
do not repent of their sins and iniquities, ye shall go up to bat- 
tle against them. And now behold, I Moroni am constrained, 
according to the covenant which I have made to keep the 
commandments of my God ; therefore I would that ye should 
adhear to the word of God, and send speedily unto me of your 
ae and of your men, and also to Helaman. And be- 
‘hold if ye will not do this, I come unto you speedily ; for be- 
hold, God will not suffer that we should perish with hunger : 
‘therefore he will give unto us of your food, even if it must be 
by the sword. Now see that ye fulfil the word of God. Be- 
hold, I am Moroni, your Chief: Captain. I seek not for power 
but to pull it down. I seek not for honor of the world, but 
for the glory of my God, and the freedom and welfare of my 
country. And thus I close mine epistle. 


CHAPTER XXVIIL. 


|. Benoup, now it came to pass that soon after Moroni had 
sent his epistle untothe Chief Governor, he received.an epis- 
‘tle from Pahoran, the Chief Governor. And these are the 
-words which he received: I, Pahoran, which art the Chief 
Governor of this land, do send these words unto:Moroni, the 
~Chief Captaim over the army: Behold I say unto you; Moroni, 
That Ido not joy.in your great afflictions ; yea, it grieves: my 
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soul. But behold, there are those who do joy in your affic- 


tions ; yea, insomuch that they have risen up in- 
against me, and also those of my people which are free men ; 
yea, and those which have risen ‘up, are exceeding numerous. 
And it is those who have sought to fake away the judgement 
seat from me, that have been the eause of this great miquity ; 
for they have used great flattery ; and they have led away the 
hearts of many people, which will be the cause of ‘Sore’ afflic- 
tion among us; they have withheld our provisions, and have 
daunted our freemen, that they have not come unto you. And 
behold, they have driven me out before them, and I have fled 
to the land of Gideon, with as many men as it were possible 


that I could get. And behold, I have sent a proclamation — 


throughout this part of the land; and behold, they are flocking 
to us daily, to their arms, in the defence of their country, and 
their freedom, and’ to avenge our wrongs. And they have 
come unto us, insomuch that those which have rose up in re- 
bellion against us, are set at defiance; yea, insomuch that they 
do fear us, and durst not come out against us to battle. They 


have got possession of the land, or the city of Zarahemla; 


they have appointed a king over them, and he hath written 
unto the king of the Lamanites, in the which he hath joined an 
alliance with him; in the which alliance, he hath agreed to 
maintain the city of Zarahemla, in the which maintenance, he 
supposeth will enable the Lamanites to conquer the remainder 
of the land, and he shall be placed king overthis people, when 
they shall be conquered under the Lamanites. And now, in 
your episile, ye hath censured me; but it mattereth not, I am 
not angry, but do rejoice ‘in the greatness of your heart. I, 


Pahoran, do. not seek for power, save only to retain my judge- 


ment seat, that I may preserve the rights and the liberty of 4 
people. My soul standeth fast in that liberty, in the whic 
hath made us free. | 
And now behold we will resist wickedness even unto blood- 
shed. We would ‘not shed‘the blood of the Lamanites, if 
they would stay in their own land. We would not shed the 


‘blood of our brethren, if they would not rise up in-rebellion | 


and take the sword against us. -We would subject ourselves 
to the yoke of bondage, if it were requisite with the justice of 
or if he should command: us so to do, But behold he 


doth ‘not command us that we: shall stibject ourselves to our 


enemies, but that we should put‘our trast in him, and he will 
deliver us, Therefere-my beloved brother Moroni, let us re- 
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sist evil; and whatsoever evil we cannot resist with our words, 
yea, such as rebellions and dissensions, let us resist them with 
our swords, that we may retain our freedom, that we may re- 
joice in the great privilege of our church and in the cause of 
our Redeemer our God. Therefore come unto me spee- 
dily, with a few of your men, and leave the remainder in the 
charge of Lehi and Teancum; give unto them power to con- 
duct the war in that part of the land, according to the spirit 
of God, which is also the spirit of freedom which is in them. 
Behold I have sent a few provisions unto them, that they may 
not perish until ye can come unto me. Gather together what- 
soever force ye can upon your march ‘hither, and we will go 
speedily against those dissenters, in the strength of our God, 
according to the faith which is in us. And we will take pos- 
session of the city of Zarahemla, that we may obtain more 
food to send forth unto Lehi and Teancum; yea, we will go 
forth against them in the strength. of the Lord, and we will put 
an end to this great iniquity. 3 
And now Moroni, I do joy in receiving your epistle ; for I 
was somewhat worried concerning what we should do, wheth- 
er it should be just in us to go against our brethren. But ye 
have said, Except they repent, the Lord hath commanded you 
that ye should go against them. See that ye strengthen Lehi 
and ‘Teancum in the Lord; tell them to fear not, for God will 
deliver them; yea, and also all those who stand fast in that 
hiberty wherewith God hath made them free. And now! 
close mine epistle to my beloved brother Moroni. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 


Anp now it came to pass that’ when Moroni had received 


.this epistle, his heart did take courage, and was filled with 


exceeding great joy, because of the faithfulness of Pahoran, 
that he was not also a traitor to the freedom and cause of his 
country. But he did also mourn exceedingly, because of the 
iniquity of those who had driven Pahoran from the judgement 
seat ; yea, in fine, because of those who had rebelled against 
their country and also their God. 

And it came to pass that Moroni took a small number of 


‘men, according to the desire.of Pahoran, and gave Lehi and 
-‘Teancum command over the remainder. of his:army, and took 
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his march towards the land of Gideon. And he did raise the 
standard of liberty in whatsoever place he did enter, and gain- 
ed whatsoever force he could in all bis march towards the land 
of Gideon. . 

And it came to pass that thousands did flock unto his stan- 
dard, and did take up thejr swords in the defence of their free- 
dom, that they might not come into bondage. And thus when 


Moroni had gathered together whatsoever men he could in all | 
his march, he came to the land of Gideon; and uniting his | 


forces with that of Pahoran, they became exceeding strong, 
even stronger than the men of Pachus, which was the king of 
those dissenters which had driven out the freemen out of the 
land of Zarahemla, and had taken possession of the land, 

And it came to pass that Moroni and Pahoran went down 


with their armies into the land of Zarahemla, and went forth — 


against the city, and did meet the men of Pachus, insomuch 
that they did come to battle. And behold, Pachus was slain, 
and his men were taken prisoners; and Pahoran was restored 


to his judgement seat. And the men of Pachus received their | 


trial, according to the law, and also those king-men which had 
been taken and cast into prison; and they were executed ac- 
cording to the law; yea, those men of Pachus, and those king- 
men, whosoever would not take up arms in the defence of 
their country, but would fight againgt it, were put to death.— 
And thus it became expedient that this law should be strictly 
observed, for the safety of their country; yea, and whosoever 
was found denying their freedom, was speedily executed ac- 
cording tothe law. And thus ended the thirtieth year of the 
reign of the Judges over the people of Nephi: Moroni and Pa- 
horan having restored peace to the land of Zarahemla, among 


their own people, having inflicted death upon all those who 


were not true to the cause of freedom. | 

And it came to pass in the commencement of the thirty and 
first year of the reign of the Judges over the people of Nephi, 
Moroni immediately caused that provisions should be sent, and 
also an army of six thousand men, should be sent unto Hela- 
man, to assist him in preserving that part of the land; and 
also caused that an army of six thousand men, with a sufficie 
quantity of food, should be sent to the armies of Lehi and Te- 
ancum. And it came to pass that this was done, to fortify the 
land against the Lamanites. 
_ And it came to pass that Moroni and Pahoran, leaving a 
large body of men in the land ef Zarahemla, took their march 
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with a large body of men towards the land of Nephihah, being 
determined to overthrow the Lamanites in that city. 

And it came to pass that as they were marching towards 
the land, they took a large body of nren of the Lamanites, and 
slew many of them, and took their provisions, and their weap- 
ons of war. And it came to pass after they had took them, 
they caused them to enter into a covenant, that they would no 
more take up their weapons of war against the Nephites. And 
when they had entered into this covenant, they sent them to 
dwell with the people of Ammon; and they were in number 
_ about four thousand, which had not been slain. 

And it came to pass that when they had sent them away, 
they pursued their march towards the land of Nephihah. And 
it came to pass that when they had come to the city Nephihah, 
they did pitch their tents in the plains of Nephihah, which 1s 
near the city Nephihah. Now Moroni was desirous that the 
Lamanites should come out to battle against them, upon the 
plains; but the Lamanites knuwing of their exceeding great 
courage, and beholding the greatness of their numbers, there- 
fore they durst not come out against them; therefore they did 
not come to battle in that day. And when the night came, 
Moroni went forth in the darkness of the night, and came 1 
the'top of the wall to spy out in what*part of the city the La- 
manites did camp with their army. 

And it came to pass that they were on the east, by the en- 
trance ; and they were all asleep. And now Moroni returned 
to his army, and caused that they should prepare in haste 
strong cords and ladders, to be let down from the top of the 

‘wall into the inner part of the wall. 
_ And it came to pass that Moroni caused that his men should 
march forth and come upon the top of the wall, and let them- 
selves down into that part of the city, yea, even on the wesi, 
where the Lamanites did not camp with their armies. 

And it came to pass that they were all let down into the city 
by night, by the means of their strong cords and their ladders ; 
‘thus when the morning. came, they were all within the walls 
of the city. And now whgepthe Lamanites awoke, and saw 
that the armies of Moroni were within the walls, they were 
allrighted exceedingly, insomuch that they did flee out by the 
pass. And now when Moroni saw that they were fleeing be- 
fore him, he did cause that his men should march forth against 
them, and slew many, and surrounded many others and took 
them prisoners; and the remainder of them fled into the land 
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of Moroni, which was in the borders by the seashore. Thus 
hud Moroni and Pahoran obtained the possession of the city of 
Nephibah, without the loss of one soul ; and there were — 
of the [.amanites which were slain. 

Now it came to pass that many of the Lamanites: that 
were prisoners, were desirous to join the people of Ammon, 
and become a free people. And it came to pass that as many 
as were desirous, unto them it was granted, according to their 
desires; therefore all the prisoners of the Lamanites did join 
the people of Ammon, and did begin to labor exceedingly, til- 
ling the ground, raising all manner of grain, and flocks, and 
herds of every kind; and thus were'the Nephites relieved from 
a great burthen; yea, insomuch that they were relieved from 
all the prisoners of the Lamanites. 

Now it came to pass that Moroni, after he had obtained pes- 
session of the city of Nephihah, having taken many prisoners, 
which did reduce the armies of the Lamanites: exceedi 
and having retained many of the Nephites which had been te- 
ken prisones, which did #trengthen the army of Moroni excee- 
dingly ; therefore Moroni went forth from the land of Nephi- 
hah to the land of Lehi. 

And it came to pass that when the Lamanites saw that Mo- 
roni was a coming against them, they were again frightened, 
and fled before the army of Moroni. And it came to pass 
that Moroni and his army did pursue them from city to city, 
until they were met by Lehi and Teancum; and the Lamanites. 
fled from Lehi and Feancum, even down upon the borders by 
the seashore, until they came to the land of Moroni. And the 
armies of the Lamanites were all gathered together, insomuch. 
that they were all in one body, in the land of Moroni. Now 
Ammoron, the king of the Lamanites, was also with them, . 

And it came to pass that Moroni, and Lehi, and Teanetm, 
did encamp with their armies round about in the borders of 
the land of Moroni, msomuch that the Lamanites were en- 
circled about in the borders by the wilderness, on the south, 
and in the borders by the wilderness, on the east; and 
thus they did encamp for the night. For behold, the Nephites 
and the Lamanites also, were weary because of ‘the greatness 
of the march; therefore they did not. resolve upon any strata- 
gem in the night time, save it were Teancum : for he was ex- 
ceeding angry with Ammoron, insomuch that he considered 
that Ammoron, and Amalickiah his brother, had been the cause 
of this great and lasting war between them ‘and the rn 
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which had been the cause of so much war and bloodshed, yea, 
and so much famine. | : 

And it came to pass that Teancum, in his anger, did go forth 
into the camp of the Lamanites, and did let himself down over 
the walls of the city. And he went forth with a cord, from 
place to place, insomuch that he did find the king; and he did 
cast a javelin at him, which did pierce him near the heart.— 
But behold, the king did awake his servant before he died, 
insomuch that they did pursue Teancum, and slew him. 

Now it came to pass that when Lehi and Moroni knew that 
Teancum was dead, they were exceeding sorrowful: for be- 
hold, he had been a maa which had fought valiantly for his 
country, yea, a true friend to liberty ; and he had suffered very 
- Many exceeding sore afflictions. But behold, he was dead, 
and had gone the way of all the earth. 

Now it came to pass that Moroni marched forth on the mor- 
row, and came upon the Lamanites, insomuch that they did 
slay them with a great slaughter; and they did drive them out 
of the land; and they did flee, even that they did not return 
at that time against the Nephites. ‘And thus ended the thirty 
and first year of the reign of the Judges over the people of Ne- 
phi; and thus they had had wars, and bloodsheds, and fam- 
ine, and affliction, for the space of many years. And there 
had been murders, and contentions, and dissensions, and all 
manner of iniquity among the people of Nephi; nevertheless, 
for the righteous’ sake, yea, because of the prayers of the 
righteous, they were spared. But behold, because of the ex- 
ceeding great length of the war between the Nephites and the 
Lamanites, many had become hardened, because of the excee- 
ding great length of the war; and many were softened, because 
of their afflictions, insomuch that they did humble themselves 
before God, even in the depth of humility. 

And it came to pass that after Moroni had fortified those 
parts of the land which were most exposed to the Lamanites, 
until they were sufficiently strong, he returned to the city of 
Zarahemla, and also Helaman returned to the place of his 
inheritance ; and there was once more peace established among 
the people of Nephi. And Moroni yielded up the command 
of his armies into the hands of his son, whose name was Mo- 
ronihah ; and he retired to his own house, that he might spend 
the remainder of his days in peace. And Pahoran did return 
to his judgement seat; and Helaman did take upon him again 
to preach unto the people the word of God: for because of 
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so many wars and contentions, it had become expedient that 
a regulation should be made again in the church; therefore 
Helaman and his brethren went forth, and did declare the 
word of Gid with much power, unto the convincing of many 
people of their wickedness, which did cause them to repent of 
their sins, and-to be baptized unto the Lord their God. 

And it came to pass that they did establish again the church 
of God, throughout all the land; yea, and regulations were 
made concerning the law. And their Judges, and their Chief 
Judges were chosen. And the people of Nephi began to pros- 
per again in the land, and began to multiply and to wax excee- 
ding strong again in the land. And they began to grow excee- 
ding rich; but notwithstanding their riches, or their strength, 
or their prosperity, they were not lifted up in the pride of their 
eyes; neither were they slow to remember the Lord their 
God ; but they did humble themselves exceedingly before him ; 
yea, they did remember how great things the Lord had done 
for them, that he had delivered them from death, and—from 
bonds, and from prisons, and from all manner of afflictions; 
and he had delivered them out of the hands of their enemies, 
And they did pray unto the Lord their God continually, inso- 
much that the Lord did bless them, according to his word, so 
’ that they did wax strong, and prosper in the land. And it 
eame to pass that all these things were done. And Helaman 
died, in the thirty and fifth year of the reign of the Judges 
ever the people of Nephi. 


CHAPTER XXX. 


Anp it came to pass in the commencement of the thirty and 
sixth year of the reign of the Judges over the sep of Ts 
that Shiblon took possession of those sacred things which 
been delivered unto Helaman by Alma; and he was a just 
man, and he did walk uprightly before God; and he did ob- 
serve to do good continually, to keep the commandments of | 
the Lord his God ; and also did his brother. 

And it came to pass that Moroni died also. And thus en- 
ded the thirty and sixth year of the reign of the Judges. And 
it came to pass that in the thirty and seventh year of the reign 
of the Judges, there was a large company of men, even to the 
amount of five thousand and four hundred men, with their 
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wives and their children, departed out of the land of Zara- 
hemla, into the land which was northward. - 

And it came to pass that Hagoth, he being an exceeding cu- 
rious man, therefore he went forth and built him an exceeding 
large ship, on the borders of the land Bountiful, by the land 
Desolation, and launched it forth into the West Sea, by the 
narrow neck which led into the land northward. And behold, 
there were many of the Nephites which did enter therein, and 
did sail forth with much provisions, and.also many women 
and children; and they took their course northward. And 
thus ended’the thirty and seventh year. And in the thirty and 
eighth'year, this man built other ships. And the first ship did 
also return, and many more peuple did enter into it ; and they 
also took. much provisions, and set out again to the land 
northward. | 
? And it camé to pass that they were, never heard of more.— 
_ , And we suppose that they were drowned up in the depths of 

the sea. And it came to pass that one other ship also did sail 
forth; and whither she did go, we know not. And it came 
to pass that in this year, there were many people which went 
forth into the land northward. And thus ended the thirty and 
eighth year. 

And it came to pass in the thirty and ninth year of the reign 
of the Judges, Shiblon died also, and Corianton had gone 
forth to the land northward, in a ship, to carry forth provis- 
ions unto the people which had gone forth into that land; 
therefore it became expedient for Shiblon to confer those sa- 
cred things, before his death, upon the son of Helaman, who 
was called Helaman, being called after the name of his father. 

Now behold, all those engravings which were in the possession 
of Helaman, were written and sent forth among the children 
of men throughout all the land, save it were those parts which 
had been commanded by Alma should not go forth. Never- 
theless these things were to be kept sacréd, and handed down 
from one generation to another; therefore, in this year, théy 
had been conferred upon Helaman, before the death of Shib- 

lon. And it came to pass also in this year, that there were

Anp now behold, it came to pass in the commencement of 
the fortieth year of the reign of the Judges over the people of 
Nephi, there began to be a serious difficulty among the people 
of the Nephites. For behold, Paboran had died,and gonethe 4 
way of all the earth; therefore there began to be a serious ~*~ 

. contention concerning who should have the judgement seat | 

among the brethren, which were the sons of Pahoran. Now 
these are their names which did contend for the judgement g 
seat, which did also cause the people to contend: Pahoran, 
Paanchi, and Pacumeni. Now these are not all the sons of my 
Pahoran, (for he had many,) but these are they which did con- —s « 
tend for the judgement seat; therefore they did cause three = -} 
divisions among the people. Nevertheless, it came to pass ~ 
that Pahoran was appointed by the voice of the people to be — 
a Chief Judge and a governor over the people of Nephi. 

And it came to: pass that Pacumeni, when he saw that. he 
could not obtain the judgement seat, he did unite with the 
voice of the people, But behold, Paanchi, and that part of 
the people that were desirous that he should be their governor, 
was exceeding wroth ; therefore he was about to flatter away 
those people to rise up in rebellion against their brethren. __ 
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And it came to pass as he was about to do this, behold, he 
was taken, and was tried according to the voice of the people, 
and condemned unto death; for he had raised up in rebeikon, 
and sought to destroy the liberty of the people. Now when 
those people which were desirous that he should be their gov- 
ernor, saw that he was condemned unto death, therefore they 
were angry ; aid behold, they sent forth one Kishkumen, even 
to the judgement seat of Pahoran, and murcered Pahoran as he 
sat upon the judgement seat. And he was pursued by the 
servants of Pahoran; but behold, so speedy was the flight of 
Kishkumen, that no man could overtake him. And he went 
unto those that sent him, and they all entered into a covenant, 
yea, swearing by their everlasting Maker, that they would tell 
no man that Kishkumen had murdered Pahoran; therefore 
Kishkumen was not known among the people of Nephi, for he 
was in disguise at the time that he murdered Pahoran. And 
Kishkumen, and his band which had covenanted with him, did 
mingle themselves among the people, in a manner that they 
all could not be found; but as many as were found, were con- 
demned unto death. And now behold, Pacumeni was appoint- 
ed, according to the voice of the people, to be a Chief Judge 
and a govereor over the people, to reign in the stead of his 
brother Pahoran; and it was according to his right. And all 
this was.done, in the fortieth year of the reign of the Judges ; 
and it had an end. : 

_ And it came to pass in the forty and first year of the reign 
. of the Judges, that the Lamanites had gathered together an 
innumerable army of men, and armed them with swords, and 
with cimeters, and with bows, and with arrows, and with head- 
«plates, and with breast-plates, and with all manner of shields 
of every kind; and they came down again, that they might pitch 
battle against the Nephites. And they were led by a man 
whose name was Coriantumr; and he was a descendant of 
Zarahemla; and he was a dissenter from among the Nephites; 
and he was a large and a mighty man; therefore the king of — 
the Lamanites, whose name was Tubaloth, who was the son 
of Ammoron. Now Tubaloth supposing that Coriantumr, he 
being a mighty man, could stand against the Nephites, inso- 
much with his strength, and also with his great wisdom, that 
by sending him forth, he should gain power over the Ne- 
phites; therefore he did stir them up to anger, and he did 
gather together his armies, and he did appoint Coriantumr te 
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_ be their leader, and did cause that they should march down 
to the land of Zarahemla, to battle agaist the Nephites. | 
And it came to pass that because of so much contention 
and so much difficulty in the government, that they had not. 
kept sufficient guards in the land of Zarahemla; for they had 
supposed that the Lamanites durst not come Mito the heart of 
their lands to attack that great city Zarahemla. But it came 
to pass that Coriantumr did march forth at the head of his 
numerous host, and came upon the inhabitants of the city, and 
their march was with such exceeding great speed, that there 
was no time for the Nephites to gather together their armies ; 
therefore Coriantumr did cut down the watch by the entrance 
of the city, and did march forth with his whole army into the 
city, and they did slay every one who did oppose them, inso- 
much that they did take possession of the’ whole city. Andit 
came to pass that Pacumeni, which was the Chief Judge, did 
flee before Coriantumr, even to the walls of the city. And it 
came to pass that Coriantumr did smite him against the wall, 
insomuch that he died. And thus ended the days of Pacume- 
ni. And now when Coriantumr saw that he was in possess- 
ion of the city of Zarahemla, and saw that the Nephites had 
fled before them, and were slain, and were taken, and were 
cast into prison, and that he had obtained the possession of 
the strongest hold in all the land, his heart took courage, inso- 
much that he was about to go forth against allthe land. And 
now he did not tarry in-the land of Zarahemla, but he did 
march forth with a large army, even towards the city of Boun- 
tiful ; for it was his. determination to go forth and cut his way © 
through with the sword, that he might obtain the north parts 
of the land; and supposing that their greatest strength was in ,. 
the centre of the land, therefore he did march forth, giving 
them no time to assemble themselves together, save it were 
in small bodies ; and in this manner they did fall upon them 
and cut them down to the earth. But behold, this march of 
Coriantumr through the centre of the land, gave Moronihah 
great advantage over them, notwithstanding the greatness of 
the number of the Nephites which were slain; for behold, 
Moronihah had supposed that the Lamanites durst not come 
into the centre of the land, but that they would attack the ci- 
ties round about in the borders, as they had hitherto done; 
therefore Moronihah had caused that their strong armies 
should maintain those parts round about by the borders. But 
behold, the Lamanites were not frightened according to his de- 
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sire, but they had come into.the centre of the land, and had 
taken the capital.city, which was the city of Zarahemla, and 
were marching through the most capital parts of the land slay- 
* mg the people with a great slaughter, both men, women and 
_ children, taking possession of many cities and of many strong 
holds. But when Moronihah had discovered this, he immedi- 
ately sent forth Lehi with an army round about to head them, 
before they should come to the land Bountiful: And thus he 
did; and he did head them, before they came to the land 
Bountiful, and gave unto them battle, insomuch that they 
began to retreat back towards the land of Zarahemla. And 
it came to pass that Moronihah did head them in their retreat, 
and did give unto them battle insomuch that it became an ex- 
ceeding bloody battle ; yea, many were slain; and among the 
number which were slain, Coriantumr was also found. And 
now behold the Lamanites could not retreat neither way ; 
neither on the north, nor on the south, nor on the east, nor on 
the west, for they were surrounded on every hand by the Ne- 
phites: And thus had Coriantumr plunged the Lamanites in- 
to the midst of the Nephites,. insomuch tnat they were in the 
pee of the Nephites, and he himself was slain, and the 

samanites did yield themselves into the hands of the Ne- 

hites. 
: And it came to pass that Moronihah took possession of the 
city of Zarahemla again, and caused that the Lamanites which 
had been taken prisoners should depart out of the land in 
peace. And thus ended the forty and first year of the reign 
of the Judges. | 
, And it came to pass in the forty and second year of the 
reign of the Judges, after Moronihah had established again the 
peace betweem the Nephites and the Lamanites, behold there 
was no one to fill the judgement seat; therefore there began 
to be a contention again among the people concerning who 
should fill the judgement seat, And it came to pass that He- 
Jaman, which was the son of Helaman, was appointed to fill 
the judegment seat, by the voice of the people; but behold, Kish- 
kumen, who had murdered Pahoran, did lay wait to destroy 
Helaman also; and he was upheld by his band, which had en- 
tered into a covenant that no one should know his wickedness ; 
for there was one Gadianton, who was exceeding expert in 
many words, and also in his craft, to carry on the secret work 
of murder and of robbery ; therefore he -became the leader of 
the band of Kishkumen; therefore he did flatter them, and 
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also Kishkumen, that if they would place him in the judge- 
ment seat, he would grant unto those which belonged to his 
band that they should be placed in power and authority among 
the people; therefore Kishkumen sought to destroy Hela- 
man. 

And it came to pass as he went forth towards the judge- | 
ment seat, to destroy Helaman, behold one of the servants of 
Helaman, having been out by night, and having obtained, 
through disguise, a knowledge of those plans which had been 
laid by this band to destroy Helaman, And it came to pass 
that he met Kishkumen, and he gave unto him a sign; there- 
fore Kishkumen made known unto him the object of his desire, 
desiring that he would conduct him to the judgement seat, 
that he might murder Helaman: And it came to pass that 
when the servant of Helaman had known all the heart of 
Kishkumen, and how that-it was his object to murder, and al- 
so that it was the object of all those which belonged to his band, — 
to murder, and to rob, and to gain power, (and this was their 
secret plan, and their combination,) the servant of Helaman 
saith unto Kishkumen, Let us go forth unto the judgement seat. 
Now this did please Kishkumen exceedingly, for he did sup- 
pose that he should accomplish his design; but behold, the 
servant of Helaman, as they were going forth unto the judge- 
ment seat, did stab Kishkumen,; even to the heart, that he fell 
dead without a groan. And he ran and told Helaman all the 
things which he had seen, and heard, and done. pid 

And it came to pass that Helaman did send forth to take this 
band of robbers and secret murderers, that they might be 
éxecuted according to the law, But behold, when Gadianton 
had found that Kishkumen did not return, he feared lest that 
he should be destroyed ; therefore: he caused that his band 
should follow him. And they took their flight out of the land, 
by a secret way, into the wilderness; and thus when Hela~ 
man sent forth to take them, they could no where be found.— 
And more of this Gadianton shall be spoken hereafter. | And 
thus ended the forty and second year of the reign of the judg+. - 
es over the people of Nephi. And behold, in the end of this 
book, ye shall see that this Gadianton did prove the overthrow, 
yea, almost the entire destruction of the people of Nephi-— 
Behold I do not mean the end of the Book of Helaman, but’! 
mean the end of the Book of Nephi, from which I have taken. 
all the account which have written, 
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CHAPTER II. 


Anp now it came to pass in the forty and third year of the 
reizn of the Judges, there was no contention among the people 
of Nephi, save it were a little pride which was in the chutch, 
which did cause some little dissensions among the people, 
which affairs were setiled in the ending of the forty and third 
year. And there was no contention among the people in the 
forty and fourth year; neither was there much contention in 
the forty and fifth year. And it came to pass.in the forty and 
sixth, yea, there were much contentions and many dissensions; 
inthe which there were an exceeding great many which de- 

arted out of the land of Zarahemla, and went forth unto the 
and northward, to inherit the land ; and they did travel to an 
exceeding great distance, insomuch that they came to large 
bodies of water, and many rivers; yea, and even they did 
spread forth into all parts of the land, into whatever parts it 
had not been rendered desolate, and without timber, because 
of the many inhabitants which had before inherited the land. 
And now no part of the land was desolate, save it were for 
timber, &c.; but because of the greatness of the destruction 
of the people which had before inhabited the land, it was 
called desolate. And there being but little timber upon the 
face of the land, nevertheless the people which went forth, be- 
came exceeding expert in the working of cement; therefore 
they did build houses of cement, in the which they did dwell. 
nd it came to pass that they did multiply and spread, and 
did go forth from the land southward, to the land northward, 
and did spread insomuch that they began to cover the face of 
the whole earth, from the sea south, to the sea north, from the 
sea west, to the seaeast. And the people which were in the 
land northward, did dwell in tents, ind in houses of cement, 
and they did suffer whatsoever tree should spring up upon the » 
_ face of the land, that it should grow up, that in time they 
might have timber to build their houses, yea, their cities, and — 
their temples, and their synagogues, and their sanctuaries, 
and all manner of their buildings. | | 
. And it came to pass as timber was exceeding scarce in the 
_ land northward, they did send forth much by the way of or 
ping; and thus they did enable the people in the land north- — 
_ ward, that they might build many cities, both of wood and of 
Cement. And it came to pass that there were many of the 
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people of Ammon, which were Lamanites by birth, did also 
go forth into this land. : | 
And now there are many records kept of the proceedings 
of this people, by many of this people, which are particular 
and very large, concerning them ; but behold a hundredth part 
of the proceedings of this people, yea, the account of the La- 
manites, and of the Nephites, and their wars, and contentions, 
and dissensions, and their preaching, and their prophecies, 
and their shipping, and their building of ships, and their build- 
ing of temples, and of synagogues, and their sanctuaries, and 
their righteousness, and their wickedness, and their murders, 
and their robbings, and their plundertng, and all manner of 
abominations and whoredoms, cannot be contained in this 
work ; but behold, there are many books and many records of 
every kind, and they have been kept chiefly by the Nephites ; 
and they have been handed down from one generation to an- 
other, by the Nephites, even until they have fallen into trans- 
gression, and have been murdered, plundered, and hunted, and 
driven forth, and slain, and scattered upon the face of the 
earth, and mixed with the Lamanites until they are no more 
called the Nephites, becon:ing wicked, and wild, and ferocious, 
yea, even becoming Lamanites. 
And now I return again to mine account; therefore what I 
have spoken had passed after there had been great_conten- 
tions, and disturbances, and wars, and dissensions among the 
erat of — The forty and sixth year of the reign of the 
udges ended. And it came to pass that there was still great 
contentions in the land, yea, even in the forty and seventh 
year, and also in the forty and eighth year; nevertheless, He-— 
laman did fill the judgement seat with justice and equity ; yea, 
he did observe to keep the statutes, and the judgements, and 
the commandments of God; and. he did do that which was 
right in the sight of God, continually ; and he did walk after 
the ways of his father, insomuch that, he did prosper in the 
land. And it came to pass that he. had two sons. _ He gave | 
unto the eldest the name of Nephi, and unto the youngest the 
name of Lehi. And they began to grow up unto the Lord.— . 
And it came to pass that the wars and contentions began to 
cease, in a small degree, among the people of the Nephites, 
in the latter end of the forty and eighth year of the reign of 
the Judges over the people of Nephi. And it came to pass 
in the forty and ninth year of the reign of the Judges, there 
was continual peace established in the land, all save it were 
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the secret combinations which Gadianton the nobler had es- 
tablished, in the more settled parts of'the land, which at that 
time were not known unto those which were at the head of 
government; therefore they were not destroyed out of the land: 

And it came to pass that in this same year, there was ex- 
ceeding great prosperity in the church, insomuch that there 
were thousands who did join themselves unto the church, and 
were baptized unto repentance; and so great was the pros- 
perity of the church, and so many the blessings which were 
poured ‘out upon the people, that even the High Priests and 
the teachers were themselves astonished beyond measure.— 
And it came to pass that the work of the Lord did prosper, 
unto the baptizing and uniting to the church of God many 
souls; yea, even tens of thousands. Thus we may see that 
the Lord is merciful unto all who will, in the sincerity of their 
hearts, call upon his holy name; yea, thus we see that the 
gate of Heaven is open unto all, even to those who will believe 
_ onthe name of Jesus Christ, which is the Son of God ; yea, 
we see that whosoever will lay hold upon the word of God, 
which is quick and powerful, which shall divide asunder all 
the cunning, and the snares, and the wiles of the Devil, and 
lead the man of Christ in a straight and narrow course across 
that everlasting gulf of misery which is prepared to engulf the 
wicked, and land their souls, yea, theirimmortal souls, at the 
right hand of God, in the kingdom of Heaven, to sit down 
with Abraham, and Isaac, and with Jacob, and with all our 
holy fathers, to go no more out. And in this year there were 
continu.l rejoicing in the land of Zarahemla, and in all the re- 
gions round about, even in all the land which was possessed 
by the Nephites. And it came to pass that there was peace, 
and exceeding great joy in the remainder of the forty and 
ninth year; yea, and also there was continual peace and great 
joy in the fiftieth year of the reign of the Judges. And im the 
fifty and first year of the reign of the J udges, there was peace 
also, save it were the pride which began to enter into the 
. . church; not into the church of God, but into the hearts of 
»*, the people who professed to belong to the church of God; 

~ and they were lifted up in pride, even to the persecution of 
many of their brethren. Now this was a great evil, which did 
cause the more humble part of the people to suffer great per- 
secutious, and to wade through much afiliction; nevertheless, 
they did fast and pray oft, and did wax stronger and stronger 
in their humility, and firmer and firmer in the faith of Christ, 
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unto the filling their souls with joy and consolation, yea, even 
to the purifying and the sanctification of their hearts, which 
sanctification cometh because of their yielding their hearts unto 
God. And it came to pass that the fifty and second year 
ended in peace also, save it were the exceeding great pride 
which had got into the hearts of the people; and it was be- 
cause of their exceeding great riches, and their prosperity in 
the land; and it did grow upon them from day to day. 

And it came to pass, in the fifty and third year of the reign 
of the Judges, Helaman died, and his eldest son Nephi 
to reign in his stead. And it came to pass that he did fill the 
judgement seat with justice and equity; yea, he did keep the 
commandments of God, and did walk in the, ways of his fa- 
ther. And it came to pass in the fifty and fourth year, there 
were many dissensions in the church, and there was also a 
contention among the people, insomuch that there was much 


bloodshed ; and the rebellious part were slain and driven out | 


of the land, and they did go unto the king of the Lamanites. 
And it came to pass that they did endeavor to stir up the 
Lamanites to war against the Ne;shites; but behold, the La-+ 


manites were exceeding fraid, insomuch that they would not: 


hearken to the words of those dissenters. But it came to pass 
in the fifty and sixth year of the reign of the Judges, there 
were dissenters which went up from the Nephites.unto the 
Lamanites ; and they succeeded with those others in stirring 
them up to anger against the Nephites ; and they were all that 
year preparing fer war. And in the fifty and seventh year, 
they did come down against the Nephites to battle, and they 
did commence the work of death; yea, insomuch, that in the 
fifty and eighth year of the reign of the Judges, they succeed- 
ed in obtaining possession of the land of Zarahemla; yea, and 
also all the lands, even unto the land which was near the land 
Bountiful ; and the Nephites, and the armies of Moronihah, 
were driven even into the land of Bountiful; and there they 
did fortify against the Lamanites, from the West Sea, even 
unto the East; it being a day’s journey for a Nephite, on the 
line which they had fortified and stationed their armies to de- 
fend their north country. And thus those dissenters of the 
Nephites, with the help of a numerous army of the Lamanites, 
had obtained all the possession of the Nephites which was in 
the land southward. And all this was done in the fifty and 
eighth and ninth years of the reign of the Judges. 

And it came to pass in the sixtieth year of the reign of the 
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Judges, Moronihah did succeed with his armies, in obtaining 
many parts of the land; yea, they retained many cities which 
had fallen into the hands of the Lamanites. : 

And it came to pass in the sixty and first year of the reign 
of the Judges, they succeeded in retaining even the half of all 
their possessions. Now this great loss of the Nephites, and 
the great slaughter which was among them, would not have 
happened, had it not been for their wickedness and their abo- 
mination which was among them ; yea, and it was among those 
also which professed to belong to the church of God; and it 
was because of the pride of their hearts, because of their ex- 
ceeding riches, yea, it was because of their oppression to the 
poor, withholding their food from the hungry, withholding 
their clothing from the naked, and smiting their humble breth- 
ren upon the cheek, making a mock of that which was sacred, 
denying the spirit of prophecy and of revelation, murdering, 


* plundering, lying, steeling, committing adultery, raising up in 


great contentions, and deserting away into the land of Nephi, 
among the Lamanites ; and because of this their great wick- 


edness, and their boasting: in their own strength, they were 


left in their own strength ; therefore they did not prosper, but 
were afilicted, and smitten, and driven before the Lamanites, 
until they had lost possession of almost all their lands. But 
behold, Moronihah did preach many things unto the people, 
because of their iniquity, and also Nephi and Lehi, which 
were the sons of Helaman, did preach many things unto the 
people; yea, and did prophesy many things unto them con- 
cerning their iniquities, and what should come unto them if 
they did not repent of their sins. And it came to pass that 
they did repent, and inasmuch as they did repent, they did be- 
gin to prosper; for when Moronihah saw that they did re- 
pent, he did venture to lead them forth from place to place, 
and from city to city, even until they had retained the one half 
of their property, and the one half of all theirlands. And thus 
ended the sixty and first year of the reign of the Judges. 

And it came to pass in the sixty and second year of the 
reign of the Judges, that Moronibhah could obtain no more pos- 
sessions over the Lamanites ; therefore they did abandon their 
design to obtain the remainder of their lands, for so numerous 
was the Lamanites that it became impossible for the Nephites 
to obtain more power over them; therefore Moronihah did 
<7 all his armies in maintaining those parts which he had 
taken. 
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And it came to pass because of the greatness of the number - 


of the Lamanites, the Nephites were in great fear, lest they 
should be overpowered, and trodden down, and slain, and de- 
stroyed; yea, they began to remember the prophecies of Alma; 
and also the words of Mosiah; and they saw that they had 


been a stiffnecked people, and that they had set at nought the 


commandments of God; and that they had altered and tram- 
led under their feet the laws of Mosiah, or that which the 
rd commanded him to give unto the people; and thus see- 
ing that their laws had become corrupted, and that they had 
become a wicked people, insomuch that they were wicked 
even like unto the oaien And because of their iniquity, 
the church had began to dwindle; and they began to disbelieve 
in the spirit of prophecy, and in the spirit of revelation; and 


the judgements of God did stare them in the face. And mer a 


saw that they had become weak, like unto their brethren, 


Lamanites, and that the spirit of the Lord did no more a “a 


serve them; yea, it had withdrawn from them, because 

spirit of the Lord doth not dwell in vaholy temples ;- there, 
fore the Lord did cease to preserve them by his miraculous 
and matchless power, for they had fallen into a state of unbe- 
lief and awful wickedness; and they saw that the Lamanites 
were more exceeding numerous than they, and except they 
should cleave unto the Lord their God, they must unavoidably 
perish. For behold, they saw that the strength of the Laman- 


ites was as great as their strength, even man for man. And 


thus had they fallen into this great transgression; yea, thus 

had they become weak, because of their transgression, in the 

space of not many years. | | 
And it came to pass that in this same year, behold, Nephi 


delivered up the judgement seat, to a man whose name was . 


Cezoram. For as their laws and their governments were e&-. 


tablished by the voice of the people, and they which chose’ 


evil were more numerous than they which chose good, there-. 
fore they were ripening for destruction, for the laws had be- 


come corrupted; yea, and this was not all; they were a stiff- 


necked people, insomuch that they could not be governed by 
the law nor justice, save it were to their destruction. iz 


And it came to pass that Nephi had become weary, because: 
of their iniquity; and he yielded up the judgement seat, and: 
took it upon him to preach the word of God.all the. remainder, 


of his days, and his brother Lehi also, all the remainder of his. 
days: for they remembered — which their father He- 
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laman e unto them. And these are the words which he 
spake: Behold, my sons, I desire that ye should remember to 
the commandments of God; and I would that ye should 
declare unto the or pe these words: Behold, Ihave given un- 
to you the names of our first parents, which came out of the 
land of Jerusalem; and this I have done, that when you re- 
member your names, that ye may remember them; and when 
ye remember them, ye may remember their works; and when 
ye remember their works, ye may know how that it is said, 
and also written, that they were good; therefore, my sons, I 
would that ye should do that which is good, that it may be 
said of you, and also written, even as it has been said and 
written of them. And now my sons, behold, I have somewhat 
more to desire of you, whieh desire is, that ye may not do 
these things that ye may boast, but that ye may do these things 
‘to lay up for yourselves a treasure in Heaven, yea, which is 
eternal, and which fadeth not away; yea, that ye may have 
that precious gift of eternal life, which we have reason to sup-. 
pose hath been given to our fathers. 
O remember, remember, my sons, the words which king 
Benjamin spake unto his people; yea, remember that there is” 
q no other way nor means whereby man can he saved, only 
a through the atoning blood of Jesus Christ, which shall come; 
yea, remember that he cometh to redeem the world. And re- 
@ member also, the words which Amulek spake unto Zeezrom, 
inthe city of Ammonihah:. for he said unto him, That the 
Lord surely should come to redeem his people; but that he 
_ » should not come to redeem them in their sins, but to redeem 
* them from their sins. And he hath power given unto him 
— from the Father, to redeem them from their sins, because. of 
-yepentance ; therefore he hath sent his angels to declare the 
tidings of the conditions of repentance, which bringeth unto 
the power of the Redemer, unto the salvation of their souls.— 
And now, my sons, remember, remember that it is upon the 
rock of our hedecaiie, which is Christ, the Son of God, that. 
e must build your foundation, that when the Devil shall send 
Jorth his mighty winds; yea, his shafts in the whirlwind ; yea, 
when all his hail and his mighty storm shall beat upon you, it 
shall have no power over you, to drag you down to the gulf of 
misery and ehdless wo,’because of the rock upon which ye are: 
built, which is a sure foundation, a foundation whereon if men > 
_buildeth, they cannot fall. 
And jt came to pass that these were the words which Hele«» 
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man taught to his sons ; yea, he: did teach them many things 


which are not written, and also many things which are written. 


And they did remember his words; and therefore they went 
forth, keeping the commandments of God, to teach the word 


of God among all the people of Nephi, beginning at the city _ 


Bountiful ; and from thence forth to the city of Gid; and from 


the city of Gid to the city of Mulek; and even from one city 


to another, until they had gone forth among all the people of 
Nephi, which were in the land southward; and from th 
into.the land of Zarahemla, among the Lamanites.. 

And it came to pass that they did preach with great power, 
insomuch that they did confound many of those dissenters 
which had gone over from the Nephites, insomuch that they 
came forth and did confess their sins, and were baptized unto 
repentance, and immediately returned to the Nephites, to en- 


deavor to repair unto them the wrongs which they had done. — 


And it came to pass that Nephi and Lehi did preach unto the 
Lamanites with such great power and authority: for they had 


power and authority given unto them that they might speak ; 


and they also had what they should speak, given unto them ; 


therefore they did speak unto the great astonishment of the 


Lamanites, to the convincing them, insomuch that there were 


eight thousand of the Lamanites which were in the land of 
Zarahemla and round about, baptized unto: repentance, 


were convinced of the wickedness of the traditions of their 
fathers. 


And it came to pass that Nephi and Lehi did proceed from 


thence to go tothe land of Nephi. And it came to pass that 


they were taken by an army of the Lamanites, and cast into 
prison; yea, even in that same prison in which Ammon and , 
his brethren were cast by the servants of Limhi. And after 
they had been cast into prison many days without food, behold, 


they went forth into’ the prison to take them, that they might 


slay them. And it came to pass that Nephi and Lehi Were’ 
encircled about as if by fire, even insomuch that they durst not 
lay their hands upon them for fear, lest they should be burned, 
Nevertheless, Nephi and Lehi were not burned; and they were 
as standing in the midst of fire, and were not burned. And™ 
when they saw that they were encircled about with a pillar of | 
fire, and that it burned them not, their hearts did take courage. 


For they saw that the Lamanites durst not lay their hands up- 


on them; neither durst they come near unto them, but ‘st ood 


asif they were struck dumb with amazement.

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“Knd it cathe to pass that Nephi and Lehi did stand forth, 
and began to speak unto them, saying: Fear not, for behold, 
it is God that hath shewn unto you this marvellous thing, in 
the which is shewn unto you, that ye cannot lay your hands 
onus toslayus. And behold, when they had said these words 
the earth shook exceedingly, and the walls of the prison di 
shake, as if they were about to tumble to the earth; but be- 
hold, they did not fall.

neither should the doubt. And jt.came.to pass that they q

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Lamanites ‘were convinced of them, because of the greatness 
of the evidencess Which they had received; and as many as 
were convinced, did lay down their weapons of war, and also 
their hatred, and the tradition of their fathers. And it came 
to pass that they did yield up unto the Nephites, the lands of 


eir ion. 

And it came to pass that when the sixty and second year of 
the reign of the Judges bad ended, all these things had hap- 
pened, and the Lamanites had become, the more part of them, 
a righteous people, insomuch that their righteousness did ex- 
ceed that of the Nephites, because of their firmness, and their 
steadiness in the faith. For behold, there wére many of the 

Nephites which had become hardened, and impenitent, and 
grossly wicked, insomuch that they did reject the word of 
God, and all the preaching and prophecying which did come 
among them. Nevertheless, the people of the church did have 

at joy, because of the conversion of the Lamanites; yea, 

cause of the church of God, which had been established 
among them. And they did fellowship one with another, and 
did rejoice one with another, and did tea great joy. And it 
came to pass that many of the Lamanites did come down into 
the land of Zarahemla, and did declare unto the people of the 
Nephites the manner of their conversion, and did exhort them 
to faith and repentance; yea, and many did preach with ex- 
ceeding great power and authority, unto the bringing down 
many of them into the depths of humility, to be the hunile 
followers of God and the Lamb. mae vind 

And,it came to pass that many of the Lamanites did go into 
the land Morthward; and also Nephi and Lehi went into the 
land northward, to preach unto the people. And thus ended 
the sixty and third year. And behold, there was peace in all 
the land,’ insomuch that the Nephites did go into whatsoever 
part of the land they would, whether among the Nephites or 
the Lamanites. And it came to pass that the Lamanites did 
also go whithersoever they would, whether it were among the 
Lamanites or among the Nephites; and thus they did have 
free intercourse one with another, for to buy and to sell, arid 
_ to get gain, according to their desire. ree 

And it came to pass that they became exceeding rich, both 
the Lamanites and the Nephites; and they did have an exéee- 
ding plenty of gold, and of silvér, and of all manner of precious 
metals, both in the land south, and in the land north. Now 
the land south was called Lehi, and the land north was called 
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Mulek, which was after the sons of Zedekiah; for the Lord 
did bring Mulek into the land north,,and. Lehi into the land 


south. And behold, there was all manfier of gold in both these _ 


lands, and of silver, and of precious ore of every kind; and 
there was also curious workmen, which did work all kinds of 
ore, and did refine it; and thus they did become nch.. They 
did raise grain in abundance, both in the north and in the south ; 
and they did flourish exceedingly, both in the north and in the 
south. And they did multiply and wax exceeding strong in 


the land. And they did raise many flocks and herds, yea, 


many fatlings. Behold, their women did toil and spin, and did 
make all manner of cloth, of fine twined linen, and cloth of 
every kind, to clothe their nakedness. . And thus the sixty and 
fourth year did pass away in peace, And in the sixty and 
fifth year, they did also have great joy and peace; yea, much 


preaching, .and many prophecies. concerning that which wasto 


come. And thus passed away the sixty and fifth year. 
And it came to pass that in the sixty and sixth yeer of the 
reign of the Judges, behold, Cezoram was murdered by an 


unknown hand, as he sat upon the judgement seat. . And it © 


came to pass that in the same year, that his son, which had 
been appointed by the people in his stead, was also murdered. 
And thus ended the sixty and sixth year. And in the com- 
mencement of the sixty and seventh year, the people began to 
grow exceeding wicked again. For behold, the Lord had 
blessed them so long with the riches of the world, that they 
had not been stirred up to anger, to wars, nor to bloodsheds'; 
therefore they began to set their hearts upon their riches; yea, 
they began to seek to get gain, that they might be lifted up one 
above another; therefore they began to commit secret.mur- 
ders, and to rob, and to plunder, that they might get gain.— 


And now behold, those murderers and plunderers were a band 


which had been formed by Kishkumen and Gadianton. And 
now it had come to that there were many, even among 
the Nephites, of Gadianton’s band. But behold, they were 


more numerous among the more wicked part of the an- 
ites. And they were called Gadianton’s robbers and murder- 


ers; and it was they which did murder the Chief Judge Cezo- 
ram, and his son, while in the judgement seat; and behold, 
they were not found. 
nd. now it came to pass that when the Lamanites found 
that there were robbers among them, they were exceeding sor- 
rowful; and they did use every means whatseever was in 
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their power, t6 destroy them off the face of the earth. But 
behold, sattmdid stirmap the hearts of the more parts of the 
Nephites, mMsomuch at they did unite with those bands of 
robbers, afid did enter into their covenants, and their oaths, 
that they would protect and preserve one another, in whatso- 
ever difficult circumstances they should be placed in, that they 
should not suffer for their murders, and their plunderings, and 
their stealings. 

“And it came to pass that they did have their signs, yea, 
their secret signs, and their secret words; and this that they 
might distinguish a brother who had entered into the covenant, 
that whatsoever wickedness his brother should do, he should 
not be injured by his brother, nor by those who did belong to 
his band, who had taken ‘this covenant; and thus they might 
‘murder, and plunder, and steal, and commit whoredoms, and 
all manner of wickedness, contrary to the laws of their coun- 
try, and also the laws of their God ; and whosoever of those 
which “elonged to their band, should reveal unto the world of 
their wickedness and their abominations, should be tried, not 
according to the laws of their country, but according to the 
_ laws of their wickedness, which had been given by Gadianton 
and Kishkumen. Now behold, it is these secret oaths and 
covenants, which Alma commanded his son should not go forth 
unto the world, lest they should be a means of bringing down 
thé people unto destruction. Now behold, those secret oaths 
and covenants ‘did not come forth unto Gadianton ‘from the 
- pecords which were delivered unto Helaman; but behold, they 

were put into the heart of Gadianton, by that same being who 
did entice our first parents to partake of the forbidden fruit ; 
yea, that same being who did plot with Cain, that if he would 
murder his» brother Abel, it should not be known unto the 
world. And he did plot with Cain and his followers, from 
that time forth. And also it is that same being who put it into 
the hearts of the people, to build 4 tower sufficiently high that 
they might get to Heaven. And it was that same being which 
ded on the people which came from that tower, into this land; 


“which spread the works of darkness and abominations over 
-all the face of the land, until he dragged’the people down ‘to 
an entire destruction, and to an everlasting hell; yea, it is that 
_ same being who put it into the heart of Gadianton, to still car- 
ry on the work of darkness, and of secret murder; and he 
ath brought it forth from the beginning of man, even. down to 
this time. And behold, it is he which is the author of all sin. 
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And beheld, he doth carry on his:works of darkness an se- - 


-cret murder, and doth hand down their.plots, and their oaths, 
and their covenants, and their plans of/@jwiul wickedness, frome 
generation to generation, according.aS he can get hold 
the hearts of the children of mea,.. And now behold, he had 
got great hold upon the fiearts of the Nephites ; yea, insomuch 
that they had become exceeding wicked; .yea, the more part 
of them had turned out of the way of righteousness, and did 
trample under their feet the commandments of God, and did 
turn unto their own ways, and did build up unto thenselves 
idols of their gold and their silver. 
And it came to pass that all these iniquities did come unto 
them, in the space of not many years, insomuch that a more 
part of it had come unto them in the sixty and seventh year of 


the reign of the Judges over the people of Nephi. And they 


did grow in their iniguities, in the sixty and eighth year also, 
to the great sorrow and lamentation of the righteous. And 
thus we see that the Nephites did begin to dwindle in unbelief, 
and grow in wickedness and abominations, while the Laman- 
ites began to grow exceedingly in the knowledge of their God; 


yea, they did begin to keep his statutes and commandments, 


and to walk im truth and uprightness before him... .And thus 
we see that the spirit of the Lord began to withdraw.from. the 
Nephites, because of the wickedness and the hardnes of. their 
hearts. And thus we see that the Lord began te pour out his 
spirit upon the Lamanites, because.of their easiness and wil- 
lingness to believe in his word. 
And it came to pass that the Lamanites did hunt the band 
of robbers of Gadianton; and they did preach the word of 


God among the more wicked part of them, insomuch that this. 


band of robbers was utterly destroyed from among the Laman- 
ites, And it came to pass on the other hand, that the Nephites: 
did build them up and support them, beginning at the more 
-wicked part of them, until they had overspread all the land.of 
‘the Nephites, and had seduced the more ” of the righteous, 
until they had come down to believe in their 


ders and combinations, And, thus they did obtain .the sole 
‘management of the government; insomuch that they did tram- 
ple under their feet, and smite, and rend, and turn their backs 
‘upon the poor, and:the meek, and humble: followers of God, 
And thus we see that they were in an awful state, endaper- 


works, and pare, 
take of their spoils, and to er with them in their secret mur = 
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ing for an everlasting destruction. And it came to pass that 
thus ended the’sixty and eighth yearof the reign of the Judges 
over the people of Nephi. ) 
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CHAPTER III. 


THE PROPHECY OF NEPHI, 
THE SON OF HELAMAN. 


God threatens the people of Nephi, that he will visit them in 
his angcr, to their utter destruction, except they repent of 
their wickedness. Gud smiteth the people of Nephi with 

pestilence; they repent and turn unto him. Samnel, a 
Lamanite, prophesies unto the Nephites. — 


| _- Benen, now it came to pass in the sixty and ninth year of 
» the reign of the Judges over the people of the Nephites, that 
Nephi, the son of Helaman, returned to the land of Zarahemla, 
from the land northward: for he had been forth among the 
people which was in the land northward, and did moe i the 
@ word of God unto them, and did prophesy many things unto 
a them ; and they did reject all his words, insomuch that he 
could not stay among them, but returned again unto the land 
, _ ~ Of his nativity; and seeing the people in a state of such awful 
C wickedness, and those Gadianton robbers filling the judgement 
seats ; having usurped the power and authority of the land; 
laying aside the commandments of God, and not in the least 
aright before him; doing no justice anto the children of men; 
condemning the righteous because of their righteousness ; let- 
ting the guilty and the wicked go unpunished, bacause of their 
money; and moreover, to be held in office at the head of gov- 
ernment, to rule and do according to their wills, that they 
_ mght get gain and glory of the world ; and moreover that they 
might the more easy commit adultery, and steal, and kill, and _ 

do accerding to their own wills. Now this great iniquity had 
come upon the Nephites, in the space of not many years; and 
when Nephi saw it, his heart was swollen with sorrow within 
his breast ; and he did exclaim in the agony of his soul, O 
that.I»could have had days, in the days when my father 
Nephi first came out of the land of Jerusalem, that. J could 
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have joyed with him in the promised land; then were his 
people easy to be entreated, firm to keep the commandments 
ot God, and slow to be led to do iniquity; and they were 
quick to hearken unto the words of the Lord; yea, if my days 
could have been in them days, then would my soul have had 
joy mm the righteousness of my brethren. But behold, I am 
consigned that these are my days, and that my soul shall be 
filled with sorrow, because of this the wickedness of my breth- 
ren. And behold, now it came to pass that it was upon a 
tower, which was in the garden of Nephi, which was by the 
highway which led to the chief market, which was in the city 
of Zarahemla; therefore, Nephi had bowed himself upon 
the tower which was in his garden, which tower was also near 
unto the garden gate which led by the higway. : | 
And it came to pass that there was certain men passing by, 
and saw Nephi as he was pouring out his soul unto God up- - 
on the tower, and they ran afd*told the people what they had 
seen; and the people came together in multitudes that th 
might know the cause of so great mourning for the. wick 
ness of the people. And now when Nephi arose he beheld 


the multitudes of people which had gathered together. And 


it came to pass that he opened his mouth and said unto them, 
Behold, why have ye gathered yourselves together? That 
may tell you of your iniquities? Yea, because I have got up- 
on my tower, that I might pour out my soul unto my God, be- 
cause of the exceeding sorrow of my heart, which is because 
of your iniquities? And because of my mourning and lamen- 
tation, ye have gathered yourselves together, and do marvel; 
yea, and ye have great need to marvel; yea, ye had ought to 
marvel, because ye are given away, that the Devil hath got so 
great hold upon your hearts; yea, how could ye: have given 
away to the enticing of him who art seeking to: hurl: ity 
your souls down to everlasting misery and endless wot 
_ repent ye, repent ye!-why will yedie? ‘Turnye, turn ye, un- 
to the Bord your God. Why hath he forsaken you? ‘ft is 
because you have hardened your hearts; yea, ye willnot 
_ hearken. unto the voice of the good shepherd ; yea, ye have — 
provoked him to anger against you. And behold, instead of 
gathering you, except ye will repent, behold’ he’shall scattép 
9, forth that ye shall become meat for dogs and wild beasts. 
how could you have forgotten your God in the very day 
that he hath delivered you? But behold, it is to get gain, to 
be praised of men; yea, and that: ye might get gold and silver. 
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And ye have set your hearts -upon the riches andthe vais 
things of this wend, for the which ye do. murder, and plunder, 
and steal, and béar¥alse witness against your neighbor, and 
dv all manner of iniquity ; and for this cause wo shall come 
unto you except ye sholl repent. For if ye will nat repent, 
. behold this great city, and also all those great cities which 
are round about, which are in the Jand of our porscssion, shall 
be taken aw:y, that ye shail have no piece ju them: For 
behold, the Lord will not grant unto. you strength, as be bath 
hitherto done, to withstand against your enemies. For. be- 
hold, thus saith the Lord: I will not shew unto the wicked 
of my strength, to one more thr the other, save it be unto 
those who repenteth of their sins, and hearken unto my words; 
now therelore I would that ye should behold, my brethren, 
that it shall be betier for the Lamanites than for you, except 
_ye shall repent ; for behold they are more righteous than you; 
for they have not sinned against that great knowledge which 
ye have received ; therefore the Lord will be merciful. unto 
them ; yea, he will lengthen out their days and increase their 
seed, even when thou shalt be utterly destroyed, except thou 
shalt repent; yea, wo be unto you because of that great. abo- 
mination..which hath come among you; and ye have united 
yourselves unto it, yea, to that secret band which was estab- 
lished by Gadianton; yea, wo shall come unto you because of 
that pride which ye have suffered to enter your hearts, which 
hath lifted you up beyond that which is good because of your 
exceeding great mches ; yea, wo be unto you because of your 
wickedness and abominations. And except ye repent, ye shall 
perish ; yea, even your lands shall be taken from you, and ye 
shall be destroyed from off the face of the earth. Behold now 
Ido not say that these things shall be, of myself, because it is 
not of myself that I know these things; but behold, I know 
that these things are. true, because the Lord God hath 
meee em known unto me; therefore I testify that they 
And now it came to pass that when hy 34: had said these 
words, behold there were men which were Judges, which also 
a gr to the secret band.of Gadianton, and they were angry, 
-and they cried out against him, saying unto. the. people, 
why do ze not. seize upon this man and bring him forth, that 
-he may. be condemned according to the crime which he hath 
dione? - Why .seest thou this man, and hearest -him :reyile 
:ageinst thie people, and against our law? . For behold, Nephi 
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had spoken unto’them ‘cencerning the corruptness of their 
law; yea, many things did Nephi speak which camot be writ- 
ten; and nothitig did he speak which were contrary to the 
commandments of God. And those Judges were angry with 
him because he spake plain unto them concerning their secret 
works of darkness; nevertheless they durst not lay their own 
hands upon him; for they feared the roe lest they should 
cry Out against them; therefore they did cry unto the peopre, 
saying, Why do ye suffer this man to revile against us? For 
behold, he doth condemn all this people, ‘even unto destruc- 
tion; yea, and also that these our great cities shall be taken 
from us, that we shall have no place in them. And now we 
know that this isimpossible; for behold we are powerful, and 
our cities great; therefore Our enemies can have no power 
over us. And it came to pass that thus they did stir up the "i 
people to anger against Nephi, and raised contentions among i 
them; forthere were some which did cry out, Let this man ; 
alone, for he is a good man, and those things which he saith 
will surely come to pass except werepent ; yea, behold all the 
judgements will come upon us which he hath testified unto us; 
for we know that he hath testified aright unto us concerning 
our iniquities, And behold they are many ; and he knoweth 
as Well all things which shell befal us as he knoweth of our 
inigities ; yea, and behold if he had not been a prophet he 
could not have testified concerning thosethings. And it came 
to pass that those people which sought to destroy Nephi, were 
compelled because of their fear, that they did not lay their 
handsonhim. Therefore he began again to speak unto them, 
seeing that he had gained favor in the eyes of some, insomuch 
that the remainder of them did fear. - Therefore he’ was con- 
strained to speak more unto them, saying: Behold my breth- 
ren, have ye not read that God gave power unto one mah, even | 
Moses, to smite upon the waters of the Red Sea, ‘and they 
parted hither and thither, insomuch that the Israelites, which 
were our fathers, came through upon dry ground, and the 
waters closed upon the armies of the Egyptians, and swallow- 
' And now behold, if God gave unto this man such power, 
then‘why should ye dispute among yourselves, and say that he 
hath given unto nie no power whereby I may know concern- 
ing the judgements that shall come upoh you except ye Te- 
t? But behol’, ye not only: deny my words; but ye also 
ény all the words: which hath spoken by our fathers, and 
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_ also the words which was spoken by this man, Moses, which 
~ had such great power given unto him; yea, the words which 
he hath spoken concerning the coming of the Messiah. Yea, 
did he not bear record, that the Son of God should come ?— 
And as he lifted up the brazen serpent in the wilderness, even 
so shall he be lifted up which should come. And as many as 
should look upon that serpent should live, even so as many as 
_ should look upon the Son of God, with faith, having a con- 
trite spirit, might live, even unto that life which is eternal.— 
_ And now behold, Moses did not only testify of these things, 
but also all the holy prophets, from his day even to the days 
_ Of Abraham. Yea, and behold, Abraham saw of his coming, 
and was filled with gladness, and did rejoice. Yea, and be- 
hold I say unto you, That Abraham not only knew of these 
‘things, but there were many before the days of Abraham 
which were called by the order of God; yea, even after the 
order of his Son; and this that it should be shewn unto the 
people a great many thousand years before his coming, that 
even redemption should come unto them. And now I would 
that ye should know, that even since the days of Abraham, 
there hath been many prophets that hath testified these things; 
_ yea, behold, the prophet Zenas did testify boldly ; for the 
which he was slain. And behold, also Zenoch, and alsa 
Ezias, and also Isaiah, and Jeremiah, (Jeremiah being that 
same prophet which testified of the destruction of Jerusalem.) 
And now we know that Jerusalem was destroyed, accordin 
to the words of Jeremiah. O then why not the Son of God 
come, according to his prophecy? And now will ye dispute 
that Jerusalem was destroyed? Will ye say that the sons of 
Zedekiah were not slain, all except it were Mulek? Yea, 
and do ye not behold that the seed of Zedekiah are with us, 
and they were driven out of the land of Jerusalem? But be- 
hold, this is not all. Our father Lehi was driven out of Jeru- : 
- salem, because he testified of these things. Nephi also testi- 
fied of these things, and also almost all of our fathers, even 
down to this time; yea, they have testified of the coming of 
Christ, and have looked forward, and have rejoiced in his 
day which is to come. And behold, he is God, and he is 
- with them, and he did manifest himself unto them, that they. 
were redeemed by him ; and they gave unto him glory, because | 
of that which is to come. And now seeing ye know these: 
things, and cannot deny them, except ye shall.l':, therefore 
in this ye have sinned, for ye have rejected all tiese things, 
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notwithstanding so many evidences which ye have received ; 
yea, even ye have received all things, both things in Heaven,’ 
and all things which are in the earth, as a witness that they 
are true. But behold, ye have rejected the truth, and rebelled 
against — holy God; and even at this time, instead of lay- 
ing up for yourselves treusures in Heaven, where nothing doth — 
corrupt, and where nothing can come which is unclean, ye 
are heaping up for yourselves wrath against the day of judge- 
ment; yea,even at this time ye are ripening, because of your 
murders, and your fornication and wickedness, for. everlast- 
ing destruction ; yea, and except ye repent, it will come unto 
you soon ; yea, behold it is now even at your doors ; yea, go. 
ye in unto the judgement seat; and saath: and behold, your 
Judge is murdered, and he lieth in his blood; and he hath 
been murdered by his brother, who seeketh to sit in the judge- 
ment seat. And behold, they both belong to your secret 
band, whose author is Gadianton, and the evil one which seek- 
eth to destroy the souls of men. . 
Behold now it came to pass that when Nephi had spoken 
these words, certain men which were among them ran to the 
judgement seat; yea, even there were five which went; and 
they said among themselves, as they went, Behold, now we 
will know of a surety, whether this man be a prophet, and 
God hath commanded him to prophesy such marvellous 
things unto us. Behold we do not believe that he hath; yea, 
we do not believe that he is a prophet ; nevertheless, if this 
thing which he hath said concerning the Chief Judge be true, 
that he be dead, then will we believe that the other words 
which he hath spoken is true. And it came to pass that they — 
ran in their might, and came in unto the judgement seat; and 
_ behold the Chief Judge had fallen to the earth, and ‘did lie in» 
his blood. And now behold, when they saw this, they were - 
astonished exceedingly, insomuch that they fell to the earth; 
for they had not believed the words which Nephi had spoken 
concerning the Chief Judge; but now when they saw they 
believed, and fear came upon them, lest all the judgements. 
which Nephi had spoken should come upon the people ; there- 
fore they did quake, and had fallen to the earth. Now im- 
mediately when the Judge had been murdered : he being stab- 
bed by his brother, by a garb of secrecy ; and he fled, andthe —_ 
Servants ran and told the people, raising the cry of murder: 
among them. And behold the people did gather themselves, 
together unto’the place of the judgement seat; and behold, » 
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‘to their astonishment, they saw those five men which had fall- 
en to the earth. ‘And now behold, the people knew nothing 

- eoncerning the multitude which had gathered together at the 
rae “of Nephi; therefore they said among themselves, 
“These men are they which have murdered the Judge, and 
God hath smitten them that they could not flee from us. 

And it came to pass that they laid hold on them, and bound 
them, and cast them into prison. And there was.a proclama- 
tion sent abroad that the Judge was slain, and that the mur- 
derers had been taken, and was cast into prison. And it 
came to pass that on the morrow, the people did assemble 
themselves together to mourn and to fast, at the burial of the 
great and Chief Judge, which had been slain. And thus were 
also those Judges which were ‘at the garden of Nephi, and 

_ heard his words, were also gathered together at the burial. 

And it came to pass that they inquired among the people, 
saymg, Where are the five which was sent to inquire concern- 
ing the Chief Judge whether he was dead? And they answer- 
ed and said, Concerning this five which ye say ye have sent, we 

__ know not; butthereare five, which are the murderers, whom we 
have cast into prison. And it came to moe that the Judges desi- 
red that they should be brought; and they were brought, and be- 
hold they were the five which were sent; and behold the Judges 
inquired of them to know concerning the matter, and they told 
them all that they had done, saying, We ran and came to the 
oo of the judgement, and when we saw all things, even as 

ephi had testified, we were astonished, insomuch that we fell 
to the earth; and when we were recovered from our astonish- 
ment, behold they cast us into prison. Now as for the mur- 
der of this man, we know not who hath done it, and only this 
much we know, we ram and came according as ye desired, 
and behold he was dead according to the words of Nephi. 

And now it came to pass, that the Judges did expound the _ 

' Matter unto the people, and did cry out against Nephi, saying, 
Behold we know that this Nephi must have agreed with some 
one to slay the Judge, and then he might declare it unto us, 
that he might convert us unto his faith, that he might raise 
himself to be a great man, chosen of God, and a prophet; and 
now behold-we will detect this man, and he shall confess his 
fault and make known unto us the true murderer of this Judge. 
And it came to pass that the five were leberated on the day of 
the burial. Nevertheless, they did rebuke the Judges'in the 

» words which they had spoken against Nephi, and did contend 
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with them one by one, insomuch that they did ound them. 
Nevertheless, they caused that Nephi should be: taken and 
bound and brought before the multitude, and they began to 


question him in divers ways, that a might cross him, that’ | 


they might accuse him to death; saying unto him, Thou art” 
confederate ; who is this man that ath done this murder? 
Now tell us, and acknowledge thy fault, saying, Behold here is 
money ; and also we will grant unto thee thy life if thou wilt 
tell us and acknowledge the agreement which thou hast made 
with him. But Nephi saith unto them, O ye fools, ye uncir- 
cumsised of heart, ye blind, and ye stiff-necked people, do ye 
know how long the Lord your God will ‘suffer you that. ye 
shall go on in this your ways of sin? O ye had ought to be- 
gin to howl and mourn, because of the great destruction at this 
time which doth await you, except ye shall repent. Behold, 
ye say that I have agreed with a man, that he should murder 
Seezoram, our Chief Judge. _But behold, I say unto you, 
that this is because I have testified unto you, that ye might 
know concerning this thing; yea, even for a witness unto you, - 
that I did know of the wickedness and abominations which is 
among you. And because I have done this, ye say that I have 
agreed with a man that he should do this thing; yea, because 
I shewed unto you this sign, ye are angry with me, and seek © 
to destroy my life. And now behold, I will shew. unto you 
another sign, and see if ye will in this thing seek to destroy 
me. Behold I say unto you, Go to the house of Seantum, 
which is the brother of Seezoram, and say unto him, Hath 
Nephi, the pretended prophet, which doth prophesy so much 
evil concerning this people, agreed with thee, in the which ye 
have murdered Seezoram, which is your brother? And be- 
hold, he shall say unto you, Nay. And ye shall say unto him, 
Have ye murdered your brother? And he shall stand with 
fear, and wist not what to say. And behold, he shall deny 
unto you; and he shall make as if he were astonished ; never- 
theless, he shall declare unto you that he is innocent. ‘But 
behold, ye shall examine him, and ye shall find blood upon the 
skirts of his cloak. And when ye have seen this, ye shall say, 
From whence cometh this blood? Do we not know that it is 
the blood of your brother? And then shall he tremble, and 
shall look pale, even as if death had come upon him, And 
then shall ye say, Because of this fear and this paleness which 
hath come upon your face, behold, we know that thou art 
guilty. Andthen shall greater fear come upon him; and then 
28 
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shall he cénfi unto you, and deny no more that he hath done 
this murder. Aid then shall he say unto you, That 1, Nephi, 
know notliing concerning the matter, save it were given unto 
me by the power of God, And then shall ye know that I am 
an honest man, and that I am sent unto you from God. | 
- And it came to pass that they went and did, even accordin 
as Nephi had said unto them. And behold, the words whic 
he had said, were true: for according to the words, he did 
deny; and also according to the words, he did confess. And 
he was brought to prove that he himself was the very murder- 
er, insomuch that the five were set at liberty; and also was 
Nephi. And there were some of the Nephites which believed 
on the words of Nephi; and there were some also, which be- 
heved, because of the testimony of the five, for they had been 
' eonverted while they were in prison. And now there were 
some among the people, which said that Nephi was a prophet ; 
and there were others which said, Behold, he is a god, for ex- 
_ cept he was a god, he could not know of all things. For be- 
hold, he hath told us the thoughts of our hearts, and also hath 
told us things; and even he hath brought unto our knowledge 
the true murderer of our Chief Judge. : 
_ And it came to pass that there arose a diviston among the 
people, insomuch that they divided hither and thither, and 
went their ways, leaving Nephi alone, as he was standing in 
the midst of them. And it came to pass that Nephi went his 
way towards his own house, pondering upon the things which 
the Lord had shewn unto nm. And it came to pass as he 
was thus pondering,—being much cast down because of the 
wickedness of the people of the Nephites, their secret works 
of darkness, and their murderings, and their plunderings, and 
all manner of iniquitics—and it came to pass as he was thus | 
ndering in his heart, behold, a voice came unto him, saying : 
lessed art thou, Nephi, for those things which thou hast done : 
for I have beheld how thou hast with unwearyingness declared 
the word which I have given unto thee, unto this people. And 
thou hast not feared them, and hast not sought thine own life, but 
hath sought my will, and to keep my commandments. And now 
because thou hast done this with such unwearyingness, behold, 
J will bless thee forever; and I will make thee mighty in word 
~~ and in deed, in faith and in works; yea, even that all things shall 
be done unto thee according te*thy word, for thou shalt not 
* ask that which is contrary to my will. Behold, thou art Ne- 
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phi, and Iam God, Behold, I declare it unto thee in the pres- 
ence of mine angles, that ye shall have power over this peo- 
ple, and shal! smite the earth with famine, and with pestilence, 
and destruction, according to the wickedness of this people. 
Behold, I give unto you power, that whatsoever ye shall seal 
on earth, shall be sealed in heaven; and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth, shall be loosed in heaven ; and thus shall ye have 
power among this people. And thus, if ye shall say unto this 
temple, It shall be rent in twain, and it shall be done. And if 
ye shall say unto this mountain, Be thou cast down and be- 
come smooth, and it shall be done. And behold, if ye shall 
say, That God shall smite this people, it shall come to pass.— 
And now behold, | command you that ye shall go and declare 
unto this people, that thus saith the Lord God, whois the Al- 
mighty: Except ye repent, ye shall be smitten, even unto des- 
truction. | | 
- And behold, now it came to pass that when the Lord had 
spoken these words unto Nephi, he did stop, and did not go 
unto his own house, but did return unto the multitudes which 
were scattered about upon the face of the land, and began to 
declaré unto them the word of the Lord, which had been spo- 


ken ‘into him concerning their destruction, if they did not re- 
nt. Now behold, notwithstanding that great miracle which 
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ephi had done in telling them concerning the death of the - 


Chief Judge, they did harden their hearts, and did, not hearken 


unto the words of the Lord; therefore Nephi did: declare unto | 


them the word of the Lord, saying: Except ye repent, thus — 4 


saith the Lord: Ye shall be smitten even. unto destruction.— 
And it came to pass that when Nephi had declared unto them. 
the word, behold, they did still harden their hearts, and. would 
not hearken unto his words; therefore they did revile against 


him, and did seek to lay their hands upon him, that they might - 


cast him into prison. But behold, the power of God was with 
him, and they could not take him to cast him into prison: for 
he was taken by the spirit, and conveyed away out of the 
midst of them. : 

And it came to pass that thus he did go forth in the spirit, 
from multitude to multitude, declaring the word of God, even 


until he had declared it unto them all, or sent it forth among’. — 
all the people. And it came to pass that they would noty — 


hearken unto his words; and there began to be contentions, 


insomuch that they were divided against themselves, and he- 
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a gan to slay one another with the sword. And thus ended the: 


seventy and first year of the reign of the Judges over the peo- 
ple of Nephi. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Anp now it came to pass in the seventy and second year of 


the reign of the Judges, that the contentions did increase, inso- 
much that there were wars throughout all the land, among all 


the people of Nephi. And it was this secret band of robbers 
». which did carry on this work of destruction and wickedness. 


Ana this war did last all that year. And in the seventy and 
third year it did also last, ? 


_» And it came to pass that in this year, Nephi did cry unto 
"the Lord, saying: O Lord, do not suffer that this people shall 


be destroyed by the sword; but O Lord, rather let there be 
a famine in the land, to stir them up in remembrance of the 
Lord their God, and perhaps they will repent and tufn unto 
thee; and so it was done, according to the words of Nephi.— 
And there was a great famine upon the Jand, among all the 


people of Nephi.. And thus, in the seventy and fourth year,

this people, repent and prepare the way of the Lord. And 


now because 1am a Lamanite, and hath spoken unto you the 


words which the Lord hath commanded me, and because it 


was hard against you, ye are angry with me, and do seek to 


destroy me, and have cast me out from.among you. And'ye. 
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_ shall hear my words, for, for this intent I have come up upon the 
walls: of this city, that ye might hear and know of the judge. 
ments of God whith doth await you because: of your iniquitics, 
and also that ye might know the conditions of repentance. 
and also that ye might know of the coming of Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, the Father of Heaven and of earth, the Crea. 
tor of all things, from the beginnning ; and that ye might know 
of the signs of his coming, to-the intent that ye might believe 
on his name. And if ye believe on his name, ye will repent of 
all your sins, that thereby ye may have a remission of them 
_ through his merits. And behold, again another sign I give 
unto you; yea, asign of his death; for behold, he surely 
‘must die, that salvation may come; yea, it behooveth him, and 
becometh expedient that he dieth, to bring to pass the resur- 
rection of the dead, that thereby men may be brought into the 
presence of the Lord; yea, behold this death bringeth to pass 
the resurrection, and redeemeth all mankind from the first 
death ; that spiritual death for all mankind, by the fall of Ad- 
am, being cut off from the presence of the Lord, are consid- 
ered as dead, both as to things temporal and to things spiritu- ' 
al. But behold, the resurrection of Christ redeemeth man- 
kind, yea, even all mankind, and bringeth them back into the 
presence of the Lord; yea, and it bringeth to pass the condi- 
tion of repentance, that whosoever repenteth, the same is not 
hewn down and cast into the fire; but whosoever repenteth 
not, is hewn down and cast into the fire, and there cometh 
upon them again a spiritual death, yea, a second death, for 
they are cut off again as to things pertaining to righteousness;

evil restored unto you. And now my beloved brethren, be- . 


hold, I declare unto you that except ye shall repent, your hou- 


ses shall be left unto you desolate; yea, except ye repent, - 


your women shall have great cause to mourn in the day that 
they shall give suck; for. ye shall attempt to flee, and there 
shall be no place for refuge ; yea, and wo unto them :which 
are with child, for they shall be heavy, and cannot flee ; there- 


fore they shall be trodden down, and: shall be left. to Pee 


rish; yea, wo unto this people which are called the. people 
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Nephi, except they shall repent when they shall see all those 
signs.and wonders which shall be showed unto them ; for be- 
hold, they havé been a chosen people of the Lord; yea, the 
people of Nephi hath he loved, and also hath he chastened 
them; yea, in the days of their iniquities hath he chastened 
them, because he loveth them. But behold my brethren, the 
Lamanites hath he hated, because their deeds have been evil 
continually ; and this because of the iniquity of the tradition of 
their fathers. But behold, salvation hath come unto them, 
through the preaching of the Nephites; and for. this intent 
hath.the Lord prolonged their days. And I would that ye 
should behold that the more part of them are in the pathsof 
their duty, and they do walk circumspectly before God, and 
they do observe to keep his commandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgements, according to the law of Moses. Yea, I 
‘say unto you, that the more part of them are doing this, and 
they are striving, with unwearied diligence, that they may 
bring the remainder of their brethren to the knowledge of the 
truth; therefore there. are many which de add to their num- 
bers daily. And behold ye do know of yourselves, for ye 
~ have witnessed it, that as many of them as are brought to the 
knowledge of the truth, and to know of the wicked and abo- 
minable traditions of their fathers, and are lead to believe the 
Holy Scriptures, yea, the prophecies of the holy ay hets, 
which are written, which leadeth them to faith on the Lord, 
and unto repentance, which faith and repentance bringeth a 
change of heart unto them ; therefore as many as have come 
to this, ye know of yourselve, are firm and steadfast in the 
faith, and in the thing wherewith they have béen made free.— 
And ye know also that they have buried their weapons of 
War, and they fear to take them up, lest by any means they 
shall sin; yea, ye can see that they fear to sin; for behold, 
they will suffer themselves that they be trodden down and 
slain by their enemies, and will not lift their swords against 
them; and this because of their faith in Christ. And now 
because of their steadfastness when they do believe in that 
thing which they do believe; for because of their firmness 
when they are once enlightened, behold the Lord shall. bless 
them and prolong their days, notwithstanding their iniquity ; 
yea, even if they should dwindle in unbelief, the Lord shall 
prolong their days until the time shall come which hath been 
spoken of by our fathers, and also by the prophet Zenos, and 
many other prophets, concerning the restoration of our breth- 
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ren, the Lamanites again, to the knowledge of the truth; yea, 
I say unto you, That in the latter times, the promises of the 
Lord hath been extended to our brethren, the Lamanites; and 
notwithstanding the many afflictions which they shall have, 
and notwithstanding they shall be driven to and fro upon the 
face of the earth, and be hunted, and shall be smitten and 
scattered abroad, having no place for refuge, the Lord shall be 
merciful unto them; and this is according to the prophecy, 
that they shall again be brought to the true knowledge, which 
is the knowledge of their Redeemer, and their great and their 
true Shepherd, and be numbered among his sheep. Therefore 
Isay unto you, It shall be better for them than for you, except 
ye repent. For behold, had the mighty works been shewn 
unto them which have been shewn unto you; yea, unto them 
which have dwindled in unbelief because of the traditions of | 
their fathers, ye can see of yourselves, that they never would 
again have dwindled in unbelief; therefore, saith the Lord, I 
will not utterly destroy them, but I will cause that in the day 
of my wisdom, they shall return again unto me, saith the Lord. 
And now behold, saith the Lord, concerning the people of the 
Nephites, if they will not repent, and observe to do my will, I 
will utterly destroy them, saith the Lord, because of their un- 
belief, notwithstanding the many mighty works which I have 
done among them ; and as surely as the Lord liveth, shall these 
things be, saith the Lord. 

And now it came to pass that there were many which heard 
the words of Samuel, the Lamanite, which he spake upon the 
walls of the city. And as many as believed on his words, 
went forth and sought for Nephi; and when they had came 
forth and found him, they confessed unto him their sins and 
denicd not, desiring that they might be baptized unto the Lord. 
But as many as there were which did not believe in the words 
of Samuel, were angry with him; and they‘cast stones at him 
upon the wall, and also many shot arrows at him, as he stood 
upon the wall; but the spirit of the Lord was with him, itiso- 
much that they could not hit him with their stones, neither 
with their arrows. Now when they saw this, that they could 
not hit him, there were many more which did believe on. his 
words, insomuch that they went away unto Nephi to be baptized. 
For behold, Nephi was baptizing, and prophesying, and 
preaching, crying repentance unto the people; shewing signs 
and wonders; working miracles among the people, that they 
might know that the Christ must shortly come; telling them

of things which must shortly come, that they might know and 
remember at the time of their coming, that they had beeri made 
known unto them beforehand, to the intent that they might 
believe; therefore as:many as believed on the words of Sam- 
uel, went forth unto him to be baptized, for they came repent- 
ing and confessing their sins. But the more part of them did 
not believe in the words of Samuel; therefore when they saw 
that they could not hit him with their stones and their arrows, 
they cried out unto their captains. saying, Take this fellow and 
bind him, for behold, he hath a Devil; and because of the 
power of the Devil which is in him, we cannot hit him with 
our stones and our arrows ; therefore take him and bind him, 
and away with him. And as they went forth to lay their hands 
on him, behold, he did cast himself down from the wall, and 
did flee out of their lands, yea, even unto his own country, 
and began to preach and to prophesy among his own peo- 
ple. And behold, he was never heard of more among the Ne- 
phites ; and thus were the affairs of the people. And thus 
ended the eighty and sixth year of the reign of the Judges over 
the people of Nephi. And thus ended, also, the eighty and 
seventh year of the reign of the Judges, the more part of the 
people remaining in their pride and wickedness, and the lesser 
part walking more circumspectly before God. And these were 
the conditions also, in the eighty and eighth year of the reign 
of the Judges. And there were but little alteration in the af- 
fairs of the people, save it were the people began to be more 
hardened in iniquity, and do more and more of that which was 
contrary to the commandments of God, im the eighty and ninth 
year of the reign of the Judges. 

But it came to pass in the ninetieth year of the reign of the 
Judges, there were great signs given unto the people, and won- 
ders; and the words of the prophets began to be fulfilled ; and 
angels did appear unto men, wise men, and did declare unto 
them glad tidings of great joy; thus in this year the Scriptures 
began to be fulfilled.

lives. And many more things did the people imagine up. in 
their hearts, which were foolish and vain; and they were much 
disturbed, for satan did stir them up to do iniquity continually ;

tens of thousands, until they had all gone forth to the place 
which had been appointed, that they-should. gather themselves 
together, to defend themselves against their enemies.. And the 
land which was appointed was the land of Zarahemla, and the 
land which was between the land of Zarahemla and the land 
Bountiful ; -yea, to the line which was betweenthe land Boun- 
tiful and the land Desolation ; and- there were a 


great many 
thousand ‘people, which were called Nephites, which did athe 


er themselves together in. this land. Now Lachoneus did 
cause that they should gather themselves together in the'land 
southward, because of the great curse which was upon. the 
land northward ; and they did fortify themselves against their 


enemies, and they did dwell in one land, and in one body, and — 
they did fear the words which had been spoken by Lachone- 


us, insomuch that they did repent of all their sins ; and’ they 


did put up their prayers unto the Lord their God, that he) 


would deliver them in the time that their enemies should come 


down against them to battle. And they weré’exceeding’ sor» 


rowful because of their enemy. And Gidgiddoni did cause 
that they should make weapons of war, of every. kind; that 
they should: be strong with armor, and with shields, and with 
bueklers, after the manner of his instruction. 


And it ame to pase that inthe later end of the-eghteenth 
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year, those armies ‘of robbers had prepared for battle, and be- 
gan to come down, and to sally forth from the hills, and out. of 
the mountains, and the wilderness, and their strong holds, 
and their secret places, and. began to take possession of the 
lands, both which was in the land south, and which was in the 
land north, and began to take possession of all the lands which 
had been deserted by the Nephites, and the cities which had 
been left desolate.. But behold there was no wild beasts nor 
game in those lands which had been deserted by the Nephites, 
and there was no game for the robbers save it were in the 
wilderness. And the robbers could not exist save it were in 
the wilderness, for the want of food; for the Nephites had 
left their lands desolate, and had gathered their flocks, and 
their herds, and all their substance, and they were in one bo- 
dy; therefore there were no chance for the robbers to plunder 
and to obtain food, save it were to come pp in open battle 
against the Nephites ; and the Nephites being in one body, and 
having so great a number, and having reserved for themselves 
provisions, and horses, and cattle, and flocks of every kind, 
that they: might subsist for the space of seven years, in the 
which time they did hope to destroy the robbers from off the 
face of the land. And thus. the eighteenth year did pass 
_ And it came to pass that in the nineteenth year, Giddianhi 
found. that it was expedient that he should go up to battle 
against the Nephites, for there was.no way that they could 
subsist, save it were to plunder, and rob, and murder.. And 
they durst not spread themselves upon the face of the land, 
insomuch that they could raise grain, lest the Nephites should 
come upon- them and slay them; therefore Giddianhi gave 
commandment unto his armies, that in this year they should 
go up to battle against the Nephites. : uh’ 
_. And it came to pass-that they did come up to battle; and 
* it was in the sixth month; and behold, great and terrible was 
the day that they did come up to battle; and they were 
girded.about after the manner of robbers; and they hada 
b-skin about their loins, and they were dyed in blood ; and 
‘ their heads were shorn; and they had head-plates upon them ; 


and great and terrible was the appearance of the armies.of 
Giddianhi, because of their armour, and because of their being 
dyed in blood. And it came to pass thatthe armies of the 
ephites, when they saw the appearance ofthe army of Gid- — 
-Manhi, had all fallen to the earth, and did. lift. their cries to 
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the Lord their God, that he would spare them, and deliver 
them out of the hands of theirenemies. And it came to pass 
that when the armies of Gaddianhi saw this, they beganto .. 
shout with a loud voice, because of their joy; for they had 
supposed that: the Nephites had fallen with fear, because of 
the terror of their armies ; but in this thing they were dis 
pointed, for the Nephites did not fear them, but they did fear — 
their God, and did supplicate him for protection ; therefore 
when the armies of Gidcianhi did rush upon them, they were 
repared to meét them ; yea, in the strength of the Lord Wey 
id receive them ; and the battle commenced in this the six 
month ; and great and terrible was the battle thereof; yea, 
great and terrible was the slaughter thereof, insomuch that 
there never was known so great a slaughter among all the © 
ple of Lehi since he left Jerusalem. And notwithstand- 
ing the threatenings and the oaths which Giddianhi had made, 
behold, the Nephites did beat them; insomuch that they did 
fall back from before them. | 
And it came to pass that Gidgiddoni commanded that his ar- 
mies should pursue them as far as to the borders of the wil- 
derness, and that they should not spare any that should fall 
into their hands by the way ; and thus they did pursue them, 
and did slay them, to the borders of the wilderness, even until 
they had fulfilled the commandment of Gidgiddoni. : 
And it came io pass that Giddienhi, who had stood and 
fought with boldness, was pursued as he fled; and bei 
weary because of his much fighting, he was overtaken an 
slain. And thus was the erid of Giddianhi, the robber, 
~ And ‘it came to pass that the armies of the Nephites did re- 
turh again ‘to their place of security. And it came to 
that this nineteenth year did pass away, and the robbers did 
not come again to battle; neither did they come again in the 
twentieth year ; and in the twenty and first year they did not . 
come up to battle, but they‘came up on all sides to lay siege” 
round about the people of Nephi; for they did suppose that if 
they should cut off the people of Nephi from their lands; and 
should hem then? in on every side, and if they should cut them 
off from all their outward privileges, that they could cause 
them to yield themselves up according to their wishes. . Now 
‘they had appointed unto themselves another’ leader; whose 
Name was\Zemmarihah ; therefore it. was Zemnarihah thatdid 
‘cause that this siege should-take place. But behold this was 
an’ advantage unto the Nephites; for it was impossible for the 
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robbers to lay siege sufficiently long to have any effect u 
the Nephites, because of their much provision which they had 
laid up in store because of the scantiness of provisions among 
the robbers ; for behold they had nothing save it were meat 
for their subsistence, which meat they did obtain in the wil- 
derness. And it came to pass that the wild game became 
scarce in the wilderness, insomuch that the robbers were about 
to.perish with hunger. And the Nephites were continually 
marching out by day and by night, and falling upon their ar- 
mies, and cutting them off by thousands.and by tens of thou- 
sands. And thus it became the desire of the people of Zem- 
narthah, to withdraw from their design, because of the great 
destruction which come upon them: by night and by day. 
And it came to pass that Zemnarihah did give command 
unto his people, that they should withdraw themselves from 
_ the siege, and march into the farthermost parts of the land, 
northward. And now Gidgiddoni, being aware of their de- 
sign, and knowing of their weakness because of the want of 


_ feod, and the great slaughter which had been made among 


them, therefore he did send out his armies in the night-time, 
and did cut off the way of their retreat, and did place his ar- 
mies in the way of their retreat; and this did: they do in the 
night-time, and got on their march: beyond the robbers, so 
that on the morrow, when the robbers began their march, they 
were met by the armies of the Nephites, both in their front 
and in their rear. And the robbers which were on the south, 
were also cut off in their places of retreat. And all- these 
things were done by command of Gidgiddoni. And there 
were many thousands which did yield themselves up prison- 
ers unto the Nephites ; and the remainder of them were slain ; 
and their leader, Zemnarihah, was taken, and hanged upon a 
tree, yea, even wpon the top thereof, until he was dead, And 
when they had hanged him untih he was dead, they did fall 
the tree to the earth, and did cry with a loud voice, saying, 
_ May the Lord. preserve his people in righteousness and in ho- 
liness: of heart, that they may cause to: be: fell. to- the earth all 
who shall seek to slay them because of power and secret.com- 
binations, even as this.man: hath been fell to the earth. And 
they did rejoice and. cry again with one voice, saying, May 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac,. and. the God of 
Jacob, proteet this people in righteonsness, long as they 
shall call on the name of their God for protection: And it. 
came to pass that they did break forth, all as one, in singing 
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and praising their God, for the great thing which he haddone. 
for them, in preserving them from falling into the hands of. 
their enemies ; yea, they did cry, Hosanna te the Most High 
God; and they did cry, Blessed be the name of the Lord 
God Almighty, the Most High God. And their hearts were 
swollen with joy, unto the gushing out of many tears, because’ 
of the great goodness of God in delivering them out of the 
hands of their enemies; and they knew it was because of 
their repentance and their humility that they had been deliv- 
ered from an everlasting destruction. And now behold there 
was not a living soul among.all the people of the Nephites, - 
which did doubt in the least thing in the words of all the holy 

prophets which hed spoken; ‘for they knew that it must 
needs be that they must be fulfilled; and they knew that it 
must be expedient that Christ had come, because of the many 
signs which had been given, according to the words of the pro- 
phets ; and because of the things which had come to pass al- 
ready, they knew it must needs be that all things should 


come to pass according to that which had been spoken; there-» ‘ | 


fore they did forsake all their sins, and their abominations, 
and their whoredoms, and did serve God with all diligence, 
day and night. 

And now it came to pass that when they had taken all the 
robbers prisoners, insomuch that none did escape which were 
not slain, they did cast their prisoners into prison, and did 
cause the word of God to be preached unto them ; and as 
many os would repent of their sins and enter into a covenant. 
that they would murder no more, were set at liberty ; but as 
many as there were who did not enter into a covenant, and 
who did still continue to have those secret murders in their 
hearts; yea, as many as were found breathing out threatenings 
against their brethren, were condemned and punished accor- 
ding to the law, And thus they did put an end to all those 
wicked, and secret, and abominable combinations, in the 
which there were so much wickedness, and so many murders 
committed. And thus had the twenty and second year passed. 
away, and the twenty and third year also, and the twenty and 
fourth, and the twenty and fifth; and thus had twenty and 
five years passed away, and there had many things transpired 
which, in the eyes of some, would be great and marvellous; 
nevertheless, they cannot all be written in this book; yea, 
this book cannot contain even a hundredth of what was. . 
done among s9 many people, in the space of twenty and five 
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years ; but behold’ there are records whieh do contain all the 
proceedings of this*people ; and a more short but a—true ac- 
count was given by Nephi; therefore | have made my record 

of these things according to the record of Nephi, which were 
engraven on the plates which were called the plates of Nephi. 
And behold I do make the reeord on plates which I have made 
with mine own hands. -And behold, I am called Mormon, 
being called after the land of Mormon, the land in the which 
Alma did establish the church among the people; yea, the 
first church which was established among them after their 
transgression. Behold I am a disciple of Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God. I have been called of him to declare his word 
among his people, that they might have everlasting life. And 

it hath become expedient that if according to the will of God, 
that the prayers of those which have gone hence, which were 

the holy ones, should -be fulfilled according to their faith, 
should make a rocord of these things which have been done; 

_ siyea;a small record of that which hath taken place from the 
_ \¥efime that Lehi left Jerusalem, even down until the present 
"tithe; therefore I do make my record from the accounts 
which hath been given by those which were before me, until 
the commencement of my day; and then I do make a record 

»» of the things which I have seen with mine own eyes. And |} 
: know ‘the record which I make to be a just and a true record ; 
neverthelers there are many things which, according to our 

' Janguage, we ‘are not able to’write. And now I make an end 
“of my saying which is of myself, and proceed to give my: ac- 
count of the things which hath ‘been before me. I'am Mor- 
mon, and a ae descendant of Lehi. «I have reason to bless 
my.God and my Saviour Jesus Christ, that he brought our. fa- 
thers out of the land of Jerusalem, (and no one knew it save 

it were himself and those which he brought out of that land,) 

and that he hath given me and my people so much knowledge 
unto the salvation of our souls. Surely he. hath blessed the 
house of Jacob; and hath been merciful unto the seed of Jo- 
- geph. “And imsomuch as the children of Lehi hath kept his 

- commandments, he hath blessed them and prospered. them 
aocording to his word; yea, and surely shall he again: bring 

a remnant of the seed of Joseph to the knowledge of the Lord 

_ their God ; ‘and as surely asthe Lord liveth will he gather in 
from the four quarters of the earth, all the remnant of the seed 
of Jacob, which ‘are scattered abroad upon all the face of the 
earth ;-and as he hath covenanted with all the house-of Jaoob, 
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even so shall the covenant wherewith he hath covenanted 
with the house of Jacob, be fulfilled in his own. due time, unto 
the restoring all the house of Jacob unto the knowledge of the 
covenant that he hath covenanted with them; and then shall 
they know their Redeemer, which is Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God ; and then shall they be gathered.in from the four quar- 
ters of the earth, unto their own lands, from whence they have 
been dispersed ; yea, as the Lord liveth, so shall it be. Amen. 


CHAPTER IIL. | 
ANp now it came to pass that the people of the Nephites 
did all return to their own lands, in the twenty and sixth year, 


every man, with his family, his flocks and his herds, his horses 
and his cattle, and all things whatsoever did belong. unto, them. 


And it came to pass that they had not eaten up all their prde 


visions ; therefore they did

not devoured, of all their graiti of every kind, and their gold, ©. 


and their silver, and all their #fecious things, and they did ‘re- 
turn to their own lands and their possessions, both on the 
north and on the south, both on the land northward and _on the 
land southward. And they granted unto those robbers which 
had entered into a covenant to keep the peace, of the band

with to subsist upon; and thus they did establish peace in all 
the land. And they began again to poanes and to wax great;~ _ 
and the twenty and sixth and seventh years passed away, and | 
there was great order in the land; and they had fgrmed their 
laws according to equity and justice. And tow there was 
nothing in all the land, to hinder the people from prosperi 
continually, except they should fall.imto transgression. .An 


now it was Gidgiddoni, and the Judge Lachoneus, and those... im 
which had been appointed leaders, which had established this ~~ 


great peace in the land. 
.. And it,eame to pass that there were many cities built anew, 
and there were many old cities repaired ; and there were many 
highways cast up, and many roads made, which led from city 
to city, and from land to land, and from place to. place, And 


thus passed away the twenty and eighth year, and the people — . a 


had continual peace. But it game to pass in. the twenty and 
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ninth year, there began to be some disputings:among the ‘peo- 
ple; and some were lifted up unto pride and beastings, be- 
cause of their exé@Bding great riches, yea, even unto great 
persecutions: for there were many merchants in the land, and 
also many lawyers, and many officers. And the people began 
to be distinguished: by ranks, according to their nches, and 
their chances forlearning ; yea, some were ignorant because of 
their poverty, and others did receive great learning because of 
their riches; some were lifted up in pride, and others were 
exceeding humble; some did return railing for railing, while 
others would receive railing, and persecution, and all manner 
of afflictions, and would not turn and revile again, but.were 
humble and penitent before God; and thus there became a 
great inequality in all the land, insomuch that the church be- 
gan to be broken up; yea, insomuch that in the thirtieth year 
the-church was broken up in all the land, save it were among 
a ‘few of ‘the Lemanites, which were converted unto the true 
_ faith; and they would not depart from it, for they were firm, 
~vand steadfast, and immoveable, willing with all diligence to 
keep the commandments of the Lord. Now the cause of this 
iniquity of the people, was this: Satan had great power, unto 
the stirrmg up of the people to do all manner of iniquity, and 
to the puting them up with pride, tempting them to seek for 
power, and authority, and riches, and the vain things of the 
world. And: thus satan did lead away the hearts of the peo- 
ple, to do all manner of iniquity; therefore they had not en- 
peace but a few years. And thus in the commencement 
of the thirtieth year, the people having been delivered up for 
the space of a-long time, to be carried about by the temptations 
of the Devil whithersoever he desired to carry them, and to do 
whatsoever iniquity he desired they should; and thus in the 
commencement of thie, the thirtieth year, they were in a state 
of awful wickedness. Now they did not sin ignorantly, for 
they knew the will of God concerning them, for it had been 
taught unto them; therefore they did wilfully rebel against 
God: And now it was in the days of Lachoneus, the son of 
Lachoneus: for Lachoncus did fill the seat of his father; and 
. did govern the people that year. And there began to be men 
red from heaven, and sent forth, standing among the 
“ple in all the land, preaching and testifying: boldly of the sins 
and iniquities of the people, and testifying unto them concer- 
ming the redemption which the Lord would make for his peo- 
ple; or in other words, the resurrection of Christ; and- they 
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did testify boldly of-his death and sufferings. -Now there were 
many of the people which were exceeding angry, because of 
those which testified of these things;-and those which were 
angry, were chiefly: the Chief Judges, and they which had been 
High Priests, and lawyers; yea, all they which were lawyérs, 
were angry with those which testified of these things. "Now 
there was no lawyer, nor Judge, nor High Priest, that eould 
have power to condemn any one to death, save their condem- 
nation was signed by the governor of the land! Now there 
were many of those which testified of the things pertaining to 
Christ, which\testified boldly, which were taken and put to 
death secretly, by the Judges, that the knowledge -of their 
death came not unto the governor of the land, until after their 
death. Now behold, this was contrary to the laws.of the land, 
that any man should be put to death, except they had power 
from the governor of the land; therefore a complaint came’up 
unto the lahd of Zarahemla, to the governor of the land,against = 
these Judges which had condemned the prophets of the land | 
unto death, not according to the law. 

_ Now it came to pass that they were-taken and brought ‘up 
before the Judge, to be judged of the crime which they’ had 


done, according to the ‘law which had been given by the peo- 


ple. Now it came to pass that those Judges had many friends 
and kindreds; and ‘the remainder, yea, even almost all ‘the 
lawyers and the High Priests, did gather themselves together, 
‘ and unite with the kindreds of those Judges which were to “be 
tried ae¢ording to the law; and they did enter into a covenant 
one with another, yea, even into that covenant which was given 
by them of old, which covenant was given and administered 
by the Devil, to combine against all righteousness; therefore 
they did combine against the people of the Lord, and enter in- 
- to a covenant to destroy them, and to deliver those which were — 
guilty of murder from the grasp of justice, which was abotit to 
be administered according to the law. And they vet “at 
defiance the law and the rights of their country; and they did). 


covenant, one with another, to destroy the governor, and toes- 


tablish a king over the land, that the land should n6 more’ be 
at liberty, but should be subject unto kings: -Now behold; I 


will shew unto you that they did not establish a king oyepithe ».. © 


land ; -but in. this same year, yea, the thirtieth year, they did. 
destroy upon the judgement seat; yea, did murder the’ @liief 


Judge of the land. And the people were divided oné against 


another; and. they did separate one from another, into tribes, 
; 30 | | 
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every man according to his family, and his kindred and friends ; 
and thus they did destroy the government of the land. And 
every tribe did appoint-a Chief, ora leader over them; and 
thus they became tribes, and leaders of tribes. Now behold, 
there was no man among them, save he had much family. and 
many kindreds and friends; therefore their tribes became ex- 
ceeding great. Now all this was done, and there was no wars 
as-yet among them; and all this iniquity had come upon the 
people, because they did. yield themselves unto the power of 
satan; and the regulations of the government was destroyed, 
because of the secret combination of the friends and kindreds 
of them which murdered the prophets. And they did cause 
a great contention in the land, insomuch that the more right- 
eous part of-the people, although they were nearly all beceme 
‘wicked; yea, there were but few mghteous men among them. 
And thus six years had not passed away, since the more part 
of the people had. turned from their righteousness, Kke the dog 
to his vomit, or like the sow to her wallowing in the mire.— 
Now this secret combination which had brought so great ini- 
-quity upon the people, did gather themselves together, and did 
place at-their head a man whom they did call Jacob. and they 
did call him their king; therefore he became a king over this 
wicked band ; and he was one of the chiefest which had given 
his voice against the prophets which testified of: Jesus.— 
And it came to pass that they were not so strong in number 
as the tribes of the people which were united together, save it 
were their leaders did establish their laws, every one accor-. 
ding to his tribe; nevertheless they were enemies, notwith- 
standing they were not a righteous people; yet they were uni- 
ted in the- hatred of those who had entered into a covenant to 
, destroy the government ; therefore Jacob seeing that. their ene- 
Mies were .more numerous than they, he being the king of the 
-band, therefore he commanded his: people that they should 
_ take their flight into the northernmost part of the land, and 
-thére build up. unto. themselves a kingdom, until they were 


ees by dissenters, (for he flattered them that there would 


be many dissenters,) and. they become sufficiently strong to 
contend with the tribes of the people.. And they did so; and 


80 speedy was their march, that it could not be impeded, un- 


til they had gone forth out of the reach of the ase And 
thus.ended the thirtieth year; and thus were the affairs,of the 


people of Nephi. 
» «Amd it came to-pass in the thirty and first. year, that they 
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were divided into tribes, every man according to his: family, 
kindred and friends; nevertheless, they had come to an agree- 


ment that they would not go to war one@ath another ;: but a 


they were not united as to their laws, gad their manner of 
government, for they were established according to the minds 
of them. which was their chiefs and their leaders. But they 
did establish very strict laws that one tribe should not trespass 
against another, insomuch that in some degree they had peace 
in the land ; nevertheless, their hearts were turfied from, the 
Lord their God, and they did-stone the prophets, and did cast 
them put from among them. 

AMS it came to pass that Nephi, having been visited by an- 
gels, and also by the voice of the Lord, therefore having. seen 
angels, and being eyewitness, and having had power given ufi- 
to him that he might know concerning the ministry of Christ, 
and also being eyewitness to their quick return from right- 
eousness unto their wickedness and abominations; therefore; 
being grieved for the hardness of their hearts, and the blind- 
ness of their minds, wert:forth among them in that same year, 
and began to testify boldly, repentance and remission of sins 
through faith on the Lord Jesus Christ. And he did minister 
many things unto them; and all of them cannot be written, and 
a part of them would not suffice ; therefore: they are not writ- 


ten in this book. And Nephi did minister with power and 


with great authority. 
And it came to pass that they were angry with him, ‘even 
because he had greater power than they, for it were not pos- 
sible that they could disbelieve his words: for so great was 
his faith on the Lord Jesus Christ, that angels did minister 


unto him daily; and in the name of Jesus-did he castrout ©. 


devils and unclean spirits; and even his brother did he raise 
from the dead, after he had been stoned and suffered death: by 
the people; and the people saw it, and did witness: of it, ‘and 
were angry with him, because-of his-power; and he did also 


_ do many more miracles, in the sight of the people, in the name 


of Jesus. 

_ And it came'to pass that the thirty and first year did pass 
pis and: there were but few which were converted unto the 
-Lord; but as many as were converted, did truly signify unto 
the people that they had been visited by the power and spirit 


of God, which was in Jesus Christ, in whom they bélieved<—- 


And as many as had devils cast out from them, and ‘were heal- 
ed of their sicknesses and their infirmities, did truly manifest 
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unto the people that they had been wrought upon by the spirit 
_ of God, and hafibeen healed; and they did shew forth signs 
_ also, and did‘d@ssome miracles among the people. | 
And it came to-pass that thus passed away the thirty and 
second year also. And Nephi did cry unto the people in the 
commencement of the thirty and third year; and he did preach 
unto them repentance and remission of sins. Now I would 
have you to remember also, that there were none which were 
brought unto repentance, who were not baptized with water ; 
therefore there were ordained of Nephi, men unto this ministry, 
that all such as should come unto them, should be baptizedywith 
water, and this as a witness and a testimony before Gogpand 
/® unto the péopleythat they had répented and received a remis- 
| sion of their sins. And. there were many in the commence- 


= ment of this year, that were baptized unto repentance; and 
® thus the more part of the year did pass away. 


CHAPTER IV. 


ANp now it came to pass that according to our record, and 
we know our record to be true : for behold, it was a just man 
which did keep the record ; for he truly did many miracles in’ 

».. the name of Jesus; and there was not any man which could 
do a miracle in the name of Jesus, save he were cleansed eve- 
ry whit from his iniquity. And now it came to pass, if there 
was no mistake made by this man in the reckoning of our 
time, the thirty and third year, had passed away, and the 

, e began to look with great earnestness for the sign which had 
; given by the prophet Samuel, the Lamanite; yea, for the 

) time that there should be darkness for the space of three days, 

’ over the face of the land. And there began to be great doubt- 

ings and disputations among the people, notwithstanding se 

many signs had been given..: 

And it came to pass in the thirty and fourth year, in the first 
month, in the fourth day of the month, there arose a great 
storm, such an one as never had been known in all the land ; 
and there was also a great and terrible tempest ; and there 

*was terrible.thunder, insomuch that it did shake the whole 

earth as if it was about to divide asunder ; and there was ’ex- 

ceeding sharp lightnings, such as never had been known: in all. 

_. theland, And the city of Zarahemla did take fire; and, the 
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city of Moroni did sink into the depths of the. aéa, and thei in- 


habitants thereof were drowned ; and the earth was carried up | 


upon the city of Moronthah, that in the place-of the city there- 
of, there became a great mountain ; and there was a great. and 
terrible destruction in the land southward. But. behold, there 
was @ more great and terrible destruction in the land north- 
ward: for behold, the whole face of the land was changed, 
because of the tempest, and the whirlwinds, and the. reaage 
ings, and the lightnings, and the exceeding great quaking « 
the whole earth ; and the highways were broken up, an thé.

went down unto the water’s edge, and the multitude followed 
them. And it came to pass that Nephi went down into the 
water, and was baptized. And he came up out of the water, 
and began to baptize. And he baptized all they whom Jesus 
had chosen. And it came to pass when they were all bapti- 
zed, and had come up out of the water, the Holy Ghost did 
fall upon them, and they were filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire. And behold, they were encircled about as if it were 
fire; and it came down from heaven, and the multitude did 
witness it, and do bear record; and angels did come down 
out of heaven, and did minister unto them. And it came to 
os that while the angels were ministering unto the disciples, 
hold, Jesus came and stood in the midst, and ministered 
unto them. And it came to pass that he spake unto the mul- 
titude, and commanded them that they should kneel down 
again upon the earth, and also that his disciples should kneel 
down upon the earth. And it came to pass that when they had 
all knelt down upon the earth, he commanded his disciples that 
they should pray. And behold, they began to pray ; and they 
did pray unto Jesus, calling him their Lord and their God.

And it came to pass, that when Jesus had thus prayed unto 
the Father, he came unto his disciples, and behold they did 
still continue, without ceasing, to pray unto him ; and they did 
not multiply many words, for it was given unto them what 
they should pray, and they were filled with desire. . And it 
came to pass that Jesus blessed them, as they did pray unto 
him, and his countenance did smile upon them, and the light 
of his countenance did shine upon them, and behold they were 
as white as the countenance, ‘and also the garments of Jesus ; 
and behold the whiteness thereof-did exceed all the whiteness, 
yea, even there could be nothing upon earth so white as the 


whiteness thereof. And Jesus saith unto them, Pray on, nev- 
ertheless they did not cease to pray. And he turned from =

Father, I pray not for the world, 
but for them which thou hast given unto me out of the worl 
because of their faith, that they may be purified in me, that 
may be in them as thou, Father, art in me, that we may be 
one, that I may be glorified in them. 

And it came to pass that when Jesus had spake these 
words, he came again unto his disciples, and behold they did 


pray steadfastly, without ceasing, unto him; and he did smile | 


upon then again ; and behold they were white, even as Jesus, 
And it came to pass that he went again a little way off, 
prayed unto the Father; and tongue cannot speak the words 
which he prayed, neither can be written by man the words 
which he prayed. And the multitude did hear, and do bear 
record, nll their ‘hearts were open, and they did understand 
in their hearts the words which he prayed. Nevertheless, so 
great and marvellous were the words -which he prayed; that 
they cannot be written, neither caf they be utttered by man. 
| it came to pass that when Jesus had made an end of 


praying, he came again to the dis¢iples, and saith unto. 
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them, So great faith have I never seen among all the Jews; 
wherefore I could not shew unto them so great miracles, be- 


’ cause of their unbelief. Verily I say unto you, there are none 


of them that have seen so great things as ye have seen ; nei- 
ther have they heard so great things as ye have heard. 

And it came to pass that he commanded the multitude that 
they should cease to pray, and also his disciples. And he 
commanded them that they should not cease to pray in their 


hearts. And he commanded them that they should arise and 


stand up upon their feet. And they arose up and stood upon 


their feet. And it came to Ya that he break bread again, 
ed 


and blessed it, and gave to isciples to eat. And when 
they had eat, he commanded them that they should break 
bread, and give unto the multitude. And when they had giv- 
en unto the multitude, he also gave them wine to drink, and 


commanded them that they should give unto the multitude. 


Now there had been no bread, neither wine, brought. by the 
disciples, neither by the multitude ; but he truly gave unto 
them bread to eat, and also wine to drink ; and he saith unto 
them, He that eatheth this bread, eatheth of my body to their 
soul, and he that drinketh of this wine, drinketh of-my blood 


' to their soul, and their soul shall never hunger nor thirst, but 


shall be filled. Now when the multitude had all eat and 
drank, behold they were filled with the spirit, and they did 
cry out with one voice, and gave glory to Jesus, whom they — 
both saw and heard. And it came to pass that when they 
had all given glory unto Jesus, he saith unto them, Behold 


‘now I finish the commandment which the Father hath com- 


manded me concerning this people, which are a remnant of 
the house ofIsrael. Ye remember that I spake unto you, and 
said that when the words of Isaiah should be fulfilled: Be- 
hold they are written, ye have them before you; therefore 
search them, And verily, verily I say unto you, that when 
they shall be fulfilled, then is the fulfilling of the covenant 
which the Father hath made unto his people. O house of Is- 
rael, and then shall the remnants which shall be scattered 
‘abroad upon the face of the earth, be gathered in from the east, 
and from the west, and from the south, and from the north;

me that I should give unto you this land, for your

And I will gather 
my people together, as @ man gathereth his sheaves into the 
floor: for I will make my people with whom the Father hath 
covenanted, yea, I will make thy horn iron, and I will make 
thy hoofs brass. And thou shalt beat in pieces many people; 
and I will consecrate their gain unto the Lord, and their sub- 
stance unto the Lord of the whole earth. And behold, I am 
he which doeth it. And it shall come to pass, saith the Fa- 
ther, That the sword of my justice shalt hang over them at 
that day; and except they repent, it shall fall upon them, saith - 
the Father, yea, even-upon albthe nations of the Gentiles— ~ 
And it shall come to pass that Iwill establish my people, O © 
house of Israel. And/ behold, this people will I establish im 

this land, unto the fulfilling of the covenant which I made with 
your Father Jacob; and it shall be a new Jerusalem. And 
the powers of heaven shall be in the midst of this people; yea, 
even I will be in the midst of you. Behold, I am he of a. 


Moses spake, saying: A prophet shall the Lord your God 


raise up unto you of your brethren, like unto me: himshall ye ~ 4 


hear in all things whatsoever he shall say unto you. And it 
shall come to pass that every soul which will not hear that 
prophet, shall be cut off from among the people. Verily, I 


say unto you, Yea; and all the prophets from Samuel, and «4 
those that follow after, as many as have spoken, have testified ~~ 


of me. And behold, ye are the children of the prophets; and ~ 
ye are of the house of Israel; and ye are of the covenant which . 
the Father made with your fathers, saying: Unto Abraham, 

and in thy seed, shall all the kindreds of the earth be blessed: 
the Father having raised me up unto you first, and sent me to 


bless you, in turning away every one of you from his iniqui- — . g 


ties; and this because ye are the children of the covenant.— 
And after that ye were blessed, then fulfilleth the Father the 
covenant which he made with Abraham, saying: In thy. seed 


shall all the kindreds of the earth be blessed, unto the pouring | 


_ out of the Holy Ghost through me upon the Gentiles, which 
‘blessing upon the Gentiles, shall make them mighty above all,

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unto the scattering of my people, O house of Israel; and they 
shall be a scourge unto the people of thisland. Nevertheless, 
when they shall have received the fulness of my Gospel, then 
if they shall harden their hearts against me, I will return their 
iniquities upon their own heads, saith the Father. And I will 
remember the covenant which I have made with my people: 
and I have covenanted with them, that I would gather them

Then shall their 
watchmen lift up their voice; and with the voice together shall 
they sing: for they shall see eye to eye. Then will the Fa- 
ther gather them together again, and give unto them Jerusa- 
lem for the land of their inheritance.

' forth into joy—sing together, ye waste places of Jerusalem: 
for the Father hath comforted his people, he hath redeemed 
derusalem. The Father hath made bare his holy arm in the 
eyes of all the nations: and all the ends of the earth shall see 
the salyation of the Father; and the Father and I are one,— 
And then shall be brought to pass that which is writen: Awake, 
awake again, and put on thy strength, O Zion; put on thy 
beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, the holy city: for henceforth 
there shall no more come into thee the uncircumcised and the 
unclean. Shake thyself from the dust; arise, sit down, O

and the God of Israel shall be your rereward. : ‘Behold, my 
servant shall deal prudently, he shall be exalted and extolled, 
and be very high. As many were astonished at thee; (his 
visage was so marred more than any man, and his form more

the kings shall shut their mouths at him: for that which had 
been told them shall they see; and that which they had not 
heard shall they consider. Verily, verily, I say unto you, All 
these things shall surely come, even as the Father hath com- 
manded me. Then shall this covenant which the Father hath 
covenanted with his people, be fulfilled; and then shall Jeru- 
salem be inhabited again with my people: and it shall be the 
land of their inheritance. And verily, I say-unto you, I give 
unto you a sign, that ye may know the time when these things 
shall be about to take place, thatI shall gather in from their 
long dispersion, my people, O house of Israel, and shalbestab- __ 
lish again among them my Zion.

thy cities. And it shall come to pass that all lyings, and de- 
ceivings, and envyings, and strifes, and priestcrafts, and whore- _ 
doms, shal} be done away. For it shall come to pass, saith — 
thé Father, that at that day, whosoever will not repent and 
come unto my beloved Son, them will I cut off from. among 
omy people, O house of Israel; and I will execute vengeance 
and fury,upon them, even as upon the heathen, such as they

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CHAPTER X. 

But if they will repent, and hearken unto my words, and 
harden not their hearts, I will establish my church among 
them, and they shall come in unto the covenant, and be num- 
bered among this the remnant of Jacob, unto whom I have 
given this land for their inheritance, and they shall.assist my 


people, the remant of Jacob; and also, as many of the house a | 


of Israel as shall come, that they may build a city, which shall 
be called the New Jerusalem; and then shall they assist my 
people that they may be gathered in, which are scattered upon 
all the face of the land, in unto the New Jerusalem: And then 
shall the power of heaven come down: among them; and I 
also will be in the midst: and then shall tlre work of the Fa- 
ther commence, at that day even when this Goepel shall be 
preached among the remnant of this people. Verily, I say 
unto you, At that day shall the work of the Father commence 


among all the ry of my people ; yea, even the. tribes 


which have been lost, which the Father hath led away out of 
Jerusalem. Yea, the work shall commence among all the dis- 
persed of my people, with @e Father, to prepare the way 


whereby they may come unto me, that they may call on the » sam 


Father in my name; yea, and then shall the work commence, 
with the Father, among all nations, in preparing the way 
whereby his people may be gathered home to the land of their 


inheritance. And they shall go out from all nations; and they‘ 


shall not go out in haste, nor go by flight: forI will go before @ 


them, saith the Father, and I will be theirrereward. And then 
shall that which is written come to pass. Sing, O barren, 
thou that didst not bear; break forth into singing, and cry 
aloud, thou that didst not travail with child: for more are the 
children of the desolate than the children of the married wife, 
saith the Lord. Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them 
stretch forth the curtains of thy habitations ; not, length- 
en thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes ; for thou shalt break 
forth on the right hand and on the left; and thy seed shall in- 
herit the Gentiles, and make the desolate cities to be inhabited. 
Fear not; for thou shalt not be ashamed: neither be thou con- 
founded : for thou shalt not be put to shame: for thou shalt 
_ forget the shame of thy youth, and shalt\not remember the re-

husband, The Lord of hosts is his name; and thy 


y Redeemer, 
the Holy One of Israel; The God of the whole earth shall he _: 
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be called. For the Lord hath called thee as a woman forsa- 
ken and grieved in spifit, and a wife of youth, when thou wast 
refused, saith thy God. For a small moment have I forsaken 
thee; but with great mercies will I gather thee. In a little: 
wrath I hid my face from thee for a moment; but with ever- 
lasting kindness will I have mercy on thee, saith the Lord thy 
» Redeemer. For this, the waters of Noah unto me: foras I have 
sworn that the waters of Noah should no more go over the 
earth, so have I sworn that I would not be wroth with thee. 
For the mountains shall depart, and the hills be removed ; but 
my kindness shall not depart from thee, neither shal! the cove- 
nant of my people be removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy 
O thou afflicted> tossed with tempest, and not comforted !

And 
when Nephi had brought forth the records, and laid them be-. 
fore him, he cast his eyes upon them, and saith, Verily, I 
say unto you, I commanded my servant Samuel, the Laman- - 
ite, that he should testify unto this people, that at the day that’ 
the Father should glorify his name in me, that there were 
many saints which should arise from the dead, and should ap-.. 

ear unto many, and should minister unto them. And he 
saith unto them, Were it not so? And his disciples answered — 
him and said, Yea, Lord, Samuel did prophesy according to.

they may offer unto the Lord an offering in righteousness.— 
‘Yhen shall the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant 
unto the Lord, as in the days of old, and as in former years; 
And I will come near to you to judgement: and I will be a 
swift witness against the sorcerers, and against the adulterers, 
and against false swearers, and against those that-oppress the 
hireling in his wages, the widow, and the fatherless, and that 
turn aside the stranger, and fear not me, saith the Lord of hosts. 
For l am the Lord, I change not; therefore ye sons of Jacob 
are not consumed. | 

Even from the days of your fathers ye are gone away from 
mine ordinances, and have not kept them. Return unto me, 
and I will returneunto you, saith the Lord of hosts. But ye 
said, Wherein shall we return ? | 

Will a man rob God 4. Yet ye have robbed me. But ye say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye 
are cursed with a-curse: for ye have robbed me, even this | 
whole nation. Bring ye all the tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in my house, and prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and, pour you out a blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.

And all nations shall call 
a for ye shall be adelightsome land, saith the Lord

Your words have been stout against me, saith the Lord.— 
¥et ye say, What have we spoken against thee? Ye have said, 
It is: vain to serve God: at what doth it profit that we have 


kept his ordinance, and that we have walked mournfully before 


the Lord.of hosts? And: now we call the proud happy; yea, 
they that work wickedness are set up; yea, them that tempt 
God are even delivered. 

‘Then they that feared the Lord spake often one to another: 
and the Lord hearkened, and heard: and a book of remem- 


_ brance was written before him for them that feared the Lord, 


and that thought upon his name. And they shall be mine, 
saith the Lord of hosts, in that day when I make up my jew- 
els; and I will spare them, as a man spareth his own son that 


serveth him. Then shall ye return and discern between the 
righteous and the wicked, between him that serveth God and 
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him that serveth him not. For behold, the day cometh, that «»— 
shall burn as an oven; and all the proud, yea, and all that, dow 
wickedly, shall be stubble: and the day that cometh shall burn ~ 
them up, saith the Lord of hosts, that it shall leave them nei- 
ther root nor branch. | 

But unto you that fear my name, shall the Son of righteous- 
ness arise with healings .in his wings; and ye shall go forth, 
and grow up as calves im the stall. And ye shall tread down 
the wicked; for they shall be ashes under the soles of your 
feet in the day that I shall do this, saith the Lord of hosts. _ 
Remember ye the law of Moses my servant, which I command- 
ed unto him in Horeb for all Israel, with the statutes and jud 
ments. Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet before the 
coming of the great and dreadful day of the : and he shall : 
turn the heart of the fathers to the children, and the heart of | 
the children to their fathers, lest I come and smite the earth | 

And now it came to pass that when Jesus had told these 
things, he expounded them unto the multitude: and he did ex- 
pound all things unto them, both great and.small. And. he 
saith, These Scriptures. which ye had not with you, the Father 
commanded that I should give unto you: for it was wisdom in: 
him that they should be given unto future. generations. And 
he did rr all things, even from the beginning until the 
time that he should come in his glory; yea, even all things 
which should come upon the face of the earth,-even until the 
elements should melt with fervent heat, and the earth should 
be wrapt.together as a scroll, and the heavens and the 
earth should pass away; and even unto the great and last day, 
when all people, and all kindreds, and all nations and tongues 
shall stand before God, to be judged of their works, whether 
they be good or whether they be evil: if they be good, to the 
resurrection of everlasting life; and if they be evil, tothe res- 
urrection of damnation, being on a parallel, the oneon the one. 
hand, and the other on the other hand, according to the mercy, 
and the justice, and the holiness which is in Christ, which was 
before the world began, | 
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CHAPTER Xil. 


_ Anp now there cannot be written in this book, even a hun- 
‘dredth part of the things which Jesus did truly teach unto the 
people; but behold the plates of Nephi do contain the more 
part-of the things which he taught the people; and these 
things have I written, which are a lesser part of the things 
which he taught the people ; and I have wrote them to the in- 
tent that they may be brought again unto this people, from the 
Gentiles, according to the words which Jesus hath spoken.— 
And when they shall have received this, which is.expedient 
that they should have first, to try their faith: And if it shall 
so be that they shall believe these things, then shall the greater 
things be made manifest unto them. And if it so be that they 
will not believe these things, then shall the greater things be 
withheld from them,. unto their condemnation. Behold | 
were about to write them all which were engraven upon the 
plates of Nephi, but the Lord forbid it, saying, I will try the 
- faith of my people; therefore 1, Mormon, do write the things 
which have been commanded me of the Lord. And now I, 
Mormon, make an end of my sayings, and proceed to write 
the things which have been commanded me; therefore } 
would that ye should behold that the Lord truly did teach the 
people, for the space of three days; and after that, he did 
shew himself unto them oft, and did break bread oft, and 
bless it, and give it unto them. Ph spab= Sat ! 
_ And it came to that he did teach and minister unto the 
children of the multitude of whom hath been spoken, and he 
did loose their tongues, and they did speak unto their fathers 
great and marvellous things, even greater than he bad reveal- 
ed unto the people, and loosed their tongues that they could 
utter. And it came to pass that after he had ascended into 
Heaven the second time that he shewed himself unto them, 
and gone unto the Father, after having healed all their sick, 
and their lame, and opened the eyes of their blind, and un- 
stopped the ears of the deaf, and even had done all manner of 
cures among them, and-raised a man from the dead, and had 
shewn forth his power unto them, and had ascended unto the 
Father, behold, it came to pass on the morrow, that the multi- 
tude gathered themselves together, and they both saw and 
heard these children; yea, even babes did open their mouths, 
and utter marvellous things ; and the things which they did 
utter ‘were forbidden, that there should not any man write 
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them. And it came to pass that the disciples whom Jesus 
had chosen, began from that time forth to baptize and te teach 


as many as did come unto them; and as many as were baptiz- — 


ed in the name of Jesus, were filled with the Holy Ghost. And 
many of them saw and heard unspeakable things, which are 
not lawful to be written; and they taught, and did minister 
one to another; and they had all things common among them, 
every man dealing justly, one with another. And it came to 


pass that they did do all things, even as Jesus had command- — 


edthem, And they which were baptized in the name of Je- 


sus, were called+he church of Christ. 
And it came {0 pass that as the disciples of Jesus were 


journeying, and were preaching the things which they had both 
heard and seen, and were baptizing in the name of Jesus, it 


came to pass that the disciples were gathered t er, and ~~. 
were united in mighty prayer and fasting. And Jesus again 
shewed himself unto them: for they were praying unto the’ - 


Father, in his name; and Jesus came and stood in the midst 
of them, and saith unto them, What will ye that I shall give 
unto you? And they saith unto him, Lord, we ‘will that thou 


wouldst tell us the name whereby we shall call this chufch ; 


for there are disputations among:the people concerning this 


matter. Andthe Lord said untothem, Verily, verily I say unto: 
you, why is it that the people should murmur and dispute be- . 
cause of this thing? have they not read the scriptures, which - 
saith ye must take upon you the name of Christ, which «is © 


my name ? for by this name shall ye be called at the last day.; 
and whoso taketh.upon him my name, and endureth to 


end, the same shall be saved at the last day ;. therefore, what- — 


soever ye shall do, ye shall do it in my name; therefore ye 


shall call the church in my name ; and ye shall call upon the Fa- . 
ther in my name, that he will bless the church for my sake; - 

and how be it my church, save it be called in my name? for . 
if a church be called im Moses’ name, then it be Moses’ church: » 


or if it be called in the name of a man, then it be the church 


of'a man ; but if it be calledin my name, then it is my church, — 


if it so. be that they are built upon my Gospel. Verily Iusay 
unto you, that ye are built upon my Gospel; therefpre ye shall 


call whatsoever things ye do call in my name; thetefore if ye : 


call upon the Father, for the church, if it be in my Mame, 
Father will hear you ; and if it so be that the churchasebuilt 


upon my Gospel, then will the Father shew forth his own: .” 
works in it; but if it be not built upon my Gospel, and: isbuilt 
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upon the works of men, or upon the works of the Devil, veri. 
ly [say unto you, they have joy in their works for a season, 
and by and by the end cometh, and they are hewn down and 
cast into the fire, from whence there is no return; for their 
works do follow them: for it is because of their works that 
they are hewn down; therefore remember the things that | 
have told you. Behold I have given unto you my Gospel, and 
this is the Gospel which I have given unto you: That I came 
into the world to do the will of my Father, because my Father 
sent me; and my Father sent me that I might be lifted up upon 
the cross ; and after that I had been lifted up upon the cross, | 
might draw all men unto me; that as I have been lifted up by 
men, even so should men be lifted up by the Father, to stand 
before me, to be judged of their works, whether they be good 
or whether they be evil; and for this cause have I been lifted 
up; therefore, according to the power of the Father, I will 
draw all men unto me, that they may be judged according to 
their works. And it shall come to pass, that whoso repenteth 
and is baptized in my name, shall be filled; and if he endu- 
reth to the end, behold, him will I hold guiltless before my 
Father, at that day when I shall stand to judge the world. And 
he that endureth not unto the end, the same is he that is also 
hewn down and cast into the fire, from whence they can no 
more return, because of the justice of the Father; and this is 
the word which he hath given unto the children of men. And 
for this cause he fulfilleth the words which he hath given, and 
he lieth not, but fulfilleth all his words; and no unclean thing 
can enter into his kingdom; therefore nothing entereth into 
his rest, save it be those who have washed their garments in 
my blood, because of their faith, and the repentance of all their 
sins, and their faithfulness unto the end. Now this is the com- 
mandment: Repent, all ye ends of the earth, and come unto 
me and be baptized in my name, that ye may be sanctified by 
the reception of the Holy Ghost, that ye may stand spotless 
before me at the last day. Verily, verily I say unto you, this 
‘is my Gospel; and ye know the things that ye must do in m 
church; for the works which ye have seen me do, that shall 
_ye also do; for that which ye have seen medo, even that shall 
ye do ; therefore if ye do these things, blessed are ye, for ye 
‘hall be lifted up at the last day. — 3 | 
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Wrire the things which ye have seen and heard, save it be 
those which are forbidden ; write the works of this people, 
which shall be even as hath been written of that which hath 
been; for behold, out of the books which have been written, 
and which shall be written, shall this people be judged: for 
by them shall their works be known unto men. And behold, 
all things are written by the Father; therefore out of the 
books which shall be written, shall the world be judged. And 
know ye that ye shall be judges of this people, according to 
the judgement which I shall give unto you, which shall be 
just ; therefore what manner of men had ye ought to be !— 
Verily I say unto you, EvenasIam. And now I go unto the 
Father. And verily I say unto you, whatsoever things ye shall 
ask the Father, in my name, it shall be given unto you; there- _ 
fore ask, and ye shall receive ; knock, and it shall be opened . 


unto you: for he that asketh, receiveth, and untq him that ; 


knocketh, it shall be opened. And now behold, my joy is 
great, even unto fulness, because of you, and also this gene- 
ration; yea, and even the Father rejoiceth, and also all th 
holy angels, because of you and this generation: for none of 
them are lost. Behold, 1 would that ye should understand ; 
for I mean them which are now alive, of this generation ; and 
none of them are lost; and in them I have fulness of joy.— 
But behold, it sorroweth me because of the fourth generation 
from this generation, for they are led away captive by him, 
even as was the son of perdition; for they will sell me for 
silver, and for gold, and for that which moth doth corrupt, and 
which thieves can break through and steal. And in that.day 
be visit them, even in turning their works upon their own 
And it came to pass that when Jesus had ended these say- 
ings, he saith unto his disciples, Enter. ye in at.the magn gate ; 
for straight is the gate, and narrow. is the way. that leads‘to 
life, and few there be that find it: But wide is the gate, and 
broad ths way which, leads to death, and many there. be that 
8 gga therein, until the night cometh, whergin no man can _ 
And it came to pass when Jesus had said these words, he 
spake unto his disciples, one by one, saying unto them, What 
is it that ye desire of me, after that I am gone to the Father? 
And they all spake, save it were three, saying, We desire that — 
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after we have lived unto the age of man, that our ministry, 
wherein thou hast called us, may have an end, that we may 
speedily come unto thee, in thy kingdom. And he saith unto 
them, Blessed are ye, because ye desired this thing of me; 
therefore after that ye are seventy and two, years old, ye shall 
come unto me in my kingdom, and with me ye shall find rest. 
And when he had spake unto them, he turned himself unto 
the three, and said unto them, What will ye that I should do 
unto you, when I am gone unto the Father? And they sor- 
rowed in their hearts, for they durst not speak unto him the 
thing which they desired. And he saith unto them, Behold, 
I know your thoughts, and ye have desired the thing which 
John, my beloved, which was wiih me in my ministry, before 
that I was lifted up by the Jews, desired of me; therefore 
more blessed are ye, for ye shall never taste of death, but ye 
shall live to behold all the doings of the Father, unto the chil- 
dren of men, even until all things shall be fulfilled, according 
to the will of the Father, when I shall come in my glory, with 
the powers of heaven; and ye shall never endure the pains 
of death ; but when I shall come in my glory, ye shall be chan- 
ged in the twinkling of an eye, from mortality to immortality ; 
and then shall ye be blessed in the kingdom of my Father.— 
And again, ye shall not have pain while ye shall dwell in the 
flesh, neither sorrow, save it be for the sins of the world; and 
all this will I do because of the thing which ye have desired 
of me: for ye have desired that ye might bring the souls of 
men unto me, while the world shall stand; and for this cause 
| ye shall have fulness of joy; and ye shall sit down in the 

ingdom of my Father; yea, your joy shall be full, even as 
the*Father hath given me fulness of joy ; and ye shall be even 
as fam; and I am even as the Father; and the Father.and 
Tare one; and the Hely Ghost beareth record of the Father 
and me; and the Father giveth the Holy Ghost unto the chil- 
dren of men, because of me. 

And it came to pass that when Jesus had spake these words, 
he touched every one of them with his finger, save it were the 
three which were to tarry, and then he departed. And be- 


' ~ bold, the heavens were opened, and they were caught up into 


heaven, and saw and heard unspeakable things. And it was 
forbidden'them that they should utter; neither was it given — 
- unto them power that they could utter the things which they 
saw and heard ; and whether they were in the body or out of 
the body, they could mot tell: for it did seem unto them like | 
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a transfiguration of them, that they were changed ~from this 
body of flesh, into an immortal state, that they could behold 
the things of God. But it came to pass that they didagain 
minister upon the face of the earth; nevertheless they did not 
minister of the things which they had heard and seen, because 
of the commandment which was given them in heaven. And 
now whether they were mortal or immortal, from the day of | 
their transfiguration, | know not; but this much I know: 
According to the record which hath been given, they did ge 
forth upon the face of the land, and did minister unto all the 
people, uniting as many to the church as would believe in 
their preaching ; baptizing them; and as many as were bap+ 
tized, did geceive the Holy Ghost; and they were cast into. 
prison by them who did not belong to the church. And the 
prisons could not hold them, for they were rent in twain, and 
they were cast down into the earth. But they did smite the 
earth with the word of God, insomuch that by his power they 
were delivered out of the depths of the earth; and therefore 
they could not dig pits sufficiently to hold them, And thrice 
they were cast into a furnace, and received no harm. And 
twice were they cast into a den of wild beasts; and behold 
they did play with the beasts, as a child with a suckling lamb, 
and received no harm. And it came to pass that thus they 
did go forth among all the people of Nephi, and did. preach the 
gospel of Christ unto all people upon the face of the land: 
And they were converted unto the Lord, and were united unto 
the church of Christ: And thus the people of that generatio 

were blessed, according to the word of Jesus. And nowt: 


Mormon, make an end of speaking concerping these things,’ 


fora time. Behold, I were about to write the names of ths 
who were never to taste of death ; but the Lord forbade, thefe- - 


fore I.write them not, for they are hid from the world. But’ — 


behold I have seen them, and they have ministered unto me ; 
and behold they will be among the Gentiles, and the. Gentiles 
knoweth them not. They will also be among the Jews, and 
the Jews shall know them not. 

And it shall come to pass, when the Lord seeth. fit.in his. 
wisdom, that they shall minister unto all the scattered tribes. 
of Israel, and unto all nations, kindred, tongues and_people, and - 
shall bring out of them unto Jesus many souls, that their de- 
sire may be fulfilled, and also because.of the convincing power 
of God which is in them; and they are as the angels of God 
and if they shall pray unto the Father in the name of Jesus.. 
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they can shew themselves unto whatsoever man it seemetl) 
them good; therefore great and marvellous. works shall be 
wrought by them, before the great and coming day, when all 
people must surely stand before the judgement seat of Christ ; 
yea, even among the Gentiles shall there be a great and mar- 
vellous work wrought by them, before that judgement day.— 
And if ye had all the scriptures which gives an account of all 
the marvellous works of Christ, ye would, according to the 
words of Christ, know that these things must surely come.— 
And wo be unto him that will not hearken unto the words of 
Jesus, and also to them which he hath chosen and sent among 
them: for whoso receiveth not the words of Jesus, and the 
words of them which he hath sent, receiveth not him; and 
therefore he will not receive them at the last day; and it 
would be better for them if they had not been born. For do 
ye suppose that ye can get rid of the justice of an offended 
God, who hath been trampled under feet of men, that thereby 
salvation might come? And now behold, as I spake concer- 
ning them whom the Lord had chosen, yea, even three 
which were caught up into the Heavens, that 1 knew not 
whether they were cleansed from mortality to immortality :— 
But behold, since I wrote, I have inquired of the Lord, and he 
hath made it manifest unto me, that there must needs bea 
change wrought upon their bodies, or else it needs be that 
they must taste of death; therefore that they might not taste of 
death, there was a chanze wrought upon their bodies, that 
they might not suffer pain nor sorrow, save it were for the 
sins of the world. Now this change was not equal to that 
which should take place at the last day, but there was achange 
wrought upon them, insomuch that satan could have no power 
over them, that he could not tempt them, and they were sanc- 
~ tified in the flesh, that they were holy, and that the powers of 
the earth could not hold them; and in this state they were to 
remain until the judgement day of Christ; and at that day 
they were to receive a greater change, and to be received into 
the kingdom of the Father, to go no more out, but to dwell 

with God eternally in the Heavens. And now behold, I say 
’ munto you, that when the Lord shall see fit, in his wisdom, that 
' these.sayings shall come unto the Gentiles, according to his 
word, then ye may know that the covenant which the Father 
hath made with the children of Israel, concerning their restora- 
tion. to the lands of their inheritance, is eg to be 
fulfilled ; and ye may know that the words of the Lord, which 
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have been spoken by the holy prophets, shall all be fulfiltalg> nhc 
ye need not say. that the Lord delays his coming unto thehil- 


dren of Israel; and ye need not imagine in your hearts,’ thet 
the words which have been spoken are vain, for behold, the. 


Lord will remember his covenant which he hath made unto 
his people of the house of Israel. And when ye shall see 
these sayings, coming forth among je era é need not any 
longer Spurn at the doings of the 

justice is in bis-right hand, and behold at that day, if ye shalt 


spurn at his doings, he will cause it that it shall’ soon overtake — 


you. Wo uhto him that spurneth at the doings of the Lord; 
yea, wo unto him that shall deny the Christ and his works ; 
yea, wo unto him that shall deny the revelations of the Lord, 
and that shall say, the Lord no longer worketh by revelation, 


or by prophecy, or by gifts, or by tongues, of by healings, or 


by the power of the Holy Ghost; yea, and wo unto him that’ 


shall say at that day, that there can be no miraele wrought*by 
Jesus Christ, for to get gain; for he that doeth this, shall he- 
come like unto the son of perditjon,. for whom there was no 
mercy, according to the word of Christ. : Yea, and ye need 
not any longer hiss, nor spurn, nor make game of the Jews; 
nor of any of the remnant of thé house of Israel, for behold the 
Lord remembereth his covenant unto them, and he willdo unto 
them. according to that which he hath sworn; therefore ye 
need not suppose that ye can turn the right hand of the Lord

An account of the people of Nephi, according to his Record. 


Anp it came to pass that the thirty and fourth year passed 
‘away, and also the thirty and fifth, and behold the disciples of 
Jesus had formed a church of Christ in all the lands round 
about. A many as did come unto them, and did truly 
repent of their sins, were baptized in the name of Jesus; and 
they did also receive the Holy Ghost. 

And it came to pass in the thirty and sixth year, the people 
were all converted unto the Lord, upon all the face of the land, 
both Nephites and Lamanites, and there was no contentions 
and disputations among them, and every man did deal justly 
One with another; and they had all things common among

And there were greatand marvellous works wrought by the dis- 
ciples of Jesus, insomuch that they did heal thesick, and raise 
the dead, and cause the lame to walk, and the blind to receive 
their sight, and the deaf to hear; and all manner of miracles did 

they work among the children of men; and in nothing did they 
- 'wotk miracles save it were in the name of Jesus. And thus 
“did the thirty and eighth year pass away, and also the thirty 

and ninth, and the forty and first, and the forty and second; 
am even until forty and nine years had passed away, and also 
> the fifty and first, and the fifty and second; yea, and even until 
fifty and nine years had passed away; and the Lord did 
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prosper them exceedingly, in the land; yea, insomuch. that 
they did fill cities again where there had been cities burned; 
yea, even that great city Zarahemla did they cause to be built 
again. But there were many cities which had been sunk, and 
waters came up in the stead thereof; therefore. these cities 
could not be renewed. 
_ And now behold it came to pass that the: | ome of Nephi 
did wax strong, and did multiply exceeding fast, and became © 
an exceeding fair and delightsome people. And they were 
married, and given in marriage, and were blessed according to 
the multitude of the promises which the Lord had made unto 
them. And they did not walk any more after the performan- 
ces and ordinances of the law of Moses, but they did walk | 
after the commandments which they had received. from their 
Lord and. their God, continuing in fasting and prayer, and in 
meeting together oft, both to pray and to hear the word of the 
Lord. And it came to pass that there was no contention 
among all the people, in all the land, but there were mighty - 
miracles wrought among the disciples of Jesus. 
And it came to pass thatthe seventy and first year 
away, and also the seventy and.second year; yea, and in fine 
till the seventy and ninth year had passed away; yea, even 
an hundred years had passed away, and the disciples: of Jesus, 
whom he had chosen, had all gone to the J amy oes of God, save 
it were the three which should tarry: An 
disciples ordained in their stead ; and also many of that gene- 
ration which had passed away. And it came to. pass .that 
there was no contention in the land, because of the love of 
God which did dwell in the hearts of the people. And there 
were no envyings, nor strifes, nor tumulits, nor whoredoms, 
nor lyings, nor murders, nor no manner of lasciviousness.: and 
surely there could not be a happier people among all thespeo~ 
ple which had been.created by the hand of God: There were 
no robbers, nor no murderers, neither were there Lamanites, 
nor no manter of Ites; but they were in one, the children of 
Christ, and heirs to the kingdom of God: And hows»blessed 
were they, for the Lord did bless them in all their doings; 
yea, even they were blessed and prospered, until: an hundred 
and ten years had passed away: - And the first generation 
from Christ had passed away, and there was no contention in 
all the land. 
_ And it came to pass that Nephi, he that kept this last record, 
(and he kept it upon the en of Nephi,) died, and bis.son 
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Amos kept it in his stead; and he kept it upon the plates of 
Nephi also; and he kept it eighty and four years, and ihere 
was still peace in the land, save it were a smali part of the 
people, which had revolted from the church, and took upon 
them the name of Lamanites; therefore there began to be La- 
manites again in the land. : 

_ And it came to pass that Amos died,also, (and it was an 
hundred and ninety and four years from the coming of Christ,) 
and his son Amos kept the record in his stead; and he also 
kept it upon: the plates‘of Nephi; and it was also written in 
the book of Nephi, which is this book. And it came to pass 
that two hundred years had passed away: And the second 

eration had all passed away save it were a few. And now 
pea would that ye should know that the people had 
multiplied, insomuch that they were spread upon all the face 
of the land,. and that they had become exceeding rich, because 
of their prosperity in Christ. And now in this two hundred 
and first year, there began to be among them those which 
were lifted up in pride, such as the wearing of costly apparel, » 
and all mamer of fine pearls, and of the fine things of the 


, world.-. And from that time forth they did have their goods 


and their substance no more common among them, and they 
began to be divided into classes, and they began to build up 
churches unto themselves, to get gain, and began to deny the 
true church of Christ. 

_ And it came to pass that when two bundred and ten years 
had passed away there were many churches in the land ; ‘yea, 
there were churches which professed to know the Christ, and 
yet they did deny the more parts of his gospel, insomuch that 
they did receive all manner of wickedness, and did administer 
that which was sacred unto him to whom it had been forbid- 


_ den, because of unworthiness. And this church did multiply 


ro A 4 because of iniquity, and because of the power of 
satan which did get hold upon their hearts. And again, there 
was another church, which denied the Christ; and they did 

te the true church of Christ, because of their humility, 
and their beliefin Christ ; and they did despise them, because 
of the many miracles which were wrought among them ; there- 
fore they did exercise power and authority over the disciples 
of Jesus which did tarry with them, and they did cast. them 
into prison; but by the power of the word of God, which was 
in'them, the prisons were rent in twain, and they went forth 


doing mighty miracles among them. Nevertheless, and not- 
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withstanding all these miracles the people did harden their 
hearts, and did seek to kill them, even as the Jews at Jerusa- 
lem sought to kill Jesus, according to his word, and they,did 
cast them into furnaces of fire, and they came forth receiving 
no harm; and they also cast them into dens of wild beasts, 
and they did play with the wild beasts even as’a child with a 
lamb ; and they did come forth from among them, receiving 


no harin. . Nevertheless, the people did, harden their hearts, — 


for they were led by many priests and false prophets to build 
up many churches, and to do-all manner of iniquity... And’ 
they did smite upon the people of Jesus; but the people-of 
Jesus did not’smite again. And thus they did dwindle im-un- 
belief and wickedness, from year to year, even until two hun> 
dred and thirty years had passed away. And now it came 

pass in this year, yea, in the two hundred and thirty_and. first 
year, there were a great division among the peoples And it 


came to pass that in this year there arose a people which was ~ 


called the Nephites, and they were true believers:in Christ; 
and among them there were they which was called by the La- 
manites, Jacobites, and Josephites, and Zoramites ; therefore 
the true believers in Christ, and the true worshippers of Christ, 


(among whom were the three disciples of Jesus which should © 


tarry,) were called Nepbites, and Jacobites, .and Josephites, 
and Zoramites. And it came to pass that they which reject+ 
ed the gospel, were called Lamanites, and -Lemuelites, and 
Ishmaehtes ; and they did-not dwindle in unbelief, ‘but. they 
did wilfully rebel against the gospel of Christ; and they did 
teach their children that they.should not believe, even as their 
fathers, from fhe beginning, did dwindle. And it was be- 
cause of the wickedness and abominations of+their fathers, 
even as it was inthe beginning. And they were taught to 
hate the children of God, even.as the Lamanites were taught 
to hate the children of Nephi, from the beginning. 


And it came to pass that two hundred and forty and, four =.“ 


years had passed away, and thus were the affairs of the peo- 


ple. And the more wicked part of the people did wax strong, — 


and became exceeding more numerous than were the 
of God, And they did still continue to build up churches-uate 
themselves, and adorn -them with all manner of. precious 


things: And thus did two hundred and fifty years pass;away, 


and also two hundred and sixty years. . And it came to pass 


that the wicked part of the people began again. to build up the 
sceret oaths and combinations of Gaddianton. And also the . 
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people which were called the people of Nephi, began to be 
—- their hearts, because of their exceeding riches, and 
vain, like unto their brethren, the Lamanites. And 
a disciples began to sorrow for the sins of 
world. 


And it came to pass that when three hundred years had passed 
away, both the people of Nephi and the Lamanites had be- 


come exceeding wicked, one like unto another. And it came 


to pass that the robbers of Gaddianton did spread over all the 

face of the land; and there were none that were righteous, 

save it were the disciples of Jesus. And gold and silver did 

pry hed up in store in abundance, and did traffic in all manner 
traffic. 


And it came to pass that after three hundred and five years 
had away, (and the people did still remain in wicked- 
ness,) Amos died, and his brother, Ammaron, did keep the 
record, in his stead. And it came to pass that when three 
hundred and twenty years had passed away, Ammaron, being 
constrained by the Holy Ghost, did hide up the records which 
were sacred ; - yea, even all the sacred records which had 
been handed down from generation to generation, which were 
sacred, even until the three hundred and twentieth year from 
the coming of Christ. And he did hide them up unto the Lord, 
that they might come again unto the remnant of the house of 
Jacob, according to the prophecies and the promises of the 
Lord. And thus is the end of the record of n. 


BOOK OF MORMON. 


CHAPTER I. 


Anp now I, Mormon, make a record of the things which | 
have both seen and heard, and call it the Book of Mormon.— 


And about the time that Ammaron hid up the records unto 
the Lord, he came unto me, (I being about ten years of age ; 


and I began to be learned somewhat after the manngpof the 
learning of my people,) and Ammaron saith unto mé, I per- 


_Ceive that thou arta sober ehild, and art quick to observe ; 


therefore when ye are about twenty and four years old, ! 
would that ye should remember the things that ye have ob- 
served concerning this people ; and when ye are of that age, 
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to the land of Antum, unto a hill, which shall be called 
him; and there have I deposited unto the Lord, all the 
sacred engravings concerning this people. And behold, ye 
shall take the plates of Nephi unto yourself, and the re- 


mainder shall ye leave in the place where they are; and ye’ 


shall engrave upon the plates of Nephi, all the things that ye 
have observed concerning this people. And I, Mormon, be- 
ing a descendant of Nephi, (and my father’s name was Mor- 
mon,) I remembered the things which Ammaron commanded 
me. And it came to pass that I, being eleven years old, was 
carried by my father into the land southward, even to the land 
of Zarahemla: the whole face of the land having become cov- 
ered with buildings, and the people were as numerous almost, 
as it were the sand of the sea. And it came to in this 
year, there began to be a war between the Nephites, which 
consisted of the Nephites, and the Jacobites, and the Joseph- 
ites, and the Zoramites: and, this war was between the Ne- 
phites, and the Lamanites, and the Lemuelites, and the Ish- 
maelites. Now the Lamanites, and the Lemuelites, and the 
Ishmaelites, were called Lamanites, and the two parties were 
Nephites and Lamanites. And it came to ow that the war 
began to be among them, in the borders of Zarahemla, by the 
waters of Sidon. And it came to pass that the Nephites had 


a 


gathered together a great number of men, even to exceed the » 


number of thirty thousand. And it came to passthat they did @ 


have in this same year a number of battles, in the which the 
Nephites did beat the. Lamanites, and did slay many of them. 
And it came to pass that the Lamanites withdrew their design, 
and there was peace settled in the land, and peace did remain 


for the space of about four years, that there were no blood | 


shed. But wickedness did prevail upon the face of the whole 
land, insomuch that the Lord did take away his beloved dis- 
ciples, and the work of miracles and of healing did cease, 
because of the iniquity of the Roy oo And there were no 
gifts from the Lord, and the Holy Ghost 

any, because of their wickedness and unbelief. And I, bei 
fifteen years of age, and being somewhat of a sober pee 
thérfore I was visited of the Lord, and tasted, and knew of 
the goodness of Jesus. And I did endeavor to preach unte 
this people, but my mouth was shut, and I were forbidden that 
I should >reach unto them: fér behold they had wilfully re- 
belled against their God, and the beloved disciples were taken 
away out of the land, because of their iniquity. ° But I did 


did not come upon

reinain among them, but I were forbidden that-.I should 
preach unto them,. because of the hardness of their hearts; 
and because of the hardness of their hearts, the land was 
cursed for ther sake. And these Gaddianton robbers, which 
were among the Lamanites, did infest the land, insomuch that 
the inhebitants thereof began to hide up their treasures in the 
earth ; and they became slippery, because the Lord had cursed 
the land, that they could not hold them, nor retain them again. 
And it came to pass that there were sorceries, and witch- 
crafts, and magics: and the power of the evil one was 
wrought upon all the face of the land, even unto the fulfilling 
of ali the words of Abinadi, and also Samuel the Lamanmite.— 
And it came to pass that in that same year, there began to be 
& war again between the Nephites and the Lamanites. And 
noiwithstanding I being young, was large in stature, therefore 
the people of Nephi appointed me that I should be their leader, 
or the leader of their armies. Therefore it came to pass that | 
im my sixteenth year, I did go forth at the head of an army of 
the Nephites, against the Lamanites ; therefore three hundred 
and twenty and six years had passed away. . And it came to 
pass that in the three hundred and twenty and seventh year, 
_ the Lamanites did come upon us with exceeding great power, 
insomuch that they did frighten my armies; therefore. the 
® ~* would not fight, and they began to retreat towards the nort 
+ . countries. . And it came to pass that we did come to ‘the city 
‘of Angelah, and we did take possession of the city, and make 
parations to defend ourselves against-the Lamanites, And 
it came to pass that we did fortify the city with our mights; 
but notwithstanding all our fortifications, the Lamanites did | 
‘come upon us, and did drive us out of the city. And they did 
also drive us forth out of the land of David. And we marched 
‘forth, and came io the land of Joshua, which was in the bor- 
ders.west, by the seashore. And it came to pass that we did 
| gather in our people as fast.as it were possible, that we might 
* * “get them together in one body.. But behold, the land was filled 
~with robbers and with Lamanites; and notwithstanding the 
great destruction which hung over my people, they did not 
repent of their evil doings; therefore there was blood and 
ecarmmage spread throughout all the face of the land, both on the 
part of the Nephites, and. also on the part of the Lamanites ; 
-and it was one complete revolution throughout all the face of 
the land. And now the Lamanites had'a king, and his nanie 
.was Aaron ; and he came against us with an army of forty and 
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four thousand, And behold, I willistood him, with. ferty,and 
two thousand. And it came to pass that I beat him with my 
army, that he fled before me. And behold, all this was,done, 
and ‘three hundred. and thirty years had passed away. And 
it came to pass that the Nephites-began to repent of their ini- 
quity, and began to cry even as had been prophesied by Sam- 
uel the prophet: for behold no man could keep that which 
was bis own, for the thieves, and the robbers, and the rum- 
derers, and the magic art, and the witchcraft which was in the 
land. Thus there began to be a mourning and a lamentation 
in all the land, because of these things; and more especially 
among the people of Nephi. And it came to pass that when 
I, Mormon, saw their lamentation, and their mourning, and 
their sorrowing before the Lord, my heart did begin to rejoice 
within me : knowing the mercies and the long suffering of the 
Lord, therefore supposing that he would be merciful unto 
them, that they would again become a righteous people. But 
behold this my joy was vain, for their sorrowing was not unto 
repentance, because of the goodness of God, but it was rather 
the sorrowing of the damned, because the Lord would not al- 
ways suffer them to take happiness in sin. And: they did not 
come unto Jesus with broken hearts and contrite spirits, but 
they did curse God, and wish to die. Nevertheless. they 


would struggle with the sword for their lives. And it came to 


pass that my sorrow did return unto me again, and I saw that 


the day’ of grace was past with them, both temporally and’ 


spiritually: for I saw thousands of them hewn down in open 


rebellion against their God, and heaped up as dung upon the | 
face of the land. And thus three hundred and forty and four. 


years had passed away. 
And it came to pass that in the three hundred and forty and 


fifth year, the Nephites did begin to flee before the Lamanites, 


and they were pursued until they came even to the land of 
Jashon, before.it were possible to stop them in their retreat. 


And now the city of Jashon was near the land where Amma-: 
ron had deposited the records unto the Lord, that they might 


not be destroyed. And behold I had gone accordmg to the 
word of Ammaron, and taken the plates of Nephi, aftd)did 


make a record according to the words of Ammaron. ‘And ° 


upon the plates of Nephi 1 did make a ‘full account ofall the 
wickedness and abominations ; but upon these plates J: did 
forbear to make a full account of their wickedness and :abom- 


inations for behold, continual scene of wickedness and 
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abominations has been before mine eyes ever since I have been 
sufficient to behold the ways of man, And wo is me, because 
of their wickedness: for my heart has been filled with sorrow 
because of. their wickedness, all my days; nevertheless, | 
know that I shall be lifted up at the last day. 

And it came to pass that in this year the people of Nephi 
again were hunted and driven. And it came to pass that we 
were driven forth until we had come northward to the land 

which was called Shem. And it came to pass that we did 
fortify the city of Shem, and we did gather in our people as 
much as it were possible, that perhaps we might save them 
from destruction. And it came to’ pass in the three hundred 
and forty and sixth year, they began to come upon us again. 
And it came to pass that I did speak unto my people, and did 
urge them with great energy, that they would stand boldly be- 
fore the Lamanites, and fight for their wives, and their chil- 
dren, and their houses, and their homes. And my words did 
arouse them somewhat to vigor, insomuch that they did not 
flee from-before the Lamanites, but did stand with boldness 
against them. And it came to pass that we did contend with 
an army of thirty thousand, against an army of fifty thousand. 
And it came to pass that we did stand before them with such 
firmness, that they did flee from before us. And it came'to pass 
that when they had fled, we did pursue them with our armies, 
and did meet them again, and did beat them; nevertheless the 
strength of the Lord was not with us:-yea, we were left to 
ourselves, that the spirit of the Lord did not ahide in us; 
therefore we had become weak, like unto our brethren. And 
my heart did sorrow because of this the great calamity of my. 
whe ; because of their wickedness and. their abominations. 

ut behold we did go forth against the Lamanites, and the 
robbers of Gaddianton, until we had again taken possession 
of the lands of our inheritance. ‘And the three hundred and 
forty and ninth year had passed away. And in the three hun- 
dred and fiftieth year, we made a treaty with the Lamanites 
and the robbers of Gaddianton, in the which we did get the 
lands of our inheritance divided. And the Lamanites did 
give unto us the land northward; yea, even-to the narrow 
pas which led into the land southward. And we did give 
unto the Lamanites all the land southward. | 
_ And it came to pass that the Lamanites did not come to bat- 
tle again until ten years more had passed away. And behold, 


- I bad employed my people, the Nephites, in preparing their 
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lands and their arms against the time of battle. And it came 
to pass that the Lord did say unto me, Cry unto this people 
repent ye, and come unto me and be ye baptized, and build up 


again m.y church, and ye shall be spared. And I did cry unto 


this people, but it was in vain, and they did not realise that it 
was the Lord that had spared them, and granted unto them a 
chance for repentance. . And behold they did harden their 
hearts against the Lord their God. And it came to pass that 


after this tenth year had passed away, making, in the whole, 


three hundred and sixty years from the coming of Christ, the 
king of the Lamanites sent an epistle unto me, which gave 
unto me to know that they were preparing to come again to 
battle against us. And it came to pass that I did cause my 
ple that they should gather themselves together at the land 
esolation, to a city which was in the borders, by the narrow 
_ pass which lead into the land southward. And there we did 
lace our armies, that we might stop the armies of the Laman- 
ites, that they might not get possession of any of our lanas; 
therefore we did fortify against them with all our force. 

And it came to pass that in the three hundred and sixty and 
first year, the Lamanites did come down to the city of Deso- 
lation to battle, against us. And it came. to pass that in that 
year, we did beat them, insomuch that they did return to their 
own lands again. And in the three hundred and siaty and 
second year, they did come down again to battle. And we 


did beat them again; and did slay a great number of them, and — 


their dead was cast into the sea. And now because of this 
great thing which my people, the Nephites, had done, they 
| to boast in their own strength, and began to swear be- 
fore the heavens that they would avenge themselves of the 


blood of their brethren which had been slain by their enemies. 
And they did swear by the heavens, and also by the throne of. 


God, that they would go up to battle against their enemies, 
and would cut them off from the face of the land. ; 
And it came to that I, Mormon, did utterly refuse from 
this time forth, to hes commander and a leader of this 
because of their, wickedness and abomination. Behold, I 
led them, notwithstanding their wickedness, I had lead them 
many times to battle, and had loved them; according to the 
love of Ged which was in me, with all my heart; and my 
soul had been poured out in prayer unto my God all the day 
long, for them ; nevertheless, it was without faith, because of 


the hardness of their hearts. And thrice have I delivered 
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them out of the hands of Micir enemies, and they have repen- 


ted not of their sins. And when they had sworn by ali that 
had been forbiddén them, by our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, that they jwould go up unto their enemies to battle, and 
avenge themselvesiof the blood of their brethren, behold, the 
voice of the Lord came unto me, saying: Vengeance is mine. 


and I will repay; and because this people repented not after 


hat I had delivered them, behold, they shall be cut off from 
th@face of the earth. And it came to pass that J utterly refu- 
sed to go up against mine enemies; and I did even as the Lord 
had commanded me; and | did stand as an idle witness to 


- manifest unto the world the things which I saw and heard, ac- 


cording to the manifestations of the spirit which had testified 
of things to come. Thereforeg write unto you, Gentiles, and 
also unto you, house of Israel, when the work shall commence. 
that ye shall be about to prepare to return to the land of your 
inheritance; yea, behold, I write unto all the ends of the 
earth ; yea, unto you, twelve tribes of Israel, which shall be 
judged according to your works, by the twelve whom Jesus 
chose to be his disciples in the land of Jerusalem. And | 


write also unto the remnant of this people, which shall also be 
judged by the twelve whom Jesus chose in this land; and 
they shall be judged by the other twelve whom Jesus chose in 


the land of Jerusalem, And these things do the spirit mani- 
fest unto me; therefore I write unto you all. And for this 
cause I write unto you, that ye may know that ye must all 
stand before the judgement seat of Christ, yea, every soul 
which belong to the whole human family of Adam; and ye 


must stand to be judged of your works, whether they be good 


or evil; and also that ye may believe the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, which ye shall have among you; and also that the 


Jews, the covenant people of the Lord, shall have other wit- 


ness besides that which they saw. and heard, that Jesus, whom 
they slew, was the very Christ, and the very God; and I would 
that I could persuade all ye ends of the earth to repent and 
prepare to stand before the judgement seat of Christ. 


CHAPTER IL. 


Anp now it came to pass that in the three hundred and sixty 
and third year, the Nephites did go up with their armies to 
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battle against the Lamanites, out of the land Desolation. And 
it came to pass that the armies of the Nephites were driven 
back again to the land of Desolation. And while they were 
yet weary, a fresh army of the Lamanites did come. upon them; 
and they had a sore battle, insomuch that the Lamanites did 
take possession of the city Desolation, and did slay many of 
the Nephites, and did take many prisoners; and the remainder 
did flee and join the inhabitants of the city Teancum. Now 
the city Teancum lay in the borders by the seashore ; i 
was also near the city Desolation. And it was because 1 
the armies of the Nephites went up unto the Lamanites, that 
they began to be smitten: for were it not for that, the Laman- 
ites could have had no power over them. But behold, the 
judgements of God will overtake the wicked; and it is by the 
wicked, that the wicked are punished: for it is the wicked that 
stirreth up the hearts of the children of men’unto bloodshed.— . 
And it came to pass that the Lamamtes did make preparations 
to come against the city Teancum. | ~ 
And it came to pass in the three hundred and sixty and 
fourth year, the Lamanites did come against the eity Teancum, 
that they might take possession of the city Teancum also. Andit 
came to pass that they were repulsed and driven back by the 
_Nephites. And when the Nephites saw that they had driven 
the Lamanites, they did again boast of their strength; and they 
went forth in their own might, and took possession again of 
ihe city Desolation. And now all these things had been done, 
and there had been thousands slain on both sides, both the 
Nephites and the Lamanites. And it came to pass that the 
‘hree hundred and sixty and sixth year had passed away, and 
the Lamanites came again upon the Nephites to battle; and 
yet the Nephites repented not of the evil which they had done, 
out persisted in their wickedness continually. And it is im- 
possible for the tongue to describe, or for man to write a per- 
tect description of the horrible scene of the blood and car- 
nage which was among’ the people, both of the Nephites and 
of the Lamanites; and every heart was hardened, so that they 
delighted in the shedding of blood continually. And there’ 
never had been so great wickedness among all the children of 
Lehi, nor even among all the house of Israel, according to the 
words of the Lord, as were among this people. - 
And it came to pass that the Lamanites did take possession 
of the city Desolation, and this because their number did ex- 
ceed the number of the Nephites. And they did also march 
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forward against the city Teancum, and did drive. the inhabit- 
ants forth out of her, and did take many prisoners of women 
and of children, and did offer them up as sacrifices unto their 
idol gods. And it came to pass that in the three hundred and 
sixty and seventh year, the Nephites being angry because the 
Lamanites had sacrificed their women and their children, that 
. they did go against the Lamanites with exceeding great anger, 
® .  @Msomuch that they did beat again the Lamanites, and drive 
: out of their lands; and the Lamanites did not come again 
ist.the Nephites, until the three hundred and seventy and 
year. And in this year they did come down against the 
‘Nephites with all their powers ; and they were not numbered, 
because of the greatness of their number. And from this time 
forth did the Nephites gain no power over the Lamanites, but 
hegan to be swept off by them even as a dew before the sun. 
- And it came to pavs that the Lamanites did come down against 
the city Desolation; and there was an exceeding sore battle 
_ fought in the land Desolation, in the which they did beat the 
Nephites. And they fled again from before them, and they 
came to the city Beaz; and there they did stand against the 
Lamanites with exceeding boldness, insomuch that the Laman- 
ites did not beat them until they had come again the second 
time. And whenthey had come the second time, the Nephites 
were driven and slaughtered with an exceéding great slaugh- 
ter; their women and their children were again sacrificed unto 
idols. And it came to pass that the Nephites did again flee 
from before them, taking all the inhabitants. with them, both in 
towns and villages. And now I,’ Mormon, seeing that the La- 
manites were about to overthrow the land, therefore I did go 
to the hill Shim, and did take up all the records which Amma- 

ron had hid up unto the Lord. 

And it came to pass that I did go forth among the Nephites, 
and did repent of the oath which I had made, That I weuld no 
more assist them; and they gave me command again of their 
armies: for they looked upon me as ‘though I could deliver 
them from their afflictions. But behold, I was without hopes, 
for I knew the judgements of the Lord’ which should come 
upon them: for they repented not of their iniquities, but. did 
struggle for their lives, without calling upon that Being who 
had created them. ,. And it came to pass that the Lamanites 
. did come against us as we had fled to the city of Jordan; but 
, behold, they were driven back that they did not. take the city 
at that time. And it came to pass that they came’ against us 
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again, and we did maintain the city. And there were also 
other cities which were maintained by the Nephites,. which 
strong holds did cut them off that they could not get into the 
country which lay before us to destroy the inhabitants of our 
land. But it came to pass that whatsoever lands we had pas- 


sed by, and the inhabitants thereof were not gathered in, were — 
destroyed by the Lamanites, and their towns, and villages, and. 


cities were burned with fire; and thus the three hundre 
seventy and nine years passed away. 

And it came to pass that in the three hundred and ej 
year, the Lamanites did come again against us to haftle, 
we did stand against them boldly; but it was all in vain, for 
so great were their numbers that they did tread the people of 
the Nephites under their feet. And it came to pass that we 
did again take to flight, and they whose flight wer swifter than 
the Lamanites did escape, and they whose flight didmot ex- 
ceed the Lamanites, were swept down and destroyéd. And 


now behold, I, Mormon, do not desire to harrow up the souls. 


of men in casting before them such an awful scene of blood 
and carnage as was laid before mine eyes, but I, knowing that 
these things must surely be made known, and that all things 
which are hid must be revealed upon the house tops, and al- 


nant of these 
Lord hath said should scatter this people, and this people 
should be counted as nought among them, therefore I write a 
small abridgement, daring not to give a full account of the 


things which I have seen, because of the commandment which. 


I have received, and also that ye might not have too great sor- 
row because of the wickedness of this people. And now be- 
hold, this I speak unto their seed, and also to the Gentiles, 
which hath care for the house of Israel, that realize and know 
from whence their blessings come: For I know that such 
will sorrow for the calamity of the house of Israel; yea, they 
will sorrow for the destruction of this people; they will sor- 
row that this people had not repented, that they might have 
_ been clasped in the arms of Jesus. Now these things .are 
written unto the remnant of the house of Jacob; and th 


are 
written after this manner, because it is known of that | 
ey 


wickedness will not bring them forth unto them; and th 
are to be hid up unto the Lord, that they may come forth in 


his own due time. And this is the commandment which I » 
have received; and behold they shall come forth according to 
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that a knowledge of these things must come unto the rem- 
ple, and also unto the Gentiles, which. the ~- 4 
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the commandment of the Lord, when he shall see fit, in his 
wisdom. And behold they shall go unto the unbelieving of 
the Jews; and for this intent shall they go: that they may be 
persuaded that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of the living God ; 
that the Father may bring about, through his most beloved, his 
reat and eternal purpose, in the restoring the Jews, or all the 
wouse of Israel, to the land of their inheritance, which the 
their God hath given them, unto the fulfilling of his cove- 
dalso that the seed of this fs may more fully be- 
spel, which shall go forth unto them from the Gen- 
this people shall be scattered, and shall become a 
dark, a filthy, and a loathsome people, beyond the description 
of that which ever hath been amongst us;. yea, even that 
which hath been among ‘the Lamanites; and this because of 
their unbelief and idolatry: For behold, the spirit of the 


* Lord hath already ceased to strive with their fathers, 


and they are without Christ and God in the world, and they 
are driven about as chaff before the wind. They were once a 
dehghtsome people, and they had Christ for their Shepherd; 
yea, they were led even by God, the Father. But now, be- 
hold they are led about by satan, even as chaff is driven be- 
iore the wind, or as a vessel is tossed about upon tlie waves, 
without sail or anchor, or without any thing wherewith to steer 
her; and even as she is, so are they. And behold, the Lord 
hath reserved their blessing, which they might have received 
in the land, for the Gentiles, which shall possess the, land.— 
But behojd, it shall come to pass that they shall be driven and 
scattered by the Gentiles; and after that they have been driv- 
én and scattered by the Gentiles, behold, then will the Lord 
remember the covenant which he’ made unto Abraham, and 
unto all the house of Israel. . And also the Lord will remem- 
ber the prayers of the righteous, which hath been put up unto 
him for them. And then, O ye Gentiles, how can ye stand 
before the power of God, except ye shall repent and turn from 
your evil ways? Know ye not that ye are in the hands of 
God? Know ye not that’ he hath all power, and at his great 
command the earth shall be rolled together as a scroll? There- 
fore repent ye, and humble yourselves before him, lest’ he shall - 
come out in justice against you; lest a remnant of the seed of 
Jacob shall go forth among you as a lion, and tear you in pie- 
ces, and there is none to deliver. | 
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Anp now I finish my record concerning the destruction of 
my people, the Nephites. And it came to pass that we did 
march forth before the Lamanites. And I, Mormon, wrote an 
epistle unto the king of the Lamanites, and desired of him that 
he would grant unto us that we might gather together our peo- e 
ple unto the land of Camorah, by a hill which was call a- 
morah, and there we would give them battle. And it 
pass that the king of the Lamanites did grant unto me the 
which I desired. And it came to that we did march fo 
to the land of Camorah, and we did pitch our tents round about 
the hill Camorah; and it was in a land of many waters, rivers | 
and fountains; and here we had hope to gain advantage over 
the Lamanites. And when three hundred and eighty and four 
years had passed away, we had gathered in all the remainder 
of our people unto the land Camoralt. | 

-And it came to pass that when we had gathered in all our 
people in one to the land of Camorah, behold I, Mormon, be- _ 
gan to be old; and knowing it to be the last struggle of my’. 
people, and having been commanded of the Lord that [should - 
not suffer that the records which had been handed down by 
our fathers, which were sacred, to fall into the hands of the 
Lamanites, (for.the Lamanites would destroy them,) therefore: 
I made this record out of the plates of Nephi, and’ hid uppia . 
the hill Camorah, all the records which had been entrusted to’ =~ 
me by the hand of the Lord, save it were these few plates 
which I gave unto my son Moroni. And it came to pass that’ 
my people, with their wives and their children, did now be- 
hold the armies of the Lamanites a marching towards them; ' 
and with that awful fear of death which fills the breasts of all | 
the wicked, did they await to receive them. And it came to . 
pass that they came to battle against us, and every: soul was 
filled with terror, because of the greatness of their humbers. 
And it came to pass that they did fall upon my people with — 
the sword, and with the bow, and with the arrow, and with 
the axe, and with all manner of weapons of war. And it came 
to pass that my men were hewn down, yea, even my ten thou- 
sand which were with me, and 1 fell wounded in the midst; 
and they poses by me that they did not put an end to‘my 
life. And when they had gone through and hewn down all | 
my people save it were Pitas, Ae four of us, (among whom 
was my son ‘Moroni;) and we having survived the dead of our. 
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people, did behold on the morrow, when the Lamanites had 
returned unto their camps, from the top of the hill Camorah, 
the ten thousand of my people which were hewn down, bein 
led.in the front by me; and we also beheld the ten thousa 
of my people which were led by my son Moroni. And behold, 
the ten thousand of Gidgiddonah had fallen, and he also in the. 
midst; and Lamah had fallen with his ten thousand; and Gil- 
gal fallen with his ten thousand; and Limhah had fallen 
= 3 ten thousand; and Joneam had fallen with his ten 
th@geand; and Camenihah, and Moronihah, and Antionum,. 
and Shiblom, and Shem, and Josh, had fallen with their ten 
thousand each. 

. And it came to that there were ten more which did fall 
by the sword, with theirten thousand each ; yea, even all my 
people,’save it were those twenty and four which were with 
me, and also a few which had escaped into. the south coun- 
tries, and a few which had dissented over unto the Laman- 
ites, had fallen, and their flesh, and bones, and blood lay upon 

' othe face of the earth, being left by the hands of those who 
‘slew them, to moulder upon the land, and to crumble and to — 
return to their mother earth. And my soul was rent with an- 

ish, because of the slain of my people: And I cried, O 

lis cwne how.could ye have departed from the ways of | 
Lord! O ye fair ones, how could ye have rejected that Jesus, 
who stood with open arms to receive you! Behold, if ye had 
not done this, ye would not have fallen. But behold, ye are 
fallen, and I mourn your loss. O ye fair sons and daughters, 
fathers and mothers, ye husbands and wives, ye fair ones, 
he is it that ye could have fallen!: But behold, ye are gone, 
3 and my sorrows cannot bring your return; and the day soon 
cometh that your mortal must put on immortality, and these 
bedies which are now mouldering in corruption, must soon be- 
come incorruptible bodies; and then ye must stand before the 
judgement seat of Christ, to be judged according to your works: 
and if it so be that ye are righteous, then are ye blessed with 
your fathers which have gone before you. O that ye had re- 
nted before that this great destruction had come upon you. 
Gg But behold, ye are gone, and the Father, yea, the eternal Fa- 
‘. ther‘of heaven, knoweth your state; and he doeth with you 
aceording to his justice and mercy. 
. And now behold, I would speak somewhat unto the rem- 
nant of this people which are spared, if it so be that God may 
_ give unto them my words, that they may know of the things of 
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their fathers ; yea, Ispeak unto you, ye remnant of the house 
of Israel; and this.is the words which speak: Know ye that 
ye are of the house of Israel. Know ye that: ye must q 
unto repentance, or ye cannot be saved. Know ye that _ . 
must lay down your weapons of war, and delight no more in 
the shedding of blood, and take them not again, save it be that 
- God shall command you. Know ye that ye must come to 
the knowledge of your fathers, and repent of all your si 
iniquities, and believe. in Jesus Christ, that he is the 
God, and that he was slain by the Jews, and by the. ‘of | 
the Father he hath-risen again, whereby he hath gained the. 
victory over the grave; and also in him is the sting of death 
swallowed up.

_ must shortly come at that day when these things shall come 


forth among you.' Behold, I speak unto you as if ye were 
present, and yet yé are me But behold, Jesus Christ hath 
shewn you unto me, and I know your doing; and I know 
that ye do walk in the pride of your hearts; and there are 
none, save a few only, which do not lift themselves up in the 
pride of their hearts, unto the wearing of very finé ‘apparel; 
unto envying, and strifes, and malice, and | 
all manner of iniquities; and- your churches, yea, even every 
one, heve become polluted because of the pride of your Rearts. 
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For behold, ye do love money, and your substances, and your 
fine a 1, and the adorning of your churches, more than ye 
love the poor and the needy, the sick and the afflicted, ft ye 


Hutions, ye h ites, ye teachers, which sell ee es 
for that which will canker, why have ye polluted the holy 
church of God? Why are ye ashamed to take upon you the 


name of Christ? Why do ye not think that greater is the val- 
ue of an endless happiness, than that misery which never dies, 


because of the praise of the world? Why do ye adorn your- 


selves with that which hath no life, and yet suffer the hungry, 
and the needy, and the naked, and the sick, and the afflicted 
to pass by you, and notice them not? Yea, why do ye build 
up your secret abominations to get gain, and cause that wid- 
ows should mourn before the Lord, and also orphans to mourn 
before the Lord; and also the blood of their fathers and their 
husbands to cry unto the Lord from the ground, for vengeance 
upon your heads? Behold, the sword of vengeance hangeth 


over you; and the time soon cometh that he avengeth the © 


blood of the saints upon you, for he will not suffer their cries 
any longer. And now, Is also concerning those who do 
not believe in Christ.

gifts, nor healing, nor speaking with tongues, and the interpre- 
tation of tongues. Behold I say unto you, He that denieth 
these things, knoweth not the Gospel of Christ; yea, they 
have not read the Scriptures; if so, they do not understand 
them. For do we not read that God is the same yesterday, 
to-day, and forever: and in him there is no variableness, nei- 
ther shadow of changing. And now, if ye have imagined up 
unto yourselves a god which doth vary, and in him there is 
shadow of changing, then have ye imagined up unto yourselves 
a god which is not a God of miracles. But behold, I will 
shew unto you a God of miracles, even the God of Abraham, \ 
and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob; and itis that — 
same God which created thé heavens and the earth, and all 
things that in them is. Behold, he crated Adam; and by Ad- 
am came the fall of man. And because of the fall of man, 
came Jesus Christ, even the Father and the Son; and because 
ef Jesus Christ, came the redemption of man. And because 
ef the redemption of man, which came by Jesus Christ, they 
are brought back into the presence of the Lord; yea, this is 
wherein all men are redeemed, because the death of Christ 
bringeth to pass the resurrection, which bringeth to a 
redemption cae endless sleep, from which sleep all men 
shall be awoke by the power of God, when the trump shall | 
sound; and they shall come forth, both small and great, and 
all shall stand before his bar, being redeemed and loosed from 
this eternal band of death, which death is a temporal death; 
and then:cometh the judgement of the Holy One upon them;

Behold I say unto you, Nay; and God 
has not ceased to be a God of miracles. hold, are not the 
things that God hath wrought, marvellous in our eyes? Yea, 
and who can comprehend the marvellous works of God ? Who. 
shall say that it was not a miracle, that by his word the heav- 
en and the earth should be; and by the power of his word, 
man was created of the dust of the earth ; ng the power 
of his word, hath miracles been wrought? © who shall 
say that Jesus Christ did not do many mighty miracles? And - 
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there was many mighty miracles wrought by the hands of the 
apostles. And if there was miracles wrought, then why has 
God ceased to be a God of miracles, and yet be an unchangea- 
ble being. And behold I say unto you, He changeth not: if 
so, he would cease to be God; and he ceaseth not to be God, 
and is a God of miracles. And the reason why he ceaseth to 
do miracles arnong the children of men, is because that they 
dwindle in unbelief, and depart from the nght way, and know 
not the God in whom they should trust. Behold I say unto 
you, That whoso believeth in Christ, doubting nothing, what- 
soever he shall ask the Father in the name of Christ, it shall 
be granted them: and this promise is unto all, even unto the 
ends of the earth. For behold, thus saith Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God, unto his disciples which should tarry; yea, and 
also to all his disciples, in the hearing of the multitude, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the Gospel to every creature ; 
and he that believeth and is baptized, shall be saved, but he 
that. believeth not, shall be damned. . And these signs shall 
follow them that believe: In my name shall they cast out Dev- 
ils; they shall speak with new sn a they shall take up 
serpents ; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall not. hurt 
them ; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall reco- 
ver; and whosoever shall believe in my name, doubting neth- © 
ing, unto him will I confirm all my words, even unto the ends’ — 
of the earth. And now behold, who can stand against the. 
works of the Lord? Who can deny his sayings? Who will 
rise up against the almighty power of the Lord? Who will 
despise the works of the Lord? Who will despise the children 
of Christ ? Behold, all ye that are despisers of the works of 
the Lord, for ye shall wonder and perish. O then despise. « | 
not, and wonder not, but hearken unto the words of the Lord, . -  — 
and ask the Father inthe name of Jesus for what things soever ~ =| 
ye shall stand in need. . Doubt not, but be believing» and be= | 
gin as in times of old, and come unto the Lord with all your ¢ 
heart, and work out your own salvation with fear and trém- 
bling before him. Be wise in the days of your probation ; 
strip yourselves of all uncleanness ; ask not, that ye may con- - 
sume it.on your lusts, but ask with a firmness unshaken, that 
ye will yield to no temptation, but that ye will serve the true 
and living God, See that ye are not baptized unworthily ; see 
that ye partake not of the sacrament of Christ unworthily ; 
but see that ye do all things in worthiness, and do it in the’ 
name of Jesus Christ, the Son of the living God; and if yedo _ 
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this, and endure tothe end, ye will in no wise be cast out.— 
Behold, I speak unto you as though I spake from the dead: 
for 1 know that ye shall hear my words. Condemn me not 
because of mine imperfection ; neither my father, because of 
his imperfection ; neither them which have written before him, 
but rather give thanks unto God that he hath made manifest 
unto you our imperfections, that ye may learn to. be more wise 
than that which we have been. 

. And now behold, we have written this record according to 
our knowledge in the characters, which are called among us 
the reformed Egyptian, being handed down and altered by us, 
according-to our manner of speech. And if our plates had 
been sufficiently large, we should have written in the Hebrew ; 
but the Hébrew hath been altered by us also; and if we could 
have written in the Hebrew, behold, e would have had none 
imperfection in our record. But the knoweth the things 
which we have written, and also that none other people know- 
eth our language ; and because that none other people know- 
eth our language, ‘therefore he hath prepared:means for the in- 


‘terpretation thereof. And these things are written, that we 
may rid our garments of the blood of our brethren which have 


dwindled in unbelief. And behold, these things which we 
our brethren, yea, even their restora- 
tion to the knowledge of Christ, is according to ek easy of 
all the saints which have dwelt in the land. A may the

CHAPTER 
now I, Moroni, proceed to all 
ancient inhabitants which were lebtvey ed by the hand of the 
Lord upon the face of this north eden’: And I take mine 
account from the twenty and four plates which were found Hath 
‘the ple of Limhi, which is called the Book of Ethers 5 
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concerning the creation of the world, and also of Adam, and 
| an account from that time even to the great tower, and whatso- 
fi ever things transpired among the children of men until that 
[i time, is had among the Jews, therefore I do not write those 
things which transpired from the days of Adam until that 
time ; but they are had upon the plates; and whoso findeth 
them, the same will have power that he may get the full ac- 
count. But behold, I give not the full account, but ‘a part of 
the account I give, from the tower down until they were de- - 
stroyed. And on this wise do! give the account. . He that . 
wrote this record was Ether, and he was a déscendant of 
Coriantor ; Coriantor was the son of Moron; and Moron was 
the son of Ethem; and Ethem was the son of Ahah; and 
Ahah was the son of Seth; and Seth was the son of Shiblon; 
and Shiblon was: the sen of Com; and Com was the son of 
Coriantum ; and Coriantum was the son of Amnigaddah; and

in them. Behold, O Lord, wilt thou suffer that we’shall cross 
this great water in darkness? And the Lord said unto the 
brother of Jared, What will ye that I should do that ye may — 
have light in your vessels? For behold, ye cannot have win- 
dows, for they will be dashed in pieces ; neither shall ye take 
fire with you, for ye shall not go by the light of fire: for be- 
hold, ye shall be as a whale in the midst of the sea; for the 
mountain waves shall dash = you. Nevertheless, I wi 
bring you up again out of the depths of the sea: for the winds 
have gone forth out of my mouth, and also the rains and the - 
floods have I sent forth.

And 
it came to pass that Kib reigned in his stead; and Kib begat 
Corihor. And when Corihor was thirty and two years old, he 
rebelled against his father, and went over and dwelt in the 
dand of Nehor; and he begat.sons and daughters; and they 
became exceeding fair; wherefore’ Corihor drew away many 
people after him. And when he had gathered together an 
pr! he came up unto the land of Moron where the king 
dvelt, and took him captive, which brought to pass the say- 
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ing of the brother of Jared, That they would. be brought into. 
captivity. Now the land of Moron where the king dwelt, was 
near the land which is called Desolation by the Nephites.— 
And it came to pass that Kib dwelt in captivity, and his peo- 
ple, under Corihor his son, until he became exceeding old; 
nevertheless Kib begat Shule in his old age, while he was yet 
in captivity. 
And it came to pass that Shule was angry with his brothers. 
and Shule waxed strong, and became mighty, as to the strength — 
of a man; and he was also mighty in gudgement. Wherefore’ 
he came to the hill Ephraim, and he did moulten out of the~ 
hill, and made swords out of steel for those which he had 
drew away with him; and after that he had armed them with 
swords, he returned to the city Nehor and gave battle unto his 
brother Corihor, by which means he obtained the kingdom, 
and restored it unto his father Kib. And now because of the 
thing which Shule had done, his father bestowed upon him the 
kingdom; therefore he began to reign in the stead of his father. 
And it dame to pass that he did execute judgement in right- 
eousness; and he did spread his kingdom upon all the face of 
the land, for the people had become exceeding numerous.— 
And it came to pass that Shule also begat many sons and daugh- 
ters. And Corihor repented of the many evils which he had . @ 
done; wherefore Shule gave him power in his kingdom. And <« § 
it came to pass that Corihor had many sons and daughters.— ss /# 
And among ‘the sons of Corihor, there was one whose 
‘was Noah, | 
_. And it came to pass that Noah rebelled against Shule, the 
king, and also his father Corihor, and drew away Cohor his 
brother, and also all his brethren and many of the people,— 
And he gave battle unto Shule, the king, in the which he did 
obtain the land of. their first inheritance; and he became a 
king over that part of the land. And it came to that he 
gave battle again unto Shule the king; and he took Shule the 
- king, and carried him away captive into Moron. And it came 
to pass as he was about to put him to death, the sons of Shule 
crept into the house of Noah by night and slew him, and broke 
down the door of the — and brought out:their father, and 
placed him upon his throne in his own kingdom; wherefore 
the son of Noah did build up his kingdom in his stead; nev- 
ertheless they did not gain pe any more over Shule.the 
king; and the people which were under the reign of Shule 
the king, did prosper exeeedingly and wax great. And th 
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country was divided; and there was two kingdoms, the king- 
dom of Shule, and the kingdom of Cohor, the son of Noah. 
And Cohor, the son of Noah, caused that his people should 
give battle unto Shule, in the which Shule did beat them, and 
did slay Cohor. And now Cohor had a son which was called 
Nimrod; and Nimrod gave up the kingdom of Cohor unto 
Shule, and he did gain in the eyes of Shule; wherefore 
Shule did bestow great favors upon him, in the which he did 
do in the kingdom of Shule according to his desires ;. and also 
in the reign of Shule there came prophets among the people,

And it came to pass that king 
Shule did execute judgement against all those who did revile 
against the prophets; and he did execute a law throughout all 
the land, which gave power unto the prophets that the} should 
go whithersoever they would; and - this cause the people 
were brought unto repentance. And because the people did 
repent of their iniquities and idolatries, the Lord did spare 
them, and they began to prosper again in the land. And it 
came to pass that Shule begat sons and daughters im his old 
age. And there was no more warsin the days of Shule ; and 
he remembered the great things that the Lord had done for his 
fathers in bringing them across the great deep into the prom- 
ised land; wherefore he did execute judgement in righteous- 
ness all his days. 
And it came to pass that he begat Omer, and Omer reigned 
in his stead. And Omer begat Jared; and Jared begat sons 
and daughters. And. Jared rebelled against his father, and 
_ came and dwelt in the land of Heth. And it came to pass 
that he did flatter much people, because of his cunning words, 
until he had gained the half of the kingdom. And‘when he 
had gained the half of the kingdom, he gave battle unto his 
’ father, and he did carry away his father into captivity, and did 
make them serve in captivity. And now in the days of the 
_ reign of Omer, he was in captivity the half of his days. And 
it came to pass that he begat sons and daughters, among whom 


- were Esrom and Coriantumr; and they were exceeding 


because of the doings of Jared their brother, insomuch that 
they did raise an army, and gave battle unto Jared. And it 
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came to pass that they did give battle unto him by night—. 
And it came to pass that when they had slew the army of Ja- 
red, they were about to slay him also; and he plead with them 
that they would not slay him, and he would give up the king- 
dom unto his father. And it came to pass that they did grant 
unto him his life. And now Jared became exceeding sorrow- 
ful because of the loss of the kingdom, for he had set his heart 
upon the kingdom, and upon the glory of the world. Now ~ 
the daughter of Jared being exceeding expert, and seeing the 
sorrows of her father, thought to devise a plan whereby she ‘ 
could redeem the kingdom unto her father. Now the daugh-\ 

ter of Jared was exceeding fair. And it came to pass that a 
she did talk with her father, and saith unto him, Whereby hath.  @ 
my father so much sorrow? Hath he not read the record which : 
our fathers brought across the great res Behold, is there 
not an account concerning them of old, that they by their se- 
cret plans did obtain ki and great glory? And now 
therefore, let my father send for Akish, the son of Kimnor; 
and behold, I am fair, and I will dance before him, and I will 
please him, that he will desire me to wife; wherefore if he 
shall desire of thee that ye shall give unto him me to wife, 
then shall ye say, I will give her if ye will bring unto me the 
head of my father, the king. And now Omer wasafriendto 9m 
Akish, wherefore when Jared had sent for Akish, the daugh-  @ 
ter of Jared danced before him, that she pleased him, imso ©“ @& 
much that he desired her to wife. And it came to pass that 

he said unto Jared, Give her unto me to wife. And Jared 

said unto him, I will give her unto you, if ye will bring unto 

me the head of my father, the king. And it came to pass that 
Akish gathered m unto the house of Jared all his kinsfolks, ~ 
and saith unto them, Will ye swear unto me that ye will be © 
faithful unto me in the thing whieh I shall desire of you? And 

it came to pass that they all sware unto him, by God of 
‘Heaven, and also by the Heavens, and also by the earth, and 

by their heads, that whoso should vary from the assistance 
which Akish desired, should lose his head ; and whososhould 
divulge whafsoever thing Akish made known unto them, the — 
same should lose his life. And it came topassthatthus they 
did agree with Akish. And Akish did administer unto them 
the oaths which was given by them of old, who also sought ) 
power, which had been handed down even from Cain, who » 
was a murderer from the beginning. And they were kept up 
by the power of the devil to administer these oaths ‘unto the 
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people, to keep them in darkness, tohelp such as sought pow- 
er, to gain power, and to murder, and to plunder, and to lie. 
and to commit all manner of wickedness and whoredoms,— 
And it was the daughter of Jared which put it into his heart 
to search up these things of old; and Jared put it into the 
heart of Akish; wherefore Akish administered it unto his kin- 
dreds and friends, leading them away by fair promises to do 
whatsoever thing he desired. And it came to pass that they 
_ formed a secret combination, even as they of old; which com- 
bination is a most abominable and wicked above all, in the - 
sight of God: for the Lord worketh not in secret combina-— 
tions, neither doth he will that man should shed blood, but in — 
all things hath forbidden it, from the beginning of man. And 
now I, Moroni, do not write the manner of their oaths and 
combinations, for it hath been made known unto me that they 
are had among all people, and they are had among the Laman- 
ites, and they have caused the destruction of this people of 
which I am now speaking, and also the destruction of the peo- 
ple of Nephi; and whatsoever nation shall uphold such secret 
combinations, to get power and gain, until they shall spread 
over the nation, behold, they shall be destroyed, for the Lord 
will not suffer that the blood of his saints, which shall. He shed 
by them, shall always cry unto him from the ground for ven- 
geance upon them, and yet he avengeth them not; wherefore, 
Q ye Gentiles, it is wisdom in God that these things should 
be shewn unto you, that thereby ye may repent of your sins, 
and suffer not that these murderous combinations shall get 
above you, which are built up to get power and gain, and the 
work, yea, even the work of destruction come upon you; yea, 
even the sword of the justice of the eternal God, shall fall - 
on you, to your overthrow and destruction, if ye shall suffer 
these things to be; wherefore the Lord commandeth you, 
when ye shall see these things come among you, that ye shall 
awake to a sense of your awful situation, because of this se- 
_ eret combination which shallbe among you, or wo be unto it, 
because of the blood of them which have been slain: for they 
cry from the dust for vengeance upon it, and also upon those 
who build it up. For it cometh to pass that whoso buildeth it 
up, seeketh to overthrow the freedom of all lands, nations and 
countries ; and it bringeth to pass the destruction of all peo- 
eee for it is built up by the devil,.which is the father of all 
ies; even that same har which beguiled our first parents ; yea, 
even that same liar which hath caused man to commit murder 
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from the beginning; which hath hardened the hearts of m 
that they have murdered the prophets, and stoned them, an 
cast them out from the beginning. Wherefore I, Moroni, am 
commanded to write these things, that evil may bedone away, — 
and that the time may come that satan may have no power 
upon the hearts of the children of men, but that they may be 
persuaded to do good continually, that they may come unto the 
fountain of all righteousness and be saved. | 


CHAPTER IV. 


Anp now I, Moroni, proceed with my record. Therefore be- 
hold, it came to pass that because of the secret combinations of 
Akish and his friends, behold they did overthrow the kingdom 
of Omer; nevertheless, the Lord was merciful unto Omer, and 
also to his sons and to his daughters, which were not, or which 
did not seek his destruction. And the Lord warned Omer in 
a dream, that. he should depart out of the land; wherefore 
Omer departed out of the land with his family, and travelled

this wicked and secret society, that it had conenea tie hearts 
of all the gs rm therefore Jared was murdered upon his: 
throne, and Akish reigned in his stead. And it came to-pass 
that Akish began to be jealous of his son, therefore he shut 
him up in prison, and kept-him upon a little or no food, unt 
he had suffered death. And now the brother of him that’ suf- 
fered death, (and his name was Nimrah,) was angry with his — 
father, because of that which his father had done unto his bro- 
ther.. And it came to pass that Nimrah gathered together a

and dwelt with Omer. And it came to pass that Akish begat 
other sons, and they won the hearts of the people, notwith- 
standing they had sworn unto him to do all manner of iniquity, 
according to that which he desired. Now the people of Akish 
were desirous for gain, even as Akish was desirous for pow- 
er; wherefore the sons of Altsh did offer them money, by the 
which means they drew away the more part of the people al- 
ter them ; and there began to be a war between the sons of 
Akish and Akish, which lasted for the space of many years ; 
yea, unto the destruction of nearly all the people of the king- 
dom ; yea, even all, save it were thirty souls, and they which 
fled with the house of Omer; wherefore Omer was restored 
again to the land of his inheritance. And it came to pass that 
Omer began to be old; nevertheless, in his old age he begat 
Emer; and he anointed Emer to be king te reign in his stead. 
And after that he had anointed Emer to be king, he saw peace 
in the land for the space of two years, and he died, having seen 
exceeding many days, which were full of sorrow. And it 
came to omg that Emer did reign in his stead, and did fill the 
steps of his father. And the Lord began again to take the 
curse from off the land, and the house of Emer did prosper 
exceedingly under the reign of Emer; and in the space of six- 
ty and two years, they had become exceeding strong, inso- 
much that they became exceeding rich, having all manner of 
fruit, and of grain, and of silks, and of fine linen, and of gold, 
and of silver, and of precious things, and also all manner of 
cattle, of oxen, and cows, and of sheep, and of swine, and of 

ats, and also many other kind of animals, which were use- 
ful for the food of man; and they also had horses, and asses, 
and there wete elephants, and cureloms, and cumoms; all of 
which were useful unto man, and more especially the ele- 
phants, and cureloms, and cumoms. And thus the Lord did 
pour out his blessings opon this land, which was choice above 
all other lands; and he commanded that whoso should possess 


the land, should possess it unto the Lord, or they should be | 


destroyed when they were ripened in iniquity : for upon such, 
saith the Lord, I will pour out the fulness of my wrath. And 
Emer did execute judgement in righteousness, all his days; 
- and he begat many sons and daughters; and he begat Corian- 
tum ; and he anointed Coriantum to reign in his stead. And 
after that he had ‘anointed Coriantum to reign in his stead, he 
lived four years, and he saw peage in the land; yea, and he 
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even saw the son of righteousness, and did rejoice and glory 1n 
his day; and he died in peace. And it came to pass thet Co- 
riantum did walk in the steps of his father, and did build ma- _ 
ny mighty cities, and did administer that which was good un-. 

to his people, in.all his days. And it came to pass that he had 
no children, even until he was exceeding old. And it camé 
to pass that his wife died, being an hundred and two years old. 
And it came to pass that Coriafitum took to wife, in his old 
age, a young maid, and begat sons and daughters; wherefore 
he lived until he was an hundred and forty and two years old. 
And it came to pass that he begat Com, and Com reigned in 
his stead; and he reigned forty and nine years, and he begat 
Heth; and he also begat other sons and daughters. And the 
people had spread again over all the face of the land, and there 
began again to be an exceeding great wickedness upon the 
face of the land, and Heth began to embrace the secret plans 
again of old, to destroy his father. And it came to pass that 
he did dethrone his father: for he slew him with his own 
sword; and he did reign in his stead. And there came pro- 
phets in the land again, crying repentance unto them ; that 
they must prepare the way of the Lord, or there should come © 
a curse upon the face of the land; yea, even there should be 
a great famine, in the which they should be destroyed, if they 
did not rapes But the people believed not the words of the 
prophets, but they cast them out; and some of them they cast 
into pits, and left them to perish. And it came to pass that 
they done all these things according to the commandment of ~ 
the king Heth. And it came to pass that there began to bea 
great dearth upon the land, and the inhabitants began to be de- 
stroyed na fast, because of the dearth: for there was 
no rain upon the face of the earth; and there came forth poi- 
sonous serpents also upon the face of the land, and did poison | 
many people. And itcame to pass that their flocks began to 
flee before the poisonous serpents, towards the land south- 
ward, which was called by the Nephites, Zarahemla. And it 
came to pass that there were many of them which did perish 
by the way; nevertheless, there were some which fled into 
the land southward. And it came to pass that the Lord did 
cause the serpents that they should pursue them no more, 
but that they should hedge up the way, that the people could 
not pass; that whoso should attempt to pass, might fall by- 
the poisonous serpents.

And it 
came to pass that Sirez, which was a descendant of Heth, for 
Heth had perished by the famiac, and all his household, save it 
were Shez; wherefore Shez began to build up again a broken 
people. And it came to pass that Shez did remember the de- 
struction of his fathers, and he did build up a righteous king- 
dom, for he remembered what the Lord had done in bringing 
Jared and his brother across the deep; and he did walk in 
the ways of the Lord, and he begat sons and daughters. And 
his eldest son, whose name was Shez, did rebel against him ; 
nevertheless, Shez was smitten by the hand of a robber, be- 
cause of his exceeding riches, which brought peace again 
unto his father. And it came to pass that his father did builc 
up many cities upon the face of the land, and the people began 
again to spread over all the face of the land. And Shez did 
live to an exceeding old age; and he begat Riplakish, and he 
died. And Riplakish reigned in his stead. And it came to 
pass that Riplakish did not do that which was right in the © 
sight of the Lord, for he did have many wives and concubines, 
and did lay that upon men’s shoulders which was grievous to 
be borne; yea, he did tax them with heavy taxes; and with 
the taxes he did build many spacious buildings. And he did 
erect him an exceeding beautiful throne, and he did build ma- 
ny prisons, and whoso would not be subject unto taxes, hedid 
cast into prison; and whoso were not able to pay taxes, he 
did cast into prison ; and he did cause that they should labor 
continually for their support; and whoso refused to labor, he 
_ did cause to be put to death; wherefore he did obtain all his 
_ fine work ; yea, even his fine gold he did cause to be refined 
. in prison, and all manner of fine workmanship he did cause to 
be wrought in prison. And it came to pass that he did afflict 
the people with his whoredome and abominations; and when 
he had reigned for the space of forty and two years, the peo- 
ple did raise up in rebellion against him, and there began to be 
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war again in the land, insomuch that Riplakish was killed, 
and his descendants were driven out of the land. 

And it came to pass after the space of many years, Morian- 
ton, (he being a descendant of Riplakish,) gathered together 
an army of outcasts, and went forth and gave battle unto the 
aes and he gained power over many cities; and the war 

came exceeding ‘sore, and did last for the space of many 
seq and he did gain power over all the land, and did estab- 
ish himself king over all the land. And after that he had es- 
tablished himself king, he did ease the burden of the people, 
in the which he did gain favor in the eyes of the people, and 
they did anomt him to be their king. And he did do justice 
unto the people, but not unto himself, hecausg of his many 
whoredoms ; wherefore he was cut off from the presence of 
the Lord. And it came to. pass that Morianton built up many 
cities, and the people became exceeding rich under his reign, 
both in buildings, and in gold, and in silver, and in re 
grain, and in flocks, and herds, and such things which ha 
been restored unto them, And Morianton did live to an ex- 
ceeding great age, and then he begat Kim; and Kim did reign 
in the stead of his father; and he did reign eight years, and 
his father died. And it came to pass that Kim did not reign 
in righteousness, wherefore he was not favored of the Lord. 
And his brother did raise up in rebellion against him, in the. 
which he did bring him. into captivity; and he did remain in 
captivity all his days; and he begat sons and om wrt 
captivity ; and-in his old age he begat Levi, and he died. 


And it came to pass that Levi did serve in captivity after 


the death of his father, for the space of forty and two years. 
And he did make. war against the king of the land, in the 
which he @id obtain unto himself the kingdom. And after 
that he had obtained unto himself the kingdom, he did that 
which was right im the sight of the Lord; and the peo- 
ple did prosper in the land, and he did live to a good 
old age, and begat sons and daughters; and he also begat. 


Corom, whom he anointed king in his stead. And it came to 


ass that Corom did that which-was good in the sight of the 
ord, all his days; and he begat many sons and daughters ; 
and after that he had seen many days, he did pass away, even — 


like unto the rest of the earth ; and Kish reigned in his stead. . ~ 


And it came to pass that Kish passed away also, and Lib 
reigned in his stead.. And it came to pass that Lib also did 
that which was good in the sight of the Lord. -And in 1 
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days of Lib the poisonous serpents were destroyed; where- 

fore they did go into the land southward, to hunt food for the 
people of the land; for the land'was covered with animals of 

the forest. And Lib also himself became a great hunter.— 

And they built a great city by the narrow neck of land, by the 

place where the seg divides the land. And they did preserve 

the land southward for a wilderness, to get game. And the 
whole face of the land northward was covered with inhabi- 
tants ; and they were exceeding industrious, and they did buy 

and sell, and traffic one with another, that they might get gain. 

And they did work in all manner of ore, and they did-make 

gold, and silver, and iron, and brass, and all manner of met-

| __ than were they, and more prospered by the hand of the Lord. 
: And they were in a land that was choice above all Jands, for 
{ the Lord had spoken it. And it came to pass that Lib did 
} live many years,.and begat sons and daughters; and he also 
begat Hearthom. And it came to that Hearthom reigned 
in the stead of his father. And when Hearthom had reigned 
twenty and four years, behold the kingdom was*taken away 
from him. And he served many years in captivity ; yea, even 
all the remainder of his days. And he begat Heth, and Heth 
lived in captivity all his days. And Heth begat Aaron, and 
_ Aaron dwelt in captivity all his days; and he begat Amnigad- 
dah, and Amnigaddah also dwelt in captivity all his days; 
and he begat Conantum, and Coriantum dwelt in captivity all 
his days; and he begat Com. And it came to pass that Com 
drew away the half of the kingdom. . And he reigned over the 
half of the kingdom forty and two years; and he went to bat- 

- tle against the king Amgid, and they fought for the spaée of 
many years, in the which Com gained power over Amgid, and 
obtained power over the remainder of the kingdom. And im’ 
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the days of Com there began to be robbérs in the land; and 
they adopted the old plans, gnd administered oaths after’ the 
manner of the ancients, and sought again to destroy the king- 
dom.

And it came to pass that Ethem did execute judgement in 
wickedness all his days; and he begat Moron. And it came 
to pass that Moron did reign in his stead; and Moron did do 
that which was wicked before the Lord. And it came to pass 
‘that there arose a rebellion among the people, because of that 
secret combination which was built up to get power and gain ; 
and there arose a mighty man among them in iniquity, and 
gave battle unto Moron, in the which he did overthrow the 
half of the kingdom ; and he did maintain the half of the king- 
dom for many years. And it came to pass that Moron did 
overthrow him, and did obtain the kingdom again. And it 
came to pass that there arose another mighty man; and he 
was a descendant of the brother of Jared. And it came to 
pass that he did overthrow Moron and obtain the kingdom; 


- wherefore Moron dwelt in captivity all the remainder of his 


days; and he begat Coriantor. 

And it came to pass that Coriantor dwelt in captivity all his 
days. And in the days of Coriantor there also came many 
. prophets, and prophesied of great and marvellous things, and 
cried repentance unto the people, and except they should re- 
pent, the Lord God would execute judgement against them to 
their utter destruction; and that the Lord God would send 
or bring forth another people to possess the land, by his pow- 
er, after the manner which he brought their fathers. And they 
did reject all the words of the prophets, because of their se- 
cret society and wicked abominations. And it came to pass 
that Coriantor begat Ether, and he died, having dwelt in cap- 
tivity all bis days. | 


CHAPTER V. 


Anp it came to pass that the days of Ether was in the days 
of Coriantumr; and Coriantumr was king over all the land.— 
. And Ether was a prophet of the Lord; wherefore Ether came 
forth in the days of Comantumr, and began to prophesy’ unto 
. “the people, for he could not be constrained because of the 
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spirit of the Lord which was in him: for he did cry from the 
morning, even until the going down of the sun, exhorting the 
people to believe in God unto repentance, lest they should be 
destroyed; saying unto them, That by faith all things are ful- 
filled; wherefore, whoso believeth in God, might with surety 
hope for a better world, yea, even a place at the right hand of 
God, which hope cometh of faith, maketh an anchor to the 
souls of men, which would make them sure and steadfast, al- 
ways abounding in good works, being led to glorify God. And 
it came to pass that Ether did prophesy great and marvellous 
things unto the people, which they did not believe, because. 
they saw them not. And now I, Moroni, would speak some- 
what concerning these things: I would shew unto the world 
that faith is things which afe hoped for and not seen; where- 
fore, dispute not because ye see not, for ye receive no wit- 
ness until after th® trial of your faith: for it was by faith 
that Christ shewed himself unto our fathers, after that he had 
risen from the dead; and he shewed not himself unto them, 
until after they had faith in him; wherefore it must needs be 
that some had faith in him, for he shewed himself not unto — 
the world. But because of the faith of men, he has shewn ~ 
himself unto the world, and glorified the name of the Father, 
and prepared-a way that thereby others might be partakers of 
the heavenly gift, they might hope for those things which 
they have not seen; wherefore ye may also have hope, and be 
rtakers of the gift, if ye will but have faith. Behold, it was 
faith that they of old were called after the holy order of 
God; wherefore, by faith, was the law of Moses given. But 
in the gift of his Son, hath God prepared a more excellent 
way; and it is by faith that it hath been fulfilled : for if there. 
be no faith among the chi®iren of men, God can do no mira- 
_ cle among them; wherefore he shewed not himself until after 
their faith. Behold, it was the faith of Alma and Amulek that 
caused the prison to tumble to the earth. Behold, it was the 
faith of Nephi and Lehi, that wrought the change upon the 
Lamanites, that they were baptized with fire and with the Holy 
Ghost. Behold, it was the faith of Ammon and his brethren, 
which wrought so great a miracle among the Lamanites; yea, 
and even all they whith wrought miracles, wrought them by 
faith, even those which were before Christ, and also them — 
which were after. And.it was by faith that the three disci-. 
ples obtained a promise that they should not taste of death; 
‘and they obtained not the promise until after their faith, And 
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neither at any time hath any wrought miracles until after their 
faith ; wherefore they first believed in the Son of God. And 
there were many whose faith was so exceeding strong even 
before Christ came, which could not be kept from-within the 
- weil, but truly saw with their eyes the things which they had 
beheld with an eye of faith, and they were glad. And behold, 
‘we have seen in this record, that one of these was the brother 
of Jared: for so great was his faith in God, that when God 
oe forth his finger, he could not hide it from the sight of the 
ther of Jared, because of his word which he had spoken 
unto him, which word he had obtained by faith. And after 
that the brother of Jared had beheld the finger of the Lord, 
because of the promise which the brother of Jared had obtain- 
ed by faith, the Lord could not withhold any thing from his 
sight; wherefore he shewed him all things, for he could no 
longer be kept without the veil. And itis by faith that my 
fathers have obtained the promise that these things should 
come unto their brethren through the Gentiles; therefore the 
Lord hath commanded me, yea, even Jesus Christ. And I 
said unto him, Lord, the Gentiles will mock at these things, 
‘because of our weakness in writing: for Lord, thou hast made 
us mighty in word by faith, whereunto thou hast not made us 
mighty in writing: for thou hast made all this people that 
could speak much, because of the Holy Ghost which thou 
hast given them; and thou hast made us that we could write 
but little, because of the awkwardness of our hands. Behold, 
thou hast not made us mighty in writing like unto the brother 
of Jared, for thou madest him that the things which he wrote, 
Were mighty even as thou art, unto the overpowering of man 
to read them. Thou hast also made our words powerful and 
great, even that we cannot write Them; wherefore, when we 
“write, we behold our weakness, and stumble beeause of the 
placing of our words; and | fear lest the Gentiles shall mock 
‘at our words. And when I had said this, the Lord spake un- 
to me, saying, Fools mock, but they shall mourn; and my 
grace is sufficient for the meek, that they shall take no advan- 
tage of your weakness: and if men come unto me, I will shew 
unto them their weakness. I give unto men weakness, that 
they may be humble; and my grace is sufficient for all men 
that humble themselves before me: for if they humble them- 
selves before me, and have faith in me, then will I make weak 
things become strong unto them. Behold, I will shew unto 
the Gentiles their weakness, and I will shew unto them thet 
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faith, hope, and charity, bringeth unto me the fountain of all 
righteousness. And I, Moroni, having heard these words, was 
comforted, and said, O Lord, thy righteous will be done, for 
I know that thou workest unto the children of men according 
to their faith: for the brother of Jared said unto the mountain 
Zerin, Remove, and it was removed. And if he had not had 
faith, it would not have moved; wherefore thou workest after 
. that men have faith: for thus did thou manifest thyself unto 
thy disciples. For aftet that they had faith, and did speak in 
thy name, thou didst shew thyself unto them in great power; 
and 1 also rememberest that thou hast said that thou, hast 
prepared a house for man; yea, even among the mansions of 
thy-Father, in the which man might have a more excellent 
hope ; wherefore man must hope, or he cannot receive an in- 
heritance in the place which thou hast prepared, And again I 
remember that thou hast said that thou hast loved the world, 
even unto the laying down of thy life for the world, that thou 
-mightest take it again to prepare a place for the children. of 
men. And now I know that this love which thou hast ‘thad 
for the children of meng is charity; wherefore, except men 
shall have charity, they cannot inberit that place which thou 
hast prepared in the mansions of thy Father. Wherefore, I 
know by this thing which thou hast said, that if the Gentiles 
have not charity, because of our weakness, that thou wilt prove 
them, and take away their talent, yea, even that which they 
have received, and give unto them which shall have more 
abundantly. 7 
And it came to pass that I prayed unto, the Lord that he 
would give unto the Gentiles grace, that they might have char- 
ity. And it came to pass that the. Lord said unto me, If they 
have not charity, it mattéreth not unte thee, thou hast been 
faithful; wherefore thy garments shall be made clean. And 
because thou hast seen thy weakness, thou shalt be made 
strong, even unto-the sitting down in the place which I have 
prepared in the mansions of my Father. And now I, Moroni, 
bid farewell] unto the Gentiles, yea, and also unto my brethren 
whom I love, until we shall meet before the judgement seat of 
Christ, where all men shall know that my garments are not 
spotted with your blood; and then shall ye know that I have 


seen Jesus, and that he hath talked with me face to face, and 


that he told me in plain humility, even as @ man telleth 
another in mine own language, concerning these things; and 
only a few have I written, because of my weakness in writing.. 
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And now I would commend you to seek this Jesus of whom . 
the prophets and apostles have written, that the Grace of God 
the Wather, and also the Lord Jesus Christ, and the Holy 
Ghost, which beareth record of them, may be, and abide in 
you forever. Amen. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Anp now I, Moroni, proceed to finish my record concerning 
the destruction of the people of which I have been writing.— 
For behold, they rejected all the words of Ether: for he truly 
told them of all things, from the beginning of man; and how 
that after the waters had receded from off the face of this land, 
it became a choice land above all other lands, a chosen land 
of the Lord; wherefore the Lord would have that all men 
should serve him, which dwelleth upon the face thereof; and 
that’ it was the place of the New Jerusalem, which should 
come down out of Heaven, and the Holy Sanctuary of the 
Lord.. Behold, Ether saw the days of Christ, and he spake 
concerning a New Jerusalem upon this land; and he spake 
also concerning the house of Israel, and the Jerusalem from 
whence Lehi should come; after that it should be destroyed, 
it should be built up again a holy city unto the Lord; where- 
fore it could not be a New Jerusalem, for it had been in a time 
of old, but it should be built up again, and become a holy city 
of the Lord; and it should be built up unto the house of Is- 
rael; and that a New Jerusalem should be built up upon this 
land, unto the remnant of the seed of Joseph, for the which 
things there has been a type: for as Joseph brought his father 
down into the land of Egypt, even so he died there; wherefore 
the Lord brought a remnant of the seed of Joseph out of the 
land of Jerusalem, that he might be merciful unto the seed of 
Joseph, that they should perish not, even as he was merciful 
unto the father of Joseph, that he should perish ngt ; where- 

fore the remnant of the house of Joseph shall be built u 

this land; and it shall be a land of their inheritance; and they 
_ shall build up a holy city ynto the Lord, like unto the Jeru- 
salem of old; and they shall nc more be confounded, until the 
end come, when the earth shall pass away. And there shall 
_be a new heaven and a new earth ; and they shall be like unto’ 
the old, save the old have passed away, and all things have’

become new. And then cometh the New Jerusalem; and. 
blessed are they which dwell therein, for it is they whose gar- 
ment are white through the blood of the Lamb; and they are. 
they which are numbered among the remnant of the seed of 
Joseph, which were of the house of Israel. And then also. 
cometh the Jerusalem of old; and the inhabitants thereof, 
blessed are they, for they have been washed in the blood of 
the Lamb; and they are they which were scattered and gath- 
ered in from the four quarters of the earth, and from the north 
countries, and are partakers of the fulfilling of the covenant 
which God made with their father Abraham. And when these 
things come, bringeth to pass the Scripture which saith, 
There are they which were first, which shall: be last; and 
there are they which were last, which shall be first. 
And I was about to write more, but I am forbidden; but 

- great and marvellous were the prophecies of Ether, but se 
esteemed him as nought, and cast him‘out, and he hid himse 

in the cavity of a a by day, and by night he went forth 
viewing the things which should come upon the people. And 
as he dwelt in the cavity of a rock, he made the remainder of 
this record, viewing the destructions which came upon the peo- 
ple by night. And if came to pass that in that same year 
which he was cast out from among the people, there began to 
be a great war among the people, for there were many which 
rose up who were mighty men, and sought to Sony Corian- 
tumr by their secret plans of wickedness, of which hath been 
spoken. And now Coriantumr, having studied himself in all 
the arts of war, and all the cunning of the world, wherefore he 
gave battle unto them which sought to destroy him; but he 
repented not, neither his fair sons nor daughters ; neither the 
fair sons and daughters of Cohor; neither the fair sons and 
daughters of Corihor ; and in fine, there was nonc of the fair. 
sons and daughters upon the face of the whole earth, which; 
repented of their sins; wherfore it came to pass that in the, 
first year that Ether dwelt in the cavity of a rock, there was 
many people which was slain by the sword of secret 
combinatiéiis fighting against Coriantumr, that they might ob- 
tain the kingdom. And it came to pass that the sons of Corian- 
tumr fought much, and bled much. And in the second year, 
the word of the Lord came to Ether, that he should go and 
peepheny unto Coriantumr, that if he would repent, and all. . 

is household, the Lord would give unto him his kingdom, and 


spare the. people, otherwise they should be destroyed, and alk 
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his household, save it were himself, and he should only live 
to see the fulfilling of the prophecies which had been spoken 
concerning another people receiving the land for their imheri- 
tance ; and Coriantumr should receive a burial by them ; and 
every soul should be destroyed save it were Coriantumr. And 
it came to pass that Coriantumr repented not, neither his 
household, neither the people; and the wars did cease not ; 
and they sought to kill Ether, but he fled from before them, 
amd hid again in the cavity of the rock. And it came to pass 
that there arose up Shared, and he also gave battle unto Cori- 
amtumr; and he did beat him, insomuch that in the third year 
he did bring him into captivity. And-the sons of Coriantumr, 
in the fourth year, did beat Shared, and did obtain the king- 
dom again unto their father. Now there began to be'a war 
upon all the face of the land, every man with his band, fight- 
ing for that which he desired. And there was ‘robbers, and 
in fine, all manner of wickedness upon all the face of the land. 
And it came to pass that Coriantumr was exceeding angry 
with Shared, and he went against him with his armies, to bat~ 
tle; and they did meet in great anger; and they did meet in 
the valley of Gilgal; and the battle became exceeding sore.—. 
And it came to pass that Shared fought against him for the 
space of three days. And it came to pass that Coriantumr 
beat him, and did pursue him until he came to the plains of 

Heshlon. And it came to pass that Shared gave him battle — 
again upon the plains; and behold, he did beat Coriantumr, 
and drove him back again to the valley of Gilgal. And Cor- 
antumr gave Shared battle again in the valley of Gilgal, in the 
which he beat Shared, and slew him. And Shared wounded 
Coriantumr, in his thigh, that he did not go to battle again for | 
the space of two years, in the which time all the people upon 
all the face of the land were a shedding blood, and there was 
none to constrain them. And now .there began to be a great 
curse upon the land, because of the iniqiuty of the a Be, in 
the which, if a man should lay his tool or his sword upon the 
shelf, or upon the place whither he would keep it, and behold, 
upon the morrow, he could not find it, so gréat was the curse 
upon the land. Wherefore every man did cleave unto that 
which was his own, with his hands, and would not borrow, 
neither would he lend; and every man kept the hilt of his 
sword thereof, in his right hand, in the defence of his proper- 
ty and his own life, and they of his wives and children. And 
now after the space of two years, and after the death of Sha~ 
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red, behold, there arose the brother of Shared, and -he: gave 
“battle unto Coriantumr, in the which Coriantumr did beat. 
him, and did pursue him to the wilderness of Akish. Andit | 
came to pass that the brother of Shared did give battle unto 
him in the wilderness of Akish; and the battle became excee-. ’ 
ding sore, and many thousands fell by the sword. And it: 
came to pass that Coriantumr did lay siege to the wilderness, 
and the brother of Shared did march forth out of the wilder- 
ness by night, and slew a part of the army of Coriantumr, as 
they were drunken. And he came forth to the land of Moron, 
and placed himself upon the throne of Coriantumr; And it 
came to pass that Conantumr dwelt with his army in the wil- 
derness, for the space of two years, in the which he did re- 
ceive great strength to his army. Now the brother of Shared, 
whose name was Gilead, also received great strength to his 
army, because of secret combinations. And it came to pass 
that his High Priest murdered him as he sat upon his throne, 
And it came to pass that one of the secret combinations mur- 
dered him in a secret pass, and obtained unto himself the 
kingdom; and his name was Lib; and Lib was a man of great 
stature, more than any other man among all the people. - And 
it came to pass that in the first year of Lib, Coriantumr camé: — 
up unto the land of Moron, and gave battle unto Lib. And it 
came to pass that he fought with Lib, in the which Lib did 
* smite upon his arm, that he was wounded ; nevertheless, the 
army of Coriantumr did press forward upon Lib, that he fled 
to the borders upon the seashore.

came to the plains of Agosh. And Coriantumr had taken all 
the — with him, as he fled before Lib, in that quarter-of 
the ea whither he fled. And when he had come to the 
ins of Agosh, he gave battle unte Lib, and he smote upon 
im until he died ; nevertheless, the brother of Lib did come 
against Coriantumr in the stead thereof, and the battle became 
exceeding sore, in the which Coriantumr fled again before the 
army of the brother of Lib. Now the name of the brother of 
Lib was called Shiz. And it came to pass. that Shiz pursued. 
after Coriantumr, and he did overthrow many cities, and — 
he did slay both women and children, and he did burn the ci- 
ties thereof; and there went a fear of Shiz throughout’all the 
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land ; yea, a cry went forth throughout the land: Who can 
stand before the army of Shiz? Behold, he sweepeth the © 
earth before him! And it came to pass that the people b | 
to flock together in armies, throughout ali the face of the land. 
And they were divided, and a part of them fled to the army of 
Shiz, and a part of them fled to the army of Coriantumr.— 
And so great and lasting had been the war, and so long had 
been the scene of bloodshed and carnage, that the whole face. 
of the land was covered with the bodies of the dead; and so 
swift and speedy was the war, that there was none left to bury 
the dead, but they did march forth from the shedding of blood, 
to the shedding of blood, leaving the bodies of both men, wo- 
men and children, strewed upon the face of the land, to be- 
come a prey to the worms of the flesh ; and the scent thereof.

And it came to pass that they 
came again the third time, and the battle became exceeding | 
sore. And it came to pass that Shiz smote upon Coriantumr, 
that he gave him many deep wounds. And Coriantumr hav- 
ing lost‘his blood; fainted, and was carried away as though he. 
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were dead. Now the loss of men, women and children, on’ 
both sides, were so great that Shiz commanded his people 
that they should not pursue the armies of Coriantumr; where- 
fore they returned to their 
And it came to pass that when Coriantumr had recovered 
of his wounds, he began to remember the words which Ether 
had spoken unto him: He saw that there had been slain by. 
the sword already nearly two millions of his people, and he 
began to sorrow in his heart; yea, there had been. slain two 
millions of mighty men, and also their wives and their chil-.

Lord and your God. Behold, I came into the world@hot to 
call the i but sinners to repentance; the whole need 
no physician, but they that are sick; wherefore little children 
are whole, for they are not capable of committing sin; where- 
fore the curse of Adam is taken from them in me, that it hath 
no power over them: and the law of circumcision is doné 
away in me. And after this manner did the Holy Ghost mani- 
fest the word of God unto me; wherefore my beloved sony I 
know that it is solemn mockery before God, that ye should 


baptize little children. Behold I say unto you, that thisthing ~ © 4 
shall ye teach, repentance and baptism unto they which‘are .»7 7 


accountable and capable of committing sin; yea, teach 7 


that they must repent and be baptized, and humble themselves ~ 
as their little children, and they shall all be saved with their little «—] 


children; and their little children need no repentance, neither 
baptism. Behold, baptism is unto repentance to the fulfilling 
the commandments unto the remission of sins. But little 
children are alive in Christ, even from the foundation of the 


world: if not so, God is a partial God, and also a changeblo 


God, and a respecter to persons: for how many little children 
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have died without baptism. Wherefore, if little children 
could not be saved without baptism, these must have gone to 
an endless hell. Behold I say unto you, That he that suppo- 
seth that little children needeth baptism, is in the gall of bit- 
terness, and in the bonds iniquity: for he hath neither faith, 
hope, nor charity; wherefore, should he be cut off while in 
the thought, he must go down to hell. For awful is the wick- 
edness to suppose that God saveth one child because of bap- 
tism, and the other must perish because he hath no baptism. 
Wo be unto him that shall pervert the ways of the Lord after 
this manner, for they shall perish, except they repent. Be- 
hold, I speak with boldness, having’ authority from God; and 
I fear not what man can do: for perfect love casteth out all 
fear ; and I am filled with charity, whieh is everlasting love ; 
wherefore all children are alike unto me; wherefore I love lit- 
tle children with a perfect love; and they are all alike, and 
partakers of salvation. For I know that God is not a partial 
God, neither a changeable being ; but he is unchangeable from 
all eternity to all eternity. Little children cannot repent; 


i | ot Wherefore it is awiul wickedness to deny the pure mercies of | 


God unto them, for they are all alive in him because of his 
mercy. And he that saith that little children needeth baptism, 
denieth the mercies of Christ, and setteth at nought the atone- 
ment of him and the power of his redemption. Wo unto 


uch, for they are in danger of death, hell, and an endless 


torment. I speak it boldly, God hath commanded me. _List- 
en unto them and give heed, or they stand against you at the 
judgement seat of Christ. For behold that all little children 
are alive in Christ, and also all they that are without the law. 
For the power of redemption cometh on all they that have no 
layy; wherefore, he that is not condemned, or he that is under 
no condemnation, cannot repent ; and unto such baptism avail- — 
eth nothing.

And now I write somewhat concerning the sufferings of this 
people. For according to the knowledge which I have re- 
ceived from Amoron, behold, the Lamanites have many pris- 
oners, which they took from the tower of Sherrizah ; and 
there were-men, women and children. And the husbands and 
fathers of those women and children they have slain; and 
they feed the women upon the flesh of their husbands, and 
the children u the flesh of their fathers; and no water, 
save a little, do they give unto them. And notwithstanding 
‘this great abomination of the Lamanites, it doth not exceed 
that of our people in Moriantum. For behold, many of the 
daughters of the Lamanites have they taken prisoners; and — 
after depriving them of that which was most dear and pre- 
cious above all things, which is chastity and virtue; and after 
that they had done this thing, they did murder them in a most 
cruel manner, torturing their bodies even unto death; and af- 
ter. that they have done this, they devour their flesh like unto 


‘wild beasts, because of the hardness of their hearts; and they 


do it for a token of bravery. O my beloved son, how can a 
people like this, that are without civilization ; (and only a few 
years have passed away, and they were a civil and a delight- 
some people ;) but O my son, how cana people like this, 
whose delight is in so much abomination, how can we expect 
that God will stay his hand in judgement,against us? Behold, 
my heart cries wo unto this people. Come out in judgement, 
‘O God, and hide their sins, and wickedness, and abominations 
from before thy face. And again, my son, there are many 
widows and their daughters, which remain in Sherrizah; and 
that part of the provisions which the Lamanites did not carry 
@way, behold, the army of Zenephi has carried away, and lef 

them to wander withersoever they can for food ; and man 

old women do faint by the way and die. And the army which 
is with me, is weak; and the armies of the Lamanites are 
betwixt Sherrizah and me ; and as marfy as have fled to the 
one of Aaron, have fallen victims to their awful brutality. O 
the depravity of my people! they are without order and with- 


out mercy. Behold, I am but aman, and Ihave but the strength 
of a man, and I cannot any longer enforce my commands; and . 


they have become strong in their perversion; and they are 


“alike brutal, sparing none, neither old-nor young; and they de- 
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light in every thing save that which is good ; wi the suffer- — 


ings of our women and our children upon all the face of this 


land, doth exceed every thing; yea, tongue cannot tell, neither 


can it be written. And now my son, I dwell no longer upon 
this horrible scene. Behold, thou knowest the wickedness 
of this people ; thou knowest that they are without principle, 


and past. feeling ; and their wickedness doth exceed that of | 


“the Lamanites. Behold}, my son, I cannot recommend them 
unto God, lest he should smite me. But beold, my son, I rec- 
ommend thee unto God, and I trust in Christ that thou wilt. 
be saved ; and I pray unto God that he would spare thy life, 
to witness the return of his ple unto him, or their utter: 
destruction: for I know that they:must perish, exce rea 
pent and return unto him; and if they perish, it 

unto the Jaredites, because of the witbeose of their beer.
